Child abuse, growth management, taxes, 
apical malpractice and education are just 
a Ssm 1^ ^ tMg Issues lawmakers will be 
grappling^^^ with when they Tcturn to 
Tallahassee on Tuesday. 

Stopping child abuse is one of the 
priorities, with the state trying to decide just 
what role government should play. 

A special task force made up of state 
officials, legislators, and private citizens met 
in Tallahassee last week to try and come up 
with some solutions. 

Speaker Pro Tem of the House Elaine 
Ck>rdon, D-North Miami, thmks mandatory 
fingerprinting of lA (kiy care workers and 



volunteers is one answer. But she isn't 
optimistic that would solve the whole 
problem, since only about five or six percent 
of child abuse occurs in day care centers. 

"The greatest amount (of child abuse) and 
especially sexual child abuse occurs outside 
the day care centers, usually in the home 
setting," Gordon said. 

Rapid growth is also causing headaches for 
state lawmakers. With 5,000 new people 
moving to the state each week, there aren't 
enough schools, hospitals and good roads to 
go around.

Despite her many accomplishments and 
impressive a*edentials, Florida University 
Chancellor Barbara Newell announced her 
resignation Friday with mixed emotions. 

In the end, it all boiled down to a question 
of Newell's style. 

Newell said she had betflf encouraged to 
leave the post she has held for the past four 
years because of sharp criticism of her 
leadership methods. 

Newell said Sunday that she feh both 
relieved and sikI to be l^vii^ hss $97,000 a 
year job. 

"It's really a touch of tl» Wtt«:sweet,'* she 
said. "I had been thinking about k for a while, 
ft vncNdd be difficult for me to c(mtim» under 



the circumstances.** 

According to an article in Sunday's 
Tallahassee Democrat, university leaders, 
members of the Board of Regents and 
legislators found Newell to be too demanding, 
difficult to «K>rk with and occasionally 
irritating. 

Some officials said they experienced 
difficulties in working with her because she 
was an outsider to the state university system. 
A New Englander who attended Ivy League 
schools, the 55-year-old chancellor often 
came under fire for her academic prowess. 

Still others, like Florida State University 
President Bernie Sliger, told the Democrat 
that they found it hard to work with her

Prank turns Delt house to outhouse

Florida State University police received a 
complaint of vandalism from the Delta Tau 
Delta fraternity house Friday morning, 
It to police spokesman Lt. Jack 
h When the po&ce mmA th^ found 
^ jp^sA on the frmit ^eps, miear^ 
on tMo^cte walls, and strewn around the 
side yard. Fraternity officials said they called 
the FSU Health and Safety Department 
immediately after they notified the police. 

Handley said the police were in the 
"process of developing suspects," and 
possible charges of criminal mischief were 
pending. Handley also said that there might 
be a need f# tfe guilty party to pay 
restitution. 

Although p^cc had no official suspects, 
sone of the n^bers of the D^ Tau Delta 
fraternity thought a neighboring fraternity 
might have l^i fcsponsible for the jwank. 
Fraternity president Brad Saxton said the 
first thing he assumed, when he discovered 
the vandalism^ was that it was another 
fraternity. 

"Frats do things to each other all the time 
and they get resolved," he said. "Things go 
back to normal, but this goes beyond the 
typical pranks. The stuff was getting tracked 
into the house." 

^tcm ssM whai the ^dunids crew arrived 
to clean the yard they wou]^*t wash the 
front steps,, and no one at the Delta house 
wanted to touch the raw sewage. Saxton smd 



a few Pi Kappa Alpha pledges came over and 
cleaned the area without being asked to. But 
they refused to comment on why they were 
cleaning up the mess. 

While he admitted that members of his 
fraternity had committed the act, Pi Kappa 
Alpha president Trent Mallory said that the 
aidividuate acted on thdr own. "The incident 
was strictly the responsibility of one 
individual and that member has been 
expelled from our chapter. Subsequent 
individuals have been suspended as well," 
Mallory said. "It was by no means enitersed 
by the fraternity as a whole." 

Paul Lamonica, Delta Tau Delta 
correspondence secretary, said he believes the 
sewage came from a storage tank buried 
behind the Pike house. Both Saxton and 
Lamonica were hesitant to discuss the issue, 
because they said their house was directly 
behind the Pike house, and they didn't want 
to initiate any hostility between the two 
fraternities. Saxton also said this was the first 
time the Deltas had called the {x»lice about 
any fraternity issue— it was a matter of 
public health concern. 

Betty Harrold, the Delta house mother, 
said Friday afternoon she was awakened by 
"yelling and screaming outside the window" 
at 3:30 that morning. She said her first 
thought was, "Oh my God, it's the Pike's 
doing something.'*

Gainesville, proposes a solution. HB 287—144 pages long- 
deals with everything from coastal zoning to the planning and 
location of educational facilities, and could help put the brakes 
on uncontrolled growth. 

In the past, lawmakers have been content to water down 
strong growth management proposals and put any meaningful 
decisions 6tt *until nejK 5^wr* a ttet Sen. TcWft 
McPherson, D-Fort Lauderdale, says is causing the state to 
*strangle<m growth.* 

Lawmakm will also have to take a hard look at taxes this 
^^4^^lte4i^nt^ Jtete is going to get enough money 
to keep up with its ever-expanding population. While the 
majority say they're in no mood to raise taxes this year. Senate 
President Harry Johnston, D-West Palm Beach, says they may 
have to. 

"We may see some increases in fees but you won't see any 
tax increases with one exception," Johnston said, referring 
to the gas tax. 



Proceeds from the gas tax are used to build new roads and 
bridges and keep the old ones in repair, an espediijly critical 
job in a high-growth state such as Florida. 

Speaker of the House James Harold Thompson agrees with 
Johnston that some fees may also go up, in particular college 
tuition. There is, however, a wide gap between what Gov. Bob 
Graham wants and what lawmakers say they can approve of 
in good conscience. 

Graham, for example, wm«s ^ nnivrnfty stutots 
to start paying 12.7 percent more in tuition costs this year, 
radanotto 12.5^^tt« yw. Thompson »^ no way. 

"1 doubt if it (Graham's proposal) will fly on the whole," 
Thompson said. "It's always p(^U^ that it could... but 1 
doubt if we'll be able to do it because we don't want to. Five 
percent would be more realistic in my judgement." 

A state-run lottery would be a good way to raise more 
revenue, according to some state officials. 

Education Commissioner Ralph Turlington has said he will 
work to get a constitutional amendment dealing with a lottery 
on next November's ballot and Sen. Jack Gordon, D-Miami 
Beach, filed a lottery bill last month that was approved by 
a Senate Commerce Committee. 



Then last Thursday, the Policy Sciences Program at Florida 
State University announced that in a survey conducted between 
Feb. 11 and March 12 of this year, 64 percent of the almost 
1 ,000 people questioned voiced support for a state or county- 
run lottery. 

That doesn't cut any ice with Thompson, though, who has 
said that if a lottery bill does come over to the House, he'll 
<to wtaitever he has to to prevent it from being voted on.

simply because she was a woman. Newell was 
the first woman in the country to become a 
university chancellor. 

Newell said she didn't know to what extent 
her gender had played a role in her success 
as chancellor. More Hkely, she said, her 
problems were created due to a combination 
of factors including her personality. 

Newell had been popular with students— 
e^jecially women and blacks. One of her 
goals was to boost affirmative action 
programs around the state. Under Newell,

Regents select FAMU president

After months of interviews and 
deliberations, the Florida Board of Regents 
chose Frederick Humphries Thursday as 
Florida A&M University's next president. 

Himiphries, who has been president, of 
Tennessee State University for the past 10 
ymrs, is expected to come to FAMU next 
month and may take over the pr^de^ as 
early as the beginning of the suotfner. 

According to newspaper reix>rts earlier in 
the week, Humphries' experience at the 
predominantly black Tennessee University 
with a similar enrollment and curriculum to 
FAMU was a major reason for his selection 
for the $81,000 a year job. 

Humphries was unavailable for comment 
this weekend. ' 

The 49-ycar-old native of Apalachicola, 
who received a Bachelor's degree in 
clwmistry from FAMU and a Ph.D. in 
physical chemistry from the University of 
Pittsburgh, feels a major priority will be to 
increase enrollment, according to the 
Tallahassee Democrat. From 1978 to 1983 
the number of students at FAMU decreased 
20 percent. 

He said he also wanted up-and-coming 
fields like high technology to receive more 



money and that he will oppose a merger with 
Florida State University. 

Comments from several other people last 
week, and the withdrawal of top candidate 
Wilbert LeMelle on Monday from the list of 
four finalists, indicated Humphries would 
fffst have to cteal with management problems 
and low morale at FAMU. 

A<^ording to ^ Pemocrott teM^y an 
associate vice ^i^^lkv from ttw^^ ^te 
University System of New York, felt 
FAMU's problems in personnel, finances, 
and administration of academic and athletic 
programs would hamper him in doing what 
he did best— making quality improvements 
in educational programs. 

Regent Frank Scruggs told the Democrat 
the new president might have to fire some 
personnd and Tallahas^ Regent DuBose 
Ausl^ said he woukl have to rid the campus 
of paranoia about an FSU-FAMU merger. 
. The Board of Regents began looking for 
a FAMU president after President Walter 
Smith resigned last fall. Over 200 applicants 
were narrowed down to 10, and finally to 
four. When LeMelle withdrew his candidacy 
last week, Humphries was chosen over 
University of Michigan associate vice 
president Niara Sudarkasa and FAMU dean 
of pharmacy Charles Walker.

- Fiction w?i4^ir Phillip 
Graham believes in magic. 
When asiced where he got the 
idea for one of his stories, he 
said, "I wrote it in Africa 
after having gone to a 
diviner for a cure for writer's 
block.

I did, 
then I wrote the story. " 

Graham re^ that story— 
♦'Waiting for the Right 
Moment"— one of the 
knock-outs from his 
collection The Art of the 
Knock, Saturday afternoon 
at the Spring Festival of 
Writers. He transfixed the 
audience with his own brand 
of magic— the creation of a 
lictioiial world where 
Anything can, and does, 
happen. A world where an 
artist can transform her 
lover into a work of art:

frightened, for he saw stretched out on the living room 
floorboards by the window a life-size painting of a shadow. 
"It's your shadow, " she said as she came up to kiss him 
hello and lead him into the room, "I Just finisheti work on 
it. " It ms titled "Waiting for tf^ Right Moment. ** One day. 
she exj^ined, he'd pass by the wmdowmd, given the corm:t 
lighting, moment, and identical gesture, his shadow would 
match, for an instant, the painted one. His feet tingled as 
he stood uneasily at the edge of the flat, dark shape, "It 's

only a matter of time, " she said.

Mary Oliver— her maudlin Hallmark verse 
masquerades as top prize-winning poems

Long, long ago before tl^ days of MTV and compact disc 
players, novels and slim books of poetry were the preferred 
entertainment alternatives when you (wanted to spend 
Saturday night at home. 

There is something about black and white words standing 
solemnly against a page, brave to scrutiny, that makes the 
written word so powerful. 

On Saturday night at the Spring Festival of Writers, 
Pulitzer Prize winner Mary Oliver read from her latest poetry 
anthology, American Primitive, and tried to translate her 
sometimes powerful written words into a kind of verbal 
hymn. 

Oliver's poetry is a celebration and affirmation of the 
intrinsic power and glory of nature. She writes of Wah 
Whitman's brand of nature, with Hiks like, "I thought the 
earth mi^mbCT^ me, she took me back so tenderly, 
arranging her^k sk^, her pockets full of^ens and 



seeds." 

Written boldly across a page, the words are somehow less 
offensive, but combined with a pretentious sing-^ng br^th- 
conscious #^very, any intensity was lost. The audience of 
almost 100 seemed restless, and stunned that this was last 
year's choke for the Pulitzer. 

Perhaps it is that the images in Oliver's poetry are often 
vague and non-specific, and while she seems to strive for 
a religious respect for the bears, humpback whales, and one- 
eyed kittens of her poems, the resuta is frequently a kind of 
superficial. Hallmark cwd aj^al. It sounds pleasant, but 
is meaningless. 

In a question and answer period after the reading, Oliver 
said that '^affirmation goes with the moral responsibility of 
chocking to be a poet," and perhaps this is what most 
interferes with her words. Ultimately the poems begin to 
sound so sugar-coated sentimental that it is hard to take the 
words seriously.

Saturday night, after a day of being on display, of 
speaking at the Spring F^tival of Writers, the small, Cuban- 
born Fornes is tired. Ste sits in a soft blue chair, one bare 
foot tucked under her, resting her chin in her i»lm. But the 
small woman still intimidates. 

She has done so much so well— staging and directing 25 
Off-Off Broadway plays in a career spanning more than 20 
years, winning three Obies, Village Voice's Off Broadway 
award, for her work, work that Bonnie Marranca, a drama 
critic, says "goes to the core of character"— "her characters 
exist in the world by their very act of trying to understand 
it... it is the characters... who appear to be thmking, not the 
aiithor." 

I try to get at how she makes thesie characters by asking 
about her unconventional teaching style in playwriting 
workshoi^ at INTAR Labs in New York, where rather than 



letting the students criticize what their fellows have written, 
she asks her group to relax, then throws writing exercises 
at them. "Try to remember something in your childhood 
that has to do with the water,*' she says softly, showing me 
how it works. "Try to visualize it, remember everything you 
saw, anything that was said." 

The students must be off-guard for what is coming, she 
explains, so that "in the end, they're listening to their own, 
whatever is in them that wants to come out." 

"The most creative thing is not to know what the next 
step is." Her voice lowers, "That is almost the secret." She 
smiles. 

For over 20 years, Fori^ has written like that— fdttowihg 
image, freeing her own creativity as she tries to teach othCTS, 
remembering her own plays as colors, not structures or 
words, riding the cutting, experimental edge of New York 
drama on Off-Off Broadway. She once said in an interview 
that she was able to stay sharp because she was willing to 
live poor, not for three or four years, like some people, but 
for "40 or 50 years, my whole life." I ask her about this. 
"I would have liked recognition in a more mainstream 
theater," she sap. 

She looks down and away, the tiredness of a long day, 
of her 55 years, heavy on her. When she speaks, her voice 
is very soft. "And it wouM be nice... to be more 
comfortable."

Gaines: *I write about Southern Louisiana*

Ern^ Capes is haunted by fiamily, oteessed by 
community, p^sionate about making the land where he was 
born live in his work. '*Soise of pla(%, home and people," 
are the incanc^ccnt center of his prose he says. **My home, 
my people, my people's language." 

Gaines left the sharecropper's cabin in Oscar, Lousiana 
for California early in life, but he acknowledges that his best 
writing will always be about the place where his family 
worked the land — "the poor land, the back land, the worst 
land" — for generations from slavery times on. "I can't write 
about Northern Louisiana," he says. "I can*t write about 
Texas. I can't write about Mars. I write about Southern. 
Loubiwia." 

His fictional world of Bayonne with its threadbare soil, 
ks competing black and Cajun farmers, its white plantation 
people living in genteel past-looking poverty, has been 
inevitably compared to Faulkner's southern kii^dom of the 
mind Yoknapatawpha County. But Gaines says that while 
his territory is similar to Faulkner's, his social vision is 
different. He compares Miss Jane in The Autobiography of 
Miss Jane Pittman to Faulkner's passive, silent suffering 
Dilsey in The Sound and the Fury: "Faulkner found Dilsey 



in his kitchen; I found Miss Jane in mine. I was back in the 
kitchen with h^. the difference is tl»t I gave Mi^ Jane 
con^ousn^. I told story." 

Gaines's great similarity to Faulkner is in his fitwary style, 
in its fluent, rich, oral vitality. He does not write with 
Faulkner's baroque complexity but makes emotive sentences 
full of resonant repetition and delicate parallelism. This 
aesthetic cousinship was evident in Gaines' Friday night 
reading from his latest novel A Gathering of Old Men (1983) 
where each chapter is a character's voice, telling and re-teUing 
the central story. It is like Faulkner's As I Lay Dying in the 
sinewy virtuosity with which Gaines lets the sharp, discrete, 
evocative language create the personas, and the mythic soise 
of tt» oM men's uiotorable c(»mection to Htm laml ai^ their 
ancestors. But Gdnes does what Faulkner never could 
manage— his black people are central, his black voices «re 
»lf-aware, his black char«:t«» are fuU and real— not saints, 
not symbols. The words of these pep{^ form their history— 
the history of forgotten, dispossessed, invisible families. 

Gaines says that writers have to write about their own 
place, their world no matter where they are. "Look at James 
Joyce," he says, "no matter how far he went he never could 
shed Ireland. Well, 1 can't shed South Louisiana. And," 
Gaines smiles, "I don't want to." 
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What price for rejection? 
I guess we'll never know

Well I never. 

I'd be proud if it had been Prince, and 
Mick Jagger could do it to me anytime. But 
being stood up for an interview by some 
podunk book editor — even if she was from 
Harcourt, Brace, J ovanovich— really hurts.

Maria Arana-Ward, in town for this 
weekend's annual Spring Festival of Writers, 
did speak to an audience of eager Tallahassee 
scribes, many of whom swarmed her later 
with dot^eared manuscripts. But what the 
six-year veteran from a major publishing 
house had to say rixwt the business of 
Writing soon shot the dollar signs from even 
the most fertile imaginations^^lP 

"The most valuable thing I can convey is 
that publishing is a very commercial 
enterprise," said Ward. "You have to 
understand where your work figures in as a 
product. Every writer owes it to themselves 
to know where to direct and place their 
writing." Ward handed (town step-by-step 
advice to would-be authors: send 
'impassioned" letters of - inquiry to 
individual editors, scan the bookshelves to 
s^ which publishing hoiise suits you best. 



arid "by all means" obtain a literary agent. 

"When the time comes to sign a contract 
with a publisher, you are \mx off with a 
literary agent," she said. 

The Lit Fest audience is notoriously docile 
(I think it has something to do with dl those 
chintz sofas.) So it was quite a shocker when 
they nearly hissed at the description of 
"profit-loss studies" her company routinely 
conducts on prospective books. They clearly 
didn't enjoy looking at their writing as 
"products" that need to be "directed." 

"I've had a novel done for a year now," 
said aspiring writer Janice McLain, "and 
what (Ward) said sort of reiterates what I've 
been getting on my rejection slips: 'Oh, 
honey lamb, you can write up a storm, you 
move me to tears, but 1 can't make any 
money off of you.'" McLain said she's 
abandoned the publisher search for a lit 
agent search, but "it's just as hard to find 
a literary agent as it is to find a pubUsher." 

How does Ward feel about being the 
corporate bad guy? Does she think it will ever 
be possible for publishing houses to tear 
themselv^ away from the monied chain 
stores that demand so much mass-market 
mush? I guess we'll never know, will we?

Festival panel examines the politics of writing

'Cultural and Political Identity in Imaginative 
Writing," Saturday's panel discussion at the Spring 
festival of Writers, featured three writers from 
vastly different backgrounds who preferred to 
discuss their cultural influences rather than their 
poUtical ideology. 

Black novelist Ernest Gaines dominated the 
forum with easy flowing anecdotes. Gaines spoke 
of the move from his home ir. Louisiana to 
Cahfornia at age 15. When asked about his non- 
involvement in the 1960s civil rights movement, 
Gaines replied, **I could have gotten mvolved with 



the movement, but I didn't want to put aside (the 
writing of) the Autobiography of Miss Jane 
Pitman." 

Mary Oliver, Pulitzer prize winning poet, 
avoided political issues by saying, "I didn't see 
myself writing as a man or a woman. I like a voice 
that is neither sex if possible." Oliver said she 
preferred writing about the outdoors and nature, 
rather than urban scenes. 

Phillip Graham, a short story writer from New 
York, said that the relationship between writing and 
poUtics, "scares me to death." He refeted stories 
of visiting West Africa with his wife, an 
anthropologist. •*Political polemics and fiction 



don't mix," Graham said, and in a nutshell 
summed up the feeling of the panel members. 

Wt^n ask^ about the difference between politics 
wth a big P — structured and overtly ideological — 
and politics with a little P, politics that are subtly 
revealed in a work, all three authors agreed that 
personal politics are essential to the conflict in 
fiction. According to Oliver, "All writing is 
political. Everything we do reaches back to a 
political beginning." 

But all three authors agreed that big P politics 
are obstructive to imaginative works. Gaines said, 
'*P<^tics restricts the flow of writing. 1 avoid 
politics. I think they arc needed, but not by me." 



The great debate: big publishers vs. small presses

In the otherwise gentile atmosphere of Longmire 
Lounge, an audience of more than 70 people, 
gathered Friday afternoon for the Spring Festival 
of Writers, heard editors from both big and small 
presses face off in battle. 

Representing the Goliath-sized publishing house? 
was soiior editor of Harcourt Brace Jovanovich, 
Marie Arana-Ward. Onmpioning the piccolo-sized 
presses was Word Beat Press editor, Allen 
Woodman. Splitting the difference was short story 
writer Phillip Graham, while David Kirby, Florida 
State professor and poet, refereed the panel. 

Kirby offered the recent trend of "big presses 
tightening down to publish only the sure seller," 
as the first bait for debate. 

Choosing her words slowly and carefully, Arana- 
Ward reiterated the dismal odds of a new writer 
breakii^ into the big-time publishing market. 



"It's a well-known fact that mid-list books eat 
up profits. If we do sign a mid-lister, we can only 
hope to sell 500 to 15,000 copies and no more," 
she said. "So, we are forced to go for the block 
buster in which we are assured a healthy sale." 

More than 60 percent of the books bought are 
sold through chains," Arana-Ward explained. "So 
unless you can say yes, you are going to put 5Q,000 
copies with a $50,000 advance budget, book Imym 
like B. Dalton and Walden will not respond." 

Though the unsolicited manuscript is usually 
looked at, Arana-Ward added, "it is usually 
published only if the editor has a personal interest 
in the piece." 

Personal attention, on the other hand, is one of 
the advantages of pubUshing with a small press, 
said Woodman. "Pm not a publishing house, but 
I like to think of myself as a publishing 
condominiiun." By one person doing the job of 



many, small presses can take more risks, and most 
importantly, keep the author in print longer, 
Woodman said. 

"You get close with authors in every phase," said 
Woodman. "I get midnight calls from writers who 
want to discuss everything: from what they had for 
dinner to their sexual habits." 

Phillip Graham, who has enjoyed the good 
fortune of being published by both types of presses, 
said, "They're very different experiences. You're 
much more aware of bdng pik of the market 
place, like the feeling of being a small part of a big 
wave moving t(ward shori." 

Woodman, however, is copending on one of 
''life's nutty Me mirades" to remain standing in 
tte tide of lite:k4»ugter publistm. "I guess aU big 
houses were coiMkHMniums at one tm^" said. 

Arana-Ward conceded, "AD e^<ox% in ^e 
houses do dream of rum^ their own proe^."

The Final Two 



t's down to Georgetown and 
3^illanova for the NCAA crown

LEXINGTON, Ky.-The NCAA will 
leasure the accomplishment of Georgetown 
gainst the commitment of Villanova 
pvlonday night in its 47th annual 
;hampionship game. 

Georgetown's Hoy as have the look ami 
i^complishment of a champion: they won 
1^ NCAA championship, they finished 
15 «|ihe No. 1 team in the nation and they 
thonselves in the t^pme Jipunst 
(eani they have idm^ beaten twu^ this 
winter. 

But Villanova's Wildcats have the 
commitment of a champion: as the No. 8 
seeded team in the Southeast Regional, they 
beat Dayton at Dayton and then posted 
consecutive upsets of No. 2 Michigan, 
Maryland, No. 7 North CaroUna and No. 4 
Memphis State to earn the schooi*s first 
NCAA title game berth since 1971. 
The Wilder bave^n up ^er si^ or 
sj^d to everyone they have faced in the 
[tournament tlnis far— but what they haven't 
rgiven up is points. What Villanova does biest 
is play defense— and that defense is tied to 
the Big East schoorj ability to control the 
tempo. 

"We've made a commitment to do the 
things we know we can do best," Villanova 
Coach Rollie Massimino said. "The teams 
we have beaten thus far have been 
outstanding basketball teams— everyone but 
^Daytcm \m been in the Top 20 and in au>st 
ises the Top 10." 

"We knew we couldn't run up and down 
the court with them. We'd like to run our 
f£ 1 break, but we don't want one-pass shots. We 
I A make the extra pass to get the ball where we 
■ ■want it. We don't ever intentionally try to 
I Hiold the ball; we just try to get a good shot. 
*»laking the extra pass doesn't mean taking 
'^the air out of the ball." 



Villanova has held its five NCAA 
opponents to an average of 47 points per 
game on 42 percent shooting. Dayton scored 
49 points, Michigan 55, Maryland 43 and 
North Carolina 44 against the Wildcats. 

Memphis State shot only 38 percent 
against Villanova and scored 1 1 points fewer 
than in any game this s^on by falling 52-45 
Saturday. The Wildcats held All-America 
forward Keith Lee to half Ms 20-point 
scoring average that day. 
: So Massimino doesn't intend to fiddle with 
a sucmsful formula at this point.

The flaw in Villanova's grand scheme to 
win the national championship is that even 
if the Wildcats can control the tempo, it 
might not be enough.

New steel sculpture provokes 
Law school praise and barbs

Figuring out how to raise a 
one and a half ton 19 foot 
mass of steel from the 
fbitbed of a Mtched-on trailer is all in 
a day's work for John Brough Miller. 

The sculptor and Professor of Art 
at Texas Woman's University was in 
town yesterday to hand deliver his 
sculpture Parted Pinnacle with 
Descending Form to the Florida State 
Law Library grounds. What he 
thought would be a fairly simple job 
turned out to be an all day affair. 

The forklift that was originally 
supposed to hoist the artwork 
wouldn't start. Another forklift was 
borrowed from tbs Leon County Ci^c 
Center, but as it was driven across the 
lawn of the Law School, it got stuck 
in the mud. Six people helped to push 
the forklift back onto solid concrete 
and they realized that a forklift was 
not the answer. With $15 in his pocket 
and a fifteen hour drive to Texas 
ahead of him, Miller just shook his 
head and began to take things in 
Stride. This was only the beginning. 

A tow truck was called, but when 
tl^ driver got there he shook his head, 
too, as he looked at the piece. "Don't 
think I'll be able to do the job," he 
said. "We could lift it but then you'd 
have to call in someone else to move 
it in place." Not enough tailgate 
clearance, he explained. 

A second truck was called in but 
Miller had underestimated the weight 
of the sculpture and the front end of 
the truck cune off the ground when 
th^ lifted the piect. 

A third truck, a 30 ton crane, was 
finally able to move the sculpture into 
place on the lawn amid the half- 
sarcastic cheers of skeptical onlookers. 

The piece represents the most 
substantial addition to the series of 
artworks displayed at the FSU Law 
School. The state-funded Art in Public 
Places program requires that one half 
of one percent of the total 
construction price of all public 
building be set aside spedficaUy for 
art. For the FSU Law Library 
, construction and related Law School 
renovation efforts, this figure worked 
out to a total of $20,000. Miller's tall 
steel sculpture cost the Law School 
$12,500, a price the artist feels, is 
somewhat of a bargain. "I mean these 
people know how to dicker," he said. 

Despite the problems of the day, 
Miller said he thought it worked out 
for the best. "I had the opportumty

Opening day of the session no one expects to get much work done. 
It's more a day of pageantry and settling in — like the first day of school. 

But when it's over, the legislators have their work cut out for them. 
A number of issues that have cropped up in past sessions need to be 
dealt with once and for all. And the way they handle these problems 
will determine the sort of state we'll find ourselves living in in the future. 

Top on the list is growth management— not just because it's 
important, but because it encompasses so much. Simply put, growth 
management is all about making our resources— natural and man- 
made— continue to work for us as the population grows at an 
exponential rate. 

This includes everything from roadway construction and maintenance 
to beach management, and touches on everything we consider an 
important part of the "quality of life" Florida offers: schools, the 
environment, tax rates and job opportunities. 

Child abuse is a big topic this year, partially because of the increase 
in the amount of abuse reported — as in the widely-publicized cases 
occurring at child care centers. It's tempting to reach for solutions that 
are easy to implement — like the fingerprinting of all workers at child 
care centers and tightening of the requirements for such jobs— but those 
solutions are often little more than band-aids. Add the fact that child 
abuse is a hot topic, which is currently causing politicians to try almost 
anything to top one another. In a politicized atmosphere, the potential 
for stop gap measures is great. The challenge for the legislators will 
be to see past all the maneuvering to create a coherent, efficient system 
that will provide for children and prevent their abuse. 

Legislators will also have to make some hard choices in terms of 
educational excellence in Florida. Excellence is a fine goal, but it can't 
be won without qualified teachers, and they can't be gotten for 
substandard pay. With Florida's population increasing at the rate it 
is currently — we are now the sixth largest state and could be the third 
largest by the turn of the century— our teacher shortage problem will 
get worse before it gets better. 

Legislators should think less of how the newspaper will treat them 
the next day and consider how the history books will treat them in the 
next few decades. For their action— or lack of it— will determine just 
what sort of state Florida becomes.

Lawmakers will debate 
home schooling issue

A Republican legislator introduced a bill Monday 
providing annual testing for students whose parents keep 
them out of public schools and teach them at home for 
religious r^isons. 

Sen. Bob Johnson, R-Sarasota, said he was afraid some 
{wrents m^ht l»e unng **the shield of religion" to exploit 
their children or put them to work durii^ sclraol hours. His 
bill (SB 502) would allow "a home education program" as 
an alternative to public, private or parochial schooling— 
but would set minimum louning requirments for students 
taught in their homes. 

"Geniune reugious intention is fine, but as in anything 
else, there will be people who misuse the religious shield," 
said Johnson. 'There has to be some verification take place 
on a recurring basis t^ tl^ state ibM eduottion is taking 
place." 

A home study bill (HB SO) similar to Johnson's has l^n 
filed in the House by Rep. Walt Young, D-Pembroke Pines, 
and a vastly different one (HB 326) by Rep. Dan Webster, 
R-Orlando, would allow parents to instruct their children 
at home without the periodic scholastic evaluations required 
by the Young and Johnson bills. 

"There has been a lot of talk and activity about home 
schooling, and this is apparently one of the big issues of 
1985," Johnson said. 



Growth plan top priority for '85 session

A special Senate committee on Florida's growth, frankly 
admitting it expects little from the House, decided Monday 
not to limit its work to transportation, water resources and 
land use this year. 

On the eve of the 1985 legislative session, the Senate Select 
Committee on the Comprehensive State Plan split into three 
subcommittees to study various segments of Gov. Bob 
Graham's blueprint for Florida's future. One of the 
sub(»mnutte^ will concentrate on how to fuml tl^ plan — a 
ma^ cri^sm ^ the State CabiMt and both chunbm of 
the L^slature. 

Chairman Ken Jenne, D-Hollywood, asked the 
subcommittees to hold frequent hearings through April and 
report their findings by May 1 , roughly the midway point 
of the legislative session. That would leave most of the 
session's second half for negotiation with the House on 
measures for controlling growth and providing roads, 
schools, jails, water and other necessities for the state's 
inevitable population expansion. 

With the state growing by 788 new resideiA Auly, planners 
expect Florida's population to go from H miUion to 15 
million by the end of this century. Managing that growth 



is the top 'mn» of the 60-ilay Illative msiw tlM starts 
Tuesday. 

Sen. Pat Neal, D-Bradenton, said the House has been 
skeptical of the whole growth issue. He said, therefore, the 
Senate should enact the most sweeping growth plan possible 
and bargain from a position of strength when it gets to a 
joint committee with the House. 

*'As you know, I have great faith in the Senate but I don't 
have a great deal of faith in the House of Representatives," 
said N^. 

"We need to have as strong a document as possible this 
year» as (xm^lmsive a doaiin«nt as posdble, coming from 
the Senate. 

"We need to make real statements— as opposed to the 
pablum we've seen in other state plans," he said. 

Sen. Pat Frank, D-Tampa, unsuccessfully tried to limit 
this year's work to water resources, transportation and land 
use. She noted that the law passed last year, mandating the 
comprehensive state plan, says the state "shall" come up 
with legislation in those areas this year— while saying the 
lawmakers "may" enact bills for education, health care, 
prisons and other facets of the masterplan.

SANTIAGO, Chile— C^^Won labor 

union leaders Monday called for mass 
protests April 1 1 against Chile's military 
government for the murder of three 
popular leftists believed killed by right- 
wing death squads. 

Thousands of people took part in a 
funeral proces^n through Santiago for 
two of the slain men— teacher Manuel 
Gmtw^, 36, and soctolop^ Jo^ Panula, 
34, both members of the outlawed 
Communist Party. 

The body of painter Santiago Natteo 
Allende, 64, was being held Monday at 
the city morgue for identification 
purposes medical officials said. 

MONROVIA, Liberia— Liberian 
PresHlent Samuel K. Doe narrowly 
escaped death Monday when would-be 
i^sa^ins sprayed his car with automatic 
weapons fire, seriously wounding two 
bodyguards, the Liberian news ag^cy 
said. 

The state radio later quoted Doe as 
accusing Col. Moses M. D. 
Flanzanmaton, deputy commander of his 
palace guard, of masterminding the 
attempted assassination. 

BHOPAL, India— Chlorine gas leaked 
Monday from the same Union Carbide 
plant where an accictent four months ago 
kiUed more1t!ian 2,5d0 people in history's 
worst chen ' ^al disaster. Itie latest leak 
caused wUk;S|iread panic but only minor 
injuries to seven people. 

Hundreds fled their shanty homes near 
the plant and returned only after the 
Madhya Pradesh state government gave 
assurances that the fumes had dissipated. 

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador— The 
Christian Democrats today claimed an 
overwhelming victory in national 
legislative elections that had thr^ttoied to 
derail Prendent Jose Napoleon Dnarte's 
reform prc^am.

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Renowned feminist comes to FSU tonight

Before many students at Florida State University were even 
born, Gloria Steinem was donning three-inch heels, black 
stockings, and an orange satin costume with a fluffy 
cottontail in order to infiltrate the Playboy Club and get the 
scoop on what bimnies rodly like. The ^ory she found 
ami eventually submitted to Stum m^azine was a li^y of 
physical pain, sexual insults, loi^ hours, and little pay for 
the wtttresses. That was 1%3. 

Twenty-two years later, ABC decided to turn her story 
into a made-for-TV movie, A Bunny's Tale, which premiered 
last month. The feminist herself will be in Tallahassee tonight 
to speak on "Women of the Eighties: The Second Wave." 

Since the 1960s Gloria Steinem has been so active in the 
women's movement that many say she's one of the most 
fttnous feminists in the country. Frirtmbly best known for 
bdng a founder of Ms. magazine, she also helped create the 
National Wcmea's Political Cawnis and the CmiMon for 
Labor Union Women. She has worked on political 
campaigns for Shirley Chisholm, George McGovem, and 
Bella Abzug. Today she continues to write, orgaiuze and 
lecture about women's issues. 

Tallahassee's National Organization for Women President 
Cindy Lefever said Steinem has been a role model of courage 
and intelligence for her. 

"She's been continuously active," Lefever said. "She 
hasn*l made a name for herself and then sat b«;k and 
oijoyed it. IMe fce^ movii^, keeps growing." 

Other WMtmi feel Steimm \m been suc^:e^ful at 
pubUdzing the women's movement ai^ building bridges 
between different kinds of women. 



"She's been a good public relations figure, effective at 
addressing and interpreting women's issues to the mass 
public," said Jean Bryant, director of Women's Studies and 
history professor at Florida State University. "She been 
succe^f ul in gming beyond white middle class professionals 
by writing articles on cterical workers and wonmi b^utidans 
ami mher traditional fmnale |obs we tmd to forget 
sometimes. 

But not every woman in Tallahassee feels Steinem is 
worthy of so much recognition. 

"She's just a wealthy white woman who's received far 
more publicity than she deserves, "said FSU Center for 
Participation Education director Marcia Northcutt. "The 
women's movement in th» ccnnfiry was built raratially by 
a tot of grassroots or^miztng ik>i» by w<^div dsm ^omm 
and women of color. They're the ones that have done all 
the work, they're the ones w1k> don't grt pmd for their work, 
ml-ttey're the ones you never hear about." 

Whether or not Steinem merits so much attention, she's 
bound to draw a large crowd to her lecture tonight, and 
according to FSU Women's Center Director Joanne Smithell, 
she may change some people's minds. 

"Her talk here might encourage women who previously 
accepted the status quo to begin to question their values," 
Smithell said.

when Students' Party chairman Butch Rahman alle^ that 
ONLY members had painted obscene remarks on the Lambdti 
Chi Alpha wall. "The ONLY Party wrote on our wall 
'Lambda Chi assholes' in blue and white punt/' Rahman said. 



"A block up the street someone had painted *We lovt 
Mike and Blair' with the same paint.*' 

Schussler denied the charge. **The ONLY Party would never 
stoop that low," she said. "We don't believe in dirty politics. 
This was an attempt by individuals outside the party to defame 
us." 

Yet Rahman, who is now supporting the United Seminoles, 
clainied that he was "99 percent sure" that the ONLY Party 
was involved. Though he wouldn't reveal names, he claimed 
that an ONLY supports hsd apologized to him for the action. 
"I had one of the ONLY Party memb^ say they were sorry 
they did it and made a mistake in doing it," Rahman said. 

The Lambda Chi incident aside, Ganoe said that her party 
will try to prove to Greeks that the ONLY Party would not 
serve their interests. The basis of this claim is that ONLY Party 
candidate Mike Bornstein is not affiliated with a fraternity. 

**Mike Bornstein's not a Greek," Ganoe said. "He can voice 
his support all he wants to, but a question in every Greek's 
mind will have to be whether they can rely on him when he's 
in office to support Greek interests." 

Though her candidate is mt in a frat, Schussler md 
Bornstein's support from Crack ka^rs on campiu is an 
example of his commitment to fraternities and sororities. 
"Even if he's an independent, Mike realizes the importance 
of the contributions that Greek students make to this campus, 
she said. "Three of our hardest workers, Kimm Lisle, Tony 
Pratofiorito and Kells Michols, are candidates for Greek man 
or woman of the year." 

In addition, Schussler doesn't beUeve that all Greek houses 
have the same concerns. She thinks that Bornstein will have 
a greater commitment to the smaller fraternities. 

"There are such trsaendous differences within the Greek 
community," Schussler saki. "Syd's fraternity. Pi Kappa 
Alpha, has concerns that are not even in the same league as 
some of the growing fraternities and sororities. You need an 
individual that understands the concerns of all Greek 
students." 

Ganoe doesn't buy that argument. "When you're a Greek 
you're a Greek," Ganoe said. "Your specific fraternity doesn't 
matter, but the fact that you have the Greek's interests at heart 
is the only relevant matter." 

In an effort to display their pledge to Greek society, the 
United Seminoles have come up with pamphlets that address 
Greek needs. **We wiB lie t^geting Gr^cs wirti new 
literature," Ganoe said. 

Schussler said her party will have new literature as well,.but 
it will only serw as a remimier that students should vote.

While authorities have taken steps to try to contain the 
disease — San Francisco, for example, has closed down bath 
houses and other places where men met to have sex — one 
high risk setting has been largely ignored: jails and prisons. 

There's IHtle qii^tion ttuit jiUls and prisons are pcMoitiid 
br^ng grolbds for AIDS. A Itf ge inoiber of the '^,000 
Americans behiml bars are drug users and men who have 
sex with other men. 

Yet the CDC does not see any partkular risk. **We have 
no statistical data to indicate that prisoners indulge in 
homosexual activity or practice intravenous drug use," 
claims Dr. Anne Harvey, a CDC epidemiplo^st specializ- 
ing in AIDS. 

Indeed, some penal systems — like Louisiana and 
Tennessee— regard the threat so Ughtly they still allow in- 
mates to sett their blood jilasn^i twice a weeH. The practice, 
endorsed by the Ameriom Correctional Assn., is seen as 
making prisoners Gmer to muiage because it gives them 
money to spend. 




Since 1981, AIDS has

Art by Hubig Although most state 
systems record AIDS «wes, CDC has no national tally for 
victims diagnosed in prison. "We're talking about an un- 
popular disease in an unpopular population," explains Dr. 
Jay Harness, director of medical services for Michigan's 
penal system. "The last thing there's money for is to study 
contagious diseases among prisoners," he says. Harness also 
emphadzes that one reason the AIDS threat behind bars is 
not completely recognized is that mual (intact md drug 
use are fekmies— so pmon doctors are not flowed to pre^ 
prophyk^ methods to inmates. 

"Condoms are considered contraband and we're not go- 
ing to break the law," says San Francisco Sheriff's Assis- 
tant Ray TowbU. "U's a real Catch-22 situation." 

CaUfornia's prison system— the country's largest, with 
40,000 inmates— has had only five rq)orted AIDS cases. 
California officials are distinctly ill at ease. Dr. Nadin 
Kh^ry , cttrector of oMdicid s^vic^ for tte state*s pr^cm 
s^em, says, "The best thii^ we have gov^ for us now is 
that New York is 3,000 mites away."

to talk to a lot of people,** he uM. "A lot of law students, 
a lot of critics, and even some art students have come out.** 

Miller has been working with large steel sculptures since 
1978, and has sold pieces to both private collectors as well. 
For Miller, though, public display of his artwork is vital. 

'it's important for me that people see my sculpture. When 
you sell to a private collector you may as well dig a hole and 
bury it because no one sees it," he said. 

"The piece just sits there Bke a tree and there's no reaction 
to it, it's merely a decorative obMct—then the piece is not 
working." 

There was certainly no lack of public reaction Monday 
as law students and professors ambled pa^ the trailer wl^e 
the sculpture rested uneasily on its side. 

One student walked by, stacks of books crooked in his 
arm, and expressed his feeUngs about the sculpture: "Wait, 
wait," he said to his comrades, "I'll tell you if I like it any 
better."

Dr. Edwin Schroeder, Director of the Law Library and 
a part of the four member committee that selected the 
sculpture, agreed , with Miller. "That's all just part of 
something new. I think it's going to be very attractive," 
Schroeder said. 

M|]^ said that i^eii native or uncuhur^ commits 
about his work are okay m long as people are reacting to 
it. "If you relate to it, it may be just a sphere in space. The 
sphere may represent continuity and wholeness. There is no 
beginning and no ending with spheric shapes. Or you may 
just see it as an obstruction to the street— and that's fine 
too," he said.

Report says art education shouldn't be just finger-painting

LOS ANGELES, Calif.— Art education is "fundamental 
to understanding the human experience" and public schools 
s^dd raise it to the same level as math and science, a study 
rdea^ by the Getty Center for Education in the Arts said 
Mimifaiy. 

Conducted the Rand Corp(»^ttk»n, tl^ 75-fmge r^>ort 
examines the role and status of art education in seven school 
districts around the country. It finds that public schools have 
neglected the cultural and historical contributions of art, with 
too much emphasis on * 'hands on'* cla^ time and too little 
teacher training. 

"The purpose of this report is to draw attention to the need 
for substantive visual arts programs in our school," smd Lani 



Lattin Duke, director of the Getty center, an entity of the J. 
Paul Getty Trust. The trust is funded by the oil fortune of 
the Getty family. 

'*We believe that the report can stimulate activity to effect^ 
much-needed change in the way art is taught nationwide,*' 
Duke said in a statement. 

''Art education should not be treated differently than the 
curricula of other basic subjects,** Duke commented. "The 
way we do it currently emphasizes production of painting and 
sculpture to the exclu$i(Mi of art history, art criticism and 
esthetics." 

In discussing the findings, Harold M. Williams, president 
of the Getty Trust, said, "We believe that the study of art 
is fundamental to understanding the human experience and 



transmitting cultural values." 

Five educators experienced in art education research spent 
time in each district visiting classrooms, going on field trips, 
and interviewing administrators, teachers and parents. 

**In sum, this type of program (rigorous art education 
classes) develops skills important to the basic education of 
every child," Duke said. "The Center believes that no child 
is prepared to live in an increasingly technological world 
without understanding the meaning and the beauty transmitted 
by the arts." 

The study suggests that communities tap local resources, 
such as private industry, for funding, and seek to involve art 
educators, school officials and parents in the effort.

LEXINGTON, Ky.— Reserve g'.iiard Harold Jensen scored 
10 second-half points and Ed Pinckney had 8 points in the 
final eight minutes Monday night to deliver Villanova a 
shocking 66-64 upset of No. 1 Georgetown and give the 
Wildcats their first NCAA championship. 

The victory climaxed a Cinderella march in which the 
Wildcats, ^ded ^th m the South^t Regional, reeled off

Dwayne McClain scored 17 points, Pinckney 16, Jensen

to-back national championships. The Wildcats finished at 
25-10 to hold the worst record ever posted by a national

Georgetown rallied from a 5-point deficit in the final 39 
seconds to within a basket of sending the game into overtime.

McClain eluded the ball to his chest as time ran out, 
triggering a wild on-court celebration honoring the Wildcats. 
The three seniors, McClain, Pinckney and point guard Gary 
McLain then danced hugging each other, cry^ *'April 
Fo^'s...AffrU Foors."

While students lounged on the beach over Spring Break last 
month, a pack of Norwegian rats were busy in the Florida 
State Univeristy anatomy lab. By the time health officials 
arrived on the scene, the rats had gnawed through plastic bags 
containing cadaver "parts'* and made themselves a little home. 

"I really couldn't tdl for sure, but (the rats) were ilestin| 
in what appeared to be fibrous tissue and humim hair,*' said\ 
ftmces M. Harley, FSU Safety Prc^am spedalist, who was 
ilsrted U> the rat inf^tation on March 19. "I ^to'i mpsd 
it too closely— you try not to distttfb th^ habitats too much, 
or it might drive than to other places.** Harley said she did 
seMs^ oth» atf^ials mi which tl^ rats feasted, including 



phenol-soak^ Ibody pjurts and waste matmal from dissections. 

Montgomery Gym, which hm^ itm ttiatomy lab, has 
had a rat problem for some time, according to Robert Reev^, 
Program Director for FSU's Program in Medical Sciences.

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Students* Party may swing election

If two parties are better than one, then 
ONLY Party candidate Mike Bornstein may 
be in trouble in today's Student Body 
Presidential runoff election. 

Though Bornstein beat United Seminoles 
Party candidate Syd Lovelace by nearly 600 
v(^in tte primary decticm, many Stwlents' 
Party membets—without their party's 
official endorsement— are now supporting 
Lovelace's campaign. 

Former Students' Party nominee Rich 
Newsome summed up why he believes 
Students' Party members are backing 
Lovelace. 

"I don't want to say it's a 'Greeks- freaks' 
issue, but I think Syd represents my 
constituents more than Mike," Newsome 
said. "»teny ONLY constituents are radical 
and off-the-wall. 

•'I'm personally ^(^^ Syd because of 
his honesty and sincerity to work tutfd for 
^students," Newsome said. 

Bornstein thought there was another 
reason for Newsome's endorsement. "I 
expected Rich to make an endorsement for 
Syd to show his support for his Pike 
fraternity brother," Bornstein said. 

Lovelace disagreed. **I believe Rich has 
chosen to support me because I do represent 
the mainstream of campus and don't try to 
use cheap gimmicks to gain student 
support." 

While Newsome is not actively 
campaigning for Lovelace, many Students' 
Party members have been seen soliciting 
votes for the United Seminoles in the Union. 
Formerly dressed in green and white, the 
upper echelon of the Students' Party is now 
spwting 'Lovelace-Cook* buttons. 

"The ovo^hehning ma^rity of the 
St^ntsr' Puty is supfOrting as well as 
campaigning for the United Seminotes 
Party," s«d former Students' Party 
campaign manager Brian Wilson. "I haven't 
seen one person jumping to ONLY." 

Yet, the ONJ-Y Party doesn't seem to care 



what the ousted party is doing in tJw runoff. 
"The ONLY Party is not concerned with the 
Students' Party endorsement," said ONLY 
Party Campaign manager Sue Schussler. 
"We have an army of manpower that is 
ready and wilHng to work 7 a.m. to 7 p.m." 

One of the reasons for the tremendous 
amount qf Students* Party interest in this 
runoff election may be revenge. Many 
Students* Party members are having a hard 
time forgetting that Bornstein formed his 
own party after losing their party's 
nomination. 

Students' Party treasurer Ripple Dhillon 
felt that Bornstein's departure from her party 
showed a lack of dedication. "After working 
with Mike in the Students' Party and hearing 
him talk about party loyalty and dedication 
I have some serious questions in my mind," 
Dhillon said. 

Whatever their motivation in supporting 
her party. United Seminoles Party Vice- 
Presidential nominee Sl^rri Cook hopes that 
the Students' Party support will help win a 
close election. "They have traditionally been 
a strong party on campus and their support 
for us will carry weight in a lot of people's 
minds," Cook said. "With the help of the 
Students' Party support combined with our 
already established support,' things look 
positive for W«inesday night." 

Yet, Bornstein doesn't believe that the 
Students' Party is fuUy behind Lovelace and 
Cook. "I believe the Students' Pmy support 
is so split that they won't be the deciding 
factor," Bornstein said. "Some have decided 
to support me, some have decided not to 
support anyone ^and some have decided to 
support Syd." 

Lovelace thinks that his party has 
narrowed the 600-vote gap between himself 
and Bornstein since the primary election. He 
is hoping that the Students* Party will give 
him the needed edge. 

"This election is probably going to come 
down to the wire,*' Lovelace said. "The new 
jf* Party support could be enough to 
over .^e top.'

got into a closed anatomy lab— that's all." 

From the genus Rattus norvegicus, or 
brown Norway rat, the Montgomery rodents 
are indigenous to North America. Low to the 
ground with pudgy tails, according to 
Hitfley, they can g)row to a size of one and 
(me-half feet from the end of their tails to 
the tips of , their noses. Hartey said that 
altiuN^ she has never sem one of the 
rate— ^y'rt mx^amal creatures— some of 
the lab rats may well luive reacM their 
maximiui size. 

"You can usually tell from the size of the 
droppings how large the rat is," she said. 
"And these were some pretty good-sized 



droppings.'* 

Harley said PIMS staffers made a valiant 
effort to remove the pesky rodents, but it's 
not an easy job. 

"They had been trying to bait the rats 
(with poison) themselves, and were 
somewhat successful," said Harley. "But 
(rats) are very hard to eradicate once they 
ent«f a building. They starting nesting, thai 
reproducing, birthing and reproducing some 
more, and pretty soon you have a major 
problem." 

Harley said she thought the rats entered 
the building through outside exits located 
near large trash dumpsters. She said she has 
since placed poison in crawl spaces and other 
areas in which humans would not be at risk.

The Governor rejra^ released his next budget. 
It would increase tuition for public university 
students by 25 percent in just two years. Such a large 
increase is inappropriate. Tuition rose over 35 
percent in the last four years, even though the 
inflation rate was low. 

As student member of the Board of Regents, 
appointed by Governor Graham, I understand the 
temptation to raise fees. But students are one of the 
poorest group in Florida. They pay many costs to 
go to college: housing, traa^iortatioa and 
educational ouMu^. Many must work and/or rely 
upsra financial aid. Recently the Reagan 
administraton ctedded to substantially cut federal aid 
to poor and middle-income students. Knowing this, 
should our state government ask these students and 
their parents to also pay more tuition? 

Minority students would be hard hit. Florida is 
now in the final year of a court-mandated affirmative 
action plan. Creating new economic barriers for the 
very students we need to attract is a serious error. 

The State University System just comply®! a fee 
study requested the Legislature. Its report 
proposed indexing tuition to legislative 
appropriations of pnml revenue up to a cutting of 
five percent. This study was unanimcHttly endorsed 
by our university presidents and the Board of 
Regents. An indexing policy is simply \3mm tban^the 
Governor's plan. 

Higher tuition theoretically provides funds to 
improve our universities.

But 
It is unreasonable to expect a single generation of 
students to pay the entire cost of educational

Let Trisha Brown 
take you through 
the looking glass 
of post-modernism

If you were lucky enough to see the Houston Ballet 
perform Swan Lake lasi mA and you Kked it, if you believe 
l^cm^ttMl arabesques are the quintessence of dance, then 
perhaps you would care to take a trip with post-modern 
choreographer Trisha Brown to a place where perspective and 
reality are twisted and turned on the other side of the dance 
world looking glass. 

Brown, a founding member of the Judson Dance Theatre 
and founder of the Trisha Brown Company in 1970, will be 
in Tallahassee today to pre^nt a Iccture/cteafli^rtra^oin at 
11 a.ni. in the Montgomwy Gym Studio TTwatre. 

f^-iBoiteni dance is a ^re which mms mt of the 
mainstream of modern Aim tradition in the l^Os and is 
,\MmA, among other things, upon intuition, spontimadty, and 
iminrovisation. But just as the visual art genres which succeed 
modern art^dadaism, action art, pop art— often confuse 
and annoy viewers, so post-modern dance sometimes gives 
viewers pause as to what they should be feeling of 
experiencing during a performance. 

Brown's work includes such diverse pieces as Walking on 
the Wall (1971), in which a dancer, aided by ropes and 
pulleys, walks upright <m si(te of a tall building attempting 
to riuuntdn normal walkmg patterns, tiwK mm^ a 
breakdown of normal perppective. 

CnhsT conventions mich as staging and lighting are also 
thrown to the wind in pmt-modern dance. Brown's piece 
Motor (1966) was performed on a skateboard in a parking 
lot with lighting provided by an unrehearsed driver in a 
Volkswagen. Brown has made use of musical accompaniments 
ranging from a wooden stick slowly striking a glass to a duet 
for voice and vacuum cleaner.

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Sutton named as Kentucky coach 



UNITED PRfSS INTERNATIONAL 

LEXINGTON, Ky.— Eddie Sutton, who took Arkansas 
to the NCAA final Four in 197& imd compiled a 260-75 
r^ord in 1 1 years as head c^>ac^, was named Tuesday to 
replace retiring Kentucky Coach J<». B. HaM. 
. Hall, 56, retired March 22 following Kentucky's season- 
ending loss to St. John's in the NCAA touman^nt semifinals 
of the West Regional. Hall, the successor to Kentucky 
dynasty builder Adolph Rupp, complied a 297-100 mark in 
13 years at Kentucky. 

Sutton's name was mentioned ea^ly as the search for a 
replacement began, but reports said Sutton, a 1959 graduate 
of Oklahoma State, was not interest^ in the post. 

Early sp^lation had c^nter^ cm Ari^nia Coach Lute 
Olson, who was unable to come to contract toms with 
Kentucky officials. 

Others mentioned prominently for the job were former 
Kentucky assistant Dick Parsons, Alabama-Birmingham 
coach Gene Bartow and South Florida coach Lee Rose. 

Arkansas' 13 losses this season were the worst since 
Sutton's arrival in Fayetteville in 1975. In his previous 10 
seasons, a Sutton-coached Razorback team had lost no more 
than nine games in a single season, doing so twice in his first 
two yesars. 

The UPI Coach of the Year in 1978, crectited with bringing 



basketball to equal footing with Razorback football, Sutton 
compiled an Arkansas career record of 260 wips and 75 losses 
in his 11 years. 

Arkansas' season ended this year with a 68-65 loss to St. 
John's in the second round of tiK NCAA Western regionals. 
Ttm Rasjrbacks finished thdr &)uthw^t Conferaice s^a^n 
tied for second place behind chanpion Texas Tedi. 

Sutton's Razorbacks made it to the NCAA Final Four in. 
1978 and finished with a season record of 32-4. He took 
Arkansas to nine consecutive NCAA tournaments, a feat 
Sutton shares only with North Carolina's Dean Smith. 

Inluding this year's 22 wins, Sutton's teams have posted 
at least 20 victories for the past nine years and have 
accounted for five Southwest Conference championships and 
five secoml-place finishes. 

A native of Bucklin, Kan., and a graduate of Oklahoma 
State University in 1958, Sutton played under and coached 
with OSU's Hmxy man-to-man ctefea^ and patient, high- 
percentage shot offenses. 

After leaving Iba's staff, Sutton coached for six seasons 
at Tulsa, Okla., Central High School, where he built a 
119-5-1 record. He moved on to Southern Idaho Junior 
College, where he put together an 83-14 record. In his five- 
year tenure at Creighton, he compiled a 82-50 record before 
moving to Arkansas.

House committee 
approves hike of • 
drinking-age to 21

A House committee unanimously approved a bill to raise 
the drinking age to 21 Wednesday, despite the protests of 
stud^t lobbyists and representatives from the hotel and 
restaurant industry. 

After passing the measure 19-0, some members of the 
committee admitted they were less worried about saving lives 
than they were saving money. Under a law passed by Congres 
last year, any state that doesn't raise its legal drinking age 
to 21 by 1986 stands to lose federal highway dollars. In 
Florida, that could mean as much as $73 million over a two 
year period.

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Will Frenchtown development bring community or chaos?

Too many poor people congregate too much in one place— 
and that place tmppens to be Frenchtown.

What should be doneto clean up or revitalize Frenchtown: 
this questions was recently taken to the po^le who Bve. work, 
or own property there. In the past two weeks, city officials 
held three public hearings in the area to Inform, quell rumors, 
and take comments on the city*s Revitalize Frenchtown plan. 

Under the first-year plan, which was initiated by the city 
commission last year, $1 million would be spent in the next 
five years to aid in the renovation and economic development 
of the area surrounding Macomb St. The city's task force and 
a citizen's advisory committee have been developing the plan 
sin^ late last summer. 

The tlisk force has rerommencted that $192,000 be spent on 
the 400 b^k of Nfe^mb St. this year to provide incentives 
to a developer or developers for I^ng and renovating the 
buildings now shared by eight property owners. 

The people in Frenchtown had expressed a distrust in the 
city's motives. At a meeting earlier this year, Rev. R.N. 
Gooden told the commission he felt the people in Frenchtown 
had had no say in what should be done to clean up Macomb 
St. As a result the commission directed City Manager Dan 
ideman, to see that their concerns or suggestions be heard. 

"Cleaning up" Frenchtown, whether through increased 
police protection or renovation of Macomb St. businesses is 
otte subject everyone who Uves in the area has an opinion on. 
At one of the hearings, a womanstood up and told everyone 
she was tired of watching drug d^s from her front porch. 
At another, a man asked that the city provide some proof thjrt 
it is not planning to sell the property to Florida State. 

The hearings were attended primarily by property owners, 
elderly people, and community activists. Although every 
household in Frenchtown was informed of the hearings by mail 
and through radio announcements, turnout was relatively 
poor. 

George Manning, head of the department of Community 
Improvement and chairman of the city's task force on 
Fcertchtown, said despite low turnout the hearings were 



productive. Manning says he was able to deny rumors that 
FSU wants the property and listen to suggestions about what 
type of new business would profit in the area. Manning, who 
will present a report on the hearings to the city commission 
this month, said how has a sense that most of the people in 
Frenchtown do support some kind of development. 

"I think that some of the residents do want to see something 
positive happen in the area," he said. •*some are in general 
^eement that in order for the area to come attve again, there 
must be some change." 

Manning spoke candidly of the plan's possibility to give 
people hope. "I never heard anyone say he wants to stay 
poor," he said. "If they don't have that star to reach for, 
then they're just groping in the dark." 

Ideally, he said, the plan would increase the number of 
businesses on Macomb, their profits, and the availability of 
affordable, clean housing. 

"The WW shops, new merchants, new ideas for outlets that 
have come (to Tallahassee) just within the past two years are 
phenomenal," he said. "Other areas will pick up. Why not 
a similar resurr^on within our \m<ex core?" * 

But many of the people in Frenchtown still think they're 
being pushed out. 

Charlie Jenkins, who runs Frenchtown Wine and Liquor, 
is one of the 400 block businessmen who might have to relocate 
while a developer leases the building he rents. He said he fears 
rent will skyrocket after the redevelopment. 

"I probably wouldnt be able to get the place for what I'm 
paying now.but I can't pay $1 ,200 to $1 ,500 a month either," 
he said. "The way 1 see it, it's a war of forcing the people 
out of here." 

Lloyd White, who rents White's Barbershop, shares simitor 
concerns. ''I'd like to see this remain like it is and improve 
it," he said. 

"I think Frenchtown needs flxing up," said Earnest Fields, 
a Frenchtown resident. "They been working on it for two or 
three years now. They really haven't done anything to it." 

Salim the bangle man, who sells handmade jewelry out on 
Macomb in the afternoon, said he did not attend the hearings.

Gloria Steinem's speech to the 12<»-plus crowd in Ruby 
Diamond Auditorium Twsday night could perhafs be best 
summed up in the crayon-written tat^ ^ received from a 

six-year old girl. 

"The little boys have the good part of the playground and 
we have to play jacks in the corners. The girls arc M a^y 

as turnips." ' 

Steinem spent six of the 12 hours she was in Tallahassee 
with local people— eating dinner with 35 faculty, campus and 
community organization women, lecturing and answering 
questions from the audirace, signing copies of her book 
Outr^mom Acts and Everyday RebeUkms, and talking with 
dozens of pec^le at a wine and cheese reception at Beth Moor 
(Longmire) Lounge. And despite the serious nature of the 
topics she covered, her conversation was often peppo-ed with 
humor and practical suggestions on how to change society. 

She was, however, late for the dinner. Most of the women 
were already eating their chicken, rice,and fruit salad, before 
the long-legged Steinem stode into the Hecht House dining 
room clad m a tan treiwh coat. Not long afterward, she asked 
everyone to introduce themselves and mention any local 
problems they wanted her to address in the lecture. As she 
listed to women express concern about issues from 
women's sports to the revolution in Nicaragua, she 
alternated between scribbling down not^ with a pencil and 
eating strawberry shortcake. 

Meanwhile, people in Ruby Diamond were buzzing with 
conversation and scrambling for good seats, and a local U.S. 
Out of Central America group was setting up a literature and 
information table out in the lobby.This seemed appropriate 
because shortly into Steinem's speech she said she wanted to 
use the time that evening for both talking and organizing. 

**If we (feminists) come today and there's not trouble 
tomorrow, we haven't done our jcA,** 0» said. 

Steinem began her speeeh by saying that since tl» 19th 
century, feminist and abolitionists were able to gain legal 
identity for women of all races and black men; the second wive- 
of feminists were working on acquiring legal equality. 

"No doubt that will take a century as well," she said. 
"There will continue to be more movements in the future 
before societies don't base whole human futures on the single 
element of sex or race." 

McMt of Steinem's lecture centered around what she felt were 
thefour themes of wmsen world-wide: reproductive freedom, 
formingd»iM)cratic fiunilies, re-defining and re-valuing work, 
and changing culture in daily lives. 

A wood's right to (X)ntrol her own \fody was often the issue 
women worked on first, Steinem said, and "no government, 
right of left, capitalist or socialist, has a right to interfere." 
Women have traditionally tried to make family members more 
equal because if oppression was tolera^ ttoe» it would also 
be allowed in the larger society. 

Raising the value of homemakers — the most overworked 
and underpaid class of workers in the country — and paid work 
outside the home, is important, Steinem said. She added that 
professions were often respected if they were seen as a male 
job, but not if wi^ ^n womoi's. 

"Once women make up about a third of the workers, the 
vahie of the job begins to tilt,^* she said. "For exan^le, 
bookl^Mig in this country used to l» a male job, but when 
more women got involved it was not only devalued, birt men 
invented certified public accountants." 

Women are also beginning to change cultures by things like 
challenging who does the dishes or noticing the content of TV 
shows, she said. Men appear on television more often than 
women, but most of the victims of violence are women. 

"There are a few shows about black people, but why are 
they always comedies about the poor or middle class, while 
shows about white families are nKkjdramas about the very 
rich? What is being told terc?" Steinem asked. That Aere's 
a lot of trouble and suffering to be riA, you wouldn't want 
to try it, and it's a lot of laughs to live in the gh^to?"

^ Sl^ even interrupted her speech once to tell a women with 
a crying baby not to leave. Since people put up with noise like 
arplanes and cars all the time, she said the audience could 
certainly deal with the human sounds of a cbild. 

The questions and answers after her talk caused a variety 
of reactions from the audience. In an overwhelmingly female 
audience, the first three questions were asked by men. One 
said he couldn't understand why there had to be a black or 
women's history week — wasn't that reverse discrimination? 
He was hissed by the crowd, but Stdnem told him if he already 
felt discriminated against, he would probably feel even more 
^ wl^ history books really did d^ with women and other 
minorities as frequently as they do white ii^n. 

Another man— after saying Steinm*s speech was especially 
M^NTtant to him because she was his mother's age (laughter)— 
wanted to know how he could help his eight-year-old sister 
be the best person she could be. 

Several women challenged Steinem. One questioned why 
Ms. Magazine used sexist adversting (Steinem said they used 
the least sexist advertising they could get) and another asked 
why she used to. world God instead of Goddess in her speech 
(Steinem said she should have used a word hke "Divine"). 

Steinem was late for the reception because so many people 
wanted her to autograph their copies of the book. (Bookstore 
mmst Joan Penman said Rubyfruit Books sold almost 100 
copies of Steinem's book in the last week.) TimM-odd people 
0|te^saihe to Beth Moor Lounge for a chance to see her kept 
sipping their wine and looking at their watches wondering 
when would she show up? Why ctidn't they plan to have the 
book signing in the lounge? 



When she finally did come she didn't get further than the 
doorway before a group of people surrounded her to ask 
questions, thank her for coming to Tallahassee or just shake 
her hand so they could tell their mothers back home. She never 
did get to the middle of the room where the carrot sticks and 
other vegetables treats were displayed. 

Most people seemed plea^ wi^ Steinon's l^ure. National 
i^ganization for Women a^vist Jo Conte said Steii^ 
appealed to different generations and had a trmmidbus grasp 
on the range of issues facing women today. Shirley Zahn, a 
student in marriage and family counseling, said she was 
especially impressed with SteMwpa's knowledge of the proWtan 
facing families. 

Student Michael Mancilla said "Bunny Marie needed a new 
haircut" in reference to Steinem's brief fling as a playboy 
bunny for a magazine article because she has had the same 
Ji^irdo she did 20 years ago. He added that he thought a little 
bit of hvmm nevijr hurt anybody. . 

A womm who just d^erilM teself as Sylvia said althoi^ 
Steinem'ww ^sitive to tl» people who asked questions and 
<fidn't try to sidestep the issues, she was basically conservative. 

Around midnight Steinem left. A few stragglers remained 
in the lounge, reluctant to have the evening end. Some were 
wondering aloud what they were going to do the next day 
because at the end of her speech, Steinem said that if everyone 
in the audience promised to do one outrageous thing in the 
next 24 hours— whether it was telling a man to pick up his 
clothes hhnself or informing each other of their salaries so 
they couW figure out who was being discriminated against— 
she would too.

Tallahassee a>uld be in trouble. 
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World Court official: Court can't tell us what to do

An wiminstration official defended the U.S. walkout from 
the recent World Court hearings Wednesday telling a group 
of 40 Tallahasseeans that the Court has no right to dictate 
U.S. foreign policy. 

•'Decisions of when the U.S. shall use force in the 
world— whether it's direct or indirect, overt or covert— is up 
to the president and the congress," sai^d Patrick Norton, 
U.S. Deputy Agent to the World Court. "It is not up to the 
court to tell us what we can do.'* 

Norton said that the hearings were worthless without the 
pr^t^ of other Cratral American nations. He added that 
Nicaragua had no right to take a case before the World Court 
sil^ it had not accepted compulsory jurisdiction itself. Only 
one third of the world's nations accept compulsory 
jurisdiction— agreeing to abide by the Court's rulings. 

"Nicaragua has asked the Court to take out a bilateral 
aspect of what is a complex regional problem," said Norton. 

Nicaragua brought its case before the World Court after it 
wi^ discovered that the CIA had iUe^ly mined its harbors. 
On lantiary 28, howev^. President Reagan announced that 
the U .S. wmild no teig^ pwrtid^te m those hearings. 

Norton said no other case even "remotely similar to it" 
had ever been heard in the World Court before. "This case is 
the kind of dispute vested in the Security Council or the 
General Assembly, not the World Court," said Norton. 



Brt Ftoida State Univo-sity graduate stu(tent of history 
Fdix Maiud said that Nicaragua had presented its ca% 
before the Security Council but that the Security Council's 
r^olution was vetoed by the U.S. in a 15-1 vote. 

"The U.S. is determine to use its force against this poor 




small country," said Masud who was given an opportunity to 
r^pond to Norton's talk at the FSU Law School. "They 
have to deal with a well-equipped mercenary army financed 
by $70 million of American tax dollars. Under these 
circumstances, what can Nicaragua do?" 

The U.S., said Masud, has also walked out of the 
bilateral talks and repeatedly blocked the Contadora peace 
treaty which Nicaragua agreed to sign unconditiomdly last 
year. 

And Masud accused the U.S. of using the matter of 
jurisdiction as a '^smok^Kcreen." 

"Historically, the U.S. has had its way in Central 
America," said Masud who recently returned from a trip to 
Nicaragua. "But if the U.S. is convinced that its actions in 
Central America are so correct, then why not allow this case 
to go to the World Court— why not get world opinion on the 
matter?" 

Masud charged that the Reagan administration's policies 
toward Nicaragua were just another example of its 
lawlessness. 

"I wonder what this country would do if the USSR or 
Cuba mined the harbors of El Salvador and a U.S. vessel was 
hit?" asked Masud. 

But when Norton was asked whether the U.S. had broken 
any international laws by supporting the overthrow of a 
government— with which the U.S. maintains full diplomatic 
relations— he said he "could not make a comment on that."

If he had, he said, he would have suggested that more people 
should be allowed to sell handcrafted wares in the street. 

"There are a lot of people who have to resort to selling 
handicraft to make a living. This is how I make a living."

tactics were responsible for his defeat. *'I 
TMnk the students wanted som^hii^ a little 
bit different.. .a littk bit fim,'* Lovelwe said. 
•*I think that's why a lot of the gimmicks in 
the campaign paid off for Mike." 

When asked about his gimmicks, 
Bornstein concurred with Lovelace that his 
"fun" campaign tactics helped him win. 
"They probably did help me out," he said. 
"But, sometimes it takes using innovative 
ideas to capture the students' attention." 

Yet, in the final days of the campaign, 
tactics in the election turned ugly. From 
Greek-Indeperident squabbles to a forged 
s^nilure on false ONLY Party literature, 
mudslinging infiltrated the campaign. 

ONLY Party campaign manager Sue 
Schussler said her organization stood up well 
to the ifnseemly maneuvers. "I think our 
victory proved that students don't fall for 
mudsHnging," Schussler said. "The remarks 
and incidents against us only helped us win 
this mandate." 

All of Ihe United Seminoles Party faithful 
spoken to after the election announcement 
were at a loss to explain their defeat. 
Working* si#g by side with their ONLY 
counterpwts, they felt that they were just 
as deserving of victory. 

Lovelace recognized his organization's 
dedication to his bid for the Student Body 



Presidency. "I'm really proud of my party 
and the students of this university," Lovelace 
said. 

The United Seminole candidate was 
philosophical about his loss. "There's only 
two things that no one can ever take away 
from you: your dreams and your memories," 
Loveli^ said. "I'm glad to have had the 
opportunity to reach my dreams and have 
some great memories along the way." 

If the United Seminoles Party had one 
Achilles heel, it was the lack of manpower 
in the election. From day one of the 
campaign, the blue and white of the ONLY 
Party supporters overSbadowed the red and 
white of the United Seminoles. 

Though they made great striates as the 
runoff approached, the ONLY army was too 
much for the United Seminoles to overcome. 
Schussler said that her party's ability to cover 
the entire campus contribuUd to the ONLY 
win. 

"The fact that we didn't run a Union- 
based campaign made a difference in the 
vote," Schussler said. "We got the vote from 
all sectors of campus instead of 
concentrating on one area." 

Bornstein said the victory was a symbol 
of the student body's desire to transform 
Student Government. "This election shows

Bornstein said. "Blair and I are going to give 
it to them."

the hotel and restaurant, industry, and a 
student lobbyist from Florida State 
UniversiQr spoke against the bill. They" 
argued that legislators should be more 
concerned with educating people to the 
dangers of drinking and driving instead of 
telling them at what age they can drink. 

Tom Abrams, executive director of the 
FSA, compared the drinking age bill to the 
MX missilecontroversy, saying every year 
proponents come up with new reasons for 
raising the drinking age, even if they don't 
always make sense. 

And Abrams said if lawmakers are going 
to make a change, don't stop at 21. 

"If this legislature is serioius about saving 
lives, let's raise the drinking age to 32 'cause 
that's where it should be if you really want 
to be saving lives on our highways", Abrams 
said. 

But neither his argument, nor the one 
from the tavern lobby, swayed the 
committee. 

Michael M. Birkley. executive director of 
the Tamil L^^e of Wiscohsin,'said if the 
governmentcan't control the use of an illegal 
sul^i^ nich as marijuana, we can't expect 
to stop the sale of i^hol. 

"Now if we can't control a drug which is 
totally jM-ohibited and nowhere legally 
available, ...how on earth are we going to 
control use availability and abuse of a drug 
that in this nation is available in practically 
85 percent of the houses," Birkley asked. 

Also speaking against the bill was Bob 
Snow, president of the Florida 
Entertainment ^d I^nin| Afs^aatoi. 
Snow claimed Pa^e of the bill would just 
be a way of dieatii^ kids.

"It's a bum rap on the young people, it 
does not stand up to the light of day," said 
Snow, waving a sheaf of computer printouts 
at the committee. 

Snow said the printouts were studies that 
s^wed that at best, passing such a bill was 
a cruel hoax— at worst, it could be fatal. 

But Katie Hardgrave, a 16-year old high 
school junior from Clearwater, came to 
Tallahassee Wednesday to tell lawmakers 
that her boyfriend died because a teenager 
had been drinking and driving. 

Her voice breaking at times, Hardgrave 
told of the dreams she and her boyfriend had 
shared before a drunk driver ended his life. 

"The teenager who killed my boyfriend 
thought it would be fun to get totally wasted 
and take his Pontiac out for a spin on the 
Caumray, " said Hairdrave. "The killer of 
my boyfriend was 19 years old." 

Interestingly enough, though, many 
lawmakers said they voted for the bill not 
because they thought it would save lives,but 
because they wanted to save money. 

Ray Liberti, D-West Palm Beach, said 
committee members should take a stand and 
decide whether they wanted to vote for the 
bill because it would save lives or because 
they wanted to appease Washington. 

And even tb| sponsor of ttie bill, Rep. 
Fran Carlton iforlando, admittad that if 
threats are what's needed to get the bill 
passed, then that's fine with her. 

"There are members who would have 
voted a^imst raising the drinking age who 
are now voting for it," said Carlton, and she 
sees the federal pressure as an incentive that 
she's grateful for. 

*'I think that this is confirmation of the 
old golden rule that every politician knows 
and that is, he who has the gold, rules," 
Carlton said. 

And Carlton exjjects an easy trip through 
the House, 81 representatives ha^^ 
sigMd on as sponsors f(Mr her bill.

To get rid of roaches, 
Austin Frishman told an 
audience gathered under the 
chandeliers of one of the 
palm-filled hostelry^ 
meeting rooms, you hav< 
learn to think like a roach 

Roaches tend to pick out 
hiding places they will return 
to time and time again. 
These will probably be 
located near warmth and 
moisture, Frishman, a noted 
entomologist said. 

When you happen upon 
roaches and they scatter, do 
not spray them. You should 
take notice of where tl^ go, 
and then spray those places. 
If you use a stick-on roach 
trapping device, make sure it 
is made of paper or 
cardboard-roaches can get a 
good grip on that-and stick 
it near the edge of a surface, 
since that is where roaches 
often travel. 

**Keep environmental 
str^s on the roach. Move 
things," Frishman said. 

Watch the bags and boxes 
you bring home with you 
they frequently harbor 
roaches. And most of all, 
don't shrug off one or two 
roaches. 

One pair of German 
species roaches, perhaps the 
most common domestic 
roach, is capable of 
multiplying to 400,000 
insects in a year and the 
female of the American 
species, more common in 
bakeries and restaurants, 
needs no male to reproduce.

According to theater-lore, the witches* 
incantation in Shakespeare's Macbeth has 
the ability to produce terrible evil. So much 
so that it is widely believed, especially in 
England, that a curse surrounds the play. 
Superstitious cast members will not say the 
name of the play; it's referred to as "the 
Scottish play". 

In 1803, a riot broke out at tiie Convent 
Garden Theatre on an^ening night of the 
play. In New York's Astor Palace Opo'a 
House in 1849, a similar^ incident 
occured— 31 people were killed and over 
150 were injured. Lisbon, Portugal's newly 
built National Theatre burned to the 
ground a few hours after a performance of 
Macbeth in 1946. The stage history of the 
play is full of injuries and disasters. 

But Michael Richey, the director of 
Florida State Mainstage Theatre's current 
production of Macbeth isn't worred. "I 
don't accept Aeoir^ of the play at all," he 
said. **But I do take the whole business of a 
company cursiiv its own proci^tion very 
seriou#. Anyone who 4rtarted talking of 
curses was out." 

Despite his denial of the Macbeth curse, 
Richey admitted that he edited the witches' 
incantation. But this added precaution 
seems unnecessary for this 
production— Richey has been planning and 
researching for more than a year and has 
enlisted the help of nationally acclaimed 
scene designer Darwin Rcid Payne, New 
York costume deagner Ben Gutiwez-Soto, 
and ccnnbat choreographer Tony Simot^. 

Payne's set is a dark, mossy amlpture of 
snaky, jutting shapes that looks just like 
Macbeth feels. Said Payne of his design, "I 
wanted a feeling of everything coming 
apart. This play is all end. Ail you see is 
Macbeth at his downfall. We tried not to 
present, a picture of Scotland at that 



time— Shakespeare didn't want that. We 
tried to create a sense of mvironment, a 
feeling of a real place. Each of 
Shakespeare's plays has its Ofraf mood." 

When asked if the alleged Maebeth emit 
had caus^ any mishaps during the , 
contruction of the set, Payne replied, "No, 
nothing bad." But he did tell of Peter Hall, 
a director for England's Royal Shakespeare 
Company, who came down with shingles 
while directing the play in 1 975 . 

If costume designer Gutierrez-Soto 
believes in the curse, then he's been 
laughing in the tim of danger for quite 
'isome turie. Tlris is the fourth Afoc^A he's 
worked on and, he SMd, the most exdtiog. 

**It's bemg played very raw, veryiKutb, 
vay mud and marsh-Umd," said Gutierrez^ 
Soto. "I love it because Shakespeare flows 
from it and in spite of it.It's not a ponq)Ous 
scholastic approach. I've translated 
characteristics of the barbaric tribes that 
settled Scotland and adapted them to the 
feeUng of the Scotland we know — a kilt, a 
raw plaid, lots of jute, leather and bones. 
The purists are going to pass out," he said. 

With Ricl^'s bold approach to the play, 
they just nmy. don't vMtt the Judith 
Anderson austere formality that most 
people associate with ^u&espeare," he 
swl. **rm presenting a young couple in a 
rather primitive, barbaric culture that have 
great ambition." 

With ambition often comes violence and 
Macbeth is certainly no exception. This 
production features spectacular, 
painstakingly choreographed combat 
sequences and Richey has even added an 
attack by a Norwegian army. **A lot of 
people may find t^ more vioteit than they 
might enjoy," he said. 

^ng inth lots of violeiu:e, the other 
ingredient of a good show— sex— is 
abundant. "It's a pretty sexy play, 
anyway," said Richey. "We are really 
trying to use those elements. Lady Macbeth 
manipulates her husband sexually. "

Tallahassee tastes the fruits of the vine

Part of me didn't waat to go— the pwt of me 

that loves big friendly crowds and kids .with 
balloons and dancing in the street to the music of 
Springtime Tallahassee. 

The other part of me, the truly sensible part, 
knew I had better stop tapping my feet, start stan- 
ding up straight, and leave the plebeians behind. 

I went with the sensible part. Whooosh. I left 
the sunshiite of Adam Street Common behind and 
headed *f or the dark oak doors of the Governor's 
Club. 

For many, WFSU-TV*s Wine and Food t^estival 
was the cultural event of spring. For others, it was 
the only chance they might ever have to promenade 
through the chandeliered rooms of the ever-so-chic 
(and outrageously expensive) Governor's Club. ■ 

Tallahassee ladies wore their best floral spring 
frocks. They wore hats and gloves that occasionally 
matched their frocks. They were gracious and char- 
ming and after a few hours, some were embar- 
rassingly drunk and waiting for their husbands out- 
side in the car. With tickets for the a^ent priced 
at a mere $25.00, whos^mld Wame them? 

Middle-agai men in dark, cleanly tiailwed jackets 
stood patiently in line waiting to fill tiny plates with 
endless shrimpcocktail.fish mousse,^] carved up 
roast beef, chicken, and pork. 

The food was divine, and decorative to ...er.. die 
for. A whole pig was laid out on one serving table, 
his plump body basted to tan perfection and slic- 
ed into fat two-inch sections. 

His eyes were adorned with slivers of olives, his 
eyeballs were carefully centered bright red pimen- 
tos. And though the porker had a smUe on his face, 
he iook^ Uke he'd seen better days. 

First you eat, then you drink. That was pretty 
much tl» order of the day. If you' re^WMd the order 
you had Big Trouble on your hands. With some 
24 vineyards represented, each priBswtting two to 
five grape varieties, stayii^ sober was an effort for 
even the most valiant. 

"Boy, did I screw up," a lady said to me. "I 
started drinking early this morning for Springtime 
Tallahassee." She twirled her commemorative 
WFSU wine glass a few times and her bleary eyes 



grew pensive. "And now, just look at me. Boy, 
am I drunk." She tossed down the rest of her 
Cabernet Sauvignan and disappeared into the 
crowd. It was 3:45 p.m.— two full h<»irs to go. 

Throughout the afternoewtt^ fashion **manne- 
quins" (their term, not mine) drifted throi^h the 
crowd. Hair carefully laquered in place, faces af- 
fixed in permanent smiles, the six womyen would 
float past the tables of wine and champagne and 
make their way to the stage. There they would take 
four tiny steps, turn, twist their shoulders slightly,

and make their way back through the crowd and to 
the dressing rooms where they would chan^ from 
one haute couture gown to the next. And then they 
were off $0^^ with freshly applied face paint, 
touring the crowd of 400 plus. 

The vineyard representatives were tte best part 
of the day. There were Europeans with rich accents 
and charming banter. There was one rep who 
couldn't pop the darn cork out of his company's 
champagne. He tried another bottle— again, no 



luck. He was twisting the bottles for all he was 
worth, but no luck. "This is getting embarrass- 
ing," he said. Indeed. 

And then there was ex-Florida boy Henry 
Matheson, owner and promo^ of Mt. Veeder 
vineyards in l^apa Valley, the smallest vintntr 
represented at Saturday's 

affair. Matheson is a 39 ycsff (M Miami natiw^i^ 
brewed his first wine at age thirteen. Grapes may 
not thrive in Miami, but everyone knows coconuts 
do, so Matheson tried it out. "It was terrrible," 
he said. "1 decided then that that wasn't the way 
to go. 1 decided it would be easier to move to 
California, in spile of the earthquakes, mud slides 
and hot tubs." 

Matheson produces some 4,000 cases of wine 
each year— a r^t^e drop io the barrel ce^u^ 
to big guys Uke Ernest and Julio Gallo who pro- 
duce some 56 million cases annually. Small scale 
production, though, is a source of pride for this 
vintner. "I drive the tractors,! do everything. My 
family and I actually Hve at the vineyards and we 
oversee everything," Matheson said. "We can 
make sure the grapes are treated right." . 

The Wine Institute of California provides similar 
wine tastings to benefit other Public Broadcasting 
Stations around the country, and all of the money 
made at the events goes directly to the local sta- 
tion. WFSU made a profit of somewhere between 
three and four thousand dollars on Saturday's 
festival. • 

Barbara Young, Assistant Development Director 
at WFSU, said she was "very pleased with the tur- 
nout and the response" to the festival. "The at- 
mosphere was beautiful, the Govenor's Club was 
a nice seting, and the general reaction from the 
community was that they were very pleased, and 
happy that they went," Young said. "This is the 
fourth wine tasting that we've had, and it was 
definitely the best." 

Plans for mother wine tasting are akeady in the 
works, and maybe next time it won't clarii with the 
rites of Spring One things for sure, yfttel^lire.

The White-Zinfandel: a true American success story

White-Zinfandel is fast becoming the darling of 
the California winemakers. As the forerunner in 
a whole new category of "blush" wines, the White- 
Zinfandel is providing a shot in the arm for Califor- 
vM. vineyards, large and small. 

Thou^ five years ago there were a mere six 
vineyards producing White-ZiilfaMM, the new 
"blush" wine or blmc de noir, literally "white «tf 
black," is taking America by storm, and this year 
will be produced by some 250 California vineyards. 

It all started in the early '70s, when California 
vineyards anticipated a boom in the demand for 
red wines. In preparation for that boom they 
planted acres and valleys of the Zinfandel grape, 
and then they sat back and waited for America's 
demand. They waited some more. Nothing ever 
happened. America wanted white. They wanted 
Chablis and they wanted Chenin Btanc or Char- 
donnay, but America was simply not interested in 
drinking red wine. 

In 1975, out of sheer desperation, a handful of 
vintnerr bi^an experimenting with the Zinfandel 
grape. 

"You see," explained Luis Diaz of Domain 
Chandon vineyard, "in California, we had the 
Zinfindd grapes coming out of our ears! This iust 



shows you the ingenuity of the California think- 
ing." The wine that resulted from the vintner's ex- 
periments was tested on the market, and it began 
to sell. There was hope for the red grapes of 
California. 

Traditionally the Zinfandel grape is used to pro- 
duce a red wine which is aged in oak. T%e amount 
of time the skm is left on the grape after fermen- 
tation b^fis determines the color, case of 
the White-Zmfandcl, ^ rfdns arc left on approx- 
imately two hours after fermentation begins and 
this imparts the "blush" color to the wine and no 
oak-aging is necessary. Once the wine has 
fermented, the temperature of the vats is lowered, 
so the wine maintains a young, flirty appeal. 

Because the wines are meant to be drunk when 
they are young, they are usually released a few 
months after the grapes are harvested and the result 
is a pleasing fresh and fruity taste. The best of the 
White-Zinfandels are ndther clf^ngly sweet nor 
•overly dry, makmg them perfect to serve bdfer^ 
dinner with cheese, or during the simng and sum- 
mer months. 

The <»tor of the various White-Zinfandels range 
from light peach to darker salmon -like color, but 
they are much lighter than . traditional rose wines. 

Papagni Vineyards, who was represented at last 
weekend's WFSU-TV Wine and Food Festival, 



markets their White-Zinfandel based on 
"drinkability and affordability" and has just 
released their White-Zinfandel vintage this year. 
The going rate for a 1.5 miUileter bottle of their 
White-Zinfandel is about $§, which is on a par with 
most others. 

Gary Smithey, Store Manager at Jax Liquors on 
W. Teimessee St., thinks people are moving 
toward Wudt wines out of desire, for something 
new, as well as an incr^^d sophistication about 
wines. 

"A lot of people are tired of white wines," 
Smithey said. "When you go to a rsttwant and 
isk. for the house white wiite, they generally give 
you a chablis. Chablis is a generic term that can 
mean that the wine is white and bone dry, almost 
flinty tasting, but there are so many varieties of 
grapes that they can use in chablis, that you never 
really know what you are drinking." 

The White-Zinfandel seems to be a true 
Americsm suoc^s story, because of Zinfandel grape 
is the^zlfy truly Amai^n grape; h tt not found 
in Europe at all. The IttQMy aurouiHiing the grape 
is scarce and no one has y^ determined who first 
started growing the gi^. For now, though, the 
White-Zinfandel seems to have come of age at just 
the right time, for the California 
American white drinkers alike.

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A bit o' the bubbly 
brightens your day

Champagne has a way of making everything sparkle. 
With a bottle of champagne in hand, you can pretend 
that a ho-hum evening in Tallahassee is as exciting as 
a night in N.Y.C.. A day at the beach becomes, a 
memorable event when your cooler is stocked with a 
bottle of the bubbly and a few splashes of orange juice. 

Something about the pop of the cork, the foam, the 
bubbles, and the way it tingles your palate makes 
champagne the most luxurious and romantic drink 
around, 

Dom Perignon, a French Benedictine monk, first 
experimented with "la methode champenoise" back 
in the late 17th century by blending wines from several 
vineyards. Upon tasting the fruits of his labors he is 
reported to have exclaimed '*! am drinking stars.** 

Today, sparkling wines are made in every wine- 
producing region of the world and though many 
sparkling wine producers would have you believe 
otherwise, not all that 
pops, sparkles, and fizzes 
is actually champagne. 

True champagne is 
made only in the strictly 
delimited Champagne 
region of France that lies 
northeast of Paris — a 
region about the size of 
Brooklyn. True 
champagne has a slightly 
walnut aroma and takes 
longer to develop its 
flavor on the tongue but 
lingers slightly longer 
than sparkling wine. 

Champagne or 
sparkling wine appeals to 
all five senses, so next time you pick up a bottle try 
it out on each. 

Although sparkling wine varies in color from vinter 
to vinter, look for clarity. Watch the bubbles as they 
stream upward from the bottom of the glass to the 
surface. The tinier and more numerous the bubbles 
the better. A fine and continuous stream of beads 
marks a well-made sparkling wine. 

Listen to the bubbles. The sound of the bubbles 
doesn't really mean much, but it's fun! 

Now, breathe deeply. The aroma should be delicate 
and the bouquet pleasing. Though in wine tasting it 
is customary to twirl the glass to release the bouquet, 
this is not done in evaluating sparkling wines. The 
wine's carbon dioxide will propel the aroma upward 
without the twirl. 

The final step is the best— taste the sparkling wine. 
According to A User's Guide to Sparkling Wine you 
should "feel that clean, prickly sense of acidity, sense 
the caviar-crunch of the bubbles. There should be an 
instant impression of cleanliness. The bubbly sJhould 
refresh and stimulate the palate.'* 

Paying the price for good sparkling wine is a little 
tricky. But as in most wines, you pretty much get what 
you pay for, and it's often worth the money to splurge 
a little. But if you're making, say mimosas (champagne 
with a splash of orange juice), you may be able to 
sacrifice high falutin' taste and buy the bvgain brand.

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Grand Larceny 

Former Card great 
is still the master 
of the art of stealing

FLAMBEAU SPCMITS EMTCm 

If there was a degr^ in stealing, Lou Brock would 
be a Ph.D. 

Stopping in town Tuesday to help prcMnote Tallahas^'s 
Youth Leadership program, baseball's most reknowned thief 
of bases took some time out talking about his favorite 
sport — and his favorite play. 

Brock, who played for the St. Louis Cardinals during the 
1960's and early '70's, is considered baseball's greatest base 
stealer, and was recently elected to the prestigious Hall of 
Fame the first year he was eligible. He, along with Los 
Angeles' Maury Wilk before Mm, helped make base stealing 
not only a legitimate and resected ^rt of professional 
baseball, but also helped make it becmne one of the truly 
dangerous offensive^^^^pM that it is today. 

There was a time, Brock said Tuesday, when base stealing 
was considered sort of an illegitimate son of plain old base 
running, and that was after a time when base stealing was 
considered acceptable. The play went through several phases, 

"No one ever thought that the stolen base could co-exist 
with the home run," he explained, "if you were to analyze 
this, nowhere in history, until 1970, did the two elements 
co-exist together on the same ball club. And to this day, 
they do to some degree, but yet the ^^en base is still the 
stepchild. 

"Pri^ to Ty Cofyh*s day, the ^en base was tte 
granddaddy,*' Brock continu^. '^Ttoi Babe R«th came 
4cKV and started punching the ball out of the ball park and 
the stolen base become a liability. So later on, it got pushed 
into the dungeon, into the bowels of baseball from 1920 to 
about 1955 or 1960. Then all these guys— the Wills, the (Luis) 
Aparicios, the Brocks — they came along and began to take 
the stolen base out of the dustpile out of the wreckage and 
polished it off, and then put it back into the game." 

Bringing back the stolen base was easier said than done, 
Brock conceded. The whole concept behind the play is 
more or less a slap in the face to the owjosing pitcher, if not 
the oppositi<m*s defense ovitf^. Nrt^Ddy wanted to be 
made to look like a fMd, hence pitchert tried discouraging 
the stolen bl^ attempt. Acti«my, '*discourapng" is being 
rather polite. 

"(Sandy) Koufax got me with a broken shoulder one 
^m«** Brock said. **He intended to knock me down. I got 
hit by (Don) Drysdale; I got hit by a lot of pitchers. Dallas 
Green, Ken Roebuck. Back then, the stolen was sort of a 
misdemeanor to make you be naked in front of a crowd. 
It was an embarrassment that you had to be prepared for. 
That's how it was viewed." 

But even a broken shoulder didn't stop the persistent 
Brock, who "recovered" from the injury five days latCT to 
show opposing pitchers around the league that not even

The rM« ai they say, isitoory, as Brock set career and 
single season records for most stolen bases. His 118 thefts 
in 1974 stood as a record until 1982, when Oakland's Rickey 
Henderson — considered today's premiere robber — set the 
new standard with 130. It is Henderson that Brock most 
admires today; more for the player's cockiness than 
technique, two qualities that Brock says that a player must 
have one of^in order to ^il effectively. 

There's a lot more to stealing than most people think. 
Brock siM. Contlimng thd fact that he is r^urded as the 
best at thiev^y, it's only understan^ble that he speaks of 
the singk flk^ as if it were an art fcmn. 

f You go through this whole ritual (as a base ruttBcr)," 
Brock said, "of being thrown at first base, and getting up 
and dusting yourself off, and getting up and dusting yourself 
off. And the pitcher goes through his repertoire of tricks 
to showthe crowd that 'you are not going to steal this base.' 
And the base runner will go right through that sa: ne process. 

"So here comes the guy with Baserunning /wrrogance. 
When the pitcher will empty his last possible trickery out 
of his bag, and then all I got to do is just look at him and 
say, *my turn.* ** 

Lou Brock took his tumi^ right, and bas^mU hasn't been 
tiM same since.

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FSU's Riether is finding 
early success in new event

When Florida State track coach Jeff Ward 
said he gets the most oiU of his athletes, he 
wasn't kidding. 

As a decathlorer, Tom Riether is used to 
running around from one end of the track 
area to the other to get to the 10 events that 
mAe Up the derathldn. ftrt tftanks to coach 
Ward, Riether is competing in more than just 
thft event. 

"One day at practice back in Jumry 
coach Ward told me he waiited me to try 
doing the pole valut as a separate event. I 
pole vault during the decathlon, but I really 
didn't think I was that good at it," explained 
the FSU sophomore. 

•'No, he wasn't jumping all that high, but 
1 knew he had potential in the pole vault," 
s«4 Ward. *'He's pretty fast for a 
decathloner antf I figured that since he was 
a national gymnast in hJ^^iod that 1^ had 
the base for a pole vaulter. 

At Western High School in Fort 
Lauderdale, Riether was a jack of all trades, 
competing in sprints, hurdles, and even some 
distance events. It wasn't until his junior year 
that he became a master of one. Riether used 
his versatility to push himself to fourth in the 
state in the decathlon. Unfortunately, his 
senior year was somewhat of a 
(ttssappointment as Riether sp^t much 
c#^rt tune nursing a brcricen ankle. 

•*That was really a tough time tm me, 
because I didn't know wither the injury 
would greatly affect my getting recruited. 
But when FSU called me it was a great 
relief," he said. 

Riether burst onto the FSU scene in 1983 
and proceeded to become the Metro 
Conference runnerup in the decathlon that 
y^i But 1985 brings new promise for him 
as both a. dec^hloner and a pole vaulter. 
After only two and m^^M months of 
individually pok vault training. Richer 
wattred away from the FMda R^ys in 



Tampa last w^kend with the first place 
crown in the pole vault after soaring precisely 
16 feet, a new personal best. Riether 
admitted that his best jump up until then had 
been a modest 14 feet. One would think that 
hours of hard work and training are the 
secrets behind his rapid success, but Riether 
said in this case it's simply not true. 

"I know, you would think that I was 
slowly progressing in practice, but the truth 
is I never vault very well in practice. 
Somehow when the meet comes around 1 do 
well." explained Riether with a smile. 

Because of the demand of the two events, 
Riether said he never competes in both at the 
same meet. He added that not all meets have 
the decathlon as part of their schedule of 
events. All in all, the sports administration 
major said pole vaulting is like a horror 
iw>vie--it*s fun, bat it a^ has its fr^tening 
moments. 

"Yeah, I've had my share of scary times. 
I missed the mat a couple of times and hitting 
that ground can be very painful," said 
Riether with a grimace. "But it can be really 
fun when you do it right. I'll tell you, it's 
a neat feeling to fly over that bar and not 
have it fall down on you." 

Riether preaches that there is a lot of 
mental trauimg necessary to ex(^ in both 
evmts, but m^re so in ^ decathkm, because 
of its abundttit amount of evrats* 

* 'Training for the d@»thloh is tough and 
it's {»x>bably Uie hardest part about t^ event 
b^ause there are so many different events 
and you are constantly forced to change your 
frame of mind to prepare for each one, " 
he said. "You see, a high jumper thinks 
differently from a sprinter, and a long 
jumper thinks differently from a hurdler, so 
I'm continually trying to master the thinking 
for each event. Believe me, it's tough, ' ' said 
Riether, who is blessed with a muscular 
physique.

GAINESVILLE— Joe Walker, trade co«A at tte Univer- 
sity of Mississippi for the past six years, will rq;^iice Gator 
track Coach John Randolph, who resigned from the Univer- 
sity of Florida, officials said Wednesday. 

Walker will continue to coach Ole Miss through the 1985 
outdoor season, and Randolph, who resigned in March to 
enter private business, will finish out the season with the 
Gators. - 

Walker was chosen ovar FlorMa assistMit Mike Bozeman 
and Arkansas State Coach Guy Kochel, mA Kdth Tribble, 
Rorida's spring sports athletk dreaor. 

"Joe Walks- has all tte mgredients to take our track pro- 
gram from where it is now to being competitive in our con- 
ference andon the national level," Tribble said. "Of all the 
track coaches I called around the country, six or seven out 
of ten mentioned (Walker's) name." 

Walker, who will officially take the Gator helm June 1, 
inherits a team that finished in a tie for last place at the SEC 
indoor meet in February. The Gat«^ finished eighth out of 
nine teams at the 1984 outdoor duunpionshi{». 

In his six years at Ote Miss, Walker coached 41 all-SEC 
performers, 13 SEC chanqnonSrSW AU-Americans and six 
athletes who qualified for the Olympic Trials, Tribble said.

BIRMlNGHAM,Ala.-The University of Florida will 
retain its 19A Southeastern Conference football 
championship ami will satfm no fwther penalty fm. 
recruiting vtolations, the confer^^ ruled Wednesday. 

Florida was barred from post-season play in November, 
But the SEC executive committee deferred consideration 
of further penalties until after a university appeal was 
heard. 

Florida finished the 1984 season ranked 7th nationally 
with an overall record of 9-1-1 . The Gators tied Louisiana 
State, but a 5-0-1 conference mark topped LSU's 4-1-1 
record and Florida claimed the league title. 

The post-season reaction, however, memt the Gators 
R>uld not spjpeai m the Sugar Bowl as the SEC champion. 
Louisiana ^te got the nod, and Florkla's title renuun^ 



under questicm. 

In announcing its decision We<^»day, the SEC's 
executive committee ^ais^ the univmity's response to 
the stuation. Presidrat Marsludl Criser welcraied m 
inve^pitimi, heiKi Coach Charley Pell resigned arul Gaten 
Hall took over the team for the remainder of the season. 

"While reiterating its deep concern over the infractions, 
the committee calls attention again to the prompt, decisive 
actions taken by President Marshall Criser to correct the 
problems identified, and commends him for these actions 
and for his unwavering commitment to full compliance with 
conference and NCAA legislation," the panel said in a 
formal statement.

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Statute takes stun 
out of Stun Gun

It's no larger than a cigarette package, but a few moments 
of contact with the Stun Gun's 47,000 voU electrodes can 
completely incapacitate a person, causing him to crumble 
to the ground for as long as 15 minutes after initial contact. 

And as many as 270 law enforcement agencies across the 
country are heralding the Stun Gun as a new and safer 
method of subduing potentially violent people. The 
advantages, tay pottce, are that it is non-lethal, hm no sicfo 
effects, and has remarkably quick results. 

Tales of police satisfaction have fueled a high consumer 
demand for the gun, of which distribitfors have takai quick 
advantage. They sense a public fed up with the threat of 
violent crime, and rip for a non-lethal, easy-to-use w^pon 
against it. 

But critics charge the weapon is no safer than 
conventional defensive weapons, which can be turned on its 
owner just as easily. 

And, unboiownst to mc^t'involved with the manufacture 
and distribution of the Stun Gun, it is Blegal for 
anyone—exc^ kiw enfoKement of ficiids-^to carry or use 
the gun, accorcttag to Ae Florida State attorney's (Mfice. 
Spokesman C.L. Fordham says there exists two 
statutes— which state clearly— that d^trkal device are 
illegal to carry or use. 

"It's just flat out illegal," said spokesman C.L. 
Fordham, "and the statutes state that clearly. Oh, you can 
buy one alright, but if you carry one on or about your 
person, you are subject to be charged. People buying them 
^ now think they're legal, but buying them is just going to get 
some people arrested.*' ^

public are i^orant of the wea^n's Utepdity, the State 
Attorney is exp^:ted to isms a p^ss rel^^ clevii^ tip ny 
uncertainty on the matter. 

Another point of controversy surrounds the possible use, 
and misuse, of the device. Some fear that the Stun 
Gun — hke other defensive weapons — could be taken away 
and used kgainst the person weilding it. Others fear the

resuhsof criminals buying the Stun Gun on thdr own with 
the intent to disable, and then attack, a person. 

**We're very concert^^ihW^^t," said Stun Qua 
South president Chris Kaufman. "But if you lay out on a 
table all the weapons available to today's criminal— guns, 
knives, everythii^r^what would you rather be? Stabbed, 



shot, or stunned?" 

"With the Stun Gun," he said, "women especially have 
smnethiBg which they know can cause their attacker to be 
knocked down, incapacitated, yet suffer no lethal injury.*'

It seems fitting that during a week when "growth management" has 
been named the issue for the 1985 Florida legislature, the Department 
of Natural Resources has chosen to honor a woman who has worked 
for over 50 years to keep Florida from destroying the environment in 
the name of progress: Marjory Stoneman Douglas. 

Douglas, who celebrated her 95th birthday this week by talking to 
legislators and being honored with and ice-cream and cake picnic by 
the DNR folks, has been interested in Florida ecology since she moved 
from Michigan to Miami in 1915. She was part of the committee in 
1927 that supported the creation of the Everglades National Park, and 
20 years later when the Park became a reality, she published what is 
now the^ definitive book on the 5uly^:^,Il&e ^ve/;g/«^ River of 
Grass. 

Douglas has kept right on going. She formed the friends of the 
Everglades in 1970 because of talk about building a jetport on or near 
the park. She is currently working on Gov. Graham's Save the 
Everglades Profpoa. In 1981, the legislature named the DNR building 
after her. 

The legislators should pay attention to Douglas. She was around 
before they were born and has watched south Florida's pristine 
environment deteriorate over a few short decades. 

Citizens should also heed her words. She wrote: "Know you 
region... Interest yourself in a basic problem to which ,fyjrther,itiidies 
and long-range solutions can be directed." 

Like Douglas, we need to become knowledgeable about our local 
area, get involved in environmental groups, and elect ecology-conscious 
people to public office. We should also learn from Douglas' 
example: She told the Cabinet on Thursday, "I will keep on talking 
about this until yqu do something about it."

He spoke out against the penal system, 
which he said discriminates against the blacks 
and the poor who are charged with crimes.

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Robinson to speak 
on apartheid system

Most Americans are probably more familiar with the face 
of his brother, Max Robinson, television news reporter for 
ABC. But tonight Randall Robinson brings to Tallahassee 
a message his brother— as an objective journalist— could 
not bring. 

Speaking at the annual Black American Law Student 
Association and Tallahassee Barrister's annual banquet, 
the Ex^mtive Director Trans Africa will j^ress the 
South African aiMfftheid system ai^ the divestment of 
funds in U.S. corporations doing business with the 
minority white South Africwi government. 

Robinson's orguiization, TransAfrica, calls itself the 
"black world's bridge to U.S. foreign policy legislators" 
and coricerns itself with policies toward African and 
Caribbean nations. 

In 1979 for instance.TransAfrica played an instrumental 
role in persuading President Carter to continue the 
pressure on the white Rhodesian government until power 
was transferred to the bli^ majority. 
But TransAfrica goes far beyond a^ tabbying effort. 
Robinson and his organization were res^msible for 
itiating the wave of nationwide protests and 
demonstrations at South African embassies and consulates. 
In fact, Robinson himself was one of the first — along with 
Washington D.C. Mayor Marion Barry and Rep. Walter 
Fauntroy (D-Washington D.C.)— to be arrested for 
peacefully protesting apartheid at the South African 
consulate. Since then over 2,000 people have followed suit. 

Some black leaders have said the latest demonstrations 
are rwiiniscent of the civil rights movement of the *60s. 
Others have caUed it a * 'continuation of the struggle.** 

As recently as Thursday, thousands of >^ople in 
Washington D.C. turned out for a city-sanctioned mass 
aoti<-apartheid xally and protest commemorating the 17th 
anniversary of the assassination of Martin Luther King, Jr. 

Unfortunately— with ticket prices set at $25— members 
of local anti-apartheid groups say they will not be able to 
attend Robinson's lecture tonight. BALSA member Bishop 
Hollifield admits the price is high but said that the proceeds 
from the ticket sales will go toward the BALSA-Barristers 
Scholarship Fund, which assists needy \Amck students 
through law school.

and improving academic advising. 

He said the BOR's study was rejected because it just 
wouldn't meet Florida's higher education needs as Graham 
sees them.'' But student regent Rob Westerfeldt said the 
BOR's Plan could do it. 

"General revenue itself will always tend to go up because 
of the effects of inflation and a broadening tax base," , 
Westerfeldt said. "The question is whether spending for 
students increases; it has traditionally, and it should, if we 
wish to achieve our quiritty goals.** 

The student regent explained-the increase in student fees 
would be tied to the increased cost per student in general 
revenue expenditures. Tuition would then increase by an 
eqaBl amount and level off at five percent. 

Castor commended the students for supporting a tuition 
increase, and called the BOR plan solid and sensible. To show 
her support, she has introduced a bill based on the plan 
proposed by the students, the BOR and the state's 
community colleges. 

And not surprisingly, Castor*s bill in no way resonbl^ ' 
the governor*s educatimi funding proposals. 

"This is of course very different from the governor's 
Eef^mnendations at tMs point,*' Castor md. 
She is confident though, tiiat her bill or something sioukur 
will be approved by both the Senate and the House.

1 large rabbit (or 2 sm^l rabbits) cut up 

I cup white distilled vinegar 

I cup beer (or water) 

1 sliced onion 

I small stalk celery 

I ounce (2 Tb.) whole mixed picklii^'sptces 
'^2 t . coarsely ground pepper 

1 t. salt 

'/j t. thyme leaves 

2 buy \twm 

3 slices bacon 

1 Tb. sugar 
3 Tb. nour 

2 cups marinade 

3 old-fashioned gingersnaps 
'/J eup sour cream 

Place rabbit in large earthenware, glass or enamel bowl. Combine 
vinegar, beer, sliced onion, celery, spices, salt and pepper, thyme and 
bay leaves. Pour over meat. Place in refrigerator 12 to 24 hours, turn- 
ing occasionally. Remove rabbit; pat dry. Dr«ige in flour. 

Cook bacon in heavy skiltet, remove from fat, and set aside. Add rab- 
bit pieces and brown well (add more butter if needed). Sprinkle with 
sugar, cover and cook until tender, about I hour. Strain marinade, 
and add 3 to 4 Tbs. to skillet if needed. Remove rabbit; keep warm. 

Add 3. Tbs. flour to drippings in pan, and add 2 cups of strained 
marinade together with crumbled gii^rsnaps. CckMc untilthickened. 
4dd souf cream, rabbit and bacon pieces. Serve Hm. 




Is it a rabbit? Is it a bunny? Is it a barbeque?

RABBIT (rab it) /. Any of various long-eared 
short-tailed, burrowing mammal of the family 
Leporidae. 

— American Heritage Dictionary 

Burrowing mammal? Please. The rabbit is the creme puff 
of the animal kingdom, a baby-faced vegetarian, a Uving, 
breathing, self-reproducing cuddle toy and a pop culture hero. 
The American Rabbit Hail of Fame includes luminaries like 
Bugs Bunny and Brer Rabbit (the rogues) and Peter and Uncle 
Wiggly (the darlings). 

And— how could I forget— the Easter Bunny. The Easter 
^uiny was first sp^t^ in medieval Gernumy. It was already 
rumoured in the ISOOs that the Easter Bunny laid red eggs 
m Holy Thursday and eggs of m any colors in folks' gardens 
on the night before Easter. The Easter Bunny was to replace 
more ancient Easter animal customs, like the French practice 
of throwing cats in wicker baskets into the Easter Fire, as 
Frazer documents in The Golden Bough. 

And no^ most American kids under ten will tell you that 
it's true— I saw the Easter Bunny myself in the mall a couple 
of days ago. 

Little did the medieval 
Gamans know they would 
leave us with mall bunnies 
and egg hunts, that we 
would give our children 
chocolate bunnies and 
stuffed bunnies and, 

sometimes, real rabbits as symbols of the Easter^ 
season. CUff and Lisa Marsh gave their little girl, 
7-year-old Julie, two rabbits named Romeo and 
Juliette last Easter. This Easter, Cliff has 17 doe 
rabbits, 4 bucks, and over 100 itsy bitsy rabbits (called 
k ttens). Cliff is into selling, not buymg, rabbits right 
aow. Ym may have seen his iwi in the Flambeau ctassificds— 
EASTER BUNNIES. Lrg. s^ion. 

When t pulled up to the Mwsh's grey brick house on the 
Outskirts of TaUahai^ the other day, I saw right away that 
Marsh believes in truth in advertising. One side of his yard 
is taken up with a little bunny barn and about 20 wire bunny 
hutches. A smattering of rabbits hop around in the grass of 
Marsh's yard. White, black, brown, silver, bi-colored— 
Dutches, New Zealands, California Giants— Cliff has rabbits. 

Cliff appears, making his way through the bunnies. He's 
a big, friendly man— it seems an odd juxtaposition— big Chff 
and his little bunnies. He tells me about how he got mto the 
business as I run from hutch to hutch, paring at grownups, 
^lescents and tiny newborns in straw-filled wooden boxes. 



"It's just a consuming hobby," he says. "The business ahnost 
started as an accident." 

As Cliff talks and tries to pose uncooperative bunnies for 
the camera, the phone keeps ringing. Business is doing well 
the week before Easter and after awhile, a customer shows 
up. She has a little entourage with her— a young girl and a 
middle-aged woman. The customer, a young woman, wants 
to buy a very small, very cute bunny. The middle-ag^ woman 
Avith her has brought a big, full grown buck 
rabbit as a tradein on the small, cute bunny. 

The young woman is buying a baby bunny for her 17 month 
old child. I wond@- what a 17 
mon& ^d is goo^ to do 
with a rabbit. I wonder if a 
full grown rabbit, able and 
willing to defend itself with 
teeth and sharp hind claws, 
will be welcome in a hou^ 
with a toddler in a year. 

Cliff sifts through the 
bunnies with the help of the 
girl from the customer's 
entourage, looking for a tiny 





female rabbit. The you^ woman, the buy!R»ttands to 
one side. She iM not touch the rabbits, but |Hcks from a 
distance. No, she does not want the one that lost a foot to 
a stray dog that pulled its leg through the mesh of a bunny 
cage. It is small, but it is not cute— who wants a toy with 
missing parts? 

The woman finally finds an animal that meets specification. 
Customer gone, Cliff takes me inside to show me the other 
side of the bunny business — you can eat rabbits. Cliff says, 
"I'll never eat chicken again." Cli^has roasted some rabbit 
for me— a little sah, a little pepper, some Shedd's Spread. 

Wow, my dears, ' said old Mrs. Rabbit one morning. 



'you may go into the fields or down the lane, but 
don't go into Mr. McGregor's garden. Your father had 
an accident there; he mis put in a pie by Mrs. McGregor. *

Now, I ate wild rabbit when I was a kid. And anyone who 
eats a chocolate bunny or a marshmallow bunny is 
symbolically eating rabbit. And meat is meat — "Cows have 
pretty brown eyes. They're mellow animals," as Cliff says. 
But rabbits are in an odd position in our culture. They're cute 

as a button and edible too. And after 
cuddling bunnies galore out by Cliff's 
hutches, I kind of choked on the edible 
concept.

The roasted rabbit looked great— golden 
brown.It didn't even look like rabbit all cut 
up in parts. Cliff jumped right in, telling me 
about what good protein and how low in fat 
rabbits are. I felt kind of like I was in a 
cannibal camp being offered people stew, 
knowing I'd be kinner tomorrow if I didn't 
dine today. 

Well, picking up a piece of rabbit was like 
jumping in rei^^Dld watet. After the first 
bite, it wasn't bad. Actually, rabbit's^ftty dium good. 

Cliff says a friend of his fr<»n the Sheriffs 
Department "taught me how to dres them." I wonder 
if the husband of the young woman who bought the 
cute little bunny will l^n how to dress a rabbit in 
a year or so. 
Next door, there is a twelve-year-old who wants to 
give her rabbit to somebody with a happy home out in 
the country. She is obsessed with the idea that the 
wrong kind of person might take the rabbit in bad 
faith and eat it. She thinks somebody ate her gerbil.

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Philip Glass: paying dues and doing what lie does best

How does a musician get his music played for the opening 
ceremonies of the 1984 Olympics of Los Angeles, for two sold- 
out performances at the Metropohtan Opera House in New 
York, for the Queen and Prince of Holland at the Royal Patoce 
in AmsteitUmi, and {<x ending of a song about John 
Lennon*s death on Paul Simon's Hearts and Bonesl 

Philip Glass, American composer, has mui^^ this only 
after years of hard work and little recognition. Not just 
another pretty face. Glass is a musidui who has paid his dues 
not once but twice. 

Glass* is often described as a "minimalist" composer. 
Minimalists base their music on the repetition of a few basic 
note patterns. The term "minimaUsm" can be misleading — 
the effect of the music is anything but minimal. Glass prefers 
the descriptioii "music based on repetitive structure." 

Glass has said of one of his pieces, '*I say there's 
scarcely a melody^ tere, is there? Ym a melody l^Mise 
your ear picks up a melody, ftit actually there's no real one 
line playing a melody. Your ear hears it. It's like looking at 
an abstract painting and seeing an image in it. There's an image 
there. There's a melody there, but it's not actually written 
down." 

The reference to painting is appropriate. For years, G^ass^ 
audience was drawn from visual artists and art school students. 
David Bowie, a devoted Glass fan, first heard Glass at an art 
school in London. But the music conservatories and schools 
showed no interest in Glass* work. 

Glass grew up in Baltimore, attra^ the University of 
Chicago and New York's J^ard School. of Music, where he 
studio and composed in the acad^^ tradition. Awarded

jiymerous grants, including a Ford Foundation residency in 
the Pittsburgh public schools, he moved to Paris to study with 
the great French composition teacher Nadia Boulanger in 1964. 
He stopped composing and concentrated on his studies with 
Boulanger, whmn he considers his bi^ teacher. They worked 
on countoi^oint, harmonk uialysis, and studied Bach and 
Mozart. 

Glass discovered ^tern music on a trip through North 



Africa and India. The rich, beautiful music of these cuhures 
changed his musical outlook profoundly. Returning to Paris, 
Glass met Ravi Shankar,the great North Indian sitar player, 
and scored some of Shankar's music for a film they 
collaborated on. 

He took what teamed about tl^ rhythm of Inditt music 
and a|^^ it to the harmonies and instruments of Western 
music. The result was a music totally unlike anything he had 
•written before. The musical establishment did not understand 
or approve of it. The A- student from Julliard who had been 
covered with plaudits and grants found himself dropped like 
a hot potato. The grants dried up. 

This was the beginning of his second session of paying dues. 
Forming the Philip Glass Ensemble in 1968, Glass began to 
play his music on tour using an electronic organ called a 
Farfisa. Gradually the ensemble of two keyboards and three 
wind pkyers b^^e amplified completely and required a 
sound mtmdm. - 

In addition to music for his En^i^le, Glass has wr&ten 
several operas, a film score, theater music, dance pieces, music 
for chorus, and music for the 1984 Olympics. Glass' most 
important piece in his opera Einstein On The Beach, written 
in collaboration with the noted American stage 
director/designer Robert Wilson. The initial tour of Einstein 
culminated with two sold-out performances at the 
Metropolitan Opera House in New York. Columbia Records 
recently re-released the recording of Einstein which Glass had 
to finance personally whoi first produced. After years of 
obscw^y Glass is now aCttS M^iearworks r^ording artist. 

Now Glass plays to packed houses. In a typical

But the rides cost 
between 35 cents and $1.75 each 
and— says Fantasrha Promotion 
Director Jeff Chabon— "There is 
something for weryone." 

There are fides for both the adult 
and child-sized, booths which offer 
international foods, including egg 
rolls, pizzas, and gyros, and enough 



game booths to soothe even the 
most gungho gamester. 

•'You definitely shouldn't eat 
before you get here," Chabon said. 
"This is like the state fair— only 
without the livestock." 

Chabon said he hopes the 
Springfest will become an annual 
event in Tallahassee and plans in 
the future to feature live 
entertainment and a chance for 
local businesses to do advertising 
displays. But this year, he said, 
there's enough to satisfy anyone of 
any age. 

The Springfest, which opens 
today at four and at one on Saturday 
and Sunday, will stay open each 
night "until whenever," he said. 

"As long as there are people here 
to ride the rides, we'll stay open. At 
our (Palm Beach Carnival), the park 
was still going strong at four in the 
morning," Chabon said.

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'Macbeth:' bloody good show!

Rule one for Elizabethan 

directors: Please the groundlings— those 
unwashed, uneducated, unruly hoards that 
would just as soon hurl rotten haggis upside 
an actors's face than stand still and listen to 
him wax long and eloquent about something 
like evil and the unnaturalness of nature. 

Well, some things never change. After 200 
^ars of putting Shakespeare on the Stage, 
directors stiU have to pl^ise the ^^Mttilings. 
Snre, modern groumffin^ may be a t»t more 
sophisticatKl— they don't come to the theater 
armed with reeking foodstuffs— but they 
still clamour for the same old things: non- 
stop spettacle; steamy, sweaty sex scenes to 
wet your seat over; and enough brutal sword 
play to fill Munson Slough with blood. 

Michael Richey, director of Florida State 
Mainstage Theatre's current production of 
Shakesp^e*s Macbeth (^rtainly fulfiUs Rule 
One. His good, solid presentMion of Old 
Will's black magical tale of an ambitious 
thane, his twisted wife, and their murderous 
plot to seize the throne of ancient Scotland 
is a hot, earthy orgy of sensuous clenches, 
bloody battles, and flying apparitions. 

Richey begins the play not with the 
expected witches, but with a rollicking, 
flawlessly choreographed battle with a 
Norwegian army— a change of htt own 
invention. Although a surprise, it's an 
appropriate change, setting the tone of 
intense violence that is carried throughout 
the play. 

When the witches do appear they are the 
most sensuous trio of hell-hags you'll ever 
hope to see. Dressed in the rags of a billion 
stained sheets and shrouded in smoke, they 
grope corpses while chanting their ominous 
incantation: "Fair is foul and foul is fair. 
Hover through the fog and fihhy air." 

Richey's fair iMtf 1^ couple. Lord £md 
Lady Macbeth, are the Cliff Auves and 
Sammy Jo Carrington of the Cdtic set— the 
bn^^ power-hungry nou\^tt riche of 
barbarous Scotland. While everyone else 
dr^s^ in earth tones and leather, Mac and 
wife wear loud purples and blues. Lady M. 
has enough gold embroidery around her neck 
to put any up and coming Miami Beach 
bimbo to shame. 

And the Macs are hot in the sack. Jean 
McDaniel .Lickson's Lady Macbeth is a 
Celtic Cruella DeVille with streaks of Joan 
Collins scorched in. When she his^, puits, 
runs ho* hand up her husband's thigh and, 
says, "Screw your courage to the sticking 
place and we'll not fail," the innuendo is lost 
on no one. McDaniel's fine Lady M. starts 
out wild and gets wilder. The audience is well 
prepared for her lapse into guilt-ridden 
madness. When she invites the spirits of evil 
to unsex her it's as if she is beckoning to a 
Satanic, irresistable lover— you know she's 
in for big trouble. 

John Preston prints a surprisin^y 
strong, o'^h-scratchlng, lu^, ambition- 
crazed Macbeth. In an incredibly dif^A 
role that^ows a mm moving from one stage 
of decline to another, Preston is totally 
believable. He happily embraces evil, giggles 
with his wife when his murderous deed is 
discovered, but slowly becomes paranoid, 
insomniac, tortured. 

Richey, with the help of set designer

vttual w(vld tlmt looks like a place where hell 
has erupted through the Earth and nature is 

in constant turmoil. Payne's set, a roughly 
sculpted surface of black and mossy twisted 
vines, hard, rocky edges and smoke-belching 
underspaces, is an aptly wild environment for 
the barbaric thanes of Scotland to engage in 
bloody battle with one another. Stomping 
around m Gutierrez-Soto's mini-kilt loin 
cloths, tl^ look like what AtiUa the Hun 
would pick out if imt shoppi^ at the 
Scotch House. 

With lots of roUing tympany, oooh oooh- 
ah ah horror flick music, ghosts suspended 
from the ceiling, witches disappearing into 
the floor, and deliciously brutal murders— 
the murderers even stab a crying baby in a 
basket — this Macbeth scintillates all manner 
of weirdness. 




Brides being chock full o'groundhng- 
pleasing spectacle, Richey's Macbeth is an 
intelligent treatment of one of Sttidcespeare's 
most perplexing plays. Rictey has made 
some textual changes, beyond lAe invention 
of the Norwegian Army, that may raise an 
eyebrow or two of Shakespeare purists. He 
has edited the witches' incantation, cut 
Hecate, cut the English Doctor, cleaned up 
some of the more archaic language, and the 
actors do not speak in iambic pentameter. 
Rather, they speak in accordance to 
emotional peaks in the lines. 

This "bloody, bold, and resolute" 
production of McKbeth offers something for 
all teri^-goers— groundfii^ tit^itti.

Theatre presents WiHiam ^Miiespeare's 
Macbeth tonight through Saturday night, 
April 10-13, and April 17-20 at 8:15. Tickets 
are $5.50 for the general public and $4.50 for 
students and senior citizens.

The last temptation of Prince

Purple pop-star Prince brought his 
big-bucks show to the Civic Center 
Wednesday night and it was nothing 
short of an extravaganza.

The t^redominantiy white crowd of 
10,000 plus was primed by the time 
Prince made his entrance via an elevator 
in the floor of the stage. Cued by the 
openii^ song "Let's Go Crazy" and 
i^ipped into a frenzy by "Delirious" and 
"1999" the writhing cheering mass* 
lodded in agreement with ttie prospect 
of a part|r4ii the faee^f the apocalypse. 

Throughout the evening Prince stuck 
to 4he big hits or at least more 
recognizable songs. The two notable 
exceptions were "Temptation" from the 
forthcoming album Around the World in 
a Pay and "God" a recent non-album B> 
ifiif which explores Prince's mystical 
and mysterious religious 
vision.

But Joanne Snair, director of the Refuge House (m rape 
victims, said she feared 'he possibility of reciprocation. 

"My feeling about Stun Guns is about the same feeling I 
have about mace," she said. "One, it could be taken away 
and used against you and two, I think it gives women a false 
sense of security. I don't know if people— women in 
particular— are ready to just pull something out of their 
pocket and use it apanst someone. '*

they can now disable someone withwtt injuraig th^-4Hit 
I wasn't aware they were going to the general public. I think 
there's a legal question here— at what point is using it 
considered to be a justifiable act of defense?" 

The Tallahassee Police Department has been utilizing the 
devices— and training its officers to handle them 
correctly— since last August. Sergeant Doug Farral, the 
officer who trains those in the department who use it, said 
that although TPD hasexperiencedsuccess in its use of the 
w^pon, "it really could be used offensively." But it would 
be cheaper, he saW, for criminals to buy other weapons. 

•*To the consumer, the Stun Gun costs what, $100? For 
$50, a (criminal) could go out and buy a Saturday Night 
Special, ' ' Farral said. 

Farral said he wasn't aware it was illegal for civilians to 
carry or use it, but said he thought "if it's clipped to the 
exterior of your bag or if it's hand-held, it's legal." 
He said the TPD welcomed the weapon, "It's a good 
tool," he said. "Any alternative to actually hurtine people 



is good. It's better than causing injury with a night stick." 

And State Attorneys Office officials agree. Law 
Enforcement agencies are exempt from the Florida Statutes 
which make electrical weapons or devices— hand held or 
concealed— i^ainst the law. 

"Hi* Stun Gun was conc^^ and is marketed by Nova 
Technologies Inc.— a company which, according to Public 
Relations Director Charlotte Clemmons, "began as a 
garage operation." 

"But 100,000 units are now in use across the nation," she 
said, "by law enforcemen|j^ncies, bar jMnmcers, and 
private citizens." 

"And it's perfectly legal," she said. 

Stun Gun South President Chris Kaufman said his 
distnbuting firm has been licensed to distribute the devices 
throughout the state of Florida. . 

"We're a^g than like crazy," he said, "I'm swamped 
all the time with people. Akeady, we've made 1000 sales on 
the retail level— and we h%ven't even touched the real 
markets in Florida yet ! " 

"They're not illegal," he insisted, "If they were, how 
could I be selling them here in South Florida? It's just (the 
State Attorney's) opinion, how he's interpreting the law." 

"All of this will be straightened out when we introduce 
legislation (concerning legality) this session. And we'll get 
it," Kaiifman said. 

"Right now, society has created a need for an effective, 
defensive w^pon," he said, "and we're answering it." 

State Attorney's Office spokesiMui Fordham said that 
introducing legislation to change the statute might be 
successful, but until it is, it wiU be illegal for anyone to arm 
themselves with a Stun Gun— a crime punishable by up to a 
year in prison.

Blackwell was not the only offense for the 
Seminoles, however, as left fielder Frank 
Fazzini behed his 16th home run of the 
season in the eighth. Center fielder Eric 
Mongham also had a hot bat Thursday, 
hitting three for four with two RBIs. 

Not a bad of feirfve output considering the 
•Noles went into the bottom of the fourth 
down 7-2 and looking prepared to ts^e tteir 
fifth straight loss.

THE MASTERS 



Golden Bear would like to 
wear the green jacket again

ATLANTA — It's been a decade since Jack 
Nicklaus won his fifth Masters 
cham|M9iiship, but although the "Golden 
Bear'* is getting a bit long in the tooth, he 
still dreams of another froUc on the greens 
of Augusta. 

If he should pull off No. 6 next week he 
would, at 45, be the oldest man to win the 
Masters. His friend Gary Player now holds 
that claim, having won his third Masters title 
in 1978 when he was 42. 

"At my age, I'm not in position to 
dominate the tour anymore," said Nicklaus, 
Who won his 70th PGA Tour event 10 
months ago at his own Memorial 
Toun^»nt. *'But I feel I stiU have a chance 
to win at the Masters. 

"Normal tour events have 40 to 50 golfers 
with a chance of winning.The Masters field 
(which will include only about 50 of the 
regular tour performers), has only 20 to 25 
; who can be expected to have a chance-fewer 
than anywhere else-and while I'm not as 
I good as 1 used to be overall, I'm still playing 
well enough to win again." 

Nicklaus, who hasn't missed the cut in his 
last 28 tournament appeajrinces, tilNi for 
ttiird at Doral and was only four shots *Dff 
[sihe lead going into the final round of last 
Week's Tournament Players Championship- 
although a closing 76 left him 14 behind 
Calvin Peete's strong pace. 

But that's no yardstick for measuring how 
he'll do at the Masters because Nicklaus, 
who has won more major championships 
(19) than any other golfer, works harder to 
prepare for a major than he does for any of 
the normal tour events. 

In last year's majors, he was 18th (9^^ots 
back> tn the Masters, 21st (13 shots back) in 
the U.S* Open. 3ist (12 shots back) in the 
British Open, and 25th (14 shots back) m the 
PGA. 

Like so many great athletes, it frustrates 
Nicklau: not to be able to perform at the high 
standard that made him the best golfer in the 
Vorld during the '60s and '70s. He still wins 



a lot of money on the tour, averaging about 
$250,(XK) a year even at this stage of his 
career, but, a wealthy man, he plays to win 
tournaments, not cash. 

**I practice more now than I ever did," 
said Nicklaus. **I ^uit to use what I have 
left to the best of my ability for as long as 
I can." 

Time was when Jack Nicklaus could make 
up lost ground in a hurry. When he won his 
first Masters (in 1963)-and became its 
youngest champion (at 23) until Spain's Seve 
Ballesteros claimed that honor (by a couple 
of months) in 1980-he trailed by five shots 
after a first-round 74 and vaulted into 
contentioa with a second-round 66. 

In his prime, the Augusta National Golf 
C^ub course was tailormade for Nicklaus' 
game. It's wide fairways with modest rough 
enabled hinl to capitalize on his power off 
the tee. And few could match his putting skill 
on those big greens. 

The late Bobby Jones called Nicklaus 1965 
Masters' performance-when he was 17 under 
par-"The best four rounds of golf I've ever 
seen." • 

This will be Nicklaus'^27th Masters. During 
the other 26 (three as an amateur), he had 
a record frve firsts, four se(K>nds, two thirds 
tad five other top- 10^ finishes. And, he's the 
only golfer ever to successfully defend a 
Masters crown (1965-66). 

Nicklaus keeps cutting back on his golf 
schedule.He has numerousbusiness interests, 
including designing golf courses, and he likes 
to spend time with his family. The Masters 
is the 14th stop on this year's PGA Tour, but 
only his eighth appearance. 

"I'll admit I don't get as charged up on 
a week-to*week basis like I did 15-20 years 
ago," said Nickl^. "But, I still have no 
problem getting charged up for the Masters. 
But playing as 1 did in the years when I won 
so often isn't good enough any more. The 
competition keeps getting better and to win, 
1 also have to play better." 

The question is whether, at 45, he's still 
able to reach that level even for the Masters.

There are a lot of unusual things about 
F^rida State softl>all player Karyn Palgut. 

First off, the obvious. Her first name is 
spelled K-a-r-y-n not the traditional Karen. 

Secondly, she made the all-state team in 
high school in three different sports. Palgut 
hails frdm Brecksville High in Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

And most unusual of all, she has now 
played all three of those sports (tedtetball, 
volleyball and softbaU) at FSU. Not easy. 

Thm season marks her first on the softball 
squad. Palgut had not played competitive 
fast-pitch Softball since high school, but 
figured she had nothing to lose by trying out 
for the team as a walk-on. 

"1 was kind of sad after volleyball season 
ended," the senior outfielder said. "1 just 
decided to try out just to see if I could make 
the (softball) team. It was kind of a 
challenge, though.*' 

Most think Palgut has met the challenge 
quite well for the amount of playing time she 
Has earned. 

"Karyn's done a real good job for us," 
FSU head softball coach JoAnne Graf said. 
"She realizes she is behind the other players 
in terms of experience, and her arm is still 
a little weak from surgery. She has played 
very well recently." 

* Palgut 's job is one of a back-up in the 
outfield. She generally sees action in game 
two of doubleheaders and games against 
weaker teams. But the role of back-up 
doesn't seem to bother her much. 

••I just want to be able to help the team 
out in any way I can," Palgut said. "I think 
I'm pretty much on target. Right now I'm 
kind of a part-time player. It doesn't really 
bother me that I don't start more often." 

During volleyball season, Palgut could 
rarely be found on the bench. She lead her 
team to 12-1-44 record in her four years on 
the squad, while also being named M-Mctro 
in three of those sea^ns. She is also the 
proud holder of severs^ sctool records. 

"When Karyn first cwne in and tried out 
for the team she really made a great 
impression," FSU head volleyball coach 
Cecik Reynaud said. "She is a real fighter 
^nd a great competitor. She's the type of 
player you really want on your team." 

"When I was in high school, I kind of 
enjoyed playing volleyball more," Palgut 
said. "I feh I was best at volleyball so that's 
why I decided to play it in college." 

r Before she made her dedsi(Hi to stick to 
volleyball, Palgut did try her hand at 
basketball and softball. In basketball, she 
made fu'st team All-^iM)t^ senior year at 
the small forward position. In softball, she 
made the Cleveland All-Metro Region team 
at shortstop. She also made All-State in 
volleyball, which she calls her first love. 

"When I first tried out for the volleyball 
team in high school, I had never seen a 
volleyball match before," Palgut said. "I 
just picked up the skills very quickly. You 
have to be a real athlete to play the sport." 
Palgut could definitely be put in that

"Her qukkmss is her biggest asset," 
Reynaud said."I think she is just a natural 
athlete." ' 

"Karyn is a very fast player," Graf said. 
"She is a real threat on the bases. She is one 
of our fastest players." 

And a talented player she has always been, 
taking advantage of having two brothers who 
also enjoyed sports. 

"I used to play a lot of sports with my 
brothers," said Palgut. **I had always played 
sports with the boys in the Mighb(Mrfaood. I 
gu^s I stitfted when I was about sev^ or 
eight." 

Fourteen years later, the love for sports 
is still there. Palgut can play another year of 
softball for FSU next season if she d&:ides 
to extend her eligibilty. 

"I'm considering playing next year," she 
said. "I'd like to play another year if they 
will have me."

Robinson: the abused have no time to wait

South African iH^hdd will coBapse by the 
year WOO. That's what the leader of the 
nmion's largest black foreign policy lobby 
group told a Tallahassee audience Friday 

night. 

, In an eloquent speech at the annual Black 
American Law Students Association and 
Tallahassee Barristers scholarship banquet, 
Tj^ans Africa's Executive Director Randall 
Robinson said that the growing unrest in South 
Africa and the nationwide ckmonstrations 
here at home signal the end of white rule. 

"The whole pace 1ms quickened/' Robinson 
said. "It has quickened here, it has qujckened 
In South Africa and it has quickened in the 
international media. Things are definitely 
coming to a head." 

"South Africa will move to a just and fair 
society. Otherwise there will be a holocaust," - 
he said. 

\ Robinson . himself was arrested last 
\November for peacefully protesting at the 



South African consulate in Washington D.C. 
triggering a series of 2,000 similar arrests. 
Although i&me say the latest wave of 
demonstrations are reminiscent of the civil 
rights movement of the '«)s, Robinson said 
it is "foolish" to compare the two.

"We (black Ameri(»ns) are a minority in 
this country. We struggled for civil rights," 
said Robinson. "They (blaick South Africans) 
are a majority in their country. They are 

fighting for statehood." 

And Robinson blamed the U.S. government 
for not supporting the black struggle in South 
Africa as well as other national liberation 




toward this country. ^y Moni Basu 

"If we don't like the Ayatollah in Iran, we 
brought it upon ourselves by supporting the 
Shah," said Robinson. "If we don't like Fidel 
in Cuba, we brought it on ourselves. And if 
we can't relate to the black leadership in South 



Africa that will take power in this country, 
then we will have brought their hostility upon 
ourselves," he said. 

Part of the problem with American foreign 
policy, said Robinson, is that the American 
iwople do not fulfill what he called their 
obligation to participate in the policy-making 
process. 

And that, he -said, stems from the 
! 'unbelievable amount of ignorance " of the 
American public. 

''We are confronting a world that 
Americans know Httle about," Robinson said. 
"Most Americans know nothing about 
anything that's west of L. A. and east of D.C." 

"The world thinks of Nelson Mandela as 
a living legend yet most Americans have never 
even hear of the man," 

Robinson added that even America's kaders 
lack knowledge of international issues. "When 
Harry Truman became president he said he 
wondered how he got there until he met the

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Student attacked by gang of youths

Tallahassee Police Ospt. The student was walking ie^n 
Copeland Ave. with a friend ar<mnd midnight, less than a 

block from his home. 

According to pohce reports, the two were walking toward 
College Ave. when they were confronted and chased by a 
group of over 20 black teenagers. The student was struck 
on the head then kicked and beaten with sticks while his 
friend ran to their nearby fraternity house for help. 

According to the \toim, who did not wish to be identified, 
the teenagers stole his watch and then ran away when they 
saw a car approaching. He s^d he suffered no major injuries. 

Since the students apparently did nothing to provoke the 
incident, Lieutenant Roy Dickey of the Tallahassee Police 
Department said the crime may have been committed simply 
out of boredom. He said there are several unstructured black 
gangs in the city that have been responsible for burglaries,

property theft, and harassment in the past. Most often, he 
said, these groups have stolen bicycles on the FSU campus. 

*T honestly think (the terms) 'gang' or *club' are too 
sophisticated for the way they operate," he said. "For the 
most part, they*re not mean enm^h to be that aggressive 
normally." 

However, the victim said he was involved in a similar 
incident less than a year ago when he had to fight a smaller 
group of black teenagers. They were trying to steal a friend's 
bicycle that was locked up near the physics lab. 

Since one member of the group stole the student's watch, 
the police could charge any or all of the perpetrators with 
strong-armed robbery, a felony. Since they are juveniles, 
however, the prospect of all twenty going to court seems 
unlikely, according to Dickey. 

One suspect wi* identified Uie^ht of the crime A police 
investigation is pending. ■ 

"1 guess these kids just get their kicks out of doing that," 
said the student.

rest,*' he said. "Ronald Reagan didn't even 
know what country he was in when he went 
on his recent Latin Am^can tour.** 

The Amoican ^^c's igmmunce and 
indifference about foreign poUcy are idso 
derived from an arrogant attitude said 
Robinson. 

"Most Americans are brought up to think 
that we are the best and most powerful 
nation in the world," he said. "Ignorance 
and arrogance combined is a dangerous 
formula." 

Robinson urged his audience to take a 
more active role in sha^ng U.S. foreign 
policy. "You might ask me, what does 
foreign policy have to do with me? Well, it 
has everything to do with you," he said. 

"We live in a world where national 
barriers make less sense— a world that we can 
no longer safely assure will survive past the 
21st century." 

Saying the Reagan administration has been 
too lenient with the white supremacist 
govonment in Pr^riii, Robinson call^ on 
Talkhasseans to push for divestnwnt of 
and state funds In corporations doing 
business in South Africa. He also urged them 
to lobby legislators to impose stricter 
sanctions on the Pretoria government. 

"Since World War 11, we have found 
nothing to challenge in the world except 
communism. So we don't have any trouble 
imposing sanctions on the Soviet Union," 
said Robinson. "And we've been choking 
th»t liny island south of Miami for the last 
25 yems.** 

**Do you think Cuba likes 70 p^cent of 
its trade Mi to the Soi^ Union? Fidel 
would be glad to serve Big Macs in 
Revolution Square. We can boycott Cuba, 
but why do we have so much trouble doing 
the same to South Africa?" asked Robinson. 
The U.S., said Robinson, has become one 
of South Africa's leading trade partners. He 
said this country supplies the arms, 
computers and other technology metM to 
maintain apartheid. 

When told i^out Florida State 
Unh^sity's recent super^^putsr pwchase 
from Control I^Oa Corporation— wluch 
su^^es South Africa with computers- 
Robinson said the university ou^t to deal 
with another firm. 

'•I am certain there are other computer 
companies in the U.S. that are not in South 
Africa. And if there aren't, there are many 
that are not as substantially involved as 
CDC," said Robinson. "It is important to 
bring pressure on CDC and c^er such 
finns— let them know there are penalties for 
ciAkmsly supportii^ apartheid.**' 

"i know that iii corporate boardr<x)ms 
tt^ can no tonger afford to dismip the issue 



of div^tment. They're asking themselves — is 
it worth it to stay on in South Africa or is 
it better to take losses and get out while they 
can." 

Robinson said it is up to the American 
public to maintain the pressure on such 
corpwations. He said the recent flurry of 
IM'CM^ and €ten(Mistrati(ms have stimubtt^ 
American interest about the situation in 
JSouth Africa. 

"Now with all the protests sound ^ 
counti^, Americans are finding out to what 
extent the U.S. is and has been propping up 
apartheid," said Robinson. "It didn't start 
with Ronald Reagan— although he gave it a 
good shot in the arm." 

Sharply critical of Reagan's policy of 
constructive oigagement, Robinson acoised 
the pr^^^t of not valul^ black tife. 

"At a recent pr^s conference, R^an 
blamed the blacks for their own steughter," 
said Robinson, referring to the massacre at 
Uitenhage two weeks ago. "A funeral 
procession led by a child on a bic>#e. 
Innocent people shot at by white police in 
armored cars. Nineteen people massacred in 
cold blood. And the president of the U.S. 
blamed the victim.**

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The logic behind Reagan's constructive 
oigaganent, said Robinson, is that iqtarthdd 
will gradufi% change thnmgh Araeriom 
influents. . 

"Have you ever noticed that it*s always 
the people with the foot on your head that 
favor graduaUsm?" Robinson said. "The 
abused have no time to wait. We will never 
change apartheid by investing in it. We will 
never move apartheid by embracing it 
diplomatically.** 

Although he would rather see peaceful 
change, Robinson said that in South Africa, 
tlot black people Iwve run out of patience 
waiti^ for the gomnment to amend their 
ways. 

"Frederick Douglass once said that power 
concedes nothing without demand," said 
Robinson. "It's as simple as this — if I've got 
the power and you got nothing, I'm not just 
going to get moral on you all of a sudden 
and give it to you. You're going to have to 
take it from me by force.** 

Robinson repeatedly stressed thie 
important rote of the U.S. in the stru^le 
against apartheid.

President Reagan made an interesting little gaffe in his weekly radio 
address Sunday. He mentioned worldmde support for his proposal to 
send $14 million in aid to the Nicaragtian contras in one breath and 
budget compmmise in the same breath. 

"The Federal Government these days spends $14 million every few 
minutes," he said. "So we*re asking Congress for just a few minutes 
worth of help for the democratic forces of Nicaragua." 

Soon after, he related how happy he was with the Senate and House 
reaching a compromise budget, calling it a far-reaching spending 

reduction plan that laid the groundwork for "historic progress." He was 
proud of them for "biting the bullet" on spending for aU those things 
the administration considers superfluous— domestic programs for 
children and families, social purity— but he hop^ they would be wise 
enough to cut loose a miniscule chunk of $14 milUonio hdp those brave 
"freedom fighters" in Nicaragua. 

His advice isn't bad, he*s just got it backwards. If that $14 million 
is so unimportant, why can't we spend it at home. 

Job well done 

Members of fraternities and sororities get their share of bad press 
for everything from pranks that backfire to recruitment practices. 

But champions of the Greek system always meet these charges with 
countercharges that these criticisms are superficial. One of the most 
important things Greeks do, they argue, is raise money for local 
charities.

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The right to breathe clean air

Smokers have the right to damage their own health. Do 
they have the right to damage the health of others? That's 
the question that has to be answered. 

The United States Surgeon General labels smoking as the 
"chief single avoWahte cause of death in our society and the 
most important public health issue of our time.*' 

A new Environmental Protection Agency study has 
indicated that passive cigarette smoke is the country's most 
dangerous airborn carcinogen. Passive smokitig appears, the 
report states, to pose a public health risk larger than the 
hazardous air pollutants from all industrial emissions 
combined. New findings indicate that many lung cancer 
deaths in nonsmokers are caused by involuntary smoking. 
More than 30 million Americans have given up the cigarette 
h»bi$* Nonsmokers are a ctew majority of the population 
and have the right to br^the air that is free from tobm:co 
smoke. It is more thaii an inconvenience— it is a health 
hazard to the non-smoker when forced to- breathe 
secondhand smoke. Passive smoking aggravates existing 
conditions of asthma, emphysema, chronic bronchitis and 
makes life miserable for people with allergic conditions. 

An American Lung Association pamphlet entitled 
"Secondhand Smoke" states that a cigarette smoker inhales 
and exhales mainstream smoke for a total of about 24 
seconds, but the cigarette burns for 12 minute and pollutes 
the air continuously with sidestream smoke which has a 
higher concentration of noxious compounds than the 
mainstream snfoke inhaled by the smoker. Pipes and cigars 
burn even longer and create more smoke Ali ii^ be inhaled 
by the nonsmoker. 

The four new warnings that will appear on cigarette 
packages and cigarette advertising beginning October 1985 
will alert smokers to new findings. One states: "SURGEON 
GENERAL'S WARNING: CIGARETTE SMOKE 
CONTAINS CARBON MONOXIDE." What levels of 
carbon monoxide are hazardous? Industry has established 
a standard of 50 parts per million. Researchers m^suring 
liood levels have found ttm smoking 7 cigarettes in an 
^ur-^ven in a ven^lati^ room— causes the carbon 
monoxide level of a person sitting next to the smoker to 
increase to 90 parts per million. This is almost twice the 
maximum safety level set for industry. 

Another strong package warning will state: "SURGEON 
GENERAL'S WARNING: SMOKING CAUSES LUNG 
CANCER, HEART DISEASE, EMPHYSEMA, AND 
MAY COMPLICATE PREGNANCY." Conservative 
estimates indicate that 125,000 American cancer deaths and 
170,000 American coronary heart disease deaths were caused 
by cigarette smoking. Findings of a study reported in the 
American Journal of Obstetrics and Gynecology suggests 
that a nonsmoking woman's exposure to other's smoke 
affects her fetus. Recent research on passive smoking 
indicates that noiismoking women married to smokers show 



a risk of cancer from passive smoke. . 

Another warning by the Surgeon General states: 
"SMOKING BY PREGNANT \Vo\lEN MAY RESULT 
IN FETAL INJURY, PREMATURE BIRTH AND LOW 
BIRTHWEIGHT." We know that maternal smoking has 
a hariiiful effect on pregnancy, including an increased risk 
of miscarriage, prematurity, stillbirth, death soon after the 
birth, low birth weight, and fetal death. New evidence on 
passive smoking indicates that children living with smoking 
parents show an average of 7 per cent less lung function than 
children of nonsmoking parents. They also develop more 
respiratory problems such as bronchitis and pneumonia. This 
intensifies the danger of passive smoke to pregnant women 
in the workplace. No less than 900 people die daily because 
they choose to smoke. The nonsmoker has chosen not to 
jeopardize personal health in this manner. The facts are 
evident that secondhand smoke is harmful. Nonsmokers have 
i\m right to be affwded protection from an identifiable health 
hazard. Thirty-eight states today have some form of state- 
wide nonsmoker's rights laws on the books. Several states 
have held that sensitive nonsmokers can sue employers over 
tobacco smoke under the "common law." According to the 
Wall Street Journal many businesses are requesting 
nonsmoking workers. They are absent 33 percent to 50 
percent less than smoking employees and will save on interior 
cleaning costs and reduced fire insurance rates. 

I introduced the Clean Indoor Act last year in the 
legislature because I ana convinced that passive smoking can 
be hazardous to our health. \ will again be working for its 
passage durmg the 198S session. 

The Surgeon General has recently said, "We believe there 
is all the medical evidence necessary to support reasonable 
and sensible protection for the nonsmoker against the 
irritation and potential harm that comes from other 
people's smoke. There is increasing evidence to suggest that 
environmental tobacco smoke can bring about disease 
including lung cancer, in healthy persons, including infants 
and children.'* 

I believe that legislation will be passed this year to protect 
the nonsmoker, but smokers need not wait for the 
l^islation to be enacted. They can begin now to protect their 
friends by respecting nonsmokers' rights to work and live in 
indoor environments unpolluted by tobacco smoke. 

Many of the smokers that I know are already respecting 
the right of the nonsmokers. We can enact responsible 
legislation with the cooperation of smokers and nonsmokers 
to diminish this severe health risk for all Floridians.

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Apartment owner sued for discrimination

HOLLYWOOD- The former manager 
of a Hollywood apartment building has filed 
a civil rights complaint claiming he was fired 
from his job for refusing to evict a black 
family. 

Ktny Lucus said the owners of the Rose 
Marie apartment complex told him **they 
don't rent to blacks." 

When he refused to evict a black family 
that he had rented rooms to a few days 
earlier, he was evicted himself and fired, 
Lucas charged in a complaint filed late last 
week. 

The building owners denied the 
allegations. Neil Kapp, a partner in the firm 
that owns the 12-unit building, said Saturday 
that Lucas was fired in September because 
he was lazy. 

"He didn't do anything," Kapp said. 
"Some people like to blwne others and 
distwt the facts rathK than face their 
incompetence." 

nw^^ficted family, Frank and Eriyia 
Preston and their two children, were told to 
leave because of a policy prohibiting children 
in one-bedro(»n imi$s, Kapp said, 

Tl^ ware hot allowed to rent the empty, 
larger apartments in ^he complex because 
those imts wa-e about to be renovated, Kapp 



said. 

The empty apartments were adverti^ in 
the next day's issue of a local newspaper, but 
Kapp said the ads were pliK^ to secure 
reservations for the upcoming tourist season. 

At the request of the Broward County 
chapter of the American Civil Liberties 
Union, lawyers Robert Lautenbach and 
Abbe Cc^ filed the complaint against 
Kapp, his father Harry Kapp, and associate 
Robin Steele on b^ialf of Lucas and the 
Preston family. 

The complaint was filed with the county 
Human Rights Board, the Florida 
Commission on Human Relations, the U.S. 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission and the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 

"This is an absolute clear-cut example of 
dis<;rimination in tousing," said Allan terl, 
chairman of the ACLU chapter. 

Kapp said that when the case is presented 
in a hearing of the agencies, he will present 
sales receipts showing the rooms were under 
renovation. He said he also will present 
records showing he rents to black tewmts in 
seven buildings he owns. 

Lautenbach said he plans to present an 
unidentified witness who he says heard 
statem«rts from Steele and both Kapps 
about not rentii^ to blacks.

"If we impose sanctions, if we divest, then 
the white government will bf forced to come 
to the table." 

"I'm optimistic to believe that ail human 
beings act in thdr own self-interest. Like Ian 
Smidi in Rhodeaa, they'll ev^ually give in.

Nightline if their show would be better. 
Koppel assured them that Nightline 's report 
would be better but as it turned out they were 
much more critical," said Robinson. 

With all the m«Ha atten^n, the protests 
in the U.S. and increasing violence in South 
Africa, Robinson said the Reagan 
administration will soon have no choice but 
to adopt stricter policies toward apartheid 
South Africa. 

"On last analysis," said Robinson,

FarmwQiker teUs his story tonight at FSU

It's been 50 years since John Steinbeck expotid the horrors 
experienced by America's farmworkers in his novel The 
Grapes of Wrath. But the plight of the farmworkers rem«ns 
unchanged even today. 

Tonight, Farm Labor Organizing Committee Regional 
Director Fernando Cuevas speaks out on behalf of those 
whose voices go unheard— the farmworkers. His talk at 
Florida State University is sponsored by the Center for 
Participant Education and the Tallahassee Fi^worker 
Support Group. 

A farmworker all his life, the 42-year-old labor organizer 
is more~ than well-acquainted with the grueling life of the 
farmworkers. His wife and nine children have also been 
forced to work in the fields in order to support the family. 

"Farmworkers work every day from sun-up to sundown," 
said Cuevas. "They are not even paid minimum wage for 
their hard work. In Florida, they earn on the average 45 cents 
for. every 90 pound box of citrus they pick," he said. 

Cmvas said the state estimiues there are some 150,000 
f armworkni in Fkirkb. But lie said those fibres are very 
tnistaulii^ 

*'The state only (ioy^ the bead M fim hm^eh^/' s«d 
Cuevas. "My wife and chikfaeii4veinv^>le ^the state. What 
about all the children that are working? Who counts them?" 

Cuevas said January's devastating freeze just made things 
woi^se for the already-underpaid farmworkers. With the 
state's agriculture industry in virtual ruins, the workers found 
themselves without jobs overnight. And although state and 
federal assistance was finally disbursed last month, Cuevas 
said the money came much too late.

"I used to think everyone in America was Catholic," said 
Cuevas. "I had worked in the fields all my life and 1 didn't 
know what pesticides were. I hadn't even heard of the AFL- 
CIO." he said. 

For the past eight years, FLOC has been promoting a 
b(^ott of Campbells— the famous soupmakeri-— for their 
ill ^vitfamt of farmworkers. Cuevas said his talk tonight 
will focus on the boycott and the modem-di^ sharecroi^ng 
system employed by Campbells and its subsidiaries. 

Cuevas said Fioridians are ignorant about the state's 
farmworker situation. Others who do know about it, he said, 
either try to hide it or choose not to deal with it at all. 

"The labor camps, the orange groves — they're always well- 
hidden from sight. They're carefully hidden from the 
highways by bushes or trees," said Cuevas. "But it's still 
there and the state knows it. Where do they think the food 
they eat comes from?"

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Simple justice 

The Florida legislature has the chance once again to correct the 
**prcK^ural defect" in state law ttiat allows a judge to override a jury's 
recommendation for a life sentence in ci^ital cases, and this time they 
should not fail to do so. 

The provision has proven ineffective for Florida taxpayers, and is 
a quirk that undermines the very notion of community standards of 
justice. 

There have been 85 cases where a judge has overruled a jury's 
recommendation for life in Florida since 1972, and 61 of of those 
decisions were subsequently overturned by the Supreme Court. Ten 
where overturned by other courts and 14 were upheld. By any standards, 
those statistics are unacceptable. The other two states with similar 
laws— Indiwa and Alabama^ have only hiul judges overrule the jury 
eight times. 

Rep. James Burke (D-Miami) has introduced a bill that would restore 
the jury's voice in determining sentences in capital cases. House bill 
273— up before the House Criminal Justice Committee Wednesday— 
would make a jury*s recommendation for life imprisonment binding 
on the court. 

Sen. Edgar Dunn who helped write the current death penalty statue 
has filed a Senate companion to Burke's bill to correct the flawed 
statute. He calls Florida's record of reversals "unacceptable.'* 

'*lf 1 thought the judges hearing my cases on the civil side down in 
Daytona were going to be wrong 75 percent of the time, I'd be asking 
my fellow legislators to try to find a system that was a little more reliable 
and ofte that produced results," he said. 

We are against the d^th penalty on moral grounds in all cases— 
we do not believe the state has the right to take the life of any of its 
citizens— but many newspapers acrpss the state that support the death 
penalty are just as adamantly opposed to this defect in Florida law. 

And the reasons have little to do with the death penalty and everything 
to do with fairness. 

The governor and the attorney general have been against repealing 
the provision, labelling such attempts as * 'tinkering with the statutes." 
They are wrong to think a repeal out of the legislature's purview. 

The legislature is the branch of government charged with finetuning 
«nd adjusting laws to best serve the people of Florida. And currem 
experiaice is simple proof that the death penalty statute is in need of 
^me ^rious adjustment.

Sudan's people fgce season of hunger

KHARTCHJM, Sudan— Whha sandstorm ri^g 
around them, the Moslem women formed a circle 
and began moaning in an errie, rhythmic chant that 
blended with the whistling of the early morning 
winds. The wailing intensified as their husbands 
disappeared over a sand dune, carrying yet another 
Beja child to an early grave in eastern Sudan. 

While the Ethiopian refugees in nearby camps were 
receiving most of the media attention and food aid 
over the past six months, some 300,000 nomads in 
the Red S^ hills of northeastern Sudan became what 
r^ef wotkm here can "the foi^mcn people." Even 
now half the population of Red Sea {^evince is in 
desperate need of food, accordii^ to Sudanese and 
Western rdfef offkials. 

••The severest cases of malnutrition are in this 
area, "said Andrew Timpson, Sudan director of Save 
the Children, a British charity. "The death rate 
(among the Bejas) has been horrific." 

Most of the malnourished Beja people are semi- 
nomads dispersed over hundreds of square miles of 
sparsely populated desert. Hui^ has driven 24.000 
of them down from thdr villi^ in the hills into 
camps along a paved highway between Hgger towns. 
Those along tiie road are now g^ing ehou^ food, 
but relief workers in outl^ng areas complain that 
a lack of vehicles and fuel, togetho: with the 
country's numbingly slow bureaucracy, have often 
delayed food distribution for weeks— delays that 
have cost hundreds of lives. One European charity 
had to bribe Sudanese officials in Khartoum to get 
permission to operate a chartered plane inside the 
country. 

Most days Red Cross volunteer David Ellaway 
takes his four-wh^ drive into the hills to distribute 
food or to survey needs. After a second visit to one 
village of 36 fuulies, he describe the high 
peremtage of Beia chMren uncter four wtui jiave 
di^ from malnutrition and its attendant diseases. 

**The youngest child we found there was three 
years old. 1 put a thermometer in her mouth and it 
went right off the scale at 105 degrees," he recalled. 
The mother refused to let him take the child to the 
clinic because the father was not there to give his 
permission. 

The plight of "the forgotten people" is just one 
sign that Sudan, a country of 22 million once touted 
as the future breadbasket of the Middle East, now 
teeters on the brink of mass starvation. 

The worst drought in 70 years has cut Sudan's 



main food crop, sorghum, nearly in half. This jwar 
the country's "food dcfidt" be itt leatt 1.4 
million tons, Mxording to UN estimates— ten times 
greats than all of the food slated this year for 
Ethiopian refugees in Sudan. 

By mid-March, 1.1 million tons of food aid hi^ 
been shipp^ or pledged. 80 percent of it through 
various U.S. government prognms. Eric Witt,^the 
U.S. Agency for International Development officer 
credited by local relief workers with forecasting 
Sudan's dclkat months before the government would 
admit a problem, thinks this could prevent 
widespread malnutrition up to August. But the fall, 
he predicts, is likely to see a new season of hunger. 

By then Sudan may have begun receiving another 
variety of American aid. Western relief officials and 
workers here expressed concern after Rev. Jerry 
Falwell, head of the Moral Majority, visited Derideb 
in early March to announce his plans to set up a 
Christian youth camp to assist with the relief effort. 
They say they fear Falwell's untrained youth will 
consume valuable resources, and some complain that 
Falwell has exploited his close connection to the 
Reagan White House. '

with the clahn that they are repr^enting^e United 
Stat» govermnent. f Knse it's imi to tesonse^^ 
of a disastor," said Ted Horton, an American 
working for the UN effort here. 

Sudan's drought crisis, in the s^antime. is 
compounded by other factors: 

• A civil war being waged most fiercely in the 
Equatorial region of southern Sudan so far has 
prevented any distribution of food aid there. 

• Sudan is burdened by a million refugees fleeing 
hunger and strife in four of its five neighbors: Chad, 
Uganda, Zmre and Ethiopia. 

• In the longer tem, de^tificatkm is turning large 
porti(ms of to coup's osMral ^vannah into a dust 
bowl, many agricGtoral etperts warn. The SiKfan's 
rush into large-sc^e mechanized farming— a move 
urged on it by the World Bank^has greatly 
aggravated the problem by pushing nomadic herders 
into areas now being overgrazed, said John 
Steenwinkel, a Dutch agronomist who lectures at the 
University of Khartoum. 

So formidable are Sudan's problems that optimism 
is as scarce as food here. Said the UN's Doug 
Freeman, "I anticipate we will be feeding Sudanese 
for ywtfs td come." ^

'*They were survivors and I guess I was born a survivor, 
too," she said. Unfortunately, she was also born into a family 
known for its strained mother-daughter relationships. An 
entire chapter of her book is devoted to "Mothers and 
Daughters" and the perverse relationship they share. 

"I grew up sensing there was no love between my mother 
and her mother, but that Mother had loved her grandmother 
Mw«rvfl» " she writes. ^'Nothing wm spelled mtt in words, but 
the sile^ was eloquent, ** 

Although Lyiah and her daughter Sarah, now 48, seemed 
to have escaped the pattern, there was a time during Sarah's 
adolescence when things w^t a roaky, and she writes of 
it with honesty and poignance. 

"I have sat and heard some people say they and their 
daughter never had a disagreeable word," she said. "Either 
they're lying or somebody's really getting beat up!" 

Such realistically comical appraisals are typical of Lylah, 
who was nothing if not a maverick in her younger days. Once 
she became disgusted when she was required to deliver an hour- 
long paper in a Hon^ Economics class. 

"Oh, I sat there and listened to Lacemaking, Feeding the 
Family, Saving Steps in theKitchen md such, and I thought, 



when my times comes up, Fro going to do something 
interestii^." Lylah mirie her presen^ion on Diagnostic Tests 
to Determine the Pre^nce of Gonorrhea and Syphillis. 
"Oh, I think they found it so»ewhat inter^ting," she 

giggles. 

Tales like this fill Lylah's book, which took her six years 

to write. 

She sat at a table next to the litterbox of her charming 
Abyssinian cat, Arwe, writing page after page of manuscript 
in longhand (she can't type). She received "numerous" 
rejection slips before her book was finally accepted by 
Algonquin Prm in North C^lina. 

•*Well I began to shake," said Lylah. "I almost wanted to 
cry. It was almost like ghdng Wth to a chiW for the first time." 

Lylah had literary aspirations of a sort from an early age- 
she wanted to be Edna St. Vincent-Millay. She recalls her days 
as a student at the Florida State College for Women w^n 
Millay came to read. 

"There was more red in her hair than I expected," she said. 
"But she was not a vivid redhead— she was a timid redhead. 
She was kind of frail-looking. But when she Qpened her mouth, 
it was ^autiful. She looked just r^/ir.'" 

Lylah coulcta*t becc»Be a writer— her fami^ literally pt^ed 
her into mrm^ schocA. She didn't ^icuUurly tltis Job, 
especially when she had to subserviem to male doctors. 
Once when she told a yomg male^«m that N had given 
an intravenous injection to the wrong (MMtentt $te waft4o|d 
"it's none of your business." 

"I think it's still a man's world," said Lylah, "but we're 
making strides. What happened recently to Barbara Newell 
demonstrates how far we still have to go." Newell, former 
diancellor of the state Board of Regents, recently resigned her 
pcNiiticm.

Senate committee approves drinking- age bill

It was another victory for advocates of the drinking-age bill 
when the Senate version was passed by a unanimous vote of 
the Senate Commerce Committee Monday. 

Chief sponsor Sen. Don Childers, D-West Palm Beach, has 
been trying to get the bill passed for six years. He expressed 
relief Monday that the bill had Anally made it out of the 
committee, d^pite what he called some unfriendly 
anfendnients. 

One mnendment by Sen. Tim I^ratany, R-Indialimtic, 
would allow the grandfathering in of 19-year-olds. 

Anotlwr, from Sen. Jack Gordon, D-Miami Beach, said thitt 
any private club discriminating against anyone based on race, 
color or national origin would have its liquor licence yanked. 

Childers was unhappy with the changes, and said they w^e 
only tacked on to delay Passage of the bill. 

"I think that certainly Sen. Deratany's amendment that 
would allow a 19-year-old two additional years in which to 
drink on the effective day of this amendment, is appalUng," 
Childers said after the meeting. 

The W^s sponsors vowed to try and have the amendments 
r^oved befcnrf b comes to a ^al vote before the fuU Seiuite.

As 
the Dallas Cowboy cheerleaders proved, you can't have 
sports without sex. Just ask FSU's athletic department about 
the Golden Girls. 

Anyway, the Warn contestants were the first to "oofl^wle" 
in Atlanta. What had been a basketlndl arena just mcmients 
before was transformed into the ^wntdwn Playboy club as 
the women took the floor. 

While the bunny tails were absent, one couldn't guess it 
by the reaction of the predominantly male audience. 
Whistles, hoots and howls — much like an episode of "Wild 
Kingdom" — came from guys who were glad they had left 
the Mrs. at home.

Right now, Cfeveland and Atlama are Hating for the final 
playoff berth in ttM^ Eastern Conference with sub-.500 
recoKls.

Whereas no one is prc^cting the death of NBA bisketbidl 
anytime soon, the fact that "Beach Party' night even 
occurred is evidence that the game is not in good health. 

Players like Jordan and Wilkins serve as band aids to the 
league. Likeable superstars, they are able to capture the fan's 
imagination and keep the arenas somewhat occupied. But, 
the sore of poor attendance might go beyond the reach of 
even the superstars.

Students to march 
on Capitol in 
tuition hike protest

Pulling out all the stops in an attempt to kill Ckn . Bob 
Graham's proposed tuition hike, Florida Stale University 
student Govanment officials have planned a 60's style protest 
march to the Capitol on Thursday. 

As part of SG Lobby Day, at least 300 students are expected 
to make the trek from Moore Auditorium to the steps of the 
Old Captol to pressure the legislature. 

Student Body Presidentelect Michael Bornstdn hopes that 
the gravity of the tuition hike will bring the student body out 
in droves. "If students don't do anything else with student 
politics they should participate in Lobby Day," Bornstein said. 
"This could be one of the most important days in the student

universities are expected to 
send representatives to the 
rally, Florida Students' ^, 
Association - Executive i 
Director Tom Abrams said 
the effectiveness of the 
protest would rely on FSU 
students. 

**There will only be a 
maximum of 100 students 
from the other state 
universities because of 
transportation problems and 
proximity to the Capitol," 
Abrams said. "The FSU 
students must carry the 
weight for the rest of the state or our efforts won't be 
successful.'* 

Current Student Body President Tyron Brown agreed. "It's 
plain and simple— on Thursday, FSU students will show 
whether or not they can afford to pay an additional $100 a 
year in tuition," Brown said. "If the legislators don't hear 
from the students, they won't have any motivation to fight 
against the governor's tuition increase.** 

One student lobbyist said the protest is necessary because 
many legislators don't see students as a political force. 
Therefore, a vote for stu(tents, or against the tuition hike, is 
not considered expedient. 

"We have heard from fegislators in the past that students 
don't vote,** said FSA Legislative Director Eddy Suarez. V*lt 
Lobby Day is a big success, it would clearly convey that 
students are politically acth^ and reprraert a potentially strcmg 
voting bloc." 

In addition to the protest, students will have the opportunil> 
to meet with their legislators on a one-to-one basis Thursda> 
afternoon. Abrams believes these meetings could have as much 
impact as the rally. 

■ "Students who go to see their legislator are going to be the 
future leaders and taxpayers in that area," Abrams said. "Foi 
that reason, the legislators should and will be i^eceptive to theii 
concerns." 

Though the tuition hike is the focal point of the protest 
Brown said that other student-related issues will be brought 
to legislators' attention. These include: 

• the raising of the drinking age 

• academic advising, aruj 

• minority recruitment and retention 

"These issues are just as important to the overall student 
body," Brown said.

'Smart' drug may ease chemotherapy 



IMTKI) PRKSS INTKKNAiNINAi. 

GAINESVILLE— Researchers at the University of 
Florida are developing "smart" jhemotherapy techniques 
they hope will deliver cancer-killing drugs without digging 

healthy cells. 

Eugene Goldberg, of the uni\ ci siiy's materials science and 
engineering department, said Tuesday he hopes the new drug 
delivery system will improve on the body's natural system 
by trapping the medication in tiny, plastice-like beads. 

*'The tradtttowM problem with drugs used to treat cancer 
has been that they have to be strong enough so that sonae 



damage occurs to normal, healthy cells," Goldberg said. 
"We're trying to create smart drugs that go only where 
they're supposed to." 
Goldberg, who has spent 20 years doing research in the 

plastics industry, is applying his knowledge of polymers to 
a natural polymer in the human blood, called albumin, which 
normally absorbs, then releases drug in the human body. 

Goldberg, and other researchers in the department are 
making a new type of albumin bead, called a microsphere 
designed to trap the cancer-killing drug and potent 
antibiotics.

The farm problem 

Editor: 

As one interested in the agriculture scene 1 am not 
surprised that J. L. Branch (March 28) chose to write 
what she feh was the mark of death of agriculture. 
However, the facts do not support her thesis except 
for a select group of farmers, aiwl most assuredly 
not the Florida farmer. 

Certainly, there arc farmers in Florida who are in 
flnancial trouble. Just as there are thousands of 
fsdrmers in tl^ grain belt who «n*t pay their debts 
nor borrow spring planting money. But it also is a 
fact that established farmers who have had the land 
in their possession for many years and are good 
managers are not in those straits. 

A generalization could be made about two classes 
of farmers in Florida who are in financial trouble and 
who may not survive: they borrowed heavily during 
the booming 1970s at high rates of interest to fmance 
expansion, only to see their markets lost and the 
value of land (based on crop pri^s) fade; or they 



were fmaircially hurt by the extremely cold weather 
we have had in the citrus and vegetable areas in 
Florida and have insufficient cash flow to finance 
continued operations. 

Family farming as a way of life is not about to 
disappear for those farming land owned free and 
clear of long-term debt. Nor is agriculture going to. 
be entirely the province of the large conglomerate 
corporation. The industrialization of agriculture has 
been almost accomplished, and not much more 
concentration of food production is forecast by 
current events. There is no way agrrcultural 
production can be concentrated into the faamls of 3 
or 4 enterpri^s the way automobile production or 
st^l production or other types of factory production 
have gone. 

The U.S. Congress has the means to alter the 
direction of this industriaUzatim of U.S. agriculture 
if it can overcome the gr^ of the commodky groups 
in designing a farm bill for the immediate future- 
say over the next 8 to 10 years. That would be to 
recognize that double-digit inflation has disappeared 
and that there is no necessity to legislate annual 
increases in the prices of farm commodities, which 
only served lo inflate land prices during the 1970s, 
allowing farmers easier credit than normal, but also 
guaranteeing they would have to pay higher than 
normal interest rates on farm loans. If Congress had 
adopted some flexibility in commodity pricing in the 
1981 farm bill, instead of mandating above-market 
prices, we would not have piled up surplus 
iMitoodities andJb^ undercut in world markets by 
our competitors. 

<^€r most of our state, with the ex<^ipn of 
sugarcane and niilk, farm products are not under 
commodity price and production controls, answer 
to the free market, and farmers are generally doing 
well except for the weather-related losses. 

The main problem with helping farmers who 
require a Chrysler-type bailout from current 
problems is there is no way to keep others from 
taking advantage of whatever solution is adopted. 

Sudden departure from support programs would 
only hasten the concentration that is so widely 
deplored. A gradual movement toward free market 
is necessary to handle the long term but that is only 
part of the package. 

1 guess what I am sayinf^tft^tt there are many 
inter-related factors i^lved in the farm p-oblem 
wluch culminate in a cr^t ci^ch and each factor 
must be deate with k^ing the others in sight.

The children we are rearing in the 1980's 
are a generation facing some of the greatest 
challenges and difficulties in the history of 
th» country. In many ways, their lives will 
be enhanced by the pleasures and 
conveniences of an advancing technology. 
Yet, on an interpersonal level, their 
relationships with significant others, 
including their marriage partners, will be 
affected by unprecc^nted demands and 
stresses. 

Two major factors contribute significantly 
to the difficulties which will affect our 
children. First, there exists a great upheaval 
in gender-role behavior, coexisting with and 
crmted by a duuiging economic and poMtical 
structure. Secondly, the idealistic and 
ambiguous ^aaUzation received by our 



and greatgrandmothers, they will have far 
more to worry about than housekeeping and 
the care of the children. 

Is the socialization imparted to our male 
and female children preparing them for the 
realities of their adult lives? Do we teach 
them the real, or the ideal, "facts of life?" 
Their storybooks still largely portray 
traditional families with w(H<ktt|g fathers and 
stay-at-home motl^. (Enlightened parMts 
have to actively search for more realistic 
storybooks, and they do exist.) Far more 
storybooks are written about male characters, 
and many still portray females in passive 
roles in which they must be helped or saved. 

While many children observe both of their 
parents involved in careers, often their 
moth^ still perform most of the housework 
ttid child-citfe when their paid employment 
ends. Mwiy teachers and day-care workers

roles for men and women. Since the 
"proper" role for a woman may now be 
found anywhere along a continuum from a 
housewife to a Supreme Court Justice (or a 
Vice-Presidential candidate), little 
clarification of what is proper can be found. 
Many individuals remain traditional in their 
valms and behaviors; (Mhers enjoy a most 
itt(»nventioi«l attitude. And many persons 
are ca^t son^here iii-between:liking new- 
found freedoni, but wanting to mmi the 
familiar privileges associated with the 
traditional role. Increasingly, our aduh 
relationships are affected by how we define 
our gender roles in reciprocal relationships 
with other individuals. 

These changes in gender-role behavior 
have not developed in isolation. They have 
developed hand-in-hand with a changing 
economic cUmate in this country. The 
Nl^mMi of Labor Statistics reports that in 
^d84, 50 mil&» women wo-e work^ In this 
c^piMry . They will soon nuike up abnost half 
of the entire labor force. Most impwtantly, 
th^.are working due to economic need. At 
present, only 12 percent of American homes 
have a traditional housewife and a working 
father. Although many believe (or want to 
believe) that this "ideal" family type is the 
norm, it is rapidly becoming almost non- 
existent.* An emerging "typical" family type 
inchKks a dual-career marriage, with fewer 
children than ever before. 

Eves more striking are tte statistics froni 
the BLS r^arding other common family 
types. In this country, 17.2 million 1ic»ms are 
currently existing in poverty, with 9.7 million 
of these headed by women. Millions of 
women function as single heads of 
households with children at all economic 
levels. It is predicted that 40 percent of girls 
now in school will become heads of families. 
They will typically spend from 25 to 45 years 
of tteir adult li^ in the labor force, and will 
be Mt hardest by the experiences of divorce, 
sedation, atancbnmeat, widtiwlm^ and 
i^^Kkat^ or jobtei hinlMUKis, . The 
future of ytm^ females is more wcertatn 
^iwem iefcm. UniyM^mr grand^y^t 



maintain distinct patterns in their treatment 
of female and male children, both 
consciously and unconsciously. 

The media frequently portrays females as 
either an insignnificant minority, as mindless 
sex objects, or as the objects of violence. 
(Have you ever wondered why most of the 
characters on Sesame Street are male? Or 
why there is only one Smurf^e with a dozen 
Smurfs? Or why is no fonale member 
of the A-T^m? Or why soap advisements 
show men as "exp^" telling women how 
to get their laundry clean?) These are 
examples of the socializing influences 
children are exposed to. In light of this, the 
research findings which show that male 
children rarely fantasize about being female, 
while female children frequently fantasize 
about being male, should surprise no one. 
Although we now recognize the invalidity of 
Freud's concept of penis envy in female, the 
sublinmiri message to young f<males~that 
to be male k som^mr better— -is sM getting 
through. 

Ironically, these messages continue to be 
imparted at a time when young females and 
males need a similar socisUization more than 
ever before. Children need strength and 
flexibility in their behaviors to enable them 
to deal with the assault of rapid change. As 
Gloria Steinem recently indicated during her 
on-campus discussion of the "Second Wave 
of Feminism,'* the establishing of 
cNmc^aetic fttnilies with egalitarian 
childriM&g is of the utmost importance for 
femini^s cross-culturally. 

How can parents set the grm^wcMpk fn^ 
the development of the characteristics 
children will need to survive? How can they 
prepare them so that the real facts of life 
won't become emotionally and 
psychologically overwhelming? 

First, parents need to be aware that the 
toys provided for children ' ^nd messages 
about stereotypical behavior and limit the 
development of both nu^ and female 
children. Some feminists have v^ued ^

young females need to be 
given fewer dolls. On the 
contrary, ii can be argued 
that children of both sexes 
need to interact with many 
6o\h. Dolls teach nurturing 
bcha\iors, and both females 
and males grow up to be 
parents. Every child should 
be given the opportunity to 
interact and learn from a 
variety of toys, not just those 
which teach housework or 
combat. 

Second, parents should 
place less emphasis on 
rewarding females for their 
attractiveness, and males for 
their accomplishments. The 
social message which 
convinces females that to be 
attractive is their most 
important asset is neither 
heipful nor pragmatic. 

Third, the academic 
experiences of both males 
and females should provide 
them with adequate training 
to become breadwinners. At 
present, both husband and 
wives contribute significantly 
to the support of families, 
and many will need the skills 
to become self-supporting. 
All children should be 
encourai^ to develop their 
potentials in areais which will 
be profitable for them, smee 
they can expect to work for 
most of their adult li\ cs. 

fourth, parents 
themselves must model 
flexibility in theip own 
behaviors in order for their 
children to acquire such 
behaviors. As fathers 
become more involved in 
child-care and housekeeping 
responsibilities, they provide 
some desirable modeling for 
their children. All children 
should develop familiarity 
with basic survival and self- 
maintenance skills. And, 
every child must be directed 
to develop assertiveness and 
independence. 

Fifth, parents must 
encourage children to utilize 
their physical capabilities 
through vigorous and 
athletic play. Regular, 
structured exercise and a 
wide choice of sports 
opportunities should be 
provided for all. 

Finally, the maintenance 
of an equitable family 
structure with consistent love 
and affection gives children 
the background for the 
emotional strength needed to 
survive in today's world. It 
it: only through these 
practices that parents will 
assist their children in 
becoming all that they are 
capable of becoming.

And he and Barbara were in the pool, talking 
about marijifima decriminalization. I wasn't 
in the pool at the time so Vm not completely 
sure about the conversation, but as I would 
reconstruct it, she in effect said, well, 
Dempsey, you're an important guy, you 
ought to be able to pass this bill. And he 
agreed — he always agreed in principle that 
marijuana's Uke alcohol: it may not be good 
for you but you can't stop people using it. 

Of course, he ^n't do anything about it. 
I didn't expect him to do anything about it. 
One year I figured out that the way to 
decriminalize it was to legalize it, tax it on 
a county option. I would have to be grown 
in that county and you had to use the money 
to reduce real estate taxes. So I went to 
Dempsey and I said, 'how about signing up 
on this thing' and I didn't get any response. 
1 said 'look, I don't know what to tell 
Barbara any more. It's been two or three 
years and site's always asking me about it, 
what should I tell her?' Then he s^ed it. 
I knew that wouW get him. It's that whole

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Committee: fingerprint day care workers

Parents of children who were molested while attending day 
care centers Ixgged a Senate committw TOesday to approve 
a bill aimed at p-eventing child abuse, and the seven maitbers 
responded by passing the measure unanimously. 

In testimony before the Health and Rehabilitative Services 
Committee, a lather whose two children were molested at 
a day care center in Miami said stronger background checks 
were needed. 

"I'm investigated to protect peoples' money and their 
uallets," said Uade County realtor Steve Litwan, "and I 
don't see why our children shouldn't'bc protected equally." 

Jan Hollingsworth, who did a three-month long 
investigation of the child care system in that area as a 
television reporter in Dade County, told the committee what 
she saw. 

She recounted an incident of a former elementary school 
teacher, convicted of two counts of attempted manslaughter, 
who now operates a day care center in Miami. 

"He served his time, and when he came out on parole, 
the Dade County Public School system... found little use 
lor a psychotic alcoholic, drug addict," said Hollingsworth, 
who was representing the National Foundation for Children. 

However, the man was immediately accepted with open 
arms into the state's licensed day care system.*' according 
to MoHmg^orth, and opened a day care ecnter. 



Three months later, he was charged with taking indecent 
liberties with a three-year old child. 

Those charged were eventually dropped, though, and he 
was right back in business. 

HRS re-licensed him, and the gentlemen is cnirrenily 
operating, very legally, under the tews of the state of Florida. 
I think that this is a tra'^^sty,'* Hollingsworth told the 
committee. 

Howard Burke, representing the Florida Association of 
Christian Colleges and Schools, and Dale Suttoff , a day care 
owner from Orange City, spoke against certain parts of the 
bill, specifically the ban on corporal punishment and the 
mandatory fingerprinting requirements. 

Sen. Jack Gordon, D-Miami, offered an amendment that 
would have allowed the state to help pay the cost of 
fingerprinting, estimated to be about $17 per person. 

But the committee chairwoman Robert Fox, D-Miami, 
suggested he take the issue up with the appropriations 
Committee, and Gordon withdrew the amendment. 

The 94-page bill would require mandatory f ingerprinting 
and background checks of day care center employees, and 
would create a Child Care Facility Trust Fund to aid in 
developing child care facilities; 

The measure has to be approved by the Appropriations' 
and RulesV committee before being voted on by the full 
Senate.

Senators vote to clean up indoor air

With one cigarette-smoking Senator 
objecting and another kibitzing from the 
sidelines, a Senate committee voted Tuesday 
to snuff outssmoking in most public places. 

The "Florida Clean Indoor Air Act of 
1985," sponsored by St. Petersburg 
Democrat Jeanne Malchon, would permit 
smoking only in designated spaces of most 
restaurants, bars, retail stores, trains and 
busses, theaters and offices. Employers and 
merchants would have to post signs telling 
patrons and workers where they could light 
up— and employees would have the right to 
demand workspace in a non-smoking ara. 

The bill (SB 204) would not apply to bars 
or restaurants seating fewer than 50 people, 
w in tabbttco shops. The penalty for 
smoking in a non-smoking area would a 



$100 fine on first offense, and $500 on 
subsequent offenses. 

The Malchon bill would forbid any 
designation of a smoking area in any 
elevator, bus, public restroom, medical 
waiting room. Smoking would be banned in 
any conference room of less than 1,200 
square feet, unless all participants in a 
meeting agreed to allow smokers to puff 
during a meeting. 

The Senate Health and Rehabilitative 
Services Committee voted for the bill with 
Sen. Mary Grizzle, R-St. Petersburg, casting 
the lone dissenting vote. Sen. Joe Carlucci, 
D-Jacksonville, another smoker, attempted 
to question Malchon about her bill but— 
not being a committee member— was not 
permitted to take part in the debate.

determine where discrimination existed. 

Part of the study— but not the entire 
focus — would be comparable worth. 

You could do 
better," said Meek. *Mf we had a vote on 
slavery, all y'all would vote for it, because 
it economically sound." 

Jon Shebel, president of Associated 
Industries in Florida, told the committee 
raising pfay scales in jobs dominated by 
women to the levels of those filled by men 
could cost the state $1.2 billion.

Later, he 
became a Democrat. I don't know— I always 
read a lot and the more I read the mwrTOme 
things made sense to me. And I had a strong 
Jewish «l«cation— Jewish histoty tte 
Bible.

How did you get interested in feminism? 
A lot of it was my wife. Here was a woman 
who had a very good education; she WM very, 
capable professiow^y^riw was a linguistics 
expert— and she was place-bound by virtue 
of the marriage. That got me thinking. And 
I had books shoved at me: Simone de 
Beauvoir, Doris Lessing. The feminist 
argument made sense. If you believe in 
justice, a notion like equal pay for equal 
work is not a difficult concept. 
What about the ERA ? 
It was a six-year duel with Dempsey. I 
don't like to lose, but it was something I 
could never win. 

Wm it South Florida liberaHsm-^r the 
South Florida liberalism that was— versus 
North Florida Old Southery? 

Some of it. The view of women as 
dependent may be more an Old South 
tradition than it Is in the normal American 
urban mixture, but subordinate stereotypes 
of women arc pervasive in the culture as a 
whole. In a floor debate once I used the 
example of my daughter— 1 have two sons 
and a daughter— how do I tell her she has 
less ri^ts than her brothers? 

Does it upset you when the legislature does 
sorrmtkmg actively cruel? Vm thinking of 
that bill to benefa migrant workers last year 
that you got through the Sermte the 
House killed? 

Sometimes 1 get very upset about it. 
Generally, I'm a don't get-mad-get-even 
person. Seems to me the agriculture people 
broke every agreement. 1 haven't figured out 
what the retribution is going to be but I have 
not forgotten it. 

It snms to me that governments have a 
way of ignoring specific problems— like 
feeding migrant workers— by virtue of its 
instHutionalized passivity. 

It's ghettoizaticm of the problem. Shove 
the blacks off somewhere, shove the migrant 
workers off somewhere— you don't have to 
deal with the problem then. 

What do you think of the Republican 
onslaught on the Legislature? 

The Legislature is not a very partisan place 
but some of these Republican notions are 
essentially meaningle^and $ome of them are 
exceptionally irresponsible. Any effort to 
reduce taxes is, as f«r as I'm concerned, 
exceptionally irresponsible. The new 
members I've seen have no particular 
understanding, pf government. It will be 



interesting to see if they have any effect. 

Is there a general trend towards more 
Republican influence in Florida? 

1 don't know. It's certainly true that the 
general Democratic constitutiencies in the 
state of Florida aren't big constituencies. 
There's no large labor group. Ftorida tos the 
lowest percenta^ ^ blacks by far of any 
Southern state. In many ways, Florida is 
probably the mo^ segregated state. On the 
other hand, 1 can't believe we'll ever get 
another Republican governor. 
One was quite enough? 
One was quite enough: I lived through 
that. To get back to the Cubans— the 
registration of Cubans in Miium is only 
about 6(M0 Republican, maybe not even 
th«t. But the anti-communism, the 
Reaganism, has been made into such an 
emotional thing. 1 predict that this 
administration is going to normalize relations 
with Cuba. The international situation 
requires it. 

Castro has been making all kinds of 
overtures towards Washington, hasn't he? 

Well, now 1 think it's more likely that he's 
been responding to overtures. 1 tWnk we'll 
see normalizaHon amil think Re^an can do 
it. R^y , the rest of the countnr ite^n't give 
a damn— it's only this one small group in 
South Florida. They can be sold out in short 
order. Then it will be interesting to see 
whether those Cubans will still be 
Republicans. 

Probably a lot of people are Republicans 
because Ronald Reagan is a Republican. 

He's a master propagandist— these arms 
talks are a great example of this. And you 
know, really, the peace movement is missing 
a^ bit— I don't know wIm^ the civil 
committment stittrtes are in the District of 
Columbia; in Florida is takes two or three 
people to ask a judge to committ somebody 
because he's insane and dangerous. They 
ought to do that to Caspar Weinberger. You 
could get hundreds of psychiatrists to testify 
that any individual exhibiting that kind of 
aggressive behavior should be committed. 

It's a problem in America. I hstened to thp 
way they reported these Qeneva talks on the 
Mws one night: whether w 1^ going to 
beat them or not. Th^e'is no n^onal person 
that would believe that the Russians ace 
going to sit down and sign an agreement that 
is patently to their disadvantage, right? My 
theory is that most people in the media are 
trained as sportswriters. They look at things 
as a game. You were on the field and you 
won or lost, there was a time limit — 
everything that is not true to life. Any 
integrated view of life is not amenable to a 
sports parallel. Sports is not a metaphor for 
life— but you ^t a bigger audience for pro 
football than anything else.

His best Masters finish since then was two years ago when 
he let a third-round lead slip away by shooting a 75 during 
a rare Monday finale and wound up tied for fourth, five 
shots behind Spain's Seve Ballesteros, who closed witha69.. 

"Winning again would mean an awful lot to me because 
it's been so long," Floyd said. "That's why I'm working 
especially hard this week to get my game into shape. I know 
I can't afford to hit the ball all over the lot." 

A winless drought is nothing new for Ffoyd. In his early 
days m the torn", when he was usually overweight and 
lomewhat of a i^boy, he ^nt four yem-s without a victory 
at one stage and six years without a victory after winning 
three times in 1969, including his first PbA Chwnio^ip. 

Fl(^d, who went out by himself in Tuesday's practice 
round so that he could concentrate on his preparation, noted 
that being a former Masters has one drawback for his return 
visits to Av^usta. 

"Anytime you've won a major championship, you draw 
a lot of attention," Floyd said. "It m^es it hard to 

concentrate. 

"But, I wouldn't have it any other way. I hope I play well 
enough this week to get a lot more attention."

door, which is unlocked. Carefully she swings the door open, 
and then peers around the corner, shining her flashlight into 
the front room of the house. Non one is there. 

"Mr. Brown?", she calls out from the porch. "This is the 
police. Your daughter called... She's worried about you." 
After a few more attempts at communication with Brown, 
Anderson calls for a backup unit. 
**I*m not going in there alone," she says. 

Anderson and a backup unit later walk cautiously through 
the hou^, illumiMiting each roiwi with their flashlights. 
Anderson stares when she shines %ht uito the l^hroom. 
There, crouched in the bathtub with the shower curtain pulled 
around him, is Brown. Part of his pajamas stick out from 
behind the curtain. They coax him out and lead him to the

front room. He's okay. 

The officers want to talk to Brown to make sure he woii't 
hurt himself after they leave. His daughter has told-them he 
has a drinking problem, and Ym attanpted strickle before. But 
Brown is agitated that the police have invaded his privacy, 
and he wants no help from them. 

"This is my house. 1 haven't done anything wrong. Just 
leave me alone," he said. "You have no right to come into 
my house." 

They stay because suicide is against the law, and if the two 
officers can prevent one from occurring, it will be worth taking 
the flak.

Latter-day Thoreaus refuse to pay for Reagan's war

More than a century ago, Henry David Thoreau paid his 
taxes on the grounds his government sanctioned slavery — 
something which he considered to be a moral wrong. Because 
of his refusal, he was sent to jair 
Pi^i^ a imrallel can be drawn. 
% midnight this April IS, it is ^timtted that between 10,000 
and ^,000 Americans will refuse to pay a substantial portion 
%f their income taxes, on reasons ranging from the religious 
to the mcwal. The Tax Resisters— as they have come to be 
^^nown— feel they can no longer continue to pay the U.S. 
Ck)vernment up to 42 cents on each income dollar for 
giomething to which they are morally opposed. 
Namely, military build-up. 

"You write letters, you write letters, and you write letters," 
said Pat Seery, a local tax resister and member of the 



Tallahassee Peace Coalition. " I was writing these letters over 
and over, but then each year when April 15 came around, I 
was paying them to do what I'd been writing them all year 

not to do." 

"The only thing that the powers that be listen to is money," 
Seery said. Because money, he said, is what the government 
best understands. 

According to Ira Shorr, director of the Peace Coalition, fifty 
to sixty-five ants of each tax dollars goes to the military." 
Shorr said, that 42 percent of that figure goes to current 
military funding— which includes the research and 
development of nuclear weapons, international ntiiitary 
assistance, and the nuclear weapons systems themselves. 

And a wide range of ]B0^^ he said— from Catholic Priests 
to grandmothers to conscientious obj^ors,— are r^ponding 
with their tax dollars. 

"What I do," said Seery, "is withhold 35 percent of my 



taxes— nK>ney which I feel is going toward present military 
@tpenses. I don't mind paying for past mistakes— past wars 
and veteran's benefits— but I will not i»y for future insanity." 
Withheld amounts, he said, vary among resisters. Some 

redirect the portion to social change organizations while others 
pool the amounts together into joint "tax-resister accounts." 
Still others refuse to pay the'Telephone Excise Tax— a tax 
which, in times of war, is instituted to pay for military expenses 
but which was reincarnated in 1981 by President Reagan for 
additional military funds. And some resisters, in trying to 
avoid paying for weapons, choose to Uve below a taxable 
income. 

"But that's not an effective protest,*' said Ed Hedemann, 
staff member of the War Res^ters League in New York City. 
"Even though (living below a taxable income) is a legal route 
resisters can take, it is just not noticed by the government.

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Afrikaner leaders stymie real change

As South Africa descends into its most violent 
period in half a century, Americans had a rare chance 
to glimpse its government leaders at clc»c hand 
through ABC's Nightline program. 

What they saw was not encouraging. 

Government critics were eloquent and passionate 
in their condemnation of apartheid. More 
illuminating were the white leaders— all 
Afrikaners — who revealed how far away from a 
peaceful resolution South Africa remains. 

The Afrikaner leaders gave no hint that they 
recognize a political system based entirely on race 
is out of step with a morality they profess to share 
with the Western world. 

Nor do they seem to understand what lies behind 
the growing black outrage. 

When Bishop Tutu told viewers that, in spite of 
being born in South Africa, his government-issued 
passport lists his nationality as "undetermined at 
present," Foreign Minister Pik Botha responded that 
the problem is Tutu's— he just "does not want to 
vote in one of the national states of which he is 
probably a citizen." 

Botha insisted that his govemmoit does "not want 
to rob people of their citizenship** even though that 
is exactly what it has done to millions of blacks who 
have been told they are not citizens of South Africa 
but citizens of one of the government's* 'national 
states." 

Just hours after 19 blacks had been killed in the 
most violent incident in South Africa since the 
Sharpeville massacre, one of the country's leading 
opinion-makers, journalist Otto Krause, explained 
the tragedy away by saying "these troubles beset all 
industrialized nations." 

When the country's most distinguished black 
journalist— Percy Quoboza, who Iras been detained, 
harassed, and had his newspapers banned or shut 
down — wondered aloud why at the age of 47 he still 
cannot vote in his own country, Krause replied, 
"Percy, Percy, all you do is complain, complain," 
as if the highly educated Quoboza were a . five-year- 
old child. 

Then Connie Mulder, once touted as a future 
prime minister, now head of the ultrarright wing 
Conservative Party, reminded viewers of the **61 
coups" that have taken place in Africa— all caused, 
in Mulder*s vfcw, by ethnic tensions between warring 
black tribal groups. South Africa's problem, Mulder 
said, was that it 'consisted of people who "should 
never have been put together." His solittion? 
Subdivide the land. 

Mulder was at a loss to explain why whites should 
not also be divided up according to their ethnic 
backgrounds, with separate "homelands" for white 
Afrikaners, Greeks, Italians, and so on. 



In his interview, State President P. W. Botha seiz^ 
control from the start by saying U.S. viewers had 
received "erroneous perceptions" of South Africa. 
He then reeled off an endless list of statistics to prove 
his point that blacks in South Africa were better off 
than anywhere else in Africa. 

Botha claimed he has "the cooperation of the vast 
majority of black South Africans," that "no blacks 
are forced into the national states" (the homelands), 
and that 50 percent of South Africa's best land had 
been given to blacks. » 

^'No white minority h^ done more to raise the 
standard of, living of the black community," he 
concluded, dismissing the rec^t kilfings at Uitenhage 
by saying '*violence happejis everywhere in the 
world." 

Indeed, he blamed the kiUims on the London- 
based South African Communist Party (outlawed 
some 30 years ago, and now inactive within the 
country). 

"I'm going to keep order in South Africa and 
nobody in the world is going to stop me from keeping 
order," Botha proclaimed.

Not one of these white political leaders remotely 
suggested that a unified South Africa, in which all 
citizens would have the vote, was a negotiable issue. 
Clearly, a chasm still separates the two sides. 

Nor did there seem to be any hint of self doubt. 

Under pressure, Afrikaner leaders only reveal a 
more exposed racism: blacks are there to do what 
the white man wants tJaem to do. Otherwise, they 
belong somewhere else — out of sight, preferably 
the homelands or in outlying townships. 

That is why there is little chance for anything bi* 
a deepening aias te^uth Africa. Most white South 
Africans expect a classic master-^rvant relationship 
to continue to flourish.

calls Anderson "this broad." They cannot force Brown out 
of his house, because they can't proveiie might hurt himself. 
They cannot reassure or comfort him. They can only give their 
names and ID numbers as Brown writes them' down in a black 
book, and swears he's going to call the station to complain. 

"It won't be the first lime," says Anderson. But 1 was only 
doing my job." 

In her year-and-a-half as a Tallahassee police officer, 
Anderson has learned that anything's possible. "You w)uWn*t 
believe some of the calls that come across that radio," she 
said. But the absurd calls don't disturb her nearly as much 
as the grave ones. 

"I'd rather answer 100 calls that turn out to be nothing than 
one that turns out to be something," she says. 

The night before, Anderson answered a call about a dead 
body. A woman who had gone to bed while her husband 
stayed up to watch TV had woken up hours later and found 
him dead. 

"It was his birthday," Anderson said. "That was sad." 

Anderson said she wasn't bothered when Brown called her 
a broad because she's been called worse. Being a female cop, 
she says, people who like to use the terms honey, babe, or 
darling are sometimes more willing to talk to her. She laughs 
about it. "If it helps the situation, they can call me honey 
darling all they want," she says. 

She notes another difference between herself and her male 
co-workers. "Most of the male cops won't tell you when 
they're afraid," she says. "I'll be the first to admit it." 

What mak^ her tick? Knowing that she has done somebody 
some good seems to be the key. Anderson mentions that the 
Joe Louis Street projects have been burglarized 30 to 40 times 
since before Christmas. She remembers watching the kids' 
faces when she called on a family whose Christmas presents 
had been stolen. 

"Those popple don't have much to begin with," she said. 
"If I could - b the person who's doing that... I'd really feel 
go()d." 

Anderson meets officer Steve Gauding at Tallahassee 
Memorial Hospital emergency later that evening. Anderson 
is trying to complete a report about a fraternity member who 
was beaten with sticks by a gang of teenagers. She enters the 
hosptal rpom and questions the. victim, who is badly shaken, 
but not seriously hurt. 

Gauding is there with an older woman who has striking 
American Indian features* The woman had been 
drinking and curled up to sleep in somebody else's car. 
The owner found her there and called the cops. She had 
protested getting into the police car by taking a swing at 
Gauding. A back up officer had struggled to hold her back 
and in the scuffle, both fell on the ground. As the woman 
waits for the doctor to check the scratches on her face, 
Gauding stands outside her hospital room. She jumps up from 
the bed, shouts at Gauding, waves her arms, and tries to slam 
the door in his face. C^iMling finds out she is wanted in Miami. 

Anderson, meanwhile, has received word from another 
policeman that he has rounded up two suspects in the gang 
beating. A friend of the victim, who witnessed the crime, steps 
out into the emergency room parking lot and identifies one 
of the suspects by the type of jacket he is wearing. 

Anderson leaves the hospital. As she's walking to her car, 
she stops to talk to Gauding, who is about to cart the older 
woman off. Gauding and Anderson work in the same side of 
town and share the same shift, so they sometimes answer calls 
together. Anderson said her squad will sometimes stay near 
the station after their shifts are over, or go to breakfaM to 
talk about the experiences each has had while patrolhng. 



Both speak highly of the Tallahassee Police Dept. and of 
their superiors. They talk about professionalism and a high 
level of service. Both say they go into a situation prepared 
to treat each person just as they would want to be treated. 

Gauding, who was on hand during the recent Frenchtown 
arrest when police brutality was alleged, was upset by the 
complaints. It seems the police station received no calls, but 
the Tallahassee Democrat did. Chief Tucker did, however, 
investigate the incident, and found that medical reports showed 
no sign that the woman who charged police brutality had been 
hit over the head, as was charged. 

Tucker also talked to witnesses, who said the police had 
not been overly forceful with the woman who was arrested 
that night. Still, the fact that the complaints were publicize, 
and that some people believed the story; bothers Gauding. 

Gauding said he decided in high school that he wanted to 
be a policeman. He enjoys the job because he never knows 
what to expect. 

"I've heard it described as hours of boredom and moments 
of terror," he said. But despite all that, Gauding said he still 
hkes being a cop. 

"I know it sounds kind of idealistic," he says. "But 1 like 
to think I can help somebody." 

As the bars were ctosing last weekend, Gauding did help 
somebody by settling a domestic dispute. A husband and 
wife who had been drinking on the strip got into an 
argument. He tpok her car keys. She wanted tl^m back. 

Gauding answered the call to find a fuming wife and a 
somber husband, with a few friends gathered around. The 
woman told Gauding her husband was on probation, had no 
license, and was trying to take her car out of the state. She 
told him her husband had put out a cigarette on her leg. After 
l^r husband, without much prodding, handed over the car 
keys, the woman spoke at length with Gauding about their 
f^oblems, and asked his advice on whether she should press 
charge for the cigarette bum. After Gauding told her what 
the charge would be, she said she needed to think it over.

The man, at Gauding's request, walked to a friend's house 
to stay for the night. 

"That's probably just one of those couples that shouldn't 

be married," Gauding said. He and Anderson have answered 

calls in the area to settle disputes between spouses who can't 

control their rage, or who beat each other. Some of these 

couples will split up for the night, get back together, and start 

fighting again by the next day, they say. 

• • • 

Anderson later arrests a man for driving without a license, 
and with a suspended tag, and takes him to the Leon County 
Jail. He has been drinking. In between incoherent questions, 
he insists that he is not a bad guy, and that the arrest is unfair. 
He sits next to Anderson as she fills out a report, rubbing his 
face. It is 5 a.m. 

At the next table, a law student is being booked for DUI. 
He's cocky, and tells stories as if he were still sitting at a club 
^fkh some good old boys. As time passes, however, he realizes 
he is being arrested. He grows quiet and^i^ angry. Having 
an arrest on his record could k^ep him from practicing law 



in Florida. 

The man Anderson has arrested has also quieted down. He 
is told he can make as many calls as he needs to try and raise 
\m\. But he says most of his friends don't have phones. Or 
they don't have cars. Or they don't have the money. As he 
talks to the jailer, a kitcten crew wh^ka cart with a vat of 
coffee and plastic cups through the waiting room. The jail 
currently holds over 240 prisoners, and they wake up early. 

The law student will soon call his relatives, who he says can 
come to bail him out. As Anderson leaves, the man she 
arrested is talking on the phone, explaining to a friend what 
has happened. Steam rises from the tray of Leon County Jail 
breakfast that has been placed in front of him. 

'• • • 

It's 6:30 a.m. and Anderson has just assisted in a burglary 
arrest. A man who had broken into a vacant apartmait several 
times had finally been caught, much to the relief of the woman 
who lived in the apartment above. Anderson is ready to head 
back to the station when she receives a call about a disturbance. 

Once she finds the street, it doesn't take Anderson long 
to find the disturbance. An older man. his voice raging, 
is throwing all of his possessions onto his front step and 
shouting to the neighborhood, "C'mon!" He thinks somebody 
is trying to kill him. 

Anderson and a back-up officer approach the man slowly. 
He calls out to them now, as if they were his audience. 
!*C*mon," he shouts. He motions wildly with his arms. Just 
as they are about to speak to the man, he goes back into his 
house, turns, and charges at them with a machete. Minutes 
of terror. 

But something stops the man just before he reaches the 
officers, and he drops the machete on his front step, near the 
pile of assorted possessions: a plastic blue cross, a plate of 
food, a life insurance policy, old photographs and about five 
or six hats. 

The police enter the house to try to quiet the man, who is 
shouting something about how the sheriff took his wife away 
and how they're trying to kill him. He runs back out to his 
porch and grips both sides of the railing, as he calls his 
neighbors. Finally, he is handcuffed. 

After the man is locked safely away in the back seat of the 
police car, his brother pulls up and says he was released from 
Chattahoochee not long ago. His brother tries to talk to the 
man, to convince him to go to "the doctor" kistead of to jail. 

"You haven't been taking your medicine," he says. 

Meanwhile, imother brother arrives and tells the police Iw 
will go with them if they take him to a tospitti. The poli^ 
tell the brother about the machete. "Oh yeah, he'll hurt you 
r^ bad," he says. 

Through all the discussion over where to take the man, he 
does not stop raging. He is unwillingly transferred to another 
car, and the window is cracked. 

Just as the police are about to leave, a family dressed in 
Sunday clothes parks their car down the street. They walk to 
the house next to his. The man makes one last appeal from 
the back seat of the c&s. 

"Alright next door nei^bor," shouts. **C«aaaaaaaril 
, my wife and tell her they're fixin' to kill n^!" 

The family members stand motionless in the front yard, 
watching. They look confused. The police, however, are 
reUeved. 

Anderson and the back-up officer exchange a few comments 
about the spectacle they've just witnessed. Then the back-up 
officer walks back to the porch and holds up the machete. 

"Put that in your paragraph," he says. 

The officers return to their cars and drive back to the 
station. The night's work is done and law and order, for the 
time being, is restored.

TRIPOLI, Libya— Libyan leader Col. 
Moammar Khadafy declared Wednesday 
that "Sudan is ours" and warned President 
Reagan against U.S. interference in the 
north African nation or "his nose wHI be 
cut." 

Speaking to foreign reporters invito! to 
the Libyan ci^ltal of Tripoli for a news 
conference, Khadafy also refused to 
condemn Arab radio broadcasts calling for 
the killing of Zionists in northern Africa. 

MOSCOW— House Speaker Thomas P. 
"Tip" O'Neill enierged from a meeting 
with Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
"tremendously impressed" Wednesday but 
said he discerned no major change in Soviet 
policy under the new Kremlin chief. 

O'Neill and three fellow congressmen 
met with Gorbachev for nearly four 
hours— the new Soviet leader's first 
meeting with U.S. officials since the funeral 
of President Konstantin Chernenko when 
he met with Vice President George Bush.

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Andrews' appeal denied by FSU Supreme Court

The Florida State University Student 
Supr^ Court upheld last November's 
conviction of Herb Andrews for hazing 
fraternity pledges, Tuesday night. 
' Affirming the Lower Judicial Court's 
ruling, the three-member Court ruled that 
Andrews had been given a fair trial and that 
due process rights had not been violated. The 
former BSU Presidoit faces a two-semester 
suspension, pmding a possibk appeal to Vi(^ 
Prwi<tent for Student Affairs Bob L^h. 

Andrews* conviction s^em^d from charges 
brought by four Alpha Phi Alpha fraternity 
pledges after incidents at an Oct. 20 meeting. 
The pledges said that Andrews had forced 
them to: 

• eat peanut butter, tomato and hot sauce 

sandwiches 

• purchase liquor for the benefit of members 

fr«n the pledges' own funds, and 

• consume large quantities of alcohol 

Yet, the most damaging allegation against 
Andrews was that he rqpeatly beat tte pledges. 
After being told to "kneel before Alpha," one 
of the pledges sakl he w^ attacked by 
Andrews. 

"Big Brother Herb (Andrews) hit me with 
a belt 10 or 15 times in the next 30-35 
minutes," the pledge testified. "He then told 
me to buy him a new belt after the belt he was 
using to hit me broke." 

Other pledges asserted thitt Andrews had hir 
them 4)-50 times with a belt. Yet, owe of ths 
pledges who ^fied that t^.had been bea^ 
by Andrews could produce any medical or 
' photographk proof sho^ng they'd been,

assaulted. 

This was one of the major points brought out 
at Tuesday's hearing by Andrews' attorney 
Mark Levine. In arguing that the pledges' 
testimony was fabricated* Levine said that 
lashes such as those claimed by the pledges 
would require medical assistance. 

'*It's absolutely ridiculous to believe that 
you could get hit ^ to 50 times wkhout getting 
medical tr^tment," Levine said. "The penalty 
of the court has to be based on competent 
substantial evidence. These things are so 
unbelievable that it is obvious the penalty was 
too severe." 

Chief Justice Carey Moreland said that this 
Court's job was not to decide the integrity 
of the pledges' testimony. 

**Ona we had inquired as to the existence 
of testimony that if believed would be 
sufficient, we will not inquire as to the honesty 
of Those testifying," Moreland said. "The 



sufficiency of the evidence in this type of case 
is most appropriately within the discretion of 
the trial court." 

Levine contended that if this case had been 
handled outside the university, due to the lack 
of physical evidence of the beatings, it would 
have never come to trial. "In a normal court, 
this would have been a battery case,** Levine 
said. "A pros^tor wouldn't prosecute a 
battery case if there was no appearance of 
bodily injury." 

Andrews said he wished the case had been 
handled in a circuit court. "On something on 
a level of the seriousness of this, it should have 
been heard by a judge," Andrews said. "I 
think the outcome would have been different 
in a Circuit Court." 

Yet, Moreland said that i^drews would 
have fa(^ a much greats penalty if cmivicted 
in a regular court of law. "Had this case come 
up outside of FSU, and Herb was ccmvicted. 



he would have been given a jail sentence," 
Moreland said. 

Besides questioning the pledges' testimony, 
Levine's other principal challenge was the lack 
of a complete transcript from the Hrst trial. 
In that the Court could rule soley on the basis 
of the transcript at the hearing, Levine felt its 
absence was a violation of Ms client's due 
process rights. 

"There are no pre-trial motions, no closing 
arguments in the transcripts., these are 
absolutely crucial in appellate proceedings," 
Levine said. 

University Attorney OeneralJohn Boudet 
said thtt the hearing did not require a ccmipl^e 
transcript. "This was mi a trial in a criminal 
court, this was an adminstrative hearing," 
Boudet said. "The formalities in one are not 
required in the other." 

Levine didn't buy that argument. "If you 
look at it from a judicial procedure 
perspective, the appellate court's job is to 
review the record and determine if there's an 
error in the rK»)rd," he said. "They could not 
do an adequate job without a transcript." 

Chief Justice Moreland ruled that a 
complete transcript was not necessary for his 
Court to rule on the case. "The Supreme 
Court has no responsiblity to provide a perfect 
stenographic record," Moreland said. 
"Therefore, Andrews' due process rights were 
not violated by the lack of a complete 
transcript. 

"One is entitled to a fair trial, not a perfect 
trial," Mor^nd said. 

Andrews last cour^ of redress to the hazing 
charges is to Vice-President L^h. Levine said 
an s^ppesA is still bdng considered.

"The problem is that we've got .judges who will ^ways 
overrule the jury," Burke said. 

Kte add^ that h^r «Mirts have in tumoverrutedthm 
judges 75 percent of the time. That high rate of overturned 
^asions cttrrwit ^ is inef fwknt, costly and unfair, 

Burke said. 

Burke also complained that court decisions allowing 
prosecutors to bar capital punishment opponents from sitting 
on capital cases stack the deck against defendants from the 
beginning. 

**We have a situation where we have a group of death 
peanlty proponents making that decision (for life or death) 
in the first place," Burke said. "It (IIB 273) is not as one- 
sided as it sounds." 

Representatives of the Florida Academy of Trial Lawyers, 
the Florida Public Defenders' Association, Florida IMPACT ' 
and the Florida Catholic Conference said they support the bill. 

"From a constitutional standpoint we support the bill as 
an expression of our confidence in the jury system," said-Steve 
MMterson for the trial lawyers' association. "If there is a 
public expectation that the jury is to be the arbiter of fact, 
the tthiiwte fact is whether someone will live or die,"

Unfortunately, there is no noticeable legal 
avenue resisters can take as con^teMious 
objectors to war." 

Resist@!s feel that ctore shmM ssksi a 
means through which tax resisters can vent 
the funds normally earmarked for the 
military into "peaceful, human-life affirming 
activities." They have been pushing for the 
United States World Peace Tax Fund a bill 
which would allow just that. The bill has 
been presented before the U.S. Congress 
every year since 1972, but has to be 
ratified.

So resisters have no choice, said 
Hedemann— they must violate their 
consciences or the law. 

He added that, "Only 2 people since the 
Vietnam War have been arrested for tax 
resisting. It costs more to send someone to 
jail than it does to a^Oect money frOiA 
them," W ^M. 

"What usually happms, is once (roisters) 
get a notice from the IRS people, they pay 
at that point. If they don't the IRS will go 
to their employers, bank accounts, whatever, 
to collect. But I know of some people who 
still haven't been audited after as many as 
15 years of withholding parts of their taxes," 
he said. 



The Flambeau attempted to contact 
various IRS agencies across the country 
throughout the week, but h^use Un^ were 
busy— possibly due to the approaching tax- 
^^ag d^idUm — the IRS was unavailable 
for comn^t. 

According to Hedemann, tax resisters are 
"made up of a good cross-section of 
American people — some who've just 
recently become concerned over the nuclear 
threat and others who have been resisting 
military taxes from as far back as World War 
II." 

And he said that although he thought tax 
r^isting might effect some change, "none 
^ us who do it view it im causing a change 
in and of it^lf . M is just one strata m a 
(^mbinatioh of strateps introdiK% ^al 
change. 

Historically, high military spending such 
as that which is presently occurring has only 
happened in times of war. It's staggering," 
Hedemann said. 

And Peace Coalition director Shorr 
agrees. "Only 15 to 20 cents of every dollar 
%oe& to welfare programs, while nearly 65 
c^ts goes to military. 

"By knowing where ^dr own mmsi 
^es, people are going to be more mo^vated 
to become involved in military issu^.*' said 
Shorr. "Over the past four years, the average 
American family payed the military 
$10,000— and over the next five, they'U pay 
nearly twice that. 

"What are we getting for it?" he asked. 
"Do we really need more nuclear weapons?"

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New evidence bolsters sanctuary movement

The moral petition of those who shelter Salvadoran 
refugees rests on the claim that deportees face thr-wtts to 

their lives. In response, the United States government has 
consistently maintained there is no evidence of such danger. 

This contest has become almost symbolic— two 
sanctuary workers were recently sentenced to jail for 
helping a few of the hundreds of thousands of refugees. But 
in one respect, at least, the government's argument must 
now change. 

The U.S. State Department has evidence that deportees 
are being abducted and killed by government f(wc« to El 

Salvador. 

This evidence -in the form of letters from human rights 
organizations funded by and operating within the Roman 
Catholic Church in El Salvador— was obtained in response 
to a request from the U.S. Embassy in San Salvador. The 
State Dept.'s Bureau of Human Rights would offer no 
comment on the information contained in the letters, which 
provide detailed accounts of political violence visited on at 
least eight named deportees. 

Copies of the letters have been sent to the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) and to the State Dept. in 
Washington. This writer has also obtaiaed copies of the 
letters. 

Last June 20, representatives of the ACLU Political 
Asylum Project appeared before a subcommittee of the 
House Rules Committee and presented a list of 112 
Salvadorans deported from the United States, saying they 
had reason to believe these people had been abducted, 
**disappeared*' or murdered since returning to El Salvador. 

Committee members and State Dept. human rights chief 
Elliot Abrams were given the full names of the alleged 
victims, though family naiws were delete from the public 
record to avoid compromising ' those related to the 
deportees or those deportees who might still be alive. 

At that hearing, Abrams asked, "Why cannot anybody 
find any evidence? We have tried, the human rights groups 
have tried, we have asked the human rights group in El 
Salvador, and nobody has it. 

**l think there does tome a point when you say there is no 
evidence and everybody is trying to get and nobody can 
produce it. It is pretty logical to conclude that there just is 
not any." 

On July 7, Gloria Escalon, a political desk offtcer of the 
U.S. Embassy in San Salvador, wrote to Socorro Juridico 
and Tutela Legal, two human rights monitoring 
organizations, requesting information on 26 deportees 
mentioned on the ACLU's list. 

While the Embassy does record civilian deaths, it relies 
on newspaper accounts. The two church-related 
organizations keep records on human rights violations 
reported to their offices in sworii testithony by eyewitnesses 
or by the victim's family. 

Socorro Juridico responded on July 13, Tutela Legal on 
July 16 and 25. Both groups wrote that they did not have 



the resources to search their archives for individual cases, 
and that providing such information was not one of their 
functions. Still, they did confirm— with times, p\&(m and 
eyewitness t^timony— violations in e^t of ^ 26 oises. 

• One male deportee, 16, was forcibly abducted by 
members of the U.S. -trained Atlacatl Battalion, along with 
his mother and five brothers and sisters, aged from 18 
months to. 13 years. His father reported the case to Socorro 
Juridico, saying many people witnessed the abductions .The 
family's whereabouts is still unknown. 

• A deported student, 21, was taken from his house, 
bHndfolded, at 10:45 p.m. by eight uniformed soldiers who 
were seen.drivias 9way in a white Toy^ pickup, a type of 
vehicle associated with death squads. 

• Heavily-armed men dressed in civilian clothes ^ized 
another deportee in his house at 2 a.m. He was beaten and 
taken away in a car later seen at the offices of the National 
Police. The man has not been seen since. Since the country 
operates under a state of siege law, with a strict curfew, 
armed bands operating after dark are commonly assumed 
to operate with government approval. 

Five other cases were documented by Tutela Legal and 
Socorro Juridico with detailed, sworn testimony. 

In addition to these accounts3alvadorannewspapers ran 
storiesof the murder of deportees in 1981, 1982 and 1983. 
The Brownsville, Texas, Herald ran such a story in July, 
1983— a year after Brownsville immigration lawyer Linda 
Yanez presented the State Dept.'s Abrams with affidavits 
and other material on the murder of deportees. 

Of course, this evidence does not show conclusively that 
any individual has been abducted or killed simply because 
he or she has been deported. But attorneys working on 
these mati^ stf^ that there is no n^ to provide such 
proof— those applying for ^litical asylum need only show 
they are specifically targeted for persecution. Most 
Salvadorans in this country seek only temporary residence, 
or "Extended "Voluntary Departure" status. 

According to Carol Wolchok, director of the ACLU's 
Political Asylum Project, "The criteria our government has 
always used and continues to use to determine whether we 
give temporary refuge is whether the country the people 
has left is in tttrmoil or in conflict or is generally unstable. 

'There is no doubt that using this criteria, Salvadorans 
in the UnitedStates should not be de^ti^.'* 

Two congressmen— Sen. Dennis DeConcini Mid Rep. 
Joe Marfc^-^have introduced legislation that would 
mandate grantinf Extended Voluntary Departure status to 
Salvadorans. 

Whether or not one finds merit in the moral standard of 
sanctuary workers, the government can no longer claim it 
lacks evidence of the life-endangering conditions for 
Salvadoran deportees. Simple respect for the law would 
seem to favor the passage of these bills.

Evening of Dance from the Mary Corey's Labnotat^ 
score. The work features guest artist Anthony Morgan, 
formerly of the Martha Graham Dance Company, in the 
role of a sleeper who is tormented by phantom dream- 
figures. 

For Morgan, who worked in what he calls Graham's 
angular, fighting style, Humphrey's smooth, flowing 
technique presents a refreshing challenge.

Morgan works with his own dance company in New York 
City for most of the year and has come to Tallahassee 
during the last two fall semesters to work with FiU 4^me 
students.

Meat Puppets Up on the 
Sun (^T) 

The Meat Puppets are a 
thre«-^ii band from 
Phoenix, Arizona who 
resemble the Everly Brothers 
only in that they are fronted 
by two brothers (Curt and 
Chris Kirkwpod) and that 
they revel in folk and C&W 
roots. Where the Everly's 
were rockabilly reahsts, the 
Kirkwoods eschew anything 
resembling tradition or 
realityl Persian Gulf's Hal 
Shows— who played with 
the Pu^cts recently— refers 
to them as * 'weird 
shamans." Says 
singer/guitarist Curt 
Kirkwood: "My primary objective is to unleash the 
supernatural, to tap into the realms of pure passion, in which 
there are no strings. I don't think we perceive rouiic 
styUstically. It's all pretty much fair game to us." 

The band's second album, Meat Puppets II, was probably 
the most popularly (but not critically) underrated album of 
1984. With its rambling finger-picking and flipped out lyrics 
it r^ninds me of a cross between the Louvin Brothers, Hariy 
Partch and Carlos Castefl^. C/p o« the Sun extends the 
Puppets' hardcore transcendentalism into somewhat more 
electronic territory. The interplay between the Kirkwoods' 
guitar and bass and Derrick Bostrom's drums is as usual 
inventive, at times ragged, but always right. The use of more 
guitar gadgets on this album flavors the Puppets amateur 
avant garde attack with a spacey playfulness that is usually 
exhilarating. I must admit, I do miss the acoustic stuff that 
made Meat Puppet II such a whispered revelation on the 
order of the first Violent Femmes LP. Up on the Sun 
contains 12 songs, several instrumentals, many great titles 
(e.g. "Bucket He^j^ "^Wd^'s Milk," "Enchanted Pork 
Fist*') and lots of fun. 

What can I say — SST do^ it again. And again. Read on. 

Husker Du, New Day Ris^g (SST) 

The big huge. Like a dynamo dancing or a giant wave 
crashing, Husker Du's sonic power is massive and electric 
and liquid all at once. Able to evoke rage, longing and love 
in one fell swoop, Bob Mould's expansive guitar play against 
his own and drummer Grant Hart's pinched and shouted 
vocals Hke their (and maybe your) lives depended on it. 

Last year the Buskers brought hardcore kicking and 
screaming out of its long childhood with their watershed 
double document Zen Arcade. That album bad a terious 
sound but it also contmi^ acmstic instruments, psychedelic 
collages., a fourteen minute jam and (gasp) a concept. 

New QayJlisifig keem m nskit^ the question. If you don't 
already know, Husker Du is a question— or more properly, 
the name of a Swedish board game which loosely translated, 
means "Do you remember?" 

New Day is a single album, but it has fifteen songs that 
are gonna make this band even harder to forget. Beginning 
with the title cut (which consists of a three-word chant and 
enough guitars to power the next 800 Thompson Twins 
albums) and ending with a metal maimed detonation called 




the brothers Kirkwood and Derrick 



"Plans I Make," the Huskers seem to be saying "So you 
thought we couldn't do i again— Ha!" 

Stand out songs include the economically driving "If I 
Told You," the bittersweet "Celebrated Summer"— which 
functions as a kind of catalog of why life is worth living when 
you're young— and the Dylanesque spleen-venting "Terms 
of Psychic Warfare." 

This is another masterpiece... buy or die. 

Tommy Keene, Places That Are Gone md Back 
Again(Try...) (Dolphin) 

Punch drunk pop in the vein of the db's, Mitch Easter, 
Alex Chilton and (yes) Tom Petty. Tommy Keene is an up- 
and-coming singer/songwriter/guitarist from Washington 
D.C. who is on the edge of making it really big. His instincts 
for pop music are maybe the best I've heard since Marshall 
Crenshaw. 

Places That An Gone has, I swesu:^ more time on my 
turntable than any record this year. The title cut mixes film 
music with baseball and an absolutely wrenching vocal hook. 
The six-song HP's other classic, "Back to Zero" kicks off 
side two chiming six strings against hand-claps and a great 
lyric: "People talk in another dimension/ They don't always 
reahze their own intentions." 

The song "Back Again(Try...)" was produced by the 
dream team of Don Dixon and T-Bone Burnett and is 
supposed to be on a forthcoming album which will probably 
never be released. It.seemi that Keene is negotiating with 
a major labd and tiiey want the whole thing redone. Why, 
I don't know because this song at least is brilliant. The 
remaining cuts on tlus four-song Ep included. "Safe In 
Light" and Hve covers— Brian Ferry's "All I Want Is You" 
plus the Stones' "When The Whip Comes Down"— which 
is suprisingly gritty. 

Of the two records Places is assuredly the better buy. If 
you're like me though, you'll want more and Back Again 
is definitely that.

'I just want more me, and we just want more us'

PAC IIK NHWS SKKVKi: 

EAST BERLIN—^We don't tend to travel very far," says 
19-year-old Martina Schulz. ''Most of our friends live 
nearby." 

Her room to move is limited indeed. Just to the west is the 
Schw^ter Strasse, where an armed and impassive East 
German border gtuird crosses tiw cobblestones to ask for your 
ID. 

This last street before the Wall is open to occupants only. 
What was once the back courtyard of the tenement across the 
way is now the "killing /one" on t!ic eastern side of the Wall. 
But Martina, in her brown corduroys and hand-knit purple 
pullover, is indistinguishable from her West Berlin 
counterparts, so close and yet so far away. 

Her friend Christoph— in t-shiri, jeans and thick woolen 
^ks— sits at an ancient desk cluttered with books, an old 
typewriter, and some seashelh. A poster-size line drawing of 
Jesus Christ breaking a gun over his knees hangs on the wall. 

Their home is a two-room coldwaler flat, three flights up 
in a greystone tenement in the Pren/lauer Berg. Though it is 
near the showcase city center, this district — built to house the 
city's workers around 1900— is definitely no-frills. The 
stairwell may have been painted sometime before World War 
1. A calcium-caked six quart healer warms water in the kitchen, 
a brick and tile coal stove provides heat. Out the door and 
down fi 4ialf-night of «airs is the toilet, shared with the 
occupants of two similar nests. 

'*! know it's not much," Christoph admits, "but neither 
is the rent— 15 marks a month." That's either $1.80 or $5.40, 
copending on where yofl change your money. Some pay 
nothing at all, squatting in flats somehow forgotten by the 
housing authority. 

All but the very old have left for the new prefab housing 
nearby, so the Prenzlauer tenements have become the property 



of East Germany's indigenous subculture. 

Christoph, for example, quit his job as a factory mechanic 
just before turning 22 and now spends every other afternoon 
tearing tickets in a movie theater. For this he earns the East 
Berlin mtoimum wage of 250 marks. Martina earns just a bit 
more working part time as a kindergarten teacher at a semi- 
private day-care center. 

On one recent evening they were joined by two friends, 
Heino and Harry, for a visit to the Cafe Lila. 

Heino is not the kind of person you'd expect to meet behind 
the "Iron Curtain." He wears a golden earring in his pierced 
left ear, and his short blond hair is brushed straight up — a 
20-year-old punk. 

He gets by with odd jobs — pulling weeds or carrying coal — 
and has begun investing in black market Levis. Friends say 
he should watch his step. 

Harry wears Levis he got from Heino— and a U.S. Army 
field jacket and nearly new Adidas running shoes, "but 1 won't 
tell you where I got 'em." Harry's own hair is free-flow, do- 
it-yourself thatch. He's got muscles, too, picked up as a roadie 
for a popular East German rock group. 

The Pren/lauer district and its counterpart in West Berlin 
were known as the Roter Kiez, or Red Ghetto, before and 
during the Nazi years. Any number of Socialist and 
Communist Party members lived and worked in the 4-story 
greystones. in the East, small plaques mark the birthplaces 
and homes of those who died in the concentration camps. In 
the West, simitar houses are anonymous. 

"So what?" says Heino. "Our party leaders have become 
party bourgeois bureaiicrats. They're no more alive than those 
plaques." 

Inside the Cafe Lila, there is a plaid-shirted pony-tailed man 

at the window table who could be a tourist from Oregon. Two 
men, obviously lovers, stand at the bar. Army uniforms are 
in evidence but, as one patron explains, "it's not their fault" 



as military service is compulsory here. 

The wine is Rumanian, the coffee from Nicaragua, the sugar 
Cuban. Conversation is about pop, politics, personal plots. 
Martina tells of a poetry reading the weekend before at her 
house. Such gathering are a staple of Prenzlauer subculture 
as it k next to impossible to rent a public and no permto 
is required for a m^ing on privi^ property. 

Policemen usually watch from outside— though they have 
been known to drag in more prominent subculture figures to 
"clear up a few points." If it sees fit, the state may banish 
"fir50z/a/^( anti-social) elements" to the provinces and forbid 

them even to visit Berlin. Those convicted of "blatant 
disrespect for state order" may even go to jail. 

Young East Berliners make a virtue out of standing their 
ground. They get information from visitors or electronically— 
there's access to West German, U.S., French, British and 
Soviet radio and television, and the subculture eagerly looks 
west. 

The state sponsors rock bands, but it has no monopoly on 
music. Prenzlauer garage bands lack expertise and equipment, 
but make up for this with a heavy beat and a critical bite— as 
in this lyric by Rosa Extra: "I don't wanna work, I don't 
wanna fill the quota, I don't wanna be a middle-class jerk." 

Last summer, there were street parties in the district, 
complete with dancing and bands. Martina says these eased 
the generation gap— ^ome older people joined in and some 
not-sq-old discussed old Rolling Stones records with the punks. 

Heino provides a cross-cultural frame of reference. The state 
bureaucrats, he says, "always act like we want instant 
revolution, but we just want to realize our own ideas of living 
together. We want out own theater and our own mi^. I don't 
need no color-TV-new-furniture boredom. I just want more; 
me, and we just want more us."

MTBU^y do more work than that before a major 
championship, but, this time, I tried not to get as excited." 

Nicklaus holds the record for winning major golf 
championships, 19, but the 45-year-old "Golden Bear" 
hasn't won a major since 1980— the year he won his fourth 
U.S. Open and his fifth PGA Championship. 

•The 'Sfc haven't been as good for me as the '70s," he 
said. "My scoring has continued to be pretty good, but 1 
wanted to playwdl in the major championships and my 
majors play hasn't been very good.** 

Still, Nicklaus, whp tied for third six weeks ago in the 
Doral Open at Miami, sees himself as a viable contender in 
this year's Masters. 

"This will be as good a chance as any for me to win my 
20th major," he said. "I feel I've learned more about golf, 
especially the short game, in the past five years than 1 did 
in the preceding 20," said Nicklaus. "1 can do more things 
with a golf ball now than I could before."

His attorney, Ed Tolley 
of Athens, said he had **some attendance problems" and 
indicated he did not pass a single cour^ during the quarter 
»id did not bother to take his final exams. 

"They bagged hfan,** said Tolley. "He exceeded the 
rilowable number of cuts, which I believe is six." 

Henderson, who is enrolled in the university's remedial 
program, must pa^ 36 hours in the program during the 
next three quarters to be eligible for all of next season.

AIDS: not a threat to ignore

Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome 
is, according to some people, the plague of 
the '8te. 

It has baffled doctors and researchers by 
its mysterious origins in the gay community 
and current movement into the heterosexmd 
community. 

And, according to State Epidemiologist 
Jeffrey Sacks, Florida's 610 reported cases 
of AIDS are just the "tip of the iceberg"— 
for every one reported there are probably 300 
people who have the AIDS virus. 

What's worse, say health professionals, is 
that Florida— whfch 'has the third highest 
number of rqjorted cases in the country- 
has so far appropriated no money to cmtmi 



the disease. The two states with more 
reported cases— New York and California- 
have spent $3.6 and $13 million respectively. 

Just as it's difficult for health 
professionals to convince federal and state 
governments of the seriousness of the AIDS 
epidemic, it's hard to get people to talk about 
their experience with the disease. A lot of 
people are frightened." It is, said Sacks, "an 
epidemic of disease and death and an 
epidemic o^ fear." 

One FSU graduate decided to share her 
personal encounter with the disease in the 
hope that the more people know about 
AIDS, the less they wiU fear it.

Amy Shoemaker's best friend has AIDS. 



She said they grew up together in a small 
South Florida town. He was the kind of guy 
everyone liked— the sort who would do 
anything for a friend. Now Alan lives in New 
York City where he has found a home in the 
gay community in the Village. There he has 
a freedom of sexual expression unheard of 
in their home town, but with this freedom 
came an incurable disease— Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndromic— that would 
change his Ufe. 

Ten years ago Alan (not his real name) 
took a job at a gay bar in Greenwich Village. 
He began experiencing a new freedom there 
through drugs, alcohol, and sexual 
promiscuity. Eventually he moved in with an

Students call for fixed tuition plan

The 200-plus college students who marched on the Capitol 
Thursday didn't commandeer Gov* Bob Graham's office but 
they did make their voices heard on tuition increases. 

Chanting 'No tuition lukes* ami waving signs, they 
converge on tbt Cs^tol at iMxm in a move designed to call 
attention to their dmnands. 

Earlier in the day, Tom Abraim, executive director of the 
Florida Student Association, met with the press to txpUan 
just why the students had come to TaUahaswe. 

"What we are trying to accomplish today is getting 
students from across the state to come up and talk to 
legislators one on one, and leave them notes about how they 
feel on many student issues which we are concerned with," 
Abrams said. 

He emphasized that today's student is beccmifii more 
resp(m^le and concerned with tiie imies, and recent letter- 
writing campaigns agains tuition hikes have reinforced Uiat 



image, according to Student Regent Rob Westerfield. 

Over 300 signatures were gathered at FSU, and other 
campus leaders report similar success. 

The majority of Florida's 135,000 college and university 
students, Abrams said, don't want tuition increase, especially 
on^ that change from year to year. 

"We are not for a tuiticm increase—we are for a tuition 
and fee policy which (^Is for indexing tuition to general 
revenue per PTE (fun-tune equival^cy student) with a five 
percent cap," Abrams explained. 

And college students need the fixed fee plan so that they 
more iaccurately plan each year's financial needs. 

**We want a steady poUcy which will go grom year to year 
which students can. expect to plan for their education," 
Abrams said. 

Students favor a plan offered by the Board of Regents 
calling for tuition hikes of no more than five percent each

Since its inception in 1970, Florida State University's Center for 
Participant Education has served an important function in our 
community.

older lover md settled into a Ufe wl^re Ik felt 

at home. 

Then three years ago one of Alan's closest 
friends developed the new, frightening disease 
kno^ as AIDS. Alan and his roommate, Bill, 
nur^ their friend for two years, doing his 
shopping and tending to his every ne^. Like 
many AIDS patients, he had hem abandon«l 
by his lover and family. His two friends 
supported him through the long, painful 
months of his illness which finally eiKled in his 
death. 

Epidemic Proportions 

The Center for Disease Control in Atlanta 
reports 8,597 cases of Acquired Immune 
Defidracy Syndrome. Over half of the AIDS 
patents have died since the first case in 1979. 

AccOTding to S^ks, people infected with the 
virus don't exhibit obvious symi^cmis, yet are 
spreading it when t^y have sexual contact. 
Others may have only moderate to mild 
symptoms. 

"There is no^old standards for diagnosis 
of AIDS," he said. In other words, it's 
possible for people to have a moderate case 
of AIDS, feel very sick and never become part 
of the statistics. 

Alttough the h^est risk group for AIDS 
k still homosemids, the disease is beginning 
to enter the heterosexual population. 
According to Sacks, tte vbus can affect 
anyone. 

"It is clearly a sexually transmitted disease 
and any sexual behavior that exchanges bodily 
fluids is a risk for catching AIDS," he said.

Chuck FalUfe, public affairs specialist for 
CDC, said that although there have been 73 
reported cases of AIDS transmitted 
heterosexually, he was not unduly alarmed. 

• 'We donated there is a ^t threat to the 
l^tia-osexual ^pulation,** he said, "as they 
make up only 1 percent of the tmal cas^." 

But Sacks disagrees. "People who say that 
AIDS is largely confii^ to a few risk groups 



that are outgroups in our society and not 
important enough to spend money on don't 
realize that controlling the disease has direct 
implications for heterosexuals as well," he 
said.

began experiencing persistent bouts of high 
fevers (105-106°), skin rashes, and swelling of 
the lymph nodes in his genitals. 

Sho@naker, a longtime Tallahassee resident, 
said Alan didn't kn^ wtot was happing. 

"He spent the nejtt ytmt and a half feeling 
really sick," she said. "He was unable to eat 
and feeling anxious and frustrated as he wmt 
in and out of the hospital trying to Hnd out 
what was wrong with him." 

He had lost 30 pounds when he was 
admitted into the hospital in January and was 
finally diagnosed as having AIDS. 

He could not breathe without the help of 
a respirator, and was placed in a dark, dingy 
room under rev^s^ isolation— he was not 
allowed to leave his roan because of the 
danger of other people's germs. The few 
visitors he was allowed to see had to wear 
gloves, masks, and hospital gowns in oid&t to 
enter the room. 

The Social Cost of AIDS 
One direct effect AIDS has on every 
member of society is the cost of caring for an 
i AIDS patient. 

"It c<Kts $42,000 just to hospitalize one 
AIDS victim." Sacks said. "Imagine that 
times 610 cs^ by the end of 1985. This does 
affect the whole poputotk>n in rising medical 
costs and insurance rates." In addition to the 
hospital expense, outpatient, public health, 
and social service costs add up to about 
$75,000 to $100,000 per patient. 

The Reagan administration has not been 
known for its generosity to public health 
concerns. According to Sacks, out of the entire 
Health and Humsm Services budget only, 5

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Researchers 
rank pay scales 
for teachers

University faculty salaries 
paid hv most Southern 
stales, including Florida, 
rank near the top nationally 
when geographic cost-of- 
li\ing t actors arc taken into 
account, a research team 
reported Thursday. 

However, the salaries paid 
elementary and secondary 
public school teachers in the 
region generally still rank 
low even with a cost-of- 
living adjustment, the resear- 
chers said. 

Florida State University 
economists David W. 
Rasmussen and Gary M. 
Fournier said they developed 
cost-of-living index« for the 
48 contiguous states based 
on federal economic and 
census data. They then fac- 
tored the indexes into 
average state-by-state 
teaching salaries reported by 
the National Educational 
Association. 

**We all know it is more 
expensive in New York than 
in Florida and most places in 
the ^Mtth but it's hard to put 
real numbers to it," 
Rasmussen saki in an inter- 
view. '*This gives us a han- 
dle on how big the 
(geographic) dilterences 
are. 

The study found that of 
nine Southern slates, all but 
Alabama, Tennessee and 
Mississippi rank in the top 
quartile in university pay 
when cost of living is con- 
sidered. Four Southern 
states are among the top 10 
states in university salaries 
with the adjustment, while 
only one — North 

Carolina— ranks among the 
lop 10 in actual pay. 

"Nominal salary figures 
rank Florida 20th and New 
York seventh among public 
universities," Rasihussien 
said. **But when we adjust 
for cost of living, we find 
Florida ranks sixth and New 
York ranks 36th."

House passes mortician bill 
barring profits from death 

UNITED PRF.SS INTERNATIONAL 

The House Thursday tentatively approved bills that would 
bar morticians from hawking their wares to the dying or the 
bereaved, and block admission in court of accused child 
abusers' confessions to clergy. 

The mortician bill (HB 289) would outlaw "at need" 
solicitation of funeral businesses— that is« approaching the 
deatiibeds of terminal patients in order to sell funeral services 
or merchandise. 

The bill by Rep. Corrine Brown, D- Jacksonville, would 
also make it a second degree misdemeanor for funeral 
directors to ^proach berraved famlies to offer their mwc^s. 
The families would have to instigate the contact. 

The bill would not affect "pre-need" sales— sales to 
persons before they fall terminally ill. 

Brown said funeral directors had asked her to file her bill 
to combat unscrupulous competitors. 

Reps. Peggy Simone, R-Bradenton, and Mike Friedman, 
D-Miami Beach, attoapted to attach an amendment to the 
bill to include a prohibition against realtors contacting 
bereaved families with offers to buy their homes. 

"If you have n(rt hwd of shopping the obituaries by the 
imt^ estate business tNn maybe you have not been reading 
your mail from your constituents,**Simcme said! 'The body 
hasn't been buried and the family is getting calls from real 
estate developers. I think it's a very ghoulish practice." 

But Simone and Friedman withdrew their amendment 
when coUeagues pursuaded them it might endanger Brown's 
hill.

WEEKS 
END 
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'Walking the wall'

A miniature cotlie naimd Zeb stq» careftiUy n-cMind die scrap 
wood that has collected on the ccmstruction site. He doesn't aeem 
to mind the sawdust that gathers on his n(»e and around his ^es. 
No, Zeb looks right at home with the crew of seven carpenters, 
plumbers, and sub-contractors who mill around the duplex rising 
off Mission Road. 

Dickie Smith is up on the steep roof of one duplex. 

"Climb on up," he says, "but watch out for the sand at the 
edge." 

He's not kidding. At this point in the construction, the roof has 
been **dri«l in'' which means that the roof is covered with asphalt 
felt to ke^ die house dry until the shingles are laid. The felt also 
helps to keep your foming, but a bit of smid, or even wisps of 
sawdust uncter your f^t, and, well, it's a long way down. 

Smith a Tallahassee cvpenter who's been in tte business for 
ten years, wears Pro-Ked sneakers, dirty Levi's, and a brown 
camaflouge baseball cap. At 6'4" plus, Smith looks a little like 
Jesus. His shoulders are even in height to the tops of the pine trees, 
his beard is just the right combination of hopelessly shaggy and 
biblically sincere. He's so tall and thin and at home on the roof 
he looks like he could feed the multitudes if he'd just say the right 
incantations. He walks up and down the sharply sloping roof like 
he'd walk across the street — no big deal. 



"Can't be scared of heights or you'll never make it as a 
<»rpenter," Smith says. He walks to the edge of the roof and 
reaches into a box of dull-colored silver roofmg nails and tosses 
a handful imo the nail apron that hangs from his waist. 

In ninety days this project of four (hiplexes will be "tum-key 
ready," as the construction business caUs it. The new residents will 
be able to put thdr shiny brass key into the shiny teass lock and 
turn it. 

For now, though, the duplexes are in various skeletal stages. 
Though this duplex has side walls, a roof and newly installed 
windows, next door the construction crew is just assembHng the 
frame of another duplex. Carpenter Harry Hinson is "walking the 
wall," centering long beams of yellow pine from the front wall 
up to the truss, the point where the top angles of the roof will meet. 
He walks solidly across the-three-and-a-half inch beam, stretches 
one leg forward and hammers away. 

Walking the walls of a Ipouse is one of the most diaigerous parts 
of a construction job* but if you «rf a carpeiter, or even a 
carpenter's helper, it comes with the territory. 

Jim Love, a Tallahassee contractor who is sub-contracting for 
this job said, "If you tell the boss you're a carpenter's helper and 
then you can't get up there and walk the wall, you'll be axed the 
next day, because you're not worth tte money. There's going to

be another guy who comes along who will do it." 

Love has worM his way from a laborer to a carpenter's 
helper to carpenter, and now has his contractor's U^nse. 
ftit even with his ejqyerienoe, "There's swne days I just don't 
f^l right about walking walls, so I won't do it," Love said. 
"You have to be in the right frame of mind." 

Though the same work can be done using a ladder, walking 
the walls to lay the beams is 10 to 25 percent faster. It's also 
more risky. 

"You can use a ladder," Smith said, "and if you fall 
you've fallen maybe four to six feet. Or you can get up there 
30 feet above the ground and walk a three inch board. If 
you fall, you fall 30 feet tlu-ough the air, and if you happen 
to fall OB your head, well, you're d^." 

Smith said that anyone who sticks with the budness Yms 
to have at l^t an inkling of a death wish." 

"I guess it's getting a slight thrill out of flaunting death. 
It's like you're saying, 'Well, if I can do this, maybe I won't 
do so bad after work,' " Smith said. "Anyone with any 
sense would know that the trade-off isn't worth it, but all 
the carpenters 1 know have done it." 

Though neither Love nor Smith have never been seriously 
injured on the job, they have seen a few accidents, and "a 
hell of a lot of close calls." 

**I saw one guy who fell from a 12 foot roof," Love 
recalled, "and he was paralyze from the waist down. We 
were eating lunch when we heard it, and when we got to the 
guy he was coughing blood. None of us finished our lunch." 

"It can happerjat any time," Smith explained, "and not 
because they don't know what they're doing, but just because 
they took a misstep." 

Despite the risky side of the business, Smith said he likes 
construction because it's outside work. He likes not being 
enclosed by four walls. In construction the only walls he's 
surrounded by are the ones he's built. 

"And you can drive by when it's all said and done and 
say, *Look at that, we built that,"' Smith said. "It's a little 
more exciting than saying 'Look at all th^e books I've 
balam^d."* 

For carpenters, the most fun is worknig on a custom-built 



house. 

"It's challenging because it's not repetitious like building 
apartments or townhouses," Love said. "You get to work 
out the problems as you go along. You have to have a good 
grasp of spatial relationships because you have to be able 
to visualize the house before it's up,so you know where you 
are going, and what's next. You have to have a grasp of 
geometry because a lot of it is triangulation." 

Jkn Love, Dickey Smith and Harry Hinson have been 
friends since they attended high school together in 
Tallahassee. All of them had some college experience, but 
opted for the construction business because "they like it." 

"No one calls you after you get off work," Smith said. 
"All you bring home is your tired self." 

The days on a construction site usually pass quickly, and 
both Smith and Love agree that "when you're doing it right, 
it's great. When things are going well, the days just go right 
on by." 

"The 1)est thing is if you can ju^ have a good attitu<te 
about your work, and you just work," SmMiSMd. "If you're 
thinking 'Gee, is it 12:00 y«?*, or you're working for a jack- 
leg— it gets so boring you just can't stand it." 

For Smith, being a good carpenter m^ns taking pride in 
the work you do. 

"You don't make up for it in money," he said. "There 
are times when there are problems and you could just rig 
it up, but you don't because if you have a sense of pride, 
you just can't, especially with a custom built house." 

"Building a custom-buih hou% is Uke building a car by 
hand— you can't build a car and feave a bad finish on it and 
hope nobody notices it," Smith said. "On custom hon^ 
even if you know no one will ever notice it, you still fix it, 
even though (the extra time and matmals> is costing you 
money— it's just a matter of pride." 

When the work on a job site is complete, "You take a 
penny from the year you built the house and drive a nail 
through the center of it," Smith said. "It's good luck. Or 
you plaster cartoons to the wall before the brick masons come 
in and you write people's names under the figures. 'Yo 
mamma' is one favorite." ^ 

Asked what he'd be doing if they weren't in construction. 
Smith said, "Well, we'll never be Yuppies. I don't think we'll 
ever go home and drink Chianti and then go out to dinner 
and go out dandng."

Birdsongs of the 
Mesozoic: electric 
prehistoric noise

^ warned, Boston's Birdsongs of the Mesozoic-in concert 
Saturday night at the OK Qub-are not your typical rock club 
band. 

Their music is an erratic blend of influenees raring from 
Stravinsky to Johnny Rotten. Formed by Ro^r Mtlier and 
Martin Swope— two members of the now-defunct (but in its 
heydey heroic) Boston guitar band. Mission of Burma- 
Birdsongs use mostly keyboards and percussion to create 
hypnotic and energizing washes of sound. What separates their 
compositions from those of most electronic and/or avant- 
garde composers is a predUection for worlcing in the pop/ rock 
idiom's time limit of three to five minutes. 

Miller and Swope are usually aided and abetted by two or 
three other musicians, who may help by playing piano and 
organ or even whipping a metal barrel with a chain. 

Besides their own composition, the band usually performs 
two "cover" songs, both of which appear on their album 
Magnetic Flip. Cover number one is the theme from the TV 
show Rocky and Bullwink/e; number two is an excerpt from 
Stravinsky's "The Rite of Spring." 

Cartoonist and Flambeau critic-at-large Frank Young haT^ 
described Birdsongs' rendering of the Rocky and Bullwinkle 
theme as "rather like hiving nails driven into the base of your 
spine." Bui don't get the wrong idea. Besides doing a few 
pieces which clearly belong on the jukebox in hell. Birdsongs 
are well able to deliver sonic sensations which will lift you to 
the highest heights. Whether through meditative mantras a 
la Terry Reily or upward bound cacophonies closer ta the 
Beatles' "A Day in the Life," these Birds often soar. 

This show should attract a diverse audience of people 
interested in new or experimental music. 1 would guess that 
could include aficionados of jazz, classical, electronic or even 
punk— but probably not anyone wishing to dance. 
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s doing a few pieces which clearly belong on ^ juki bc^x in hell, 
rdsongs are we| able to ddmr sonic seii^S^sf Which will lift to the 
hest heights.

Residents of Colony Club, Spanish Town, and other 
complexes managed by Mottice and Asstxiates will also enjoy 
summer-time discounts.

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Therapy'-pop psychology 
and clear comic diversion

Florida Slate Studio 
Theatre's current production 
of Christopher Durang's 
Beyond Therapy is a bit like 
a session with a bad 
psychiatrist. You talk and 
talk and hear all the right 
answers and it seems like 
you've learned something 
but once you get home you 
realize that you haven't 
made any progress at all. it 
was just a diversion from the 
real problem. 

The play, a send up of a 
psychiatric profession, offers 
an evening of comic 
diversion. But for all of its 
funny lines, sight gags, and 
attempts at satire, it still 
lacks substance. 

Beyond Therapy focuses 
on the unorthodox courtship 
of Prudence (Suzanne 
Roush) and Bruce (Joedy 
Lister). Prudence, a lonely, 
insecure writer for People 
magazine, had dreams about 
Catherine the Great and 
National Velvet. Bruce, a lawyer, once wrote 
a letter to People saying that he wanted to 
see (iar\ Ciilmorc executed on television. 
Bruce, a bisexual, asks Prudence if she 
swings both ways. She replies, "1 don't 
know, 1 always insist on the light being out." 
Bruce, in touch with his emotions, cries at 
will. Prudence says, "1 don't think men 
should cry unless something falls on them." 
Bruce and Prudence met when she answered 
his ad in a personals column. 

Bruce and Prudence, both products of the 
psychoanalytic age, are undergoing 
therapy — and it shows. Most of their 
sentences being with "my therapist says." 
Bruce says, "Don't be afraid to sound 
pathological." Prudence says, "1 anl sick of 
talking about myself." 

The fun starts when we meet Bruce's and 
Prudence's psychiatrists. Bruce's therapist, 
Charlotte (Mary A. Drew), is a wild mixture 
of Miss Ellieon Dallas, Dr. Joyce Brothers, 
and Leo Buscaglia.

'Living unicorn' or cruel hoax?

NEW YORK— Federal officials say they 
plan to inspect an animal the circus bills as 
a "living unicorn" but the American Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
calls nothing more than a goat with horn. 

The ASPCA says Ringling Bros, and 
Barnum.& Baily Circus could tose its license 
because of the ammal attraction the circus 
claims is an authentic unicorn, the mythical 
hc^ttke creature with one horn growing 
from the center of its forehead. 

Dr. Gerald Toms of The U.S. Department 
of Agriculture's Veterinary Services for New 
York state said Monday the agency received 
a legal opinion that the "unicorn" was 
protected by federal law and it would inspect 
the animal. 

The ASPCA asked the agency 



investigate the circus attraction, contending 
the animal is nothing more than a goat with 
the horn of a bull implanted on the top of 
its skull. 

"With the USDA's entrance into the 
investigation," said ASPCA President James 
Kulberg, the circus **won*t just be worrying 
about an injunction against them in New 
York state. Then" license throughout the 
United States could be in jec^ardy.'* 

Kulberg had threatened to use the courts 
to stop the circus from showing the animal. 

The ASPCA is empowered to seize the 
animals and issue criminal summonses. 

Toms said he had to wait until late 
Monday for a legal opinion on whether the 
animal would be covered under the Animal 
Welfare Act. Most farm animals are ex^jM

It's a Wednesday aftemocm and tiie Florida State Univer^ 
Union courtyard is timing with peddtars selling everything 
from handcrafted African jewelry to ftwescent new wave 
Tee-shirts. In front of the Outpost, a man in a starched Navy 
uniform tries out his recruiting skills. Six feet away, another 
man hands out Mastercard, Visa and American Express 
applications. You walk up to the steps of Moore Auditorium, 
.and all of a sudden a sign overlooking the courtyard catches 
your eye; "Migrant farmworker children are starving in 
immokiOlee, FloridaJ" ♦ 




You gaze in through the row of windows and your stare 
is met by Che Gueverra's and Agusto Sandino's. 

The signs and the posters belong to the Center for 
Participant &lucation wh^ has proufSy occupied rooms 247 
and 251 of the FSU Union for a decade and a half. And to 
celebrate CPE's survival of 15 rather turbulent years, this 
Saturday night the CPE Boosters— a group of ex-CPEers, 
community members and friends — are throwing the largest 
and oldest free university in the Southeast a birthday party. 

The boosters say that it's time to give something back to 
CPE for its 15 years of tireless and difficult work. 

Since its inception in 1970, CPE has been an oasis of ideas 
in the desert of American society, reimuning faithful to its 
basic philosophy that "ai^one can learn, anyone can teach*' 
and that edwation is a i^t— not a invil^. 
. CPE became a stadent govm-nment agency in a year of 
nationwide student unrest— the same year as the Kent State 
and Jackson State shootings, the saturation bombings of 
Cambodia and the peak of the Vietnam draft. CPE was 
founded in spring quarter, 1970 by a coaltion of FSU students 
who hoped to broaden university learning to include more 
relevant topics and provide an outlet for student interests. 
Some of CPE's first classes dealt with women's liberation, 
institutionalized racism aiKi Marxist theory as wellift dance, 
yoga md astrology. 

Through to's classes, fihns aiKi programs, CPE has always 
pres»it^ "an alternative viewpoint' ' to mainstream thou^t, 
earning the Center a reputation as a hotbed of "radicai 
leftists-." 

"We have always had to work overtime to combat all the 
misinformation deluding students on campus — to challenge 
the status quo." explains current director Marcia Northcutt. 
**We have felt the need to present programs on Central 
America, for example, because of the tremendous lies that 
have been spread by the current administration." 
\ **We are a progressive voice in the ccMnmunity," she adds. 
**We don't feel the need to pre^t ^h of the issue 
becau^ the right wing perspective is present^ every day— m 
^e media, books, films md 0|l^r prt^rams at FSU." 

During its 15 years, CPE has provided FSU students with 
unique opportunities to meet some of the world's b^t known 
progressive politicians, writers^ musicians, artists, poets and 
actors. 

The CPE office itself serves as testimony of the 
organization's contributions to this university. The walls that 
were once bare are now plastered with posters of CPE 
programs serving as evidence of CPE's contributions to the 
university. Even when you're all alone in the office, somehow 
you iwver feel Ic^y. There's always somromf to look at 
whetim it's former Jamaican Prime Minister Mich^ Mantey 
or feminist Kate Millet, singer Gil Scott-Heron or poet Atan 
GimiN^rg, <^ingr^sraiui Ron Delluns <»- Yippie Abbie 
Hoffman, consumer advocate Ralph Nader or Irish activist 
Sean Sands. 



FSU Law Student and former CPE Director Geoff Smith 
says meeting such internationally-known figures was one of 
the best parts of his involvement with CPE: "How mmy 
people ever have the chance to meet Michael Manley and go 
have a drink with him at Finales?" 

The map of CPE's office walls is also dotted with movie 
posters. They're hardly flicks you might expect to take in on 
a Friday night at the Miracle 5. Like all CPE events, the films 
carry in them the seeds of change. In this culturally-deprived 
town, where else would Tallahasseans been able to see such 
classics as State of Siege, The Doonesberry Chronicles, Lucia, 
Hearts and Minds, When the Mountains Tremble... IhQ list 
goes on. 

Sitting in the CPE office, the first commonality betwera 
the posters advertising programs and those pubUciang the 
films become only too obvious. The word "FREE!" juts out 
at you from every corner of the room. ♦* 

"Not one person has ever been charged a single cent for 
attending a CPE event," said Northcutt. "Education is a basic 
right of all individuals." 

CPE maintains that it has protected that right by offering 
hundreds of free classes each semester.The first mimeographed 
CPE catalog advertised 12 course offerings. Over the years, *

A CPE advertisement that ran on the Student Government 
page of the llumbcuu in June, 1979 summed up CPE's 

philosophy of free classes: 

imagine a school where people come because they want to 
^be (here. Where people learn what is important to them as 
(hey determine it. No credits, no grades, just information and 
sharing at a personal level. A place, where everyone is a 
lencher-^ where knowledge is related to the power to give 
people more control of their lives. The school is here. 

Today, CPE's catalogs are peppered with everything from 
the more popular aerobics and martial arts classes to vegetarian 
cooking, boomeranging and belly dancing. 
, And beginning next fall, Northcutt said CPE will have its 
very own photography lab complete with darkroom and 
developing equipment. That'll be in addition to the woodshop 
. and pottery shop that CPE already runs now. 

While CPE's classes have traditionally been its source of 
student support, they ahve also brought the organization near 
the brink of death. Since it's birth, CPE has survived at least 
jtwo major legislative assaults, several attacks from the 
iutiiversity administration and a "continuous battle with

student government.*' 

CPE's first crisis sparked by a class called *'How to make 
a revolution in the U.S.A." taught by then FSU student Jack 
Lieberman— better known on campus as "Radical Jack." 
Another class that also came under scrutiny was listed as "the 
Homosexual in America." 

One of the founders of CPEi Rick .lohnson now the C'leneral 
Manager of the Flambeau, wrote about the crisis in an article 
on history of CPE: 

"CPE's smooth progress was abruptly interrupted in March 
1979 when a local right-wing journalist, David Cook, sounded 
the alarm that Florida State was bursting at the seams with 
communism, homosexuality and orgies, and that the radicals 
in CPE had triggered this avalanche of decadence and 
iniquity." 

Board of Regents member Elizabeth Kovachavich, wrote 
Johnson, proclaimed FSU 's dorms to be "taxpayer's whore 

houses." 

The matter was brought to the legislature's attention and 
Lieberman was attacked as being a "card carrying 
communist." A legislative investigation soon followed and 
Lieberman's revolution class drew the extraordinary media

attention. 

Those who still remember the incident say 
they were amazed at the student support 
C PH was able to garner. Johnson writes that 
c\en FSU President Stanley Marshall— who 
had not been supportive of student interests 
in the past— came to CPE's defense. 

The investigation became much more than 
an issue of free speech and civil liberties. The 
St. Petersburg Times described the 
legislature's invcstipition as a "witchhunt.'* 
At one point, the university banned both 
1 ieberman and CPE from campus. Within 
a few months, however, the bruhaha came 
to an end but not before the university 
administration succeeded in forcing 
concessions out of a battle weary CPE staff. 
Since then, all of CPE's classes have been 
required to meet the administration's 
approval. 

In 1977 CPE experienced trauma again 
when Student Ciovernment President Greg 
Girard attempted to centralize SG agencies 
like CPE, the Women's Center and the Black 
Student Union. CPE Director Jack 
McCarthy accused Girard and Guetzloe with 
the "Nixonian abuse of power" and 
demanded a recall presidential election. 

Once again CPE received tremendous 
student support in gathering the petition for 
a recall. However, President Bernie Sliger 
refused to release the results of the recall 
election citing "certain irregularities in the 
voting prcxedure." 

But since the recall electfons coincided with 
the SG ^imairies anyway, a new stuctent 
body president was dected ami Neil 
Friedman, a former CPE director, took 
charge. 

"Obviously the Girard Guetzloe attack 
backfired," said McC arthy. "We got Neil 
elected and they also hired Bob Leach as the 
new Vice President of Student Affairs." 
Leach's predecessor had not been a "CPE 
fan." 

In 1978-79, SG tried a similar take over 
of CPE— this time by trying to centralize all 
th^ agencies under the Union Programming 
Office. That attempt failed also. 

The second legislative assault on CPE in 
1981 drew the attention of the national 
media. In spring 1981, the legislature passed 
the Trask-Bush amendment which required 
(he state to cut off funds from any university 
advocating sex between unmarried persons. 

The legislature deemed questionable at 
least five CPE classes offered that spring 
including a "Lesbian and Gay Rap Group," 
"Future Sex" and "Straight White Male 
Like Me?" . 

The university demanded that CPE sign 
a sexual loyalty oath and to put a halt to 
those classes that advcucated any kind of 
sexual activity between unmarried persons. 

Geoff Smith who was director at the time 
says CPE adopted a strategy of 
"psychological guerrilla warfare" to combat 
what CPE felt was an infringement of first 
amendment rights. 

"In the next catalog, we ran a caricature 
of Trask and Bush with a box of CPE 
catalogs on their shoulders," said Smith. 
"We thanked them for helping increase mtr 
distribution. 

"We also ran a large advertisement for 
(ky Farmworkers in Solidarity with the 
People of El Salvador," he said. 



Smith said the American Civil Liberties 
Union was also later alerted and asked to 
apply pressure on the university 
administration. 

After much debate, the administraton was 
forced to lift the sexual loyalty oath 
requirement; the Trask-Bush amendment 
was declared illegal causing a lawsuit to be 
filed by Education Commissioner Ralph 
Turlington; and both the commissioner and 
Smith landed a spot on the nationally 
televised Phil Donahue Show. 

Since the Trask-Bush affair, CPE has had 
to deal with major budget slashes from the 
Student Senate as well as other attacks from 
conservative groups on campus. 

But through it all, CPE has done more 
than just survived— it has flourished. It has 
become one of the largest free universities 
in the nation. One former director compared 
the director's job to driving a "truckload of 
nitroglycerine over the Andes." 

"I've always had a great deal of respect 
for CPE;" said current director Northcutt. 
"Everyone always made it look so easy CPE 
was almost expected to do certain things. But 
now that I've become the director, I've 
found out what hard work it is." 

Northcutt thinks that CPE has been able 
to survive all these years becauA of Audent 
support for the organization. ''FSU students 
came through for us when we i^bd theni," 
she said. And while she agrees that the 
radicals who once earned FSU the nickname, 
"Berkeley of the South," are gone, she says 
there is a now a new generation of 
progressive students on campus. 

"You can't really say that CPE is the only 
remaining outpost of student activism," 
Northcutt said. * 'There are plenty of 
progressive student groups around like the 
Student Alliance for a Non-Violent Society, 
U.S. Out of Central America and the 
Committee in Solidarity with the People of 
El Salvador." 

But still she said students now are very 
different from those that lormcxl CPE. "One 
difference between now and then," said 
Northcutt, "is that back then it was 
considered a responsibility of students to 
question authority — to challenge the status 
quo. Now they're afraid to speak out." 

Part of that, said Northcirtt, can be 
attributed to the fact that many students 
**have it good now." 

"Kids today don't remember the Vietnam 
war— they don't remember their friends, 
brothers, fathers coming home in 
bodybags," said Northcutt. "But with 
Reagan's budget cuts in education, and 
another war looming over our heads in 
Central America, I think students will once 
again take a more active voice. Look what's 
happeninig all over the country now with all 
the anti-apartheid denK>nstrations," she said. 

But no matter what happens, Northcutt is 
certain that CPE will go on and continue to 
grow— continue to work for social justice. 

Abbie Hoffman once said that freedom is 
more than something you think about— it's 
something you have to do. And that's what 
CPE is all about. Happy 15th, CPE!

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Battalion: Hardcore marching orders

Hardcore punk is post-modern musical defecation, is part 
of an avar.te-garde movement that frantically strives to revive 
what modern society has overlooked in it's evolution based 
on technology and science. 

Battalion of Saints, a heavy metal, hardcore band from 
San Diego, is the essence of this post-modern hysteria With 
angry, politically-based lyrics and steam engine rhythms the 
band produces short but potent songs that endeaver to shake 
the basic clemems of the capitalist empire. 

Iggy Pop express^ the ^ing death of modernism in the 
'70s (a period when m ma termed dead) with his 
lyrics. .."I'm bored/Fm chairman of tl« bored." 

The Ramones also captured this notion... " We ae^ 
change, we need it fast/before rock's just a part *f the 

past/'Cause lately it all sounds the same to me/Oh-oh ? 

It's the end, the end of the '70s/It's the end of the century."'*' 

Art photographer Allan Sekula best describes the crisis 
in art due to politics in the '70s in an article called 
"Dismantling Modernism:" Putting it bluntly, these crises 
are rooted in the materially dictated inequalities of advanced 
capitalmn and will only be resolved practically, by a struggle 
for an autistic smiat^, " 

He ftirther explained, "Modernism stems from the 
fundamental division of mental and manual l^r under 
advanced capitalism." 

Post modernism does not rise like a flaming Phoenix from 
modern art's ashes, but is more like an angry pterodacty. 
It serves as an alarm that is spontaneous, angry and 
passionate. It is saturated in social awareness, unlike the 
highly educated and personal art of the past. It is a primal 
scream against social institutions that segregate, against war, 
racism, greed and most of all against apathy. Hardcore calls 
for a revolution of the consciousness. 

On their last album called Secoml Coming, which was 
released in '84, The BaM#on M Sates delve into many social 
issues— esp^aUy religion. In the song **Hdy Visions" about 
Jerry Falwell and Billy (kaham, leiKl singer Gec^ >tothony 
screams, •'Why don't they gwe us a break/All they do is 



take/with a religion that's fake/with the money they make." 

The album is saturated with apocalyptic uiKlertones. In 
the song "Doomed World" the lyrics go: 

IVhy do the officials want to ruin the world?/ What will 
it prove to whom and to what? /It's a doomed world that 
we all live in/it's a doomed world and we'll have to get 
wise/Their efos will be blown to h million bits/when there's 
no land to rule and no ofUf^ forsake. 

Battalion of Saints came into existwce in June of IWl. 
They've been going strong ever since. In 1982 they recorded 
their first 12 inch EP called Fighting Boys on which Ig©r 
Pop contributed vocals. 

Singer George Anthony, who was raised in San Diego, 
began his vocal training in choir and opera in private schools. 

Chris Smith grew up in New Jersey and has been playing 
the guitar since he was 16. He adds a "heavy metal" element 
to t^ band with his tight loids that occaswially surface 
within the fullblown activity of the music. 

Olson has been playing the drumi for 23 yeare.Ifc's 
an ex-mem^ of the Standbys, one of &m Dido's first punk 
bands to put out a record. 

Barry Farwell has been playing bass for about three years. 
His musical past consists of five years of classical and 
contemporary training on piano. After picking up the bass 
he realized that was his forte, so he bought one and six 
months later he joined the band. 

The Battalion of Saints' hardcore is complex. All 
instruments are turned up to the point where the sound is 
almost pure fe^back— like the churning roar of an intricate 
machine. Olson supplfes a fast and consistent beat, Farwrtl's 
bass btes and Smith's heavy tmtal lelids mmte a tension 
that threatens to lose control. Anthony's high spe^ lyrics 
are hard to distinguish, but the passion is felt all the same. 
Unlike most hardcore bands The Battalion of Saints doesn't 
emphasize cuss words to express their anger— they just rage 
with their sonic attack. 

Bat, along with local hardcore band Sector Four and 
Amazing Grace from Miami will perform at Nature's Way 
on tenday for an "all-ages show." The show starts at 5 p.m. 
and admission is $4. No alcohol will be served. 



Care Bears' gains on 'Police Academy'

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percent is spent on prevention and public health. And the 
budget Reagan gave to Congress in February prases that 
the AIDS funding be cut by $10 million. 

Alan O'Hara from the AIDS Education Project, a private 
organization in Key West, said what the Federal government 
has done has been "too little, too late." He said he would 
ake to see more government money spent on health education 
and prevention on AIDS. 

His organization— which provides a monthly newsletter 
and booklet «ititled A guide to AIDS to anyone in the United 
States who is interested in the subject— will be dosed as of 
April 19 because private funding is ending and there m no 
state or federal funds to take up the slack. 

Sacks said the federal and state governments should invest 
money now because it will pay off later by containing the 
disease. The money could be used for educating the general 
public and high risk groups, better monitoring of new cases, 
and research that will lead to improvements in diagnosis and 
treatment of the dimse. 

• • • 

Alan was lucky— his lover of ten years did not abandon 
him. Bill spent his savings to support Alan and nurs^ him 
daily during the long months before his hospitdization. 

Bill and Alan closed themselves off from thar ftumly and 
friends during the long illness— which seems to be a typical 
reaction of gays affected by AIDS: this new disease further 
alienates an already disenfranchised group. 

But when Alan was hospitalized, his family and friends 
came to New York. They wanted him to let them be involved 
and help him back to health. 

For most AIDS patients, the hospitalization is the 
beginning of the wd— but Alan fought back. He is now 
recuperating at home. Amy visited him in March, and was 
surprised by what she saw. 

"His attitucte was gre^,'* she said. "He wasMi^ better 
than he had for a year and a half and he was eating normally. 
He said he couldn't die while Reagan was in office «■ before 
he sees the Dolphins win the 1986 Super Bowl.** 

Maybe it's the continued support of his lover and friends 
that keeps Alan going. Maybe he is lucky and the normal 
white blood cells in his system are gaining control over the 
defective ones. In any case, Alan could get well. Researchers 
are still searching for an answer as to why some people get 
really sick from the HTRL-III virus while others are not 
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affected. What makes some people die and others live? 
A New Test for AIDS? 

Researchers have recently developed a new antibody test 
for the HTLV-III virus. 

"This is mt a test for AIDS," Sacks said. "It's major 
function is to scre«i blood in blood banks. It will be very 
effective in preveming the acquuing of AIDS from blood 
tranfusions." 

Both Sacks and O'Hara warn high risk group membws 
against taking the test, however, because it's not foolproof. 

"You could have a positive test, but not have an active 
case of AIDS," Sacks said. "You could also have a negative 
test and be coming down with an acute infection." 

Many gay activists advise homosexuals to avoid taking the 
test becau^ the results could end up in medical records. 
Insurance companies or anployers could toi use this 
information to d«iy benefits or emptoyment. 

How Florida Measure Up 

While Florida doesn't yet have any organized system to 
deal with victims of AIDS, other states do. In California 
and New York, people can receive emergency funding, and 
a buddy to help with shopping and other day-to-day living 
tasks. They can become a member of a local AIDS support 
group or go to a counselor for psychological adjustment to 
the disease. Family and friends can also attend numerous 
support groups and counseling activitiw to help them cope 
with the crisis. - 

And wl»t about Florida? All Florida AIDS public health 
workers are pmd by rtic federal governm^. Last year 
Governor Graham vetoed a $250,000 grant for AIDS 
research to the University of Miami. His veto message seemed 
to indicate that he felt the federal government was taking 
care of the AIDS research adequately. 

Dr. Margaret Fischel— who is researching AIDS at 
Jackson Memorial Hospital in Miami— has problems with 
the governor's veto. She said she's beginning to feel the 
fina^il crunch of the federal cutbacks to University AIDS 
research. ' 

"We iMke dia^iostt awl refeirals for the majority of 
AIDS cases in tte MmA iroi aad « farflortti i» ^nesvtte 
and Tallahassee,** ^ said. "We are bi^nning to have to 
turn people away." 

Don Jones, spokesman for the Tampa Bay Gay HotliM^ 
one of the areas in Florida hit worse by the epidemic— s^id 
Florida AIDS victims need more help than they're getting.

Most people with AIDS experience economic problems, he 
said, because they usually lose jobs, friends and their support 
system. 

•'Applying for federal benefits like welfare and Medicaid 
is very slow and cumbersome," Jones said. He feels the state 
should increase and supplement special benefits like 
federally-extended disability funds for AIDS patients. 

Abrams said he understands why the state of Florida has 
done so little in the past in regard to AIDS. 

"There has not been enough sense of urgency in the state 
legislature," he said. ''And we reaUy have lacked a state plan 
in the past." 

HRS supplied an action plan and funding proposal 
recently to F-lorida's Subcommittee of Medical and Economic 
Services. The legislature will consider the plan this session. 

The package requests $581,917 which Dr. Stephen King, 
State Public Health Officer, described as "adequate in a 
tight-year— budget wise." He said the package is "a 
professional and practical way to accomplish what you can 
in one year's time." 

Part of the funds would be used to bolster a federal grant 
HRS has applied for to set up 16 alternative testing sites for 
the new AIDS antibody test. The idea is to steer high risk 
group members away from blood banks. 

According to Sacks, the alternate sites will be set up in 
a totally confidential way— using numbers instead of names 
to identify people. Counseling, medical evaluation, and 
referral for those receiving a positive test are all part of the 
plan. 

Another part of tlw funds will provide the needed 
information about tMs new disease to health care 
professionals, members of high risk groups and the genend 
public. Sacks hop^ this information will help dispel myths 
and misconceptions Floridians have about AIDS. 

"People overreact to AIDS— it cannot be spread by 
handshakes, food, toilet seats, or plates," he said. 

The third part of the AIDS action plan is to add additional 
personnel to bone up epidemiological surveillance and case 
investigation focused specifically on AIDS in Florida. 

A spokeswoman for the Florida Task Force, a lobbying 
group for Gay and Lesbian concerns, said there are rumors 
in Tallahassee that Gov. Graham may veto this proposal, 
too. Tampa's Jones agrees. "Graham just dom not want to 



finance AIDS," he said. 

Jill Chamberlain, press spokeswoman for the governor, 
said Graham thinks highly of Secretary Pingree of HRS and 
wU probably support what HRS feels is necessary for AIDS. 
Effects of AIDS on TaUakassee 

Leon County has only had 6 reported cases of AIDS, 
according to John Dillon from the Leon County Public 
Office. Ahhough Dillon said he is involved in some limited 
health education, most of the AIDS work has been left up 
to the C.D.C. 

Both Jones and O'Hara said Tallahasseeans shouldn't wait 
until AIDS hits, but should prepare for it ahead of time.

Jon^ suggested gay orgimizatipns contact social service 
ag^cies and medical care>providers who would p<Menti^y 
be working with AIDS victims. Looking at programs in 
Tampa, California and New York would help give local 
people ideas on the best way to meet the problem he said. 

Tallahassee gays have been aware of the problem with 
AIDS and apparently have changed their lifestyles. 

"I feel like I'd be playing Russian roulette to go to a bar 
and pick up someone like I used to do," said one local gay 
man. He feels most gays in Tallahassee are experimenting 
with more ^nogamous relationships.

Gays also have ^ome more health conscious in all aspects 
of their lives, he smd. They are using "good hygiene and 
measures to prevent catching all forms of sexuaUy 
transmitted diseases." 

He said he feels AIDS has pulled the Tallahassee gay 
community closer togethfr— just i^ it has in other areas of 
the country. Nationally, gay organizations have done more 
to disseminate preventive information sUKJUt AIDS then any 
other federal or state agency. 

Another local homosexual said he knows people are going 
less and less to bath houses in Jacksonville and Orlando. 
He feels most gays in Tallahass^ are informed about the 
risk of AIDS and are acting accordingly. 

He said all Floridians concerned about ^IDS should write 
their representatives and the govwnor and encourage them 
to support the current legislati(m heing cMid^d Ais 
session. 

How can you keep from catching AIDS? According to 
Sacks it is important to limit your number of sexual partners 
and avoid having sex with strangers. Using condoms is a 
good idea he said, and folks should remember semen can 
transmit the virus. Members of high risk groups should not 
donate blood, sperm, or body organs. Sacks said intravenous 
drug u%rs should use clean needles and not share them. If 
you develop any AIDS-like symptons— w^ich include 
p^sistent tiredness, fever, swollen lymph glands, w^ght loss 
and purple grcwths on skin-*conUict y<«r physicm 
immediately. 

Finally Sacks explains that stresses on your immune system 
will allow the virus to make you sick once you are exposed, 
so stay as healthy as possible— reduced intake of drugs and 
alcohol, eat a healthy diet, get plenty of rest and exercise. 

• • • 

Alan's father is wealthy but l« sulmks on welfare and 
Bars trust fund— mostly because they mt too proud to s^k 
for handouts. Alan's medical bills are in the thousands. 
Without being able to work, there is no way for Mm to pay 
4hem back. 

Amy thinks the AIDS epidemic is an "iromc tr^edy for 

the gay community." 

"Just when they get the sense that their lifestyle is O.K. 
and they gain some political power, they come down with 
AIDS, which kills young men in the prime of life — those 
without financial resources and who can't get adequate 
care," she said.

Seminoles host 'Canes 
in key 3-game stand

It's at 7 p.m. tonight at Seminole Stadium. 
That's all you need to know. 

Okay, if you want specifics, Florida State hosts the Miami 
Hurricanes tonight in the first of three-game series that will 
tell a lot about both teams. It's also a renewal of a rivalry 
that is probably the only one at Florida State that is bigger 
than any I SU-Florida rivalry. 

And for tiood reason. The 'Canes (42-8) are the second- 
ranked team in the country right now, Tailing from the top 
spot just this week. .Micr a series at Mark Light Stadium 
that saw Miami lake two of three games, the Hurricanes shot 
to the top spot in the polls. FSU head coach Mike Martin, 
who takes this rivalry very seriously, felt that if Florida State 
ha^S taken the rubber match of that series (which Miami won 
6-5 in 10 innings), it would be the Seminoles sitting on top 
of the college baseball heap instead of Miami. 

'*lt's the biggest series on our schedule," Martin said. "I 
guess this is the only one bigger than Florida. It's a series 
that will not make or break us by any means, but it's a fun 
series because you have two ball clubs highly ranked playing 
an important series. 

"We're very excited about competing.'* 

Considering the fact that the Seminoles almost won the 
final game of that earlier series, plus the fact that the game 
won't be played on Mark Light's artificial turf this time, 
FSU has a good chance of taking this series. AdcL^to that 
the gmeral assumption that the Seniinoles' pitching has 
improved of late, and you've got a close, exciting series. 

"It's a situation where we feel good about our pitching 
staff right now," Martin said. "We've established Ritchie 
Lew is as our short relief man and Ray Revak as our middle 
relief man, and we have Paul Thomas to come in against 
certain left-handed batters." 

Martin named Doug Little (9-1, 1.90 LRA), Mike Loynd 
(7-3, 3.68 LRA) and former Miami Hurricane Kevin Smith 
(6-1, 4.37 ERA) as the starting pitchers for the three games. 
Little is pitching perhaps the best of his carw, placing second 
only to Lewis with 74 strikeouts while leacting the team in 
complete games with five. 

Offensively, the 'Noles are on a tear, as their eighth-inning 
performance against Central Florida Wednesday may have 
proved, FSU scored nine runs in that inning to turn a close 
10-6 game into batting practice. 

As usual, Frank "Pasta" Fazzini leads the Seminole bats*

owning a .433 average, tops on the squad. The junior also 
leads the team in home runs (20), runs batted in (79), and 
is a surprising second in stolen bases (14 of 16 attempts). 

"Frank's swinging the bat very well," Martin said. "He's 
always going to get good pitches with Jimmy Jones behind 
him in the order and he's always been a good fielder. When 
he's successful, he doesn't just sit back and relax. He'll 
continue to work hard to get better." 

Miami will counter wit^ a pitching staff and offense that 
is just as formidable, but has a question mark or two. Don 
Davies (9-1 , 2.21 ERA) wiU be the starter on Friday's game, 
but UM head coach Ron Fraser will go with Kevin Sherry 
on Saturday. Sherry is coming off a back injury that sidelined 
him for over a month, which explains his 1-1 record and 3.52

FSU students vie for 
spots on handball team

It's a sport that can best be described as a cross among 
basketball, softball, soccer and water polo. 

Team handball is the name of the game, and tryouts for 
the National Sports Festival's Women's South team will be 
held Saturday at Tully Gym beginning at noon. 

"Tallahassee is a good central location for the tryouts," 
said Penny Stone, a member of the 1984 Olympic team 
handball squad and Florida State student. "The assistant 
coach of th^ South squad called and asked if we could hold 
the tryouts here and everything just worked out." 

Stone was very instrumental in luring the tryouts to FSU . 
She knew Rita Clanton, the asastant coach for the South 
team, and had mentioned Tallahassee as a potential tryout 
spot. Tallahassee will be one of only two spots in the country 
designated as a tryout site. Ft. Worth, Tex. will be the other. 

"(The committee) had hoped to have four sites for 
tryouts," Stone said. "But they ended up having only two." 

The sport itself is quite unusual. The court measures 132 
feet by 60 feet with a goal on each end, standing about six 
feet high and ten feet wide. There is a six-meter circle around 
the goal that stretches about 20 feet designated as the goalie's 
area, a section which neither offaisive nor defensive players 
may enter. Players may jump from outside the line to try 
to score, but may not actually walk or ran into the area. 

"When a player tries to score he can jump into a goalie 
area which makes the game very exciting," Stone said. "You

Florida Hambcaii 
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The triathlon: Where athletes may fear to tread

It won't be a typical Hawaiiati vacation lor Dciins Bunn 
and his wife when they pack their bags early this fall. 

•While most tourists are soaking up the radiant sun of 
Hawaii, Bunn will be among the 1,100 competitors to 
comi^ete in the Ironman Triathlon Competition. 

The Ironman Competition is among the toughest in aU 
of sports, as competitors compete in a 2.4-mile swim, 
followed by a 1 12-mile bike race and a 26.2 mile marathon. 
The triathlon is a continuous combiuaiion of swimming, 
biking, and running. Triathlon gained notariety in ihc laic 
1970s when ABC Sports featured the grueling Ironman 
triathlon in Hawaii, which Bunn said is now the top spectator 
attraction of "Wide World of Sports." 

In jusi the last few years, the tfi^l^n has reached great 
heights in poputgnty. Triathlon Magazine reports a jump 
I from 1,000 triathletcs in 1983 to LI million in 1985. 
"Lots of folks are taking it seriously," Bernie Waxman, 
Florida State director of inlramurals said. "Triathlon is 
increasing in popularity as much as jogging did 15 years ago. 
It is probably the wave of the future." . 

"In any weekend y6u can find one (a triathlon 
competition) in the U.S.," said Bunn. 

Following a national trend, interest in the state of Florida 
has grown. Mark Dietrich, one of the founding members 
of the Tallahassee Triathlon Club said the number of 
triathlon events has increased from about two or three to 
18-20 over the last five years. 

One of those triathlons is Saturday's Tallahassee Spring 
Triathlon. Sponsored by the Tallahassee Triathlon Club, 
Cyclesport U.S.A. and Fleet Feet, the race begins at 8:30 
a.m. and is open to the public at the Silver Lake Recreation 
Area. Distances for the race are: quarter-mile swim, Ip-mile 
bike ride, and a 3.1-mile run. 

Triathlon Muguzine, a periodical devoted to the sport, 
featured an article this month on the growth of the sport 
in the Sunshine State. In his story, entitled "Florida; 
.Sunshine, Oranges and Triathlons," Writer Joh n jjohs on 
said, "The state has enormous potential to becon^^pew 
triathlon meect^ aiid Florida's ultimate impact on tSe sport 
nationally could be substantial,"

Bunn said that all hough California presently possesses a 
greater number of competitions, Florida, because of its 
ueather, is the next state to offer athletes numerous 
opportunities to compete." 

Even Tallahassee has warmly welcomed the sport. Since 
its inception last year, the Tallahassee Triathlon Club has 
grown to 30 members. Although severaF aher smaller 
competitions have brow held, Saturday's triathlon is the 
club's first major attempt to attract area triathletes. 

"We're trying to promote the sport so people can see what 
it's really like," Dietrich said. "This is a raw for beginners, 
and we expect a lot of college students." 

Bunn said the Tallahassee Spring Triathlon is, "Well 
within the grasp of anybody." 



Although most of the ccxnpetitors will not vigorously train 
for Saturday's race, top athletes like Bunn train in excess 
of 35 hours a week. 

Intensifying his trciining for the Ironman iriaihk)n on Apr. 
1, Bunn weekly logs six to eight miles of swunminu. 180- 190 
miles cycling and 50 miles running. Every weekdas morning, 
the Jacksonville native runs nine miles to work. Then, instead 
of taking his lunch break, BUnn swims at the Florida State 
Union pool. After work, Bunn picks up the Wej^rWs wife 
brings him, and cycles until dark. The week is culminated 
on Saturday by a 70-80 mile round trip Wcycte trek lo 
Georgia.

Stewart and his father, 64-year-old 
William Stewart had been close. 

"Dad taught me to play golf," said 
Stewart.

Stewart, 28, found out last May that his 
father, who died three weeks ago, was ailing.

"We had all accepted the 
fact thst he wtis going to die, e^ my father, 
so there was a feeling of reUef that he did 
die."

Constituents tell Fuqua: 
spend less money for war

FLAMBEAU WRITES 

Tallahassee residents, up in arms about 
increased military spending and worried about 
federal budget cuts, made certain that their 
voices were heard at Saturday's Town Me«ing 

at Bethel-Baptist Church. 

"If children are starving, whether or not we 
balance the budget is moot," said one woman. 

Jack McLean, Tallahassee City 
Commissioner, moderated the meeting of 
approximately 200, many of whom came to 
hear the guest speaker, Congressman Don 
Fuqua, who represents this district in 
Washington. 

In their questions to the Congressman, the 
audience pressed for clear answers to Fuqua's 
position on military spending: he was 
somewhat evasive. 

When asked about his views on the Trident 
submarine, Fuqua picked up a Holy Bible 



from the pulpit and said, "If I throw this at 
you now, that's a first strike. 1 don't know 
what people mean by first strike." 

Fuqua also said that he supports human 
rights and cited his co-sponsorship of the Anti- 
apartheid Act of 1985. Furthermore, he will 
support a "mutual and verifiable fre^e*' with 
the Soviet Union. But, he said, "I'm afraid 
of the Soviet Union, and I'm sure they're 
afraid of us." 

William Bilkovich,FSU engineering student, 
was there to express his own views on military 
spending. "Each man, woman, and child 
contributes $120 a month on military 
spending." Bilkovich has a wife and one child. 
"I personally don't fear the Russians $360 
bucks-a-month worth." 

Audience sentiment ran high to stop U.S. 
aid to the 'contras' rebel group in Nicaragua. 
About ^ protestors brought signs into the

Dean Winters to retire

A teacher and administrator at Florida State 
L iiiversity since 1949, and a Dean lor more 
than 20 years, Stephen Winters has announced 
that he's retiring from administrative duties. 
Reluctantly. 

N 'Let's say that a number of different issues 
played a role in it, but ftindamentally I was 
no longer enjoying the^^ of administrator 
as I had in the past,' said Wintm, 64. Things 
were -I hate to be sounding tritt- not mitch 
fun. And I felt 1 shouldn't be continuing, ' 
along those lines.' 

Winters, who was Dean of Basic Studies 
until last year, when he was named head of 
the Honors program, would not give any 



specifics over the phone Sanday, other than 
to say that 'I no longer wanted to be involved 
in this administration.' He said he submitted 
a written resignation in March to FSU Vice 
President for Academic Affairs Gus Turnbull 
and to President Bernie Sliger who, Winters 
said, sent him a note expressing his regret. 

'He (Winters) has had a long and 
distinguished career,' said Turnbull. '1 was 
{^rsonally quite disappointed, because we've 
made strips with the Honors program, and 
if s going to take a lot of work to keep that 
up.' Turnbull said Winters was taking 
advantage of an 'early retirement program*^ 
which is due to be phased out soon by a new

Place trucks and mud in civic center— shake well

iAbout 4,000 whoopin', yee-hawin' truck fans 
attended the Motorsports Extravaganza— commonly 
known as a truck pull— at the Leon CmMty Cim Center 
Saturday night. 

Among the hoardes witnessing the fun in the ma^ 
mud were the Flambeau's down-home sports enthusiast 
J. L. Branch and uptown performance art critic Jane 
Armstrong. 

Here, in point/counterpoint, are their views: 

Branch: I tell you what, if you didn't get dowq to the 
Tallahassee Leon County Civic Center for the 
Motorsport Extravaganza this past weekend, you missed 
a good one. I never been to an indoor truck pull, so 
when I went down to that big cement Civic Center 
Saturday night at 8 and paid my 12 dollars and 50 cents, 
I didn't know what I was getting into. 

But boy, I knew it was going to be good as soon as 



I opened the glass door and got into that big hallway 
that goes around the middle— the sound of those All- 
Terrwn-Vehicles was a-roaring out of the arena. I 
foDowed the «igine noise right to the action— four fellas 
on yellow motor trikes going around and around— it 
was just fascinating to watch those boys going around 
and arotmd. That diesel exhaust was enought to get you 
high. 

After I got over the initial excitement, I was able to 
take in the set-up the U.S. of A. Hot Rod Association 
had installed in the Civic Center for the occasion. The 
boys on the motor trikes were riding an oval track on 
cement. Smack dab in the middle of the track was a big 
pile of dirt. That's what it was, a big pile of dirt just 
like outside. 

Armstrong: Truckpull, a three part performance 
piece presented last weekend at the Leon County 
Civic Center by an extraordinary arts troupe 
named, quaintly, the United States Hot Rod 



Association, was an apt demonstration of 
performance art's current preoccupation with 
parody of popular culture. 

The piece, a study in hyper-realism, was an 
arrestingly exact recreation of a "truck pull"— a 
banal spectator sport enjoyed by a rather earthy 
sub-segment (or, shall we say, sub-soil) of the 
American population. The object of the sport is. 
to drive a truck through mud. The driver who 
travels the furthest distance before becoming 
stuck in the mud is the winner. 

An installation, featuring a spectacular 150-feet- 
long mud sculpture, filled the Civic Center space. 
Surrounding the mud sculpture was a dirt-strewn 
race track. In the first piece young members of the 
troupe, mocking the athletics of restless

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FSU School of Library changes deans

After commanding the forces in the Florida State 
University School o\' I ihrary and Information Science for 
17 years, Dean Harold (joldslein has <^w:ided to relinquish 
his title to somebody else. 

As he lists his accomplishments over the past 17 years, 
one realizes that ahhough his contributions are great, his 
humility is just as ijppressive. Goldstein, whose degrees 
include an EED, an MA, and a BS, all from Columbia 
University, was also President of the Association of Library 
Information Science Education and the Florida Library 
Association. As Dean of FSU's Library and Information 
Science School, Goldstein established the first PhD pa^mn 
in the Southeast. He also created an audio/visual training 
skills lab with up-to-date education technology, and 
according to Alphonse Trezza, assistant Library Science 
Professor, Goldstein has searched out and secured an 
excellent faculty. Goldstein's efforts in planning and 
obtaining the School of Library and Information Science 
building—* 'the best library science facility in the U.S.," as 
fte calls it— cannot go unnoticed either. 

'*Dean Goldstein is one of the better deans in the country,*' 
said Trezza, "He is a very approachable dean. He hires an 
effective and qualified faculty and then lets them do their 
work. He's very democratic." 

Goldstein does not regret his decision to step down as 
Dean, but instead looks forward to the next two or three 
years when he'll be teaching at FSU and possibly doing 
research at Florida State's London Program office. 



Goldstein downplays his 
accomplishments. 

"I am privileged to be in 
a position like this," he said. 
"But without my wonderful 
faculty, 1 wouldn't be where 
1 am." 

The man taking 
Goldstein's position is Dr. 
William Summers, former 
state librarian of Florida. He 
was most recently Dean of 
the College of Library and 
Information Studies at the 
University of South 
Carolina.

Summers, originally from Jacksonville and a 1955 
graduate of FSU, received a Masters Degree in library science 
in 1959 and a PhD in 1973, both from Rutgers University. 

Summers competed for the jW) of Dean of Library and 
Information Science at FSU with 30 other applicants. 
Twenty-six were eliminate and four were interviewed— three 
men and one woman. 

"Summers has a strong interest in the importances of 
research," said Trezza. "Our school offers graduate degrees 
and research is very important in that area. He's also going 
to push harder towards information studies involving 
automation computers and new technology. It will be a more 
aggressive program that will open up jobs for graduates."

Seminole Express changes routes

By the time you've finished reading this 
story, Florida State University Parking 
Services will have already taken the first step 
in trying to eliminate the transportation 
problems on FSU campus. Two new bus 

routes have now been implemented, the 
addition of more small-car parking spaces 
over the summer, and plans to construct a 
$3 million parking garage are currently on 
the agenda. 

The revised Seminole Express bus route 
wiU begin at fifteen-minute intervals in front 
of the Westcott Buildmg on Copeland Street, 
turn left on Call Street— bypassing the heavy 
concentration of traffic on Ivy Way— and 
continue to Campbell Stadium to complete 
its old route. 

"The existing route takes anywhere from 
20 minutes to 30 minutes during peak 
periods," said Al Gilligan, Coordinator of 
Parking Services. "The new system will cut 
the Seminole Express route down to 15 or 

20 minutes." 
A second route, the "shortstop," will 



service the science area of campus by starting 
at Campbell Stadium, turning right onto 
PiOmetto Street from Chieftan Way and then 
turn right onto Antarctic Circle, continuing 
back to Campbell Stadium where the old 
route left off. The "shortstop" is expected 
to run at five minute intervals from 12:30 
p.m. to 5:30 p.m. 

The bus stop across from Dodd Hall will 
be eliminated and one across from the Union 
Pool will be added to the new route. 

In the past students have expressed 
dissatisfaction with the old route, 
complaining that it took too long to get 
where they wanted to go. 

"I don't mind riding the buses when I'm 
not in any hurry, but when I need to be at 
a specific place by a certain time, I prefer to 
walk," said FSU student Beverly WilHams. 

"We are trying to maximize the efficiency 
of the bus service under the funds we have 
now," said Gilligan. "1 feel that the students 
will have quicker access to campus and they 
will be provided with an option which will 
take them directly to central campus."

Prospects for open government in 1985-86 include both 
grave dangers and positive opporiunties. 

Positive opportunities exist because the provisions of the 
1983-84 reforms, including the Open Government Sunset 
Review Act, begin to take effect and because many legislators 
have been alerted to the importance of open government 
principtes through the work of the Select Committee on C^n 
Government in 1983-84. 

But grave dangers exist also. Many forces behind closure 
who lost in the 1983-84 reforms have regrouf^ for an effort 
to regain their losses. Consider three specific examples of these 
dangers, regarding law enforcement, teachers and city records. 
First, in 1983, the Open Government Committee which 1 
chaired succeeded in opening Florida Statute 1 12.533 regarding 
complaints against law enforcement officers. Instead of citizen 
complaints being closed forever, if the internal departmental 
review did not find probable cause, all complaints were 
opened, whether internal probable cause was found or not.

Now, however, House Bill 278 (by Rep. Barry Kutun, D- 
Miami) has been filed to expand the definition of complaints 
filed by citizens to include criminal complaints filed by citizens 
with the state attorney and the governor. These complaints 
must be kept secret under the bill until the probable cause 
finding is made. Thus, State Attorney Janet Reno (11th 
Circuit — Dade County) could not have acknowledged that 
she was investigating the beating death of Arthur McDuffie 
by police officers, even during the riot over this event. 

Second, regarding teachers, my 1983 reforms opened 
complaints apinst teiK;hers. The reaction of the Dade School 
Board was to adopt a rule destroying t^hs- complaints rather 
than release them. This issue is in court litigation and may 
be decided in 1985, but the cost of litigation against pubUdy- 
paid school board attorneys is very high. 

Third, regardi^ dty records, my 1984 reforms prohibited 



officials from destroying records which they claimed were 
"non-public" after a written request was made for the records. 
This was in reponse to the destruction by then-Miami City 
Manager Howard Gary of records relating to the firing of 
Police Chief Ken Harms. 

However, r«;ently Miami Mayor Maurice Ferre has 
destroyed records relating to the firing of Gary after he 
leceiv^ an oral request from a rqK>rter, but before the 
r^rtes- could return with a written recp^. This isM^ is in 
litigation also. 

Nonetheless, positive opportunities are present. First, the 
automatic repe^ of exemptions to the sunshine laws begins 
in 1986. If the press focuses attention on the review process, 
the sunset provisions can be made to work in favor of open 
government. (Now, however, open government issues are 
scheduled to be reviewed by the same committee, House 
Governmental Operations, whose chairman wrote the 
offensive HB 278 and which has passed this bill.) 

Second, the Legislature can respond to the negative 
govemm^tal actions described here by passing further 
reforms. My HB 447 provides that an oral request is enough 
to trigger the prohibition against destruction of "non-public" 
records and creates a new infraction for destruction of records 
which does not require proof of intent. 

Third, proponents of open government can kill bad bills, 
such as HB 278 (although this bill already passed full 
committee, where Rep. Ileana Ros', R-Miami, amendment to 
reform the bill died on a 6 to 7 vote). 

So far, 1985-86 legislature has shown hostility toward, rather 
than commitment to, open government. Hostile committees 
currently control open government issues, and no special 
emphasis has been placed on the review process mandated by 
the Open Government Sunset Review Act. 

The dai^ers outweigh the opportuniti^. Supporters of open 
government must make themselves heard on these specific 
issues.

oversized motorized tricycles. This ritualistic 
movement symbolized the death of competitive 
civilization; the mud— the burial mound of a 
society destroying itself in a frenzy of pointless, 
vicious activity. 

The motor trikes were mighty impressive,but they were 
just chicken-in-a-biscuit party crackers meant to get the 
crowd's juices flowing for the roast beef of the show- 
Big Foot— the most talked about vehicle this side of that 
fancy Japanese train. Let me tell you, those Orientals 
got nothing on Bigfoot the truck. That pretty blue thii^ 
came rolling into the arena on its one-ton tires, skens 
blaring, and the crowd went crazy. 

Big Foot eased around the track a couple of times, 
then sashayed up to the first of two pairs of junk cars 
to do its thing.The crdwd held its breath as Big Foot 
sat idling at a rumt^e, front tites nearly touting the 
two junkers. Then vrooooom and that blue baby was 
sittii^ on the crunched-in roofs of those two cars like 
a big tin rooster straddling two aluminum hens. It was 
ft sight to s^. In fsMf k sent cMls up my spine to think 
of how much fun yoii could have in traffic with a 
contraption like Big Foot. 

"Big Foot," the second and, perhaps, most 
^sionary piece^began with the disembodi^ voice 
of The Announcer "Nowhere in the world has 



there been a vehicle that has received as much 
attention. A high school class even built a replica 
of it..." A 12,000 pound trucl<— each wheel 
weighing 1,000 pounds— with a shiny blue cab, 
polished chrome trim, and wildly shrieliyng, sirens 
howled into the installation space. 

Then, in a violent comment on society's 
preoccupation with property, and specifically the 
vehicle, the giant truck mounted and crushed two 
junic cars that had been hauled onto the track. In 
a pseudo-orgasmic fury, the truck's lights flashed 
its siren wailed: the monster vehicle— an icon for 
a culture sated with a macho-sexual desire for 
more, better, bigger possessions. 

After Big Foot— that four-wheeled headrush— came 
the truck pull pr(^r. Stirling with the street -type 
unmodified trucks and working up to the modified and 
very-much modified classes, each contestant would ease 
his truck up onto the dry end of the dirt pile and idle 
until he got the signal to start, then gun his^ engine and 
go until his truck was belly ^eep in mud, until he 
couldn't go anymore. Then the officials would get out 
the tape measure and see how he'd done, and the earth 
mover would winch out the truck, clearing the track for 
the next contestant. 

By the time the first truck up, a tan Chevy pick-up, 
sat ready to go at the end of the mud-run, the crowd 
was ready for blood, for a real test of skills down in 
the dirt. We all hung to the edges of our seats as truck 



after truck shot the run, bogged up, and got towed, 
again and again and again. The winning street-style 
machine came in at 78'2" and the modifieds slid in to 
well over 80' in that tire-sucking, no-traction muck. 

In the action-packed excitement department, the truck 
pull gave me all I asked for and more. I tell you what, 
it was just almost too much to take in one sitting. And 
worth every penny I paid for it. 

The work culminated with a staging of a "pull." 
Truck after truck drove through tne long mound 
of m1j^ only to become stuck, time after time, the 
wheels spinning angrily, spewing mud all over the 
installation, performers, and observers. 

The painful repetition in the piece mirrored the 
terrible sameness of life in an aimless society— 
again and again the truck hits the same muddy 
wall. The only reward for surmounting the wall is 
to drive off into the dirt track abyss. 

Although Truckpull's imitation of a popular 
culture phenomenon does serve to comment on 
the phenomenon, and society on the whole, it also 
shakes the definition of performance art itself. 
One vexing question remains: with its 
preoccupation with mass culture, how does 
performance art differ from sports or pls^^ orott^r 
popular diversion? 

If art looks like life, and if all of life is art, then 
why bother to study it at all? 

Why, indeed.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua— Nicaragua's Defense 
Ministry announced Sunday it would investigate whether 
a slain anti-Sandinista rebel— first identified as an 
American **mer(^ary"— was an active member of the 
U.S. armed forces. 

Ministry officials earlier reported the rebel, killed 
March 27 in a northern war zone, was wearing a U.S. 
Army dog tag, identifying him as Roger Patterson. 

But U.S. officials confirmed Saturday that Patterson 
was alive and living in Selma, Ala. 

NAPLES, Italy— A U.S. serviceman on a tourist jaunt 
fell into the crater of volcanic Mount Vesuvius Sunday 
and rescue workers raced to the scene to try to pull him 
out, Italian policcisaid. 

Italian officials said tl^ soldier and a buddy were 
peering into tte4.000-loot-deep volcano near the bay of 
Naples when he apparently feU into the crater by accident. 
It was not clear how far he fdl .or whether he w^ seriously 
injured.

meeting stating "Get CIA Mercenaries Out of Nicaragua." 

Ira Shorr, coordinator of the Tallahassee Peace Coalition, 
received a standing ovation for his comments on military 
spending. Shorr proposed a budget alternative he said he 
gathered from the 1985 Congressional Black Caucus, to 
"create peace by preparing for peace." He asked for a $70 
billion dollar cut on military spending made possible, he said, 
by a nuclear weapons freeze with the Soviet Union. He also 
calted for an end to military assistaiice to human rights 
violators. These cuts would leave "$70 billion dollars to be 
reinvested in America," Shorr said. 

The 1986 federal budget and its effects on Tallahassee 
residents was the emphasis for several speakers. Programs 
for children, housing, transportation, and student aid were 
highlighted. 

Bill Jones, lobbyist for the National Association of Social 
Workers, produced figures showing that Tallahassee's 
neighboring Madison City has a child death rate as high as 
any Third World nation due to poor member and infant care, 
but $1 million cuts in Medicaid are proposed.

at FSU, discussed the impact of cuts in Tallahassee housing 
programs. In light of proposed housing cuts, Connerly said, 
"TTie Reagan administration wants to get out of the housing 
business. I'm convinced they want to eliminate aid 
cOTipletely." Over "WOO Tallahassee residc«s, according to 



Connerly, are in need of better housing. 

TALTRAN, the dty's bus system, is also slated for cuts 
in the proposed budget. Chuck Cuthbertson, Director of 

Tallahassee's Budget Office, expressed great concern for the 
future of the program, whose current deficit of $704,000 is 
now being picked up by the federal government. 

The proposed budget will have a $15 million dollar effect 
on students alone. Elton Royal, FAMU Student Aid 
Director, made a presentation on behalf of students at Lively 
Vo-Tech, Tallahassee Community College, FSU, and 
FAMU, reviewing the expected cuts in Pell Grant and 
Guaranteed Student Loan Programs. The Pell Grant will be 
reduced by $600,000, and there will be a lower income cut- 
off for GSL recipients. The Student Educational Grant is 
to be eliminated entirely. 

Although he was somewhat disappointed with the 
Congressman's answers, Shorr said that he is glad that Fuqua 
heard "some concerns voiced by his constituents." 

Shorr hopes that one outcome of the meeting is that voters 
will express their concerns. 

"The budget debate will be continuing in the weeks 
ahead," he said. "It is imperative that people let their 
representatives know how they feel."

state law. The old program allows 
retired employees to return to work 
part-time after one month of retirement- 
the new law requires a year's hiatus 
before returning to work. 

But Winters said that although he was 
aware of the program, it wasn't the 
impetus that led him to retire.

Picasso craze sweeps Spain

MADRID, Spain— A tidal 
wave of nostalgia is poised to 
crash over this young 
democracy. 

It is not ten years since the 
death of the dictator 
Francisco Franco — and 
almost 50 years since he 
launched the rebellion that 
became Spain's barbaric 
Civil War, which took a 
million lives. 

Already, illustrated 
coffee-table size histories of 
the war and gossipy accounts 
of Franco's 40-year reign 
cram the nation's 
bookstores. The booming 
film industry is cranking out 
movies sympathetic to the 
Republican cause, and state 
television, under the 
guidance of the new socialist 
government, has scheduled a 
fistful of docudramas 
friendly to once taboo 
political subjects. 

The work of Pablo 
Picasso, once barred, is 
sweeping the country— particularly his 
"Guernica." This painting, perhaps his most 
famous, passionately condemns the bombing 
of the Basque town of Guernica by the 
German Air Force in 1937— the first aerial 
bombing of a civilian population in the 
history of wtrfare. 

Since "Guernica" returned here a little 
over three years ago, nearly two million 
visitors have filed past it in Madrid's Prado 
Museum, sometimes as many as 5,000 in a 
single day. 

"We expected a tail-off after the first year, 
but in August alone we had 80, (XK) visitors," 
says Don Joaquin DeLaPuente, sub- 
secretary of the Prado who now watches over 
"Guernica," and wrote a book on the 
painting which has sold tens of thousands of 
copies. 

Under Franco, reproductions of the 
painting often had to be smuggled in and 

hung secretly in closets, but now 
reproductions are proudly placedin hundreds 
of thousands of homes — so many that "El 
Pais," the New York Times of Spain, 
recently ran a "style" piece suggesting ways 
to incorporate the painting into the decor of 
one's apartment. 

In addition, dozens of plazas and streets 
in virtually every major city have been

renamed in Picasso's honor — not to mention 
Picasso postage stamps, Picasso galleries, 
Picasso discotheques, and a brisk business 
in Picasso T-shirts. "We can't keep enough 
of them in stock," says the manager of a tiny 
shop adjacent to the Prado. 

All this must have Gen. Franco doing a 
zarzuela in his grave. His edicts bamung 
public homage to Picasso— wtich contimied 
even after the painter's death in 
1973— worked so well that, despite his 
worldwide fame, only six of his 43,000 works 
were owned by Spanish collectors, apart 
from one large private collection, which has 
since become Barcelona's fine Picasso 
museum. 

When the Prado dared to exhibit a 1905 
canvas during the mid-1950s, viewers had to 
squint to read the nametag. "It was sort of 
our little secret," says DeLaPuente, then a 
young curator. 

Although Picasso apparently never set 
foot on his native Spanish soil after Franco 
came to power, the painter was 
"proscribed" — forbidden to enter the 
country and not recognized as a citizen — as 
an avowed Communist. (He was awarded the 
Lenin Peace Prize twice by the USSR— and

MIAMI— Funds to eliminate serious 
threats to the Everglades and other federal 
lands in south Florida are the focus of 
conservation efforts by The Wilderness 

Society, officials say.

One of the 
damaging acts has been interference with the 
natural seasonal flow of water, said Ron 
Tipton, newly-appointed Wilderness Society 
southeast regional director, 

* *One of the results has been a decrea^ of 
up to 90 percent in the population of some 
wading birds over the past 50 years, "he said. 

"We run the risk of losing the dozen 
endangered or threatened species that depend 
on this special ecosystem." 

Tipton said land purchases would help 
ease the threat to public lands in south 



Florida and the society is working on a 
proposal to get $10 million to acquire 
property at Big Cypress Natural Preserve, 
Biscayne National Park and Fakahatchee 
strand. Several conservation groups will 
ask Congr^ to allocate the money from the 
Land and Water Conservation Fund, Iw siud. 
Fakahatchee, located northwest of the 
Everglade, contains the only royal pahn-big 
cypress forest in the world, the largest 
concentration and variety of native orchids 
in America and some of the few remaining 
Florida panthers, said Tipton. 

''Purchase of the area, which is a joint 
federal-state effort, is critically important," 
he said. " Not only does it contain 
magnificent resources, but Fakahatchee 
provides flood control, water purification 
and acquifer recharge." 

Tipton said he will be working closely with 
Gov. Bob Graham's Save Our Everglades 
program.

larabi^t^ by the French Communist Party 
for a caricature he drew on Stalin's death, 
and often taken to task by the Soviet press 
for avoiding socialist reaUsm.) 

Painted for the doomed Spanish 
Republic's pavillion at the 1937 Paris 
International Exposition for a $7,0(K) 
stipend, the sombre black and white 
"Guernica" was far from a hit at first. When 
the Paris show closed, Spain's ambassador 
to Friuice sent the painting on to England 
aiid the United States in an effort to raise 
funds for his threatened government. 
Through 1939, the year Franco's forces 
toppled the loyalists, "Guernica" drew scant 
crowds and only paltry donations wherever 
it was shown. 

As the war spread across Europe, Picasso 
himself asked Albert Barr of New York 
City's Museum of Modern Art (MOMA) to 
hold the painting in safekeeping. There, 
partly because it was right under the noses 
of the art world's most influential critics, 
says DeLaPuente, "Guernica" soon became 
the star attraction. 

In ant survey, eight of every ten visitore 
said they had come to see the huge abstract. 
During its exile, "Guernica" brought the 
museum millions in postcard and 
reproduction sales. 

Then in 1977, two years after a 
constitutional monarchy had been restored, 
the Spanish government asked that 
"Guernica" be returned. MOMA was not 
enthusiastic, and questioned whether 
Picasso's conditions would be met — that the 
work could be returned only when 
"republican liberties had been re- 
estabUshed." 



A four-year legal tussle ensued, involving 
the Spanish and U.S. governments, the 
Prado and MOMA, Picasso's heirs, and 
several Spanish cities who wanted the 
painting—including Guernica, where the 
West German government had offered to 
build a cultural center as reparation. 

Eventually agreement was reached— then 
almost broken when a groiq) of army officers 
tried to stage a coup early in 1981. The 
painting was finally crated and, with security 
of the sort generally reserved for world 
leaders, shipped back to Spain. "The last 
exile has returned," said the then-minister of 
culture, Ignacio Cavero. 

Today, "Guernica" hangs inside an 
angular cage of bulletproof glass in an 18th 
century room— the price of MOMA's 
agreen^nt to r^um the painting only if it 
could be protected against terrorists. 

"I hate 'Guernica' in its jail of glass," 
wrote the Spanish painter Antonio Saura. 
DeLaPuente agrees. "There have been no 
incidents since the painting was installed. 
Indeed, the only time 'Guernica' has ever 
been physically attacked was in New York 
by some demented artist." 

But, he adds, the caging has an advantage. 
Its controlled micro-climate will let the work 
"endure for thousands of years and be seen 
by many millions. We have insured Picasso's 
immi^ality." 

Generalissimo Franco may not fare quite 
so well. He is buried in a monument he had 
built to honor the Civil War dead 20 minutes 
from Madrid, but Spain plans no extensive 
ceremonies to mark the 10th anniversary of 
his death. 

"We have a Socialist government now, you 
know," says a representative of the Spanish 
Tourist Board. "Things are very different in 
Spain these days."

Considering the level of play by both 
teams, it simply wasn't fitting for the Florida 
State/Miami series to be decided by errors. 
It's just not fair. 

But it was. 

FSU suffered a defensive letdown in the 
top of the l(kh inning, allowing three runs 
as Miami eaked out an 8-5 victory Sunday 
to take the series two games X^m%. Miami 
(40-6) won the first game on Friday 3-2 while 
FSU (40-17) took the second 13-5 on 
Saturday. 

That left Sunday's game to decide who 
would take the series in Seminole Stadium, 
and it was, ironically enough, poor defense 
that allowed Miami take the first series down 
in Mark Light Stadium. 

With the scored tied at 5-5, and both teams 
playing tough defense, Miami's Chris Hart 
ripped a single to right-center tlmt Paul 
Sorrento let go past him. Center fielder Eric 
Mangham scooped up the ball and threw it 
in, but not before Hart reached second. 

Pinch hitter John Noce then stepped up 
and sent a high pop fly to center. At first, 



Mangham appeared to have a bead on the 
hit, but at the last second hobbled the ball, 
scoring Hart and allowing Noce to reach 

second. 

To make matters worse, Rusty DeBold 
cranked his first home run of the season to 
cap off Miami's scoring and to ice the game. 

The Seminole bats, so loud throughout the ^ 
series, suddenly went silent, except for 
Sorrento's double that was not capitidized 
upon.

sophomore blasted consecutive home runs in the third and 
fifth innings. It was the first time since Bifar. 2—37 games 
ago— that Sorrento had sent a pitch over the wall. 

^ith the Hu^icanes winning four of the six games played 
against FSU this season, the Seminoles' chances for bid to 
the NCAA regional playoffs at the end of the season 
suddenly get a bit smaller, according to head coach Mike 
Martin.

In a game where nobody is really the winner, the Florida 
State football team finished up its spring drills Saturday 
afternoon with the annual Garnet and Gold game. 

And as head coach Bobby Bowden takes his team into the 
fall schedule, the question still remains: who will be the 
Seminoles' quarterback? Saturday's scrimmage solved little 
in FSU's confused QB picture. 

On one side, sophomore Danny McManus completed 13 
of 23 passes for 238 yards and three touchdowns to lead the 
Garnet to a 28-15 victory over the Gold.

Hearns and Hagler to meet 
in brawl to settle it all

A^TANT SPOKTS EDIT OK 

Boxing promoters in Las Vegas are billing 
it as 'The Fight of the Century." And when 
Marvelous Marvin Hagler and Ttenas 
Hearns step into the ring at Caesars Palace 
tonight, it will have all the ingredients 
necessary to live up to that hyperbolic billing. 

First, you have two of the most fearful 
boxers in the sport today in Hagler and 
Hearns. In his last title defense back in 
October, Hagler "drugged and mugged" 
number one ranked Mustafa Hamsho in 
round three. Many fighta^ these days are 
probaWy becoming more and more reluctant 
about the notion of tfyii^ to dethrone the 
30 year-old champion and his 60-2-2 record 
as Hamsho served as Hagler's 50th career 
knockout and ninth KO in just 10 title 
defenses. 

But Hearns, 34 KOs to go with a 40-1 
mark, doesn't seem to be at all unnerved by 
his opponent's statistics. With both the WBA 
and WBC welterweight titles, Detroit's 
"Motor City Cobra" will be looking to 
becon^ only the eighth fighter in boxing 
history to win tittes in thr^ different weight 
classes when he squares off with Flagler. 

The second and most important reason 
this fight has the potential to go down m 
the annals of boxing history is the 
relationship of the two fighters. Ladies and 
gentlemen, Hagler and Hearns just don't Hke 
each other. Plain and simple. We're talking 
about two guys who found it almost 
impossible to keep from throwing punches 
at each-other during a recent photo session 
with F%iyboy magazine. 

Hearns reportedly said that he trains hard 
for all his fights, but he has b^n training 
especially hard for this one so there won't 
be any problems when he gets into the ring. 
Hagler, on the other hand, has said he is 
going to be meaner than ever when the bell 



sounds. Both combatants have predicted the 
fight won't last more than three rounds. 

But let's look at this 12-round battle for 
the undisputed world middleweight crown 
more realistically. What the sold out crowd 
at Caesars Palace will see is a bout between 
a brawler in Hagler and a strategic boxer in 
Hearns. At age ^, Hearns has ms^ his way 
to the top of the welterweight boxing world 
by using a piercing left jab and a torpedo for 
a right hand to render opponents unconcious 
in little or no time. But the main criticism 
against "The Hitman" is he has never really 
knocked out a legitimate middle weight, and 
is now about to step into the ring with the 
best middle weight in the world. Hearns is 
apparently hoping that his height (6-foot- 1 
compared to Hagler's S-Wi) and reach 
(Hearns-78" to Hagler-75") advantage will 
be enough to keep the "Brockton 
Brawler" at a distance that will allow him 
to perform reconstructive surgery on 
Hagler's nose. 

While who is going to win the fight has 
been the subject of much debate, one thing 
is for sure; neither fighter will walk away 
with empty pockets. Both men will receive 
5.1 million dollars just for showing up at 
Caesars Palace. In addition, both will coltect 
a percentage of the gate receipts, ^dteg to 
the fact that Hearns and Hagler have 
travelled to over 20 U.S. cities to promote 
the April 15 bout, the fight is being telecast 
on closed circuit and selected pay-per-view 
outlets and is expected to be the largest 
grossing telecast in boxing.history. That has 
everyone excited, including the IRS. Look 
for "The Hitman" to fulfill his contract in 
a decision. 

The Hftgler-Hearns confrontation can be 
§een live on dosed circuit TV at 9 p.m. 
tonight at ^ the Civic Center. Tickets are 
$26.50 and caA be purchased at idl SelMt-A-

FSU student hospitalized in freak explosion

The Sigma Nu Fraternity had a blast at its annual Spring 
Weekend— but it wasn't quite the blast members expected. 

Fraternity member Steve Led was hospitalized in Fort 
Walton's Humana Hospital early last Sunday morning after 
a simulated grenade he had been toying with blew up in his 
hands, according to the Okaloosa County Sheriff's 
Department. Leel is expected to be released today. 

**He was quite intoxicated," explained David Murphy, the 
officer dispatched to the accident scene. "He told us he had 
walked into the wrong hotel room— thinking it was his— and 
found the (simulator) in the room. 

*'He walked out on the balcony and— I gu^ he was playing 
around with it— accidentally pulled the pin," Murphy said. 
"It exploded in his hands— causing a rather deep laceration 
to his left hand. We didn't press charges because it was an 
accident and he said the (explosive) wasn't his." 

According to Murphy, the force of the blast shattered two

plate glass windows near the balcony. He said the fraternity 
reimbursed the Islander Beach Resort for the damage, but the 
hotel refused to comment on the accident. 

A simulated grenade— or simulator-— * 'is a small, explosive 
contraption that simulates the way groiades|go off,*' said 
Murphy. He said he thought the device belonged "to ROTC 
members who were with (the fraternity).'* 

"Evidently, someone brought it with th^. And ROTC is 
really the only place someone could have got one. They had 



to get it from somewhere," he said. 

But Captain Tom Dimico of Florida State University's 
Army-ROTC program said it was impossible for anyone to 
obtain such an explosive from his organization. 

'*We*re not allowed to have explosives," he said, "or any 
other weapon, for that matter. Even the guns (ROTC 
members) carry in parade arm't real. Hiey're training 
weapons, toy guns. They don't even fire," Dimico said. 

He said Leel or any of his fellow brothers could have easily 
bought the device "in any state where they have firecracker 
stands." 

"A simulator is just another kind of firecracker," he said. 

Dimico also said that the explosive could be purchased 
"through the black market— where you get anything you 
want." But it definitely did not come from the ROTC, he said.

Advocates: preventing child abuse takes money

It's time to stop talking and start acting to protect the 
children of this state, said a member of the Governor's 
Constituency for Children at a press conference Monday. 

Dick Batchelor, vice chairman of the Constituency and a 
former state representative, said the current state budget is 
sadly lacking in funding for children's issues. He called on 
lawmakers to start drafting budgets, crafting programs, and 
writing laws that reflect the belief that children arc our numb^ 
one resource. 

"It's a sad conmientary that Florida, when it comes to per 
capita expenditure, is still near the very bottom wtoit comes 
to providing services, in particular sociai services, and mwe 



particular, children's services, in the state," Batchelor said. 

Staff director Ellen Hoffenberg said whatever it takes, 
lawmakers must be willing^ to do it. 

"If they want to make kids a priority, they can do it," 
Hoffenberg said. "They are tough, they understand the issues, 
they are policy makers. We're asking them to make decisions 
to save children's lives and I don't think that's unfair." 

Over the next two years the Constituency wants what it calls 
the state's most valuable lesource moved into the upper 
quartile through increased fiUKling for human and health care 
$ervi(^. 

Reconunen<^t|ons inclucte state-suteidked child care for 
those who can't afford the entire cost, incre^in^ aid to 
famito with dep«idmt diiklren, establishing ^ogranra f^* 



high-risk child abu^s, increasing reimbursements for shelter 
and foster homes, funding for community care for emotionally 
disturbed children, and funding additional pre-natal care for 
low-income women. Also on the list are proiMing better access 
to primary health care services for low-income families, 
additional funding for treating abused and neglected children, 
and hiring more professionals to work with victims of child 
abuse. 

BaXc^elor said failing to act is a type of neglectiand if the 
cycle of neglect is not interrupted now, the cost to the state 
will be high in the n^t few years.

"It (the bill) provides that a person shall not be deemed 
to be abused or neglected if they rely on religious means alone 
(for healing)," Bell told his colleagues.

Whether it was intentional or not, President Rea^n*s d^ision to 
visit a cemet ery where German soldiers are bufM in commemoration 
of the end of WWII and bypass any of the concentration camps where 
the hundreds of thousands of th^ victims ditd shows more tlum a lack 
of sensitivity. 

Reagan's eagerness to "heal the wounds'*)that WWII wrought is 
understandable, but his idea of how to a^xunpUdi thatii frighteningly 

myopic. 

The decision to make the trip to West Germany at all reportedly came 
after a letter from West German chancellor Helmut Kohl. White House 
aide Micahel Deaver thought up the idea of the president participating 
in a wreath-laying ceremony itt Bitburg, perhaps trying to recreate the 
success of last year's commemorated D-Day in Great Britaih. 

What Deaver didn't take into account is the drastically different 
nature of the events. While it's fine to hold out a hand to West Germany 
in a spirit of peace and friendship, it's cruel to do so selectiv^^A far 
better plan would have been to schedule a visit to Dachau or one of 
the other camps along with the trip to Bitburg. 

The White House compounded the iwoblem by refusing to alter the 
president's plans until criticism grew overwhelming. Now some critics — 
most notably author Elie Wiesel, chairman of the Reagan-appointed 
U.S. Memorial Council— charge that it's too hrte for a chanp to the 
travel plans to do any good. 

"We believe ttot visit to that cemetery should be eliminated," he 
said at an emergency meeting called by the council. 'These SS men 
(the storm troopers buried in the cemetbry) did mt only kill Jews. They 
are butchers of American soldi^.*' 

Although the White House to be yieldii^ to the heavy pressure 
from Jewish and veterans groups to alter the pr^idcnt's itinerary, the 
damage seems to have already been done.

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AIDS' sorrow cuts across prejudice

SP»:iAL TO THE FLAMBEAU 

It goes something like this: "Question: What is 
the miracle of AIDS? Answer: It turns a fruit into 
a vegetable." Recently a friend of mine died in St. 
Vincent's Hospital in New York City, his name was 
Charlie and he died of AIDS. Rather, he died of a 
cytomegalovirus infection of the brain— that is to 
say, he died a vegetable. He died delirious, helpless, 
no^ntrol over his bowels or bladder, although 
1m did have one or two^^ moments m(^t days. 
These were the tinws he wm aware ^^gh Ito know 
he had soiled himself; these were the times he would 
cry or look into the eyes of his frieacte. Sometimes 
he even had enough voluntary muscle control to 
reach over and take your hand. Those were the times 
we all cried, as sometimes we did when CharUe had 
seizures hour after hour. 

Anyway, Charlie is dead now. He is recorded, of 
course, as a statistic with the CDC. He is one more 
gay man who has died of AIDS. He survived 13 
months dfter diagnosis—^ Httle less than the mean 
twie of 18 months from diagnosis to death. What 
j^e stats omnot communic^e, of course, is anything 
about wlto Charlies was. But for many people it is 
enough to know that Charlie was a faggot. One 
spokesman for the Evangelical Right recently stated 
that AIDS is God's judgement against homosexuals. 
I only wish that man could have witnessed Charlie's 
convulsions; he may be less inclined, now, to 
attribute such cruelty to God. 

Charlie was certainly a "faggot"— he loved and 
was lov^ by another man—but he was other things 
as well. He was a^ofial worker who worked in the 
inner city. He enjoyed Chinese food, backpacking, 
dancing and poltte^He wMWinn, considerate and 
affectionate. He was very, very gentle, and through 
his illness he was very, very brave. All this is 
irrevelant, of course, at this point— Charlie is just 
one more dead queer who died of AIDS and who, 
in the eyes of many, got exactly what he deserved. 

In the U.S., where AIDS is considered a "gay" 
disease, only token measures have been undertaken 
to combat tl» illness. Research here is underfunded 
and frought with rivdry and duplication of effort. 
ResearclMrs scrap for professional prestige, argue 
€^ seemingly trivial details and ignore findings and 
cv^ whole theories which conflict with t^ir 
preconceived notions. In short, the entire AIDS 
effort in America reflects the institutional 
homophobia rampant in our society. And as the 
institutions we trust to teach and heal us go about 



their pa^ive-agp'essive business, we faggots die to 
no one's great alarm. 

In Europe AIDS is not considered a homosexual 
disease. (In fact, in Belgium most AIDS cases are 
among heterosexuals who lived— and presumably 
acquired the syndrome— in equatorial Africa.) 
Funding rates for research are correspondingly 
higher, and researchers are investigating treatment 
modalities and substances not even being considered 
in the U.S. They are working with anti-viral agents 
which show great promuei but which ^#^M>A 
refuses to approve for study here; they are finding 
dietary ojntrol of the symbome may be possible for 
some, and even exploring the impact of psychotogical 
issues on the disease process. 

You see, in Europe it's not a matter of whether 
we faggots deserve to live, or how much our lives 
are worth. It's the simple fact that people are dying 
and that it must stop. Cost doesn't seem such an issue 
over .there.

The irony, of course, is that AIDS is creeping into 
the heterosexual mainstream right here in the USA. 
It is a fact health officials are rather reluctant to 
discuss. They would rather not have to tell folks 
about the New York cop who got AIDS from 
shooting up with a ifirty needle; who transmitted 
it through sex to his wife, who passed it throu^ the 
placenta to her unborn child. It*s one thing for 
"God" to strike down the queers; it*s quite another 
when boy scouts and grandmothers and cheerleaders 
with braces must take their turns sliding to the grave. 

There will come a time, I am convinced, when 
America will realize the real danger. The nation will 
rouse itself and train its awesome technical prowess 
on this terrible disease. AH it must do is decide that 
the p^Mi dying ^e somehow worth saving. 
Meanwhile we in the gay (XMnmunt^ shout our 
protest, raise what money we can, try to comfort 
those who are sidt» And uMma^^^ bury our 
dead.

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-tube'' babies raise complex questions

The recent birth of Florida's first so-called "Test-tube- 
baby, and the imminent Wtths of two more, has aroused the 
curiosity of ntttoy people about this subj«a. What ejoctly do^ 
it mean to have a "test-tube baby"? 

The process is called in vitro fertilization, and for many 
infertile couples, it is the last hope for having a baby of their 
own. The joy of those who have been successful constitutes 
the single most persuasive argument in favor of IVF; but 
surrounding the procedure are many troublesome issues that 
have yet to be addressed. What is the legal status of the 
fertilized eggs? And what about the morality of scientific 
experimentatkm (m human embryos? Limited availability is 
anc^tef problem. 

The procechire itself is quite sim^. A w(Mnan who— usually 
due to blocked Fallopian tubes— goes to m IVF cBnic. There 
she is given a hormonal drug whi(^ will stimulate her ovaries 
to produce several eggs during one cycle, rather than the usuad 
one-per-month. When the stimulated eggs are "ripe," or 
almost ready to be released, she returns to the clinic. The 
doctor inflates her abdomen with carbon dioxide and inserts 
a laparoscope through a small incision. The laparoscope is 
a tube-like instrument consisting of a light, a miniaturized 
camera, and a suction tube. The light and camera guide the 
doctw to the <nr«%s and the su^Mi tube ccAlects the ripe eggs. 
They are placed into a lab dish (not a test tube!) and the 
husband's sperm is added— in a highly ^centrated fofiii 
after much of the seminal fluid has been removcKl. The dish 
is carefully cultured until fertilization and one or two cell 
divisions have taken place. Then the fertilized eggs are 
reinserted into the women's uterus through the vagina, and 
hope takes over. But the success rate is somewhat less than 
20 percent; fewer than one in five attempts results in a 
pregnancy. 

Who is allowed to take advantage of this potentially 
^ ttia^nlotts kNbicc inflMdenkn^^ne? Hie procedure is 
classified as "KijDerimaititf,*' ^ftfriing it is not covered l>j^ 
any n^ical insurance ^ttcy. In the Usit# States, the c^ 
; of each attemfM at pr^mncy is IflOOO, restricting availability 



to those who are weahhy enough to afford a very expensive 

gamble. 

The legal status of the fertilized eggs is a particularly knotty 
problem. In many cases, more eggs are removed from the 
women than are reimplanted, the excess eggs are fertilized with 
the others, and the resulting embryos are frozen, tf this attempt 
at pregnancy fails, the frozen embryos can be thawed (with 
no ill effects) and used for another next month. 

What is the legal status of those fro^ ratibryos? This brings 
in the when-does-life-begin questions, and involves the 
powerful right-to-life movement. (The sperm and eggs cannot 
be frozen separately, since the freezing process destroys the 
eggs.)

A test case occurred when a very wealthy California couple 
went to an Australian IVF clinic to avoid the years-long waiting 
lists at American clinics. After several unsuccessful attempts, 
they flewMne and ^me kiM when their plane crashed. But 
they'd left frozen embryos in the Australian cUmc. Tile <»se 
came to ^urt: should t\k>sc frozen embryos be thawed, 
implanted into a host mother, and allowed to inherit the 
considerable estate left by the "parents"? The existing heirs 
had a vested interest in seeing this prevented, and the court 
eventually ruled that the embryos be destroyed. But if it had 
been an American court instead of Australian, the outcome 
could have been quite different. 

Other questions of parentage and inheritance iEuise. Qui the 
unused embryos be "put up for adoption" \^ otto* duW^ 
(tuples? Wteo will be their parents? What if tte husband is 
s^fle? Artiflcal insemination has hem practiced for y^ffs, 
and laws passed r^arding it. Wo^ydd those kws apply to 
dcmated sperm us^ m IVFt What tiie reverse, a sterile 



mother? Can donated eggs be used? What if the mother's 
uterus cannot accept implantation? Can her eggs be placed 
into a surrogate mother? So far, in the United States, these 
alternatives arc not permitted. American IVF clinics will use 
only tbs mother's egg, wily the father's sperm, and the 
resuUing embryo will be implanted only in the woman from 
whom it came. But these issues will arise in the future, and 
they will have to be addressed. 

The most difficult question of all is whether or not scientific 
experimentation should be permitted using the excess embryos. 
There are some good reasons for this: we could learn to prevent 
many birth defects by learning which drugs or substances will 
cause them. Of the multiple embryos which are implanted mto 
the mother, some are uiKlkmbt^l^ more mble than others. 
The chances few pregnano^ would be increased if only the 
stroi^^mbryos were used. Experimentation would permit 
doctors to learn which embryos have the best chance for 
survival. The effects of oncogenes— those mysterious genes 
we all have that perform vital functions during intra uterine 
development and then shut off— could be studied. Research 
could help discover why, in some adults, these genes gel turned 
back on and lead to cancer. 

But the question of embryo experimentatiim is a touchy om 
indeed. For those n^o be^e human life b^ns at conception, 
it is t«ally unacceptable for any reason. Others wish to see 
it permitted, but with strict regulations on how far the embryo 
may be permitted to develop before experimentation is haulted. 
The Wamock Commission in England has dictated that 
embryos may be used for study up to 14 days but not beyond; 
the embryos must then be destroyed. One English physician 
is now being prosecuted for murder for having waited until 
the 15th day to destroy an embryo. Obviously, a uniform 
statute is needed to govern such questions, but that may require 
what no one has yet been able to give— a «:kntific defmition 
of when human life begins.

Lie detector 
confirms rape 
recantation

MENOMONEE FALLS, Wis.— A lie- 
detector test taken by a New England 
housewife indicates she was not raped by a 
man who has served six years in prison for the 
alleged crime, her attorney said Monday. 

An attorney for Gary Dotson, who was 
convicted in the case in 1979, said publicity 
surrounding the lie-detector test couW hurt his 
client's diances of gaining a pardon. 

The polygraph test, administer^ April 13 
by Robert C. Cummins Inc. of Chicago, found 
the latest testimony by Cathleen Crowell Webb 



concerning the conviction of I>iMson to be 
true, her attorney said. 

John J. McLario said the test indicated 
Webb, 23, did not have sex with anyone on 
the day she originally claimed she was raped 
in July 1977 and she had never seen Dotson 
before he appeared in a police lineup. 

At a hearing last week for Dotson, 28, 
before Cook County Circuit Judge Ric^rd 
Samuels, Webb said sl^ lied when she te^fied 
he raped her in 1977 but Samuels refused to 
accept her recitation.

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Turlington lobbies for lottery

Education Commissioner Ralph 
Turlington sMd Monday a state l^ery could 
pay for the much-discussed $175 million 
southeast FlorKla univtt^ity plan in just 
seven months. 

Turlington said the Board of Regents 
10-year plan for developing a third 
"flagship" university — comparable to the 
University of Florida or Florida State — 
might be an early beneficiary of new 
education revenues reaped from a tottery. He 
told {Mbttc relations executives in a lunch^n 
^;)eech there is no other soun» of revenue 
acceptable to Florida voters. 

"The revenue potential of a lottery is to 
net well over $300 million," he said. "We 
have a plan for a comprehensive state 
university in southeast Florida, and the 
estimated cost of that— over and above the 
regular program for that area — over the next 
10 years is estimated to be $175 million. 

"If you look at that, it's approximately 
seven months ^ration of the lottery." 

Turlington said voters signing Ms petitions 
for a constitutional amendment to authorui^ 
a state lottery would simply bave to trust 



their legislators to obey an unspoken public 
edict to put more than $300 million in new 
lottery revenue into education. As a former 
legislator of 24 years experience in the 
House, he said, it was a good bet that 
lawmakers could not dare deduct lottery 
revenue from what is already being 
appropriated to the schools. 

'There is no way to absolutely guarantee 
that," he said. "Have you ever voted in an 
election in which, you knew what you were 
going to get?" 

Turlington said, however, "I think there 
is a very high probability" that all the new 
money produced by a lottery would be added 
to the total education budget — as intended 
by both his public petition campaign and the 
r^ohition (SJR 27) by Sen. Jack Gordon, 
D-Miami Beach, pending in the Senate. 

Lottery opponents, including Gov. Bob 
Graham, have warned that "earmarking" 
mw revenue for education was a ruse. 
Legislators could simply appropriate less 
general revenue to education, opponents 
contend, thus offsetting any gain from a

George Wallace placed the National Guard on alert. 

WASHINGTON— President Reagan, waging one of 
the toughest selling jobs of his presidency, warned 
Congress Monday that a refusal to provide aid to 
Nicaraguan rebels would be "a rejection of all the forces 
of moderation" in Central America. 

Echoing the theme of his successful cWvc last month 
for the MX missile, Reagan asked Congress to close ranks 
behind his $14 million aid request and argued failure to 
do so would risk U.S. prestige and credibility abroad.

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SG budget cuts 
turn tables on 
16-year employee

While many agencies and organizations are complaining 
about the budget passed by the Student Senate last week, 
perhaps no one has more reason to comji^ain than Jesse 
Richardson. 

A 16-year employee of Florida State University, Richardson 
had his $14,000-plus position as Union custodial supervisor 
cut from next year's $1.7 million SG budget. 

Richardson, along with many university staff and 
administrators, believe the Senate is way out-of-line in letting 
him go. 

"If one of those senators would just take up picking up 
paper and shoveling shit, they would understand what my job's 
all about," Richardson said. "I'm not begging for my job, 
but I feel like it's wrong what they're doing to me." 

Chairman of the Senaite Judiciary Committee Steve Also 
agreed. 'To fire someone who's served the students well for 
16 years is insensitive and inappropriate," Also said. *it is 
essential if student government is going to have any credibility 
whatsoever with its staff that this position be restored." 

Also will make a motion to amend the budget to include 
Richardson's position at tonight's Senate meeting. 

Yet, the Senate may not be agreeable to Also's motion. 
According to Appropriations Chairman Beth Bond, many 
senators feel that the university administration, not the Senate, 
should be responsible for funding Union salaries. 

•People are getting tired of paying salaries in the Union,"

Bond said. "They couldn't understand how there could be 
three supervisors in the Union for just six workers." 

Director of the Union Nancy Turner said that if 
Richardson's position is not funded by the Senate, Richardson 
would be able to obtain a job in another part of the university. 



Union maintenance supervisor Al Collinsworth said 
Richardson's job went far beyond supervision. In addition to 
his custodial work, Richardson is responsible for the set-up

Labor leader endorses farm bill

A farm labor organizer predicted "labor strife like 
you've never seen before" unless the Florida 
Legislature grants farm workers the same employment 
rights currently enjoyed by other workers. 

Baldemar Velasquez of the Ohio based Farm Labor 
Organizing Committee joined Sen. Jack Gordon and 
Rep. Michael Friedman, both Miami Beach 
Etemocrtts, to endorse bills that would correct alleged 
abiises against farm workers by labor contractors, and 
extend unemployment benefits to farm laborer. 

"Anyone who does not support this legislation is 
guilty of a double standard in this society," said 
Velasquez in a news conference. 

"That's the bottom Hne. We're going to have to 
decide whether we're going to live in a society that 
allows the exploitation of a people or a society that 
provides equal benefits." 

"Velasquez, Freidman and Gordon said the bills are 
intended to equalize the relationship between farm 
laborers, farm owners and labor contractors — a 
relationship they said has not changed since the Civil 
War. 

The first measure (HE 579) would expand Florida's 
unemployment compensation law to cover all farm 
laborers. Currently, the law applies only when an 
employer hires 10 or more laborers. 

Karen Woodall, executive director of Florida 
IMPACT, a church-funded social servicts lobby, ssud 



the 10-or-more provision applies only to farm labor— 
and not to other segments of the work force. 

Woodall said growers get around the law by 
subcontracting their labor. A grower might contract 
with nine "crew leaders',' Woodall said, each of whom 
in turn hired nine laborers. The total workforce would 
be 81 persons, but none of them would be entitled to 
unemployment compensation, she said. 

By passing the other bill (HB 1 128), the Legislature 
would essentially adopt as a state statute the federal 
farm labor law. Woodall said the federal law currently 
applies in Florida but is not enforced.

Gordon and Friedman said the fate of the two 
measures will test the compassion of the Florida 
Legislature. 

"I think a very good way to measure any legislature 
is by how they deal with the fragile segments of 
society," Gordon said. "Do they really look after the 
poorest and perhaps the hardest working segment of 
s<«;iety?"

They're plotting an overthrow of the 
Nicaraguan government, and they're backed 
by the CIA. Ronald Reagan calls them 
"freedom fighters" and wants to fund them 
another $14 mtllion. Opponents of the funding 
call them "mercenaries" who don't have the 
suppwt of tte Nicaraguan people. They're 
contras, and they were the subject of a debate 
in the Florida State ' University Union 
courtyard Tuesday. 

Organized by FSU College Republicans, the 
rally attracted about 80 people, from both pro 
and anti-contra forces. Florida Representative 
Rodolfo Garcia (R-Miami) was opening 
speaker. 

*i didn't want to come here and speak 
about pros and cons," said Garcia, who said 
he was invited to the rally by "some" students. 

"1 just wanted to tell you a story about my 
family," Garcia compared Nicaragtia fb 
Castro's Cuba, from which his family fled and 
was forced to "pick up nickels on the 
curbsides" to survive. 

"We have to think about democracy," 
yelled Garcia, grabbing an American flag. 
"We have to fight for freedom!" 

"By killing nuns!" yeUed a female audience 
member. 

"We don't kill nuns," Garcia responded. 
"We fight for freedomi" He repeated this 
slogan several tknes. 

FSU student and College Republican 
member Tre Evers, echoed Garcia's 



message. 

"If we aid the contras and freedom fighters 
now, there won't be war," said Evers. "If we 
don't stop them in Nicaragua, we'll have to 
stop them on the borders of Texas." 

A girl in pale hose carrying a "Marx 
Busters" sign cheered. Other placards included 
"Beans not Bullets," "Compassion for 
Contras," and "Stop Bloody Aid." 

"I'm not gonna be too bitter, because I 
think more people here support the 
Nicaraguan government than oppose it," said 
FSU and CPE member Paul Kamolnick, to 
cheers. Kamolnick decried the argument that 
"we are all going to be forced to learn Russian 
within the next week," saying "If it wasn't for 
the U.S. government, the contras would cease 
to exist." 

"Do you guys wake up in the real world 
every morning?" an at^ience member on 
roller skates yelled at Kunolnick. 

FSU Psychology and International 
Relations major Enrique Melendez, 22, 
claimed to know the truth about Nicaragua. 
A resident from 1968 to 1978, when dictator 
Anastasio Somoza was in power, Melendez 
told the crowd that Nicaragua "is turning very 
slowly into a communist country." 

"It is not because 1 am a Republican or a 
Conservative, it is because 1 have grown up 
there," said Melendez, "and because I have 
experienced both types of 
government... They're both bad." 

Tte rally ended without incident.

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The politics of death 

We agree with legislators that the issue of child abuse deserves our 
immediate attention because children are our most * 'valuable resource." 
But we also realize that it is fairly easy for politicos to be superficially 
pro-child. Who doesn't get choked up when they hear horrific stories 
about three-year-olds contracting gonorrhea of the throat? 

But legislators have ignored an equally important issue facing Florida: 
the impending AIDS epidemic. 

Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome is a fatal disease without 
a cure that attacks the natural immune system. Most, but not all, victims 
of the virus have been gay men. 

Florida has the third highest number of AIDS victims in the 
country— 610 cases— and experts expect the numbers to dramatically 
increase in the next year. But so far Florida hasn't spent a dime on 
AIDS education or research. Last year Gov. Graham callously chose 
to ignore the problem and vetoed a $250,(X)0 grant for AIDS. 

Rep. Michael Abrams (D-Miami) said "there has not been enough 
sense of urgency in the state legislature." The National Center for 
Disease Control has reported 9,405 cases of AIDS since 1979, over half 
of which resulted in death. In addition, the number of cases has 
increased 81 percent between 1983 and 1984 and is expected to increase 
another 81 percent in 1985. Worst of all, experts predict a million 
Americans may already be carrying the disease and could develop 
symptoms in the next five years. 

This isn't a rare isolated disease— it's a plague. 

Child-care is a popular cause— no one is against it. Combatting AIDS 
is, so far, an unpopular cause— who will be for it? Too many people 
feel that AlDS"is God's punishment for being gay. 

But AIDS doesn't just strike gays anymore. And this latest 
development, according to James Curran from the CDC, m^s an 
increase of AIDS in the general population is '*inevitaWc." 

Lawmakers could follow the example of the two states with more 
victims than Florida: New York and California. The states have spent 
$3.6 and $ 1 3 million respectively for AIDS programs such as emergency 
funding and counseling for AIDS victims and support services tor 
families and friends. 

At the very least, legislators should support Florida's Health and 
Rehabilitative Services $581,917 proposal which would set up 16^testing 
sites for the new AIDS ffliti-bo# test, educate health care professionsds, 
members of high risk groups and ^ general public, and to:rease 
personnel for surveillance and research of the disease. 

The Legislature should get over its mstitutionalized homophobia- 
people are dying ui Florida; 
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Shadowing leaders 

The Florida State University Gold Key rw^ntly 
sponsored Seminole Shadow Week 1^5. Shadow 
Week aimed to match up FSU students of distinction 
with premier leaders of Florida State University and 
the State of Florida. That goal was obtained; the 
Lieutenant Governor, Cabinet members, FSU 
Administrators, and Student Government leaders 
were shadowed for a day by accomplished students 
whose levels ranged from freshman to graduate 
student.

His plan is ncMhing more than another 
display of his simplistic macho mentality in foreign 
relations: "You do as we say or else." However, 
there is still time for the United States of Nicaragua 
to settle their differences through concrete 
negotiations. A good starting point for the 
Administration would be to change its emphasis 
from one of dictating, to one of listening. Listen to, 
and try to understand the living conditions in 
Nicaragua, and the peoples' needs and desires. 1 
seriously doubt that after doing that, the contras 
would still be perceived a the "ahcamative." 

The Tallahassee community can t^n to listen and 
undarstand this Wednesday, April 17, whm Helio 
Montenegro, Vice-President for Academic Affairs 
of the Cental Americaii University in Managua, 
Nicaragua visits Florida State University. Mr. 
Montenegro's lecture on "The Psychology of Power: 
Reagan's War on Nicaragua" (Room 201 
Diffenbauch Building, 8 p.m.) will give us all an 
opportunity to begin to understand the real effects 
of the Administration's actions against Nicaragua.

Parents are warned all the time not 
to leave kids unattended in cars because 
of the dangers involved. Soon, the 
practice may be illegal. 

Tuesday, the Senate approved a bill 
by Sen. Curt K^ R-Prim Harbor, that 
tells Floridians it's not cool to leave your 
kids alone in a car for more than 15 
minutes, especially if they're six-years- 
old or younger. 

Kiser said he has heard a lot of 
complaints about the problem from law 
entorccment officers all over the state 
and dediced to lake some action. 

The deputy sheriff who brought the 
problem to Riser's attention had talked 
with other cte{Hittes who had observed 
25 or 30 cases, in one year, of children 
left alone in vehicles. And since there 
are laws on the books to prevent pets 
from being left in cars, Kiser thinks kids 
should have the same protection. 

"Many of the larger counties have 
county ordinances that just absolutely 
say you cannot leave an animal 
unattended in a car with the windows 
rolled up, and yet we have no similar 
law for children," Kiser said. 

He said his bill would allow a law 
enforcement officer who observes a 
child left alone to take custody of the 



youngster after waiting 15 minutes for 

the parents or guardian to return. 

When and if they come back, they'll 
find a note on the wiiuishield explaining 
what happened arid \s here the child can 
be found. Kiser said 'his should be 
enough to discourage most people t rom 
breaking the law.

"That right there will be a message 
to them that that's the §m of tWi^ tiat 
can happen if someone takes them 
(children) for the wrong |jur^^— 
that's why they shouldn't be leaving 
their child unattended."

Someone found guilty of leaving a 
child could be fined as much as $500, 
and if the parent or legal guardian can't 
be located, the child will be taken into 
custody by the Depart ment of Health 
and Rehabilitative Services.

Growing up in Nicaragua

When he was four years old, Helio 
Montenegro realized thai something was 
wrong in his native country of Nicaragua. 
Wlule playing in a neighborhood park, he 
witnessed the cold-btoc^^ mi^cre of 
stiv^t |Ht}testers by Dictator Anastasio 
Somoza's National Guard. Iliat was back in 
1959 before the Sandinista Front for 
National Liberation was even founded. 

Today — six. years after the FSLN 
succeeded in overthrowing the U.S. -backed 
Somoza dictatorship— the 29-year-old 
shoemaker's son is the Vice President for 
Academic Affairs at Managua's Jesuit 
Universidad Centroamericana. 

Montenegro is currently on a U.S. lecture 
torn m4 tonight he speaks at Florida State 
University about the current situation in 
Ntduragua and the effects of the U.S. 
sponsored contra war—a war that 
Montenegro says is destroying much of what 
he and others of his gener^ion have worked 
to create. 

**I want everyone in this country to 
understand the tremendous efforts of the 
common people in Nicaragua and what they 
have given for our revolution," said 
Montenegro. "Historically, we have suffered 
so much— 40 years of the rq>r^ive Somoza 
di<^orship, the devastating earthquake of 
1972 and then the insurre^iott dunng which 
tlwusmds of Nicaraguans died. 

'*It should be obvious that our people do 
mM want another struggle. No one is more 
interested in peace than the Nicaraguan 
people," said Montenegro. 

Montenegro knows firsthand the ugliness 
of the current war. After all, for most of his 
life, he has been surrounded by the smell of 
death. 

He said he'll never forget the 1959 student 
massacre at Leon although he was too young 
thai to understand the political climate in 
Nicaragua. 

••|*M «ver forget when the National 
Guard opened fire," said Montenegro. 
"P^^te were screaming and running about 
everywhere. I didn't know exactly what was 
going on except that it was bad and that 
Somoza must have given the order. 

"When kids do something wrong here, 
they're told that the boogyman's going to get 
you. When I was growing up in Nicaragua, 
we were always told that Somoza would get 
us if we were bad. I knew something bad was 
happening that day, sa I figured that Somoza * 
must have made it happen,*' said 

Graduating from college te Wl% wkh the 
NtoMAgttttn equivalent of a PhD in 
psycfaolc^, Montenegro — like many of his 
p^^ — ^^une involved with the growing 
oppotttion to Somoza t^iM^h MUgious 
groups. 

During the years of insurrection, 
Montenegro worked as a political organizer. 
At one point, he was forced to go 
underground. 

**The danger of death was always there," 



he said. "If I had ever been caught by the 
Guard, they would have killed me." 

Montenegro survived to see the "triumph 
of the FSLN," but one of his best friends 
did not. That, said Montenegro is his most 
painful memory. 

"His name was Roberto Huonbes," said 
MoAtei^o. '*He was also a politiqal 
organizer but he was mudi in rank. 

He had been responsible for initiating me 
into the organization and ^^mune a good 
friend of mine. 

"I remember I was with him one day and 
the next day he was gone. I read about his 
death in the newspaper. The headline read, 
'Three terrorists shot by the National 
Guard.' It's a strange feeling reading about 
your friend's death in the paper." 

Irm^^ly, Monten^o said that when 
word of the FSLN's victory readied Mm and 
hit Iri^ids in July, 1979, they almost didn't 
know how to react. 

"We were all so young and all our lives 
we had seen nothing but death and 
destruction. All our lives we struggled to get 
rid of Somoza," said Montenegro. "So when 
we heard that the FSLN had won, a friend 
of mine turned to me and asked me what 
we're supposed to do next. 

•*But I remember when we heard of the 
victory. That was the first night that I slept 
without worrying about anything," 
Montenegro said. "We've all intd our dues 
in Nicaragua. That's why our people are so 
coniniittcd in fighting for what they have."

When asked about Tuesday's contra rally 
in the FSU Union courtyard, Montenegro 
sakl ttose students who support more 
funding for the counterrevototionary forces 
are "misinformed." 

"In Nicaragua, maiiy stud^ts are leaving 
college to defend the revolution— they are 
fighting for a better society. The contra war 
is hurting them," said Montenegro. "There 
are so many shortages in our universities 
because we are forced to spend money to 
defend ourselves against the aggressors." 

Because of these shortages Montenegro is 
asking for donations of university equipment 
to take back to Nicaragua. 

"We tire mainly looking for audio visual 
equipment but simple things like paper and 
ink m% NuUy needed," said. 

The 29-year-old univeraty i^^btiat<^, 
who% position is roughly the same as that 
of Gus Turnbull's at FSU, said he will meet 
with Vice President for Student Affairs Bob 
Le^h later this week.

Margaret I hatcher may 
still be basking in her victory

Indeed, even as the Prime 
Minister was toasting 
President Reagan in 
Washington, eight of her 
countrymen— the popular 
British band UB40— were 
telling a screaming San 
Francisco audience of 
several thousand that they 
carry a burden of shame" 
due to Thatcher's policies. 

UB40 (the number on the 
British unemployment 
form), currently on its sixth 
U.S. tour, is only one exam- 
ple of a decided political 
trend in British pop music.

(black and white) band top- 
ped the charts there with a 
tune calM "Free Nelson 
Mandela." 

Thatcher seems to have 
invigorated the movement. 
Two years back, "Stand 
Down Maggie!" an anti- 
Thatcher anthem, was number one in sales, and this year 
a soul tune dedicated to Britain's striking miners also hit it 
big. 

Two-tone bands, which favor Jamaican Reggae and 
American Soul, are not the only poBticd force on the British 
scene. Skinhead punk bands have played benefits for the 
miners, and one-~call«d Crass— maintains an anarchist^ 
collective farm which serves, they say, as a model for 
secession from the English syst^. 

Thatcher's hearty endorsement of U.S. defense posture 
has generated a number of popular antiwar songs and 
albums. "Putting your Pershings and cruises in our front 
yard has made a difference," explains UB40's songwriter 
Robin Campbell. "British youth feel much more up against 
it." 

Not all the response is in the lyrics. The devastating famine 
in Ethiopia, for example, has generated several all-star 
recording sessions with proceeds going to relieve hunger in 
East Africa. 

Great Britain's political pop music phenomenon has 
received a iwticular jolt in the past year with the emergen<% 
of ••World Beat," an eminently danceable form which fuses 
Latin, Caribbean, African, and U.S. pop styles— soul, funk, 
breaker, calypso, reggae, samba and WestAfrican hightife,

juju and congo. Already, the pulsing rhythms have English 
and American audiences dancing gracefully, rather than 
"slamming" as they were a year ago. 

Los Angeles disc jockey Roger Steffens thinks World Beat 
is implicitly political, especially because it involves reggae, 
already identified as protest music. 

As proof of reggae*s inherent political magnetism he points 
to its international spread— there are now ^que reggae 
bands; South African reggae singers have reportedly been 
jailed for anti-apartheid songs; reggae flouri^ on the Hopi 
Reservation in New Mexico; the first pop rock concert 
performed in Beijing featured World Beat; an aborigine band 
in Australia has recorded four albums; indigenous ^ew 
Zealanders have formed a band; and a reggae group from 
Papua, New Guinea just played Los Angeles. 

But World Beat is new because it adds African melodies 
and rhythms to the reggae ambience. Interest in West African 
pop has grown with the release of albums by such stars as 
the Nigerian Fela Anikulapo Kuti, whose songs castigating 
his country's army as ••zombies" sell worldwide— and who 
is ctirremly imprisoned by the military government. 

West African pop itself is the result of a curious cultural

and take-down of all equipment for Union events. 

*if you want to give Jesse a right title, call him a set-up 
and labor type person," CoUinsworth said. "He works day 
and nifhtand has never asked for mt cent of overtime. We 
need him, we know what his value is." 

The value of Richardson's work was espoused by all 
administrators contacted. Turner said that her operation 
would be considerably slowed if Richardson left. 

"Jesse is in a crucial position to our daytime crew," Turner 
said. "(Richardson's departure) would be felt not only on 
the union staff but on the operations of agencies, clubs and 
organizations that use the union." 

Turner's view towards Richardson's work, Vice-President 
for Student Affairs R>b Leach said, should take precedence 
over yearly Senate budget decisions. *'SG should trust the 
opinions of the Union director as to the running of the 
complex," Leach said. "We cannot rely on SG decisions on 
positions year to year... professional staff should make those 
decisions." 

With students having control over their jobs. Turner 
believes that the Union staff's morale is steadily decreasing. 
"The employees sometimes feel that senators don't have an 
appreciation tor what they do," Turner said. "They feel that 
if this c'"i happen to Jesse's position this year, it can happen 
to their's next year." 

Richardson said that he had noticed the shakiness of his 
fellow employees. "People are afraid for their jobs... new 
kids come in and mess with people who've been here 10, 15 
and 20 years," Richardson said. "Every year you*re liable 
to be fired." 

There is one control over the students, though. Vice- 
President Leach has final approval over the Senate's budget. 

W illie it has not yet reached his desk, l each said that if 
the budget did not include Richardson's position, he would 
send it back to the Senate. 

"They have not justified to me why that position should 
be cut," Leach said. "My feeling is that 1 will not sign the 
budget at this time." 

Ironically, one of Richardson*s tasks has been to set up 
tables and chairs for the body that is firing him. "I've been 
setting up Senate for as long as they have existed," 
Richardson said. "Now, at the same tables and chairs that 
I set up, they're trying to get rid of me."

cross-pollination, heavily influenced by Cuban rhumbas and 
mambos. In recent years, this music has moved eastward- 
King Sunny Ade's Affo-^ats tour of Japan was a triumph. 
Completing the circle, a Japanese group was judged best new 
band at the 1984 **R^ae Sunsplash," the annual conclave 
of reggae fanatics in Jamaica. 

"We have a world outlook. We're trying to tear down the 
boundaries between people," says Robin Ballinger, bass 
player with Big City, a California World Beat band, whose 
members — including a conga player from Mobile, Ala. and 
a Filipino lead guilariest— are sometimes arrested 
demonstrating against U.S. policies in South Africa and 
Central America. "We're trying to get the global village 
dancing." 

Despite the political message, dancing does seem to be the 
common denominator. 

"We're a dance band— we play dance music. We're not 
making a revolutie^," says Campbell of UB40. "If there 
was really any kind of potency to what we're saying, they 
wouldn't allow our music on the radio." At the same time, 
he insists the band keep its lyrics accessible, "If people get 
our message, so much the better." 

One loud and clear message is anti-racism, which puts 
UB40 squarely in the tradition of much recent British pop 
music. It's not only their lyrics that attack racist practices 
Campbell points out. "Two-tone bands don't contribute to 
racial harmony, we're proof of it. You pick any 8 guys off 
the street of an industrial city like Birmingham (UB40's home 
base) and they're going to be different colors." 

Here in the United States, pop music has taken a decidedly 
non-political turn sii^the days when Bob Ctylan and Joan 
paez were strumming folkish protests. Desfxte sold out 
houses, Campbell takes a dim view of Ao^rkan youth 
politics today. 

"American kids are just ignorant. Liberal is. about as 
radical as they get over here. It must be the conditioning, 
the patriotic fervor. You say something about Ronald 
Reagan and perfectly nice kids get upset."

Anarchic Tleurs du MaF 
dares viewers to respond

Theatergoers who have sat through the 
bloody plots and non-stop sword play of 
Macbeth on Mainstage, and tee-heed 
through Beyond Therapy, Studio's psycho- 
sex comedy, but are still looking for 
something, well, a little different, will want 
to see Les Fleurs du Mai, the "anti-play" 
presented tonight and Thursday night at 
Moore Auditorium by Florida State's 
Hispanic Student Union and the Center for 
Participant Education. 

Although HSU and CPE are sponsoring 
\\je production, the play seems to be the work 
cv a one-man experimental theater tour de 
fo^'ce named Luis Rivera-Reyes. He is 
difi ^ting the play, playing the male lead, and 
unfi^he pseudonym Lucho, wrote it. 

h Mmrs is a mixture of pantomime, 
dan|e# vi^tc, and visual arts effects. Unlike 
traditK^ theater, the "anti-play" has no 
apparent narrative, has no dialogue, and 
attempts, through the use of theatrical 
symbolism, to elicit an emotional response 
from its viewers. 

"Sometimes you go to the theater and want 
to relax and have fun, but theater should also 
concern realities of the human condition," 
said Rivera-Reyes. 



He first presented the play in his native 
Puerto Rico when he was 17 years old. A 
theater scholar since the age of 15, he credits 
Absurdist playwright lonesco. Symbolist 
poet Baudelaire, and visionary theater 
theorist Artaud as his greatest influences. 

The play was named for a poem by 
Baudelaire and, according to Rivera-Reyes, 
the two works have much in common. "The 
play turns around the symbolism of the 
flower," he said. "It begins optimistically * 
with a sense of hope, but the flower can also 
mean death, entropy— the flowers of evil are 
blooming in all of us." 

Rivera-Reyes hopes that his viewers will 
be personally involved in the play. "The first 
time I presented the play," he said, "the 
audience was very stricken, caught by the 
force of the play. But I'm pessimisdc when 
people say 'Hey, that was a meaningful 
play.' I want people to grasp and hold on 
to the meanii^. When you Ifeave the theater, 
you should have something to live for."

Belief in such paranormal phenomena has 
grown rapidly in recent years, according to 
recent polls and people who keep track of 
such things. 

More newspapers than ever carry astrology 
columns. Most publishing companies now 
offer books on the o(Xult. 

A recent survey of students at Holtos 
College in Virginia, for example, found that 
more than half of the student body believes 
in ghosts and mental telepathy. Only one 
quarter of college students are thought to 



have believed in these things only 10 years 
ago. 

A small band of prestigious scientists, 
philosophers, authors and magicians is trying 
to counter this trend. 

Their ranks include Isaac Asimov, the 
science fiction writer; Francis Crick, co- 
discoverer of DNA's double helix ; Carl 
Sagan, the astronomer and noted author;

Music is sound in time, an art that gives texture to 
consonance and dissonance and plays against the desire for 
resolution. Football is just collisions. Music, unlike football, 
doesn't draw blood (though percussionists have been known 
to cut fingers); rather, it speaks to our souls. If you haven't 
heard musicians play during your college career— especially 
if you're more interested in collisions— you've missed an 
important part of any respectable education. You don't 
deserve your degree. But be comforted: you'll fit right in 
out there.

cducaiion. 

The committee spreads its 
word through a quarterly 
magazine called the 
Skeptical Inquirer. 

"We're part science 
journal and part popular 
magazine," said Kendrick 
Frazier, the magazine's part- 
time editor in chief and a 
full-time science writer. "It 
turns out that in the 
overwhelming large majority 
of cases when we apply this 
kind of scrutiny, the facts m 
originally presented don't 
pan out." 

Frazier says he realizes 
that his magazine, with its 
tiny circulation of 18,000, 
cannot hope to offset the 
influence of such newpapers 
such as the .\aiional Inquirer 
with a circulation of 5.5 
million. 

However, he hopes his 
readership will spread its 
influent beyond its small 
circulation. ''We're not 
trying to convince our 
readership. We're trying to 
provide facts and then 
multiply the effect. We have 
a lot of readers who are 
teachers, writers and 
scholars. 

"My view is that we want 
10 reach a large mid-group, 
whieli bases its views on 
some semblance of the facts. 
We're not interested in 
reaching committed 
believers. Most won't be 
persuaded anyway," he said. 

The committee also has its 
own team of ghost busters, 
so to speak. Whenever there 
is a burst of publicity about 
an unexplained event — such 
as the evidence for the Loch 
Ness Monster or a haunted 
house— Paul Kurtz, the 
group's founder and 
chairman, gathers a team Of 
scientists and ^^le skilled 
in detecting trickery to 
investigate the claims. 

No one knows what is 
behind the increased belief in 
the paranormal, although 
historical evidence indicates 
that when the world 
approached the end of the 
last millenium there was also 
an incftased interest in the 
occuh. Reaching the end of 
a thousand year period 
seems to stimulate people to 
think about the end of the 
world, say committee 
members. 

The Skeptical Inquirer 
recently published a study 
that showed pseudoscience 
flourishes in areas where 
there has been a decline in 
religious membership.

There is only one conclusion that can be 
drawn frora the Marvcloua Marvin 
Hagler/Thomas Hearns fight Monday night 
in Las Vegas: Hearns is a fftmt mlttrweight 
fighter.

B^we me, Tm not taking anything away 
from Hagler. He won the fight in an 
impressive fathion, knocking out the 
challenger in the very round he had 
predicted. There is no denying that the 
Brawler from Brockton, Mass., is the 
undisputed middleweight champion of the 
world. He knew Hearns couldn't seriously 
hurt him and he went in the ring and proved 
it and received over $5 million for his efforts. 
Marvelous Marvin Hagler was just 
that — Man^tmis. 

But what is being overshadowed by 
H^^'s victory is tto fiw thtt Hwns is just 
26 years old and is still the king of the 
welterweight division. The two tosses he has 
suffered have been to men considered to be 
a pair of the best boxers of aU-tiffic— Sugar 
Ray Leonard and Hagler. 

The bottom line: two fighters walked 
away from Caesers Palace Monday night 
with their pockets full of money. 

One was the undisputed middleweight 
champion, the other the WBC Super 
Welterweight champ. And they just 
happened to be fighting for the middleweight 
crown. , .

Ex-FSU swimmer 
critically injured 
in bike accident

A former Florida State swimmer is listed in critical 
condition after colliding with a car early Wednesday 
morning. 

Teri Miller. 26, is in the Neuro Special Care Unit at 
Tallahassee Memorial Regional Medical eentcr after 
undergoing approximately ten hours of surgery . 

According to TMRMC administrator Ed Haugbrook. the 
Neuro Special Care Unit deals mainly with head injuries. 

Linda Sellers, spokeswoman for the Florida Highway 
Patrol, said Miller was riding westbound on her bicycle nine 
miles outside of nearby Quincy at 8:15 a.m., apparently on a 
training trip with a friend. A car— described by eyewitnesses 
as a 1981 Mazda RX7— driving on the same outside lane, 
came up behind Miller's bicycle and collided with it, sending 
Miller against the car's windshield, and roof, then onto the 
highway pavement. 

Sellers stressed that according to Trpoper W.L. Burke's 
report, the driver did not necessarily collide with the bicycle 
intentionally. 

But Miller^ boyfriend— at the hospital for most of the 
surgery— said that a witness to tlw accident blam^l the 

driver. 

"He (said) the driver could've done something to avoid 
hitting (Miller)," said Rob Roller. Neither Roller nor Sellers 
would identify the witness to the accident. Burke was 
unavailable for comment. 

The driver, Clifford Edward Campbell of Tallahassee, was 
not arrested, pending the completion of an investigation by 
the FHP, said Se^rs. A homicide investigator has been 
assigned to the case. Approximately $5,000 worth of damage 
to the car was reported, while the damage to the bicycle was 
listed at $200. 

Miller's compaaibn at the time. Sue Lowe, was also not 




available for comment. 

Miller went into surgery at TMRMC at approximately 9 
a.m. after being lifted from the scene of the accident by the 
hospital's Lifeflight helicopter, said Haugbrook. Extensive 
damage was done to Miller's head, legs and internal organs. 
Her chances of recovering are unclear. 

•'She is not out of the woods yet, but the doctors are 
optimistic," Rplter said. "I know she's a tough p«r^n. If

anybody can pull through, she can. That's why we're 
optimistic." 

Miller swam for FSU from 1977-81 and is a 1981 graduate 
of the university. 

A fund is being established by friends of Miller to cover 
her medical expenses.

Unhappy contras among newest immigrants

MIAMI, Fla.— Rebels fighting to overthrow the Nicaraguan 
government have launched a new sort of invasion — but it is 
unlikely the Reagan administration approves of their target. 
The *'(X}ntras,'* cHsUlusioned and disgruntled, are filtering into 
this country at a growing rate. 

Here in Miami, long a principal basie for onMra groups, 
these newest immigrants worry about their fate. "We don't 
mnit tip) end up like the Cubans," said a former rebel 
a)nunmder, sitting in his modest apartment in one of the city's 
Cuban communities. "We don't want to be sitting around 20 
years from now arguins; politics and doing nothing." 

Yet for many, life very much resembles that of the Cuban 
exiles— days of endless political debate, dreams that someday 
they will win. 

After four years and some 10,(X)0 casualties, the rebel forces 
hold no territory in Nicaragua. The CIA "told us we'd be in 
Managua in six m<»iths" three years ago, said the commander, 
who now works as a security guard. "They are doing to us 
now what they did to the Cubans before. They give us 



promises, and then they use us. I think what they have in mind 
for us is another Bay of Pigs." 

Former fighters : ere say the largest contra group, the 
Honduras-based Nicaraguan Democratic Force (FDN), is 
plagued by internal dissent and resentment against its leaders. 
Another demoralizing factor, they said, has been the possibility 
that the U.S. Congress would not approve more aid. 

Some in the growing community of Nicaraguan contras are 
resigned to a life in exile* whik others hope a U.S. invasion 
will p^e their way home. Still others think a change in rebel 
leadership and a resumption of CIA funding could turn the 
tide, though most agree prospects for that are dim. 

One group is reaching out to exiles who, its oi^anizers say, 
have been ignored by the FDN. 

"We are holding social gatherings and dances," explained 
Hugo Villagra, once a member of the FDN high command. 
The group's founders are former members of Somoza's 
National Guard who left the FDN last year, accusing its 
political leaders of corruption. They hope eventually to resume 
fighting the Sandinistas, but for now seem content to organize 
the exile community, and work as mechanics, security guards 



and construction workers. 

A number of former leaders have put down stakes here, 
including Jose Francisco Cardenal, first chief of the FDN, who 
now sells life insurance out of his condominium in Miami's 
Fontainebleu area, and Edgar Chamorro, now with his family 
in Key Biscaync and looking for work. 

Chamorro— forced out of his leadership position after 
telling the U.S. Congress about rebel misconduct— considers 
the contra war already lost. "The FDN cannot make 
democracy in Nicaragua because they are undemocratic. I have 
seen very democratic people join the FDN," Chamorro said, 
"but working with the CIA, we learn their dirty tricks. We 
learn how to maniptdate and become like them." 

Many others are returning to their families, who came here 
during the Sandinista revolution. Those families have been 
assimilated into this largely bilingual city with relative ease, 
and many say their children now speak English better than 
their native tongue. 

These guerrilla-immigrants span a fairly broad spectrum.

Frenchtown bar owner convicted

Frenchtown disco owner Alex Perry was 
convicted Tuesday night under a Florida 
statute that forbids "keeping a structure for 
the use of control substance." Perry was 
sentenced to six months in jail and a $1,000 
fine. 

Perry had been charged earlier this year 
under the city's disorderly house ordinance, 
which was later ruled unconstitutional. The 
Florida statute, which Judge Hal McClamma 
called one that is difficult "to prosecute, to 
defend, and to rule on," is similar to the 
ordinance in that both allow the conviction 
of one who does not use or sell drugs. 

"They've thrown everything in the book 
at me,*' said Perry, who plans to appeal the 
decision. - 

The charge was the result of a 10-day 
undercover investigation conducted by out- 
of-town state beverage officers. During the 
trial, several testified that they had smelled 
marijuana smoke in Perry's disco, and that 
Perry had known drugs were being sold 
there. The state's attorney did not have to 
prove that Perry, was involved in the 
activities, but that he was aware of them. 

Defense attorney Dave Busch, however, 
questioned the officer's recollection of 
statements made by Perry during the 
December investigation, as they had to read 



from typed notes to refresh their memories. 
He also said the state lacked evidence that 
proved what the pfficers smelled was actually 
marijuana. 

"This man is being made a scapegoat for 
all the drug activity in Frenchtown,*' Busch 
said.

Chief of Police Melvm Tucker tcstifi«l 
briefly, saying that Perry*s has a reputation 
"as a place where there is wide open use of 
marijuaiia." 

After a lengthy deliberation, the jury 
found Perry guilty of the charge. Judge 
McClamma sentenced Perry to six months 
in prison, but said he would be placed on 
probation after 30 days. McClamma also 
said he would file to delay Perry's prison 
stint until after an appeal decision is made. 

"It was very disappointing," said Busch. 
"Perry's such a nice guy."

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Senate committee defeats lottery bill

First you approve a 
lottery, and the next thing 
you know, marijuana will 
be legal. That was one of 
the arguments used in the 
Senate Finance and Tax 
Committee Wednesday as 
the panel defleated a bill to 
establish a Florida lottery. 

Sen. Joe Carlucci, D- 
Jacksonville, claimed a 
lottery would destroy the 
"good moral values" of the 
slate. Sen. Edgar Dunn. D- 
Ormond Beach, called the 
lottery "an undesirable 
activity," and a move to 
delude the public. 

But Sen. Jack Gordon,

D-Miami Beach, the biH*s sponsor, said the lottery was 
defeated by ^essure from the Parimutuel industry, which 
was more concerned over tost revenues than declining 

morals. 

Bob Flora, a legislative consultant for Florida 
Greyhound Tracks, admitted that his organization was 
worried a state-run lottery would drain money from their 
industry. He tried to jusify his position by saying 
Parimutuels give a better return for the bettor's investment, 
but Gordon wasn't buying that. 

"They (the parimutuel industry) had a very full court 
press on their part to kill the lottery bill... and the switches 
were not likely to be swayed by moraF arguments," Gordon 
said, referrittg to three ^tfon who changed their votes 
ovcmi^. 

When the committee ^riag began, Gordon thought he 
had a winaing margin of 10-9, but the last nwnute flip- 



flopping resulted in a 12-7 vote, with the lottery on the 
losing side. 

Forty-five percent of the revenues from the lottery would 
have gone to education funding, which Gordon said the 
state desperately needs. And he said it's wrong not to 
approve a lottery. 

"...1 think the denial of opportunity to get educated... is 
considerably more immoral (than a lottery)," Gordon said 
after the final vote was tallied. 

Gordon's bill would have put a lottery amendment on 
the 19^6 November ballot, allowing voters to Make the 
final choice. He saw Wednesday's committee vote as a 
move to take away the right of the people to deci<te. 

The only other avenue now open to lottery supporters is 
the petition method, and Education Commissioner Ralph 
Turlington, who also backed the bill, vowed to start 
collecting the 300,000 signatures needed for such an 
amendment as soon as possible. 

"It would be my intention, and I know the intention of 
many others, for us to work to secure the signatures 
through the initiative to place that on the ballot so that the 
people of Florid may vote dir^tly on this," TurUngton 
said after the meeting. 

Gov. BobOraham said he was glad the bill faited, and 
blamed the lottery for giving people the idea that life is a 
free ride. Tl^*t the message he wants FI^MmmM get, 
he said. 

"I am pleased that the Legislature has again indicated 
that it's not going to adopt an approach which would say 
that the future of Florida lies in chance, wait for your 
number to come, and collect a pot of gold," Graham said. 

Instead, Graham would like Floridians to know that the 
future success of Florida is going to come from hard work 
and self-improvement. And prosperity will arrive through 
an investment ta personal exceltence, said tte mtttonaire 
governor.

Committee clarifies 
education reform bill

One day after the Seitate pass^ a similar measure, the 
House Education Committee voted Wednesday to backslide 
slightly from last year's Mnbitious school reforms. 

But the committee billed its proposal— which among other 
things would grant local school dtetots an option for a one- 
year postponement in adding a seventh period to the school 
day— a "clarification" and not a retreat. 

After the vote. Rep. Mike Friedman, D-Miami Beach, lold 
reporters the committee bill (PCB 1) is meant to help out 
school districts the legislature told to add a seventh period but 
stiffed when it came to paying the tab. 

"The rhetoric was good but the reality was lacking," Fried- 
man said of last year's "RAISE" reform bill. "It would be 
unfair to require it but we're ^M^uraging them to have a seven- 
period day and there's some money in there to encourage 
schools to .move in that direction." 

The proposal would also provide a list of acceptable excuses 
for missing class to .answer a question r^vding attendance 
left unanswered by the RAISE bill. 

Under the revision, students would still be required to at- 
tend class for at least 135 of the 150 hours necessary to com- 
plete a course, but they could be excused for sickness, injury, 
religious instruction, extra curricular activity and "insurmoun- 
table conditions." However, they would be required to make 
up the missed class time. 

The Senate version of the revisions deleted the attendance 
requirement altogether.

Labor leader says system must change

Baldemar Velasquez grew 
up angry at God. 

He didn't understand how 
God could allow his family 
to work picking vegetables 
all day long and not get paid 
enough for their labor. He 
didn't understand why he 
and his sisters had to work 
in the fields while other kids 
went to school. He didn't 
understand why his parents 
were treated so unfairly by 
their employers. 

Now— 17 years since he 
first began to challenge the 
ways of America's 
agriculture industry- 
Velasquez understands very 
well the plight of 
farmworkers. And his anger 
has shifted away from God 
to the owners of 
corporations like Campbell 
Soup Company who employ 
the farmworkers. 

The coordinator of the 
Ohio-based Farm Labor 
Organizing Committee, 
Velasquez has dedicated his 

life to putting an end to what he calls "the callous 
exploitation of America's farmworker population," His 
work has earned him the reputation of being "second only 
to Cesar Chavez," the founder and President of the United 
Farm Workers— the largest farmworker union in the 
country. 

"All we (farmworkers) are asking for is a fair and just 
system— for us to be treated fairly in the system," said 
Velasquez. 

Farmworker advocates like Velasquez say that America's 
farmworkers are sever ly urt4erpal4»ill-housed and suffer 
from malnutrition and disease. As recently as two years ago, 
two labor contractors, were convicted of slavery for their 
abuse of farmworkers in Florida. 

Velasquez was in town this week to attend a two day 
governmental seminar organized by Florida IMPACT— a 
church-funded social justice lobbying group. Those that 
attended the seminar also spent a day at the Capitol lobbying 
legislators to vote in favor of bills that would correct some 
of the abuses against Florida's 150,000 farmworkers.

The legislation that has 
been introduced this year 
would make is easier for 
farmworkers to collect 
unemployment benefits and 
would requne the state to 
adopt the federal farm labor 
law. 

While Velasquez and 
UFW Vice-President 
Fernanando C\ic\as both 
cndoiscU the farmworker 
legislation at a press 
conference Tuesday, they 
also labfelled such attempts 
as "patchwork.'* 

"We can't engage in 
patchwork," said Velasquez. 
"We can always keep 
tightening up legislation but 
it's 1985 and they're still 
arguing whether, 
farmworkers should have 
bathrooms in the fields. 
Things aren't going to 
change until we create 
forums where farmworkers 
can negotiate for themselves. 

"We're going to have to 
shake up the labor 
movement," Velasquez said. 
They (corporate heads) are going to feel funny when ragtag 
farmworkers walk into their fancy hotels in Bal Harbour," 
said Velasquez. 

He urged those present at his speech Tuesday night to join 
the boycott of Campbell Soup Co. and its subsidiaries 
because of their use of the "sharecropping" and "crop 
contracting system." 

Major food processors like Campbell's, said Velasquez, 
dictate the terms of annual contracts with farmw orkers long 
before the crop is planted. He said Campbell tells the farmer 
how much per pound he'll receive on delivery, and based 
on that price, the farmer hires workers for harvesting. 

"The sharecropping system is used so that no one has to 
take responsibility as an employer," said Velasquez. 
"Campbell calls all the shots, but shrugs off its critics with 
the sham excuse, we aren't the employer." 

In 1978, FI OC launched the largest agricultural strike in 
the history of the midwest when 2,000 farmworkers walked

The political leaders, largely from wealthy 
Nicaragua!! families, settle into homes in Key 
Biscayne and Coral Gables, while mid-level 
commanders and foot soldiers live in 
Miamt^s relatively poor immigrant 
Gommunities. ^ 

But aU enjoy a status that seems to place 
them at least a step ahead of immigrants 
from El Salvador, Guatemala, Haiti and 
Mexico. 

To begin with, they do not wade the Rio 
Grande, nor are they smuggled across the 
border in vans. Instead, they come by air 
from Honduras and Costa Rica. Soine of the 
dozens interviewed claimed the CIA had 
given them passports so they could move 
freely through Latin America— one 
display^ three separate passports with his 
photograph, each bearing a different name 
and nationality. Some said the Miami CIA 
station helps expedite political asylum 
requests and arrange for work papers. 

State Department and Immigration and 
Naturalization Service (INS) officials deny 
the Nicaraguans receive any preferential 
treatment, and cite figures showing that most 
of their requests for asylum are denied. 
Laura Dierdrich, in charge of asylum 
requests for the State Dept., says, "You have 
to apply the sMie standards to every 
nationality. Each and every case is 
adjudicated on its own merits." 

But officials do acknowledge that most 
Nicaraguans denied asylum are given 
"E:\iendcd Voluntary Departure" status, 
under which they can stay in the country 
indefinitely. Salvadorans have tried in vain 
to obtain such status, claiming they face 
persecution if deported. 

INS officials say some 19,000 Salvadorans 
were deported last year, while only 154 
Nicaraguans have been deported since 1980. 
This is a considerable disproportion, even 



considering that Savadorans probably 
outnumber Nicaraguans in this country by 

25 to 1. 

State Dept. records also show that 1,018 
Nicaraguan families were granted political 
asylum in 1984, while 7,274 requests were 
denied. In contrast, only 328 Salvadorans 
were accorded political asylum requests, 
white 0¥&t 13,000 were denied in 1984. 

Still, some of the Nicaraguan rebels feel 
the United States has not done enough. 
••They are playing games with me," said 
Salvador Icaza, when his asylum request was 
denied. 

"Reagan calls us freedom fighters on 
TV," says Icaza, who was in charge of 
psychological operations for the FDN before 
returning to his family last fall, "but then 
they want to deport us back to Nicaragua. 
They are not sincere. They are always 
manipulating." 

Jeremy Rivkind, INS Miami District 
Director, describe the Nicaraguatf cases as 
among the most ••difficult" he has to deal 
with. 

"The Salvadorans who are coming here, 
what are they escaping? El Salvador has a 
democratic government, and is an ally of the 
United States. They don't persecute people 
there. People say they've got these (death) 
squads— well, that's not too accurate. I hat's 
not a daily occurence. You have got 
individual crimes there. Well, you have that 
here too." 

"But in Nicaragua," he added, "You've 
got a wjiolesale communist, Marxist 
government of persecution. They pick people 
up and detain them. It's day and night." 

One immigration lawyer defending 
Salvadoran refugees disagrees. ''The 
difference," he said, "is that in Nicaragua, 
they throw opponents in jail. In El Salvador, 
they kill them."

off the fields demanding minimum wage, an 
end to pesticide spraying while workers were 
in the fields, outdoor plumbing at the shacks 
they lived in and work-site toilets. Campbell 
refused to negotiate these demands. 

"The biggest bankers and heads of the 
country's most powerful institutions are the 
policy makers of Campbell," said Velasquez. 
"But we are not afraid. We farmworkers live 
JO years less than you do. We are losing our 
lives ahready— so what have we got to lose?" 
he said. 

Key members of Campbell's Board of 
Directors include the directors of Prudential 
Insurance and Equitable Life. 



"One in 40 Americans hold Prudential 
policies," said Velasquez. ••We're finding 
out that many of our friends have a so called 
piece of the rock. So what we want all of you 
to do, as policy holders, is say to these 
corporations thM you don't want them to use 
your money to exploit farmworkers," he 
said. 

Velasquez made it clear that what the 
farmworkers wart is a change in the 
system— the last thin^ they want are welfare 
checks. 

"People who are unable to work deserve 
welfare," said Velasquez. "We are the most 
hardworking people. We don't want 
handouts that come from your taxdollars. 
We want fahr pay for the sweat off our 
backs."

osaltnd and Lady Macbeth, 
Britomart and Acrasia, 
Queai Elizabeth and Nell 
Gwynn— the image of 
women in 17th century 
England shifted uneasily 
between the poles of emblematic perfection 
and actual degradation. The lyric vision saw 
a garden in her fiu;e, the satiric sensibility 
smelted poison beoMrth her silks. Notions 
about women were grounded half in the 
Middle Ages and half in the Renaissance. 
England was taring itself from a feudal 
oligarchy into a powerful mercantile empire. 

Women were caught in the upheaval of 
this electric transitional century. There was 
economic revolution, civil war, social 
mutability— but did, the lives of women, and 
ideas about women, really change? 

The **feraale element" from the death of 
Queen Elizabeth (1M3) to the accession of 
Qu^n Anne (1702) is the subject of Lady 
Antonia Eraser's TAe Weaker Vessel, a 



cheerful, elegantly-written anecdotal history 
of women of all sorts from actresses to 
governesses, court ladies to Kings' 
concubmes, poets to witches. The book does 
i»t trouble itself with a strong Mstorical 
methodology or a sociological theme. It 
like a languid, sprawling, and classy 
romance novel (no mere bodice-ripper). Even 
better, the stories are all true. 

Diaries, letters, contemporary 
publications — these are the sources of The 
Weaker Vessel, Eraser's slated intent is not 
only to recount tl» lives of her 17th century 
woflMn— some famous, sobk absolutely 
obscure— but to show how they thought 
about themselves* and each other. Each 
episode has the air of an intimate, if 
dignified, biography. Eraser sets out not to 
revolutionize the standard view of the 17th 
century but to expand it, to respond 
fruitfully to the question someone (some 
man) put to her when she began the project: 
'*Were there any 17th century wom«i?**

The book is an exhaustive answer, 
continually displaying example upon 
example of intriguing and only dimly-reputed 
women. There is Aphra Behn, who died in 
1689, a professional journalist and highly 
successful playwright whose work was 
popular for its incandescent wit. There is 
Basua Makin, Queen Mary's teacher, who 
sA up a school to teach the classics, ^n^ally 
a male educaUonal preserve, to girls. There 
is Bridget Bendish, granddaughter of 
Cromwell, a businesswoman who managed 
a salt-works and made impressive profits — 
one of the first women in industry. 

The accomplishments of these women are 
not part of the usual 17th century histories 
which focus doggedly on the English Civil 
War and the parliamentary reforms brought 
about by momu'chic turmoil. The stories of 
Aphra Behn, Basua Makin, Bi^tt ^dish 
and many Hke th«n belong to the great 
clouded mass of women's (closet) history 
which Eraser attempts to recover. The book 
is not written from a strong feminist 
standpoint— nowhere does there seem to be 
an ideological axe to grind. But the radical 
assumption that the details of the% women's 
Uves— even tiiough they did not necessarily 
dttcover gravky or topple govemmaits— ^ve 
the book its There is a central sense 

that these women, whether Katherine 
Philips, the poetess, "Orinda," or Mary 
Eisher, the Quaker preacher, aie as 
important to our understanding of the age 
as John Milton or John Villiers. And that 
goes a long way toward broadening our over- 
quantitative view of history. ,

Sfm used to think it was, of SI loves, the most innocent, 
but now she knew she had been wrong... There were mothers 
for whom the sight of their children meant nothing: no love 
stirred, no part of the heart lifted. There were mothers who 
hated their children from the moment of their births, who 
hated the first touch of flesh on flesh and went on 
hating. ...And then there was the other part of mother love: 
, it was not all of life. You gave them life, you loved them, 
then you open^ them out to the world.

Anne, the heroine of Mary Gordon's Men and Angels, is 
a woman who loves her two children completely— their smells 
and quicknesses, their fragility and their str^gths. She tells

But Anne is also charged with writing the catalogue for a 
new show of the works of Caroline Watson, a (fictional) 
American painter who, although she painted the worlds of 
dtmiesticity betwem mothers and th^ ctuldren with the loving 



spirit of Cassatt, she was, in the end, A Bad Mother. 

And this is no ordinary sin: it— however unfair— colors 
everything else she did in her Ufe, especially her mother/child 
portraits, makes it all suspect, a puzzle. 

And this, for Anne, is somethttig she cannot understand. 
Though her own mother found fault easily enough with her, 
Anne loves her children in an all-consuming way. She throws 
herself in the world of senses, crossing oceans for the perfect 
Hght, the intoxicating shade of leaf. This Anne cannot 
fathom. How could a woman so lost in her senses be so cruel, 
all her life, to her only child, Stephen, the fruit of a union 
she kept secret to her death? For Anne, the nature of 
motherhood is simple: you keep your children safe. 

A parallel theme involves the unloveable "mother's helper" 
Anne hires to free herself to do the research on Caroline's life. 
Although Laura is tidy beyond belief, sews, and is loved by 
the children, she is the sort of person who has never known 
love and cannot inspire it in others. Gordon seems to be 
exploring her traditional interest in how to love the unloveable, 
but it's diminished by the power of her other concern: the 
failings of family love. 

Gordon is « her finest when writing about the complex 
mysteries of this love so rooted in flesh. She has an image- 
piwked prose— "Words like bent pins," children's spirits like 
''streaks of light in the thick forest of their animal lives,"— 
that woi-ks best in description. Moods have texture, color, 
shape. Things are not simpte.

avid Kirby is a sort of 
quarterback for Team 
Poetry in his new book. 
Diving for Poems. He 
taefctes the job with Pep 
Club enthusUm, dicing the 
text with cheers, 

exhortations, and encouraging words. It's 
^sy to picture him ci^uchi^ over center, 
waiting for the snap; instead of calling 

audibles, though, he shouts smart advice to 
the other players— things like, "The poet's 
primary tool is diction!" and "Don't forget 
to put the ordinary in an inordinary light!" 
and "Only shallow people and charlatans 
begin with perfect knowledge of what it is 
that they mean to say!" 

Hut one, hitt two, hike. 

In Diving for Poems, the latest book from 
Tallahassee's own Word Beat Press, Kirby 
does a pretty good job of fielding three of 
the toughest questions in literature: Where 
Does Poetry Come From?, How Do You 



Write A Poem?, and Why Do We Need A 
Million Poets? 

Kirby begins his book by stating the case 
for the inclusion of imaginative writing in the 
academic setting— in other words, Why We 
Need A Milliwi Poets. In his introduction, 
Kirby compares creative Writmg— which 
involves problem solving from word one— 
to the process of writing traditional research 
papers, a process, he says, that is "fated to 
be a dilution of someone else's expertise." 

"No poem," Kirby argues, "ever began 
with an answer." 

Kirby thinks the methods lised in writing 
workshoi^-^frequent short assignments, 
peer criticism, individual confar»ices — can't 
help but have a beneficial effect on the 
traditional EngHsh curriculum. 

Kirby's enthusiasm for the multiple 
benefits of creative writing is evident 
throughout Diving for Poems, especially in 
the lengthy section on "How to Write a 
Poem.** Kirby opens that section with a 
quote from Jan^ Dickey: *'What you 
have to r^dize," says Dick^, **wfa€n you 
write poetry, w if you love poetry, is that 
poetry is just naturally the greatest goddamn 
thing that ever was in the whole universe." 

Some prose writers will want to boot 
Kirby's book out the door after reading that, 
but they would do well to resist the impulse. 
In the fifty pages that follow, Kirby discusses 
what he esM$ poem-types. It's a discussion 
that could help writers of shcwt fiction almost 
as much as it wiU the aspiring poet. 

As Kirby sees it, one of the worst things 
a young writer can do is sit down with pen 
in hand, ready to let the emotions flow in 
a sort of hallelujah-free-verse, e.e.- 
cummings-i-am-here. 

"Just about every poet of any stature," 
Kirby advises, "has begun by mastering the 
fashions of the day and thim moving forward 
from there." 

With that in mmd, Kirby loads his section 
on each po«n-type with plenty of helpful 
discussions, suggestions for writing exercises, 
and, of course, examples, many of which are 
selections from Kirby's own award-winning

ith 1985, Hungarian Gyorgy Dalos has tried 
something that is either bold or pretentious, 
in taking over the premise, metaphors, 
characters and even the title (plus one year) 
of George Orwell's 1984, probably the most- 
read piece of political writing in the history 
of the world. 

Dalos does not even try to maintain the bleak terror of 
Orwell's year; /9<S5, is, in fact, more of a social satire than 
a poHtical one. While Dalos retains Orwell's names of 
countries and people from 1984, the people and countries 
are transformed into something more familiar and less 
frightening, maybe a reflection of the encouraging fact that 
not even Stalin wu able to grip Dalos's native Hungary as 
tightly as Big Brother did (keania. 

In 1985, Winston and Julia are working in government 
jobs, and are once again lovers, subject to very bourgeois- 
seeming professional and personal jealousies— something 
that 1 think would be clearly impossible for the people of 
the same names in 1984, who are forced to betray each other 
so profoundly. Dalos's people are not the same characters, 



and they don't inhabit the same world. 

1985 begins with the death of Big Brother, and mainly 
deals with a shprt-lived revolution reminiscent of the 1956 
Hungarian revolution. As happened in Hungary after Stalin's 
death, the Oceanian writers in 1985 are given a relaxation 
of censorship and are altowed a token outlet for poetry, 
called the Times Literary Supplement, which at first only 
accepts approved poetry, like **Ode to the Five- Year Plan," 
but which gradually escapes government control and becomes 
the focal point for revolutionary ideas. In Oceania, as in 
Hungary in 1956, abysmally bad poets are deified, for lack 
of an unbroken tradition, after years of censorship. 
Quarrellihg intellectual factions put together a revolutionary 
manifesto that turns out ambiguous in form and content, 
like a free-form poem, suggesting Hungary's ideological 
struggle, wMdi first became pubUc, in the fift^, in the form 
of controversy over poetic styles. 

The book also plays off the cultural upheaval in China 
that followed Mao's death in 1976. Big Brother's widow, 
Big Sister, is arrested a month after his death, like Mao's 
widow, and graffiti becomes a mode of political expression 
like the writings on Democracy Wall in Peking in the 
seventies. A document allowing the exchange of stamp 
^Hectors l^tween Oc^uiia and Eastasia has tlw dntinct smell 
of the Chinese- American "ping-pong diplomacy" of the 
seventies. 

Orwell is a giant, and the idea of anyone trying to 
appropriate his ideas seems at first to be cheap and 
unimaginative. But there are two reasons why Gyorgy Dalos 
might have a right to try. For one thing, he lives in Hungary; 
he was convicted of political crimes in 1968, expelled from 
the Party, fired from his job, and, according to 1985*^^wxk 
jacket, has been under poWce surveillance ever since. He's 
been writing and surviving under totalitarian rule all his life, 
so it's possible he may have some deeper insight into Big 
Brother than the British Orwell. For another thing, Dalos

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poetry. Most of these examples not only serve their 
illustrative function, but are treasures to read for their own 
sakes, like Kirby's "To My Sons" and "The DanceHof 
Husbands in Bathrobes." Hunt Hawkins' "My Cat Jack," 
and Allen Ginsberg's "America." Emily Dickinson pops up, 
and it's always nice to have Walt Whitman drop by. 

Unfortunately, Kirby includes some duds, too. Reaching 
into a grab bag of samples from his own poetry workshops 
at Florida State, Kirby pulls out a handful of student poems, 
not all of which deserve to be there. In some cases, Kirby 
seems to be stretching his explanations to make the poems 
fit the poem-types they're supposed to be illustrating. 

There are students whose poems are right at home in 
Diving for W>ems— the line between student and teacher is 
arfuzzy one anyway^-*^ Kirby, and editor/publisher Allen 



Woodman, would do well to wield a mean exacto knife on 
the next edition. 

This is a book that deserves to have good things happen 
to it. 

. Kirby oflWt plenty of sound advice for the young poet- 
sensible stuff. Write in sentences, he suggests. Use concrete 
language, employ standard usage, title your poems. Type 
those poems. And if you an't sleep, well, so what? "A poet 
who can't sleep," Kirby says, "should think of his 
wakefulness as a chance to get ahead of the competition." 

Diving for Poems should make a killing off writing 
workshops around the country, but it's not a book that needs 
a classroom to make it whole. Diving for Poems is a book 
for any young writer. 

And, really, for any old reader as well.

She is less wonderful in 
bringing Anne Foster to life, 
which is odd, considering her 
gift for characterization and 
the full and memorable 
heroines of her two previous 
novels, Isabel Moore in Final 
Payments and Felicitas and 
Elizabeth in The Company 
oj Women. Better characters 
are the painter Caroline 
Watson, recreated through 
letters, journal entries and 
the memories of those who 
loved her; Jane, Caroline's 
daughter-in-law and keeper 
of the underrated painter's 
flame; Ben, distinguished 
gentleman, friend and art 
lover and Anne's children 
Peter and Sarah. 

For all the lime spent 
inside Anne Foster's head, 
she remains maddeningly 
in^cipherable. We are told 
sht is "loved by everyone," 
envied even, admired for her 
fine mind. Yet we have to 
listen to her obsession with 
being unable to feci any 
"warmth" for l.aura, her 
discovery late in life that 
"money made a difference," 
and we doubt what we have 
been told. 

It's also frustrating that 
Gordon has almost all of her 
ciMHracters speaking in the 
same marmer— from phrases 
to sentence construction — 
rife with "Of course darling 
you simply must purchase 
that," and "But of course, 
you must be simply 
starving," etc. The 
peripheral characters are 
more believable. 

Despite its imperfections. 
Mm and Angels is important 
for its meditations on the 
nature of motherhood, 
family love and the duality 
of a woman's life. In digging 
through the life of Caroline 
Watson, Anne wonders why 
she needs details to help 
understand the painter's 
work: 

The truth of the matter 
was that for a woman to 
have accomplished 
something, she had to get 
our of /te may 6f her own 
body. This was the trick 
people wanted to know 
about. Did she pull it off? As 
if life were a trick, making 
doves fly out of a hat, 
turning an egg into a 
flower.

outside Western Europe and 
the U.S. to find, these days. 

1985 is also footnoted, 
throughout, anonymously 
by "the historian" who 
comments with dry 
scholastic rigor on the 
documeots he has transltf^ 
fifty years later, in 2035.

'Something:' McGuane's best

Something to be Desired 
by Thomas McGuane. 
173 pp. New York:

o me thing To Be Desired is 
Thomas McGuane's sixth 
and most satisfying novel. 
Reading McGuane's ^riier 
novels is like picking through 
a chocolate assortment- 
there are exquisite momentary pleasures, but 
the end resuh isn't nourishing. McGuane 
appeared to be a writer of lines, not books. 
He was adept at cute quips, such as "1 was 
beginning to sense that the night had written 
a check that dayUght couldn't cash...," but 
once enough da//ling Hnes had been written 
the author seemed to abandon his novels as 
if they were parlies grown tiresome. In 
Panama, Ninety-Two in the Shade, and The 
Bushwacked Piano variations on the same 
**exdtable-boy" protagonist stumbled 
through these mad gatherings and were left, 
like the reader, over-stimulated and 
disoriented. 

McGuane is more successful with 
Something To Be Desired because of his 
paiiciKc in acciuiiiiii: the reader's svmpalhv 



for Lucien, the protagonist. Lucien's 
motivations are more believable than those 
of earlier characters, his actions more 
meaningful. Lucien's father bequeaths an 
inclination towards romance in the form of 
escape; when Lucien is later torn between the 
familiar pleasures of married life and the 
vague hope of iegaining an ideally beautiful 
ex-lover, we understand. More importantly, 
we feel the resulting longings and regrets 
more keenly than the o\ert violence of hands 
nailed to doors and abrupt shooting deaths 
found in earlier novels. 

McGuane's jittery, coked-up style is still 
present, and his abhorrence for anything 
mundane sometimes results in passages 
whe:re the cruise-control is stuck somewhere 
above eighty-five MPH. 

Lucien's parents stood shoulder to 
shoulder. His father was hugely animated 
and shouted everything he said. Lueien was 
given a small pillow for the ring. Fuiher 
Moore— 'Dicky ' .Moore—had his limp Bible 
splashed open on one hand while the other 
held his drink. He rattled through the 
marriage ceremony, stopping once for a 
refill; and at the end, when Lucien 's mother 
was to say 7 do, 'she instemi screamed, "The 
man I love died in Peru!' and threw herself 
to the floor. 

And McGuane still finds himself relying 
on excesses of action, such as drunken 
sprees, sexual innovations and shooting 
incidents, to fuel his novel. 

But McGuane has managed to contain his 
tangental tendencies and fondness for 
improbability indefferrenceto the needs of 
his story. Sotnething To Be Desired leads to 
a culmination, and the final scene (a rarity— 
the unexpected but apt twist) is touching. 
McGuane has saved his dessert for last this 
time, and that's how it should be. 

The author, a ^Mluate of Florida State's 
creative writing program, has spent the 
majority of the past year teaching English 
on a U.S. Navy shipJHe is also working on 
a novel.

Eraser's style is as easy and point de vice 
as Jane Austen's. She has a cool sense of 
humor and unrufOed command of narrative 
that authors of more "serious" histories 
would do well to emulate. Her footnotes are 
in all the right piaces, her documentation 
impeccable. She manages that rare thing: an 
apparently-unstrained balance between 
popular accessability and academic integrity. 

T^e main fault of The Weaker Vessel is 
that there is both too much and too little of 
it. There is too much in that we are given 
miAiple episode of women whose lives 
were, owing to their time, economic situation 
and class, quite similar. There is too little in 
that we see little of the lives of the majority 
, of English women. How many tales of 
young aristocrats married off for money 
to men old enough to be their fathers do we 
need to get the point that matrimony in the 
17th century was a commodity market? How 
many interchangeable stories of castle- 
deftmding dames terrifying the enemy in the 
Civil War before we uiulerstand that women 
we^ capable of leaving their embroidery for 
more active pursuits? All-inclusive detail 
does not convince a reader, it wears him out. 
Praser gives us aU the evidence, but she does 
not interpret it. 

What the book lacks is a fuller social 
picture. There is little or no sense of the great 
mass of women who lived and died as 
undocumented, unglamorized, unstudied 
peasants and working-class townswomen. 
There are too many duchesses, not enough 
milkmaids. 



Admittedly, written sources have to come 
from literate people, and upper class women 
were virtually the only females in England 
at the time given even a slight opportunity 
to become educated. Duchesses had the 
leisure time to write diaries— milkmaids, on 
the whole, did not. And, there mnv be some 
natural prejudice at work here: I ady 
Antonia is herself from a courtly, aristocratic 
family, if hurled back in time 3()0 years, she, 
or her sisters (all novelists and poets) or her 
mother (the biographer Countess of 
Longford) could almost be the noble literary 
ladies of whom she writes. 

Ultimately, this lopsided, if gilt-framed, 
picture of English society weakens the book. 
We could have done with at least some 
description of what life for the anonymous 
majority was like. Instead, we are left with 
jaunty and well-turned-out vignettes of Ann, 
Viscountess Conway penning her anti- 
Hobbesian book The Principles of the Most 
Ancient and Modern Philosophy while Nell 
Gwynn ascends from selling oranges in Drury 
Lane to Charles 11 's bed and Sarah Churchill 
plays power politics. Super eadem — always 
the same — sadly says the author of the 
condition of women in her conclusion. Much 
it might also be said of her over-jolly portrail 
of 17th century England, ctespite chapters on 
the miseries of childbirth and the giddily-high 
mortality rate. But however dangerously near 
historical fiction this history seems to come, 
The Weaker Vessel still provides an 
engaging, intelligent, enlightening set of 
female tableaux, helping to fill out — and 
there can never be enough of this— the true 
unknown story of true unsung heroines.

classical music make me a bttter person? I don't think so. 

Personally, it bores the hell out of me to sit in a ^eat for 
two-plus hours and listen to classical music, though I do 
appreciate the art these people are creating and the 
contributions they are making. It's just not my cup of tea, 
really. 

If football is not someone else's cup of lea, that's fine 
too. But that doesn't elevate calssical music above football 
in terms of Its importance. That's an absurd, if not 
childish, assumption. 

One other thing bothered me about my comrade's story. 
In it, he wrote that "football is just collisions." While 
sparing you of the melodramatic details, suffice to say that 
football is much more. The careful execution of a 
particular play is a painstakingly meticulous (and rigorous) 
process. It requires intelligence and stamina. And playing 
football is more than "collisions." It is a slap in the face of 
every college football player who dedicates himself to 
the craft. And that is wrong. 

Finally, I fed sorry for those who felt shamed into 
attending Tuesday night's symphonic performance. It 
would have been much nicer to want to attend out of 
respect and love of classical music; not out of some 
snobbily-imposed guilt trip. 

That, in the end, may be the greatest injustice of all.

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Former swimmers 
accuse FSU coach 
of playing favorites

For the Florida State University men's swim team, it's 
survival of the fittest. 

With at least one-third of the lA-mm squad not finishing 
the seasOT, some former FSU swimmers have stuped forward 
to question their coaches' techniques. 

Senior co-captain Jeff Waidrop, who was released from the 
team following a heated argument with Head Coach Bill 
Shults, claims that the team's management has a different 
philosophy than other collegiate clubs. 

"Coach thinks it's his job to see if a swimmer can tough 
it out or not," Waidrop said. "Other coaches are demanding, 
but it's not like whether you can stay with the team or not, 
but how fast you can swim." 

Shults, who has led the t^m since August of 1982, said that 
the sport, not his coaching, was responsible for the high 
twwjver r«e. "My m^hods are not of weediHg out 
swimmers— the sport itself weeds out becau^ of the level of 
commitment necessary," ShuUs said, "to do this sport and 
do it well, the demands of time and effort are incredible." 

Yet, there are payoffs. This year, the team finished 27th 
in the NCAA championships and produced two 
Ail-Americans. 

One of whom, Mike Kowalski, said that the rigors of 
collegiate swimming are responsible for the large number of 
his teammates who left the club. "It's tough to balance your 
,time between swimming and school," Kowalski said." it takes 




a lot of dedication— some guys just aren't up to h." 

Others disagree. Senior Todd Barry, who left the team after 
protesting Waldrop's dismissal, said that there were great 
swimming talents who quit because of ShuUs and assistant 
coach Guy Bergeron. 

•'1 have seen at lease six potential AU-Americans leave or 
be thrown off the team since I've been here," Barry said. 



•'With the guys we have walking around campus that are not ' 
swimming because of Shults and Bergeron, we would definitely 
have Top 10 team in the nation." 

One of the major allegations made by Barry and other 
former swimmers involved in this year's program was that

The people who saw Windy Johnson every 
day didn't know she was being abused at home 
until she ended up dead. 

Beaten severely over 95 percent of her body, 
the 6-year-old's death made instant headlines, 
forcing the Tallahassee community to ask 
itself: How could this happen? 

After tales of child abuse in day care centers 
in South Florida— like the three-year-old who 
contracted gonorrhea of the throat— 
legislators made a slew of attempts to set 
things right: from fingerprinting day care 
workers to increasing the number of center 
investigators. 

But these are the extremes. 

People who deal with child abuse day in and 
day out say the problems aren't so cut and 
dried. 

A proHceman questions a child who has been 
beaten about what liappened. A social worker 
visits a home, charged with deciding whether 
a child should stay or go, A pediatrician 
examines c^iafei bruises, trying to determine 
if they were purposely inflicted. A lobbyist 
tries to push for legislative changes that will 
somehow make a difference. 

They make mistakes. Sometimes they solve 
one problem only to find 10 more around the 
corner. 



What keeps them going is the beh'ef that 
they can make a difference on an incli\ iduai 
basis, even if they can't erase the problem. 

POLICE OFFICER 

Keith Daws has been involved in law 
enforcement for 14 years. f4is father was a 
policeofficer — so were several othoi members 
of his family. A few years ago he was put in 
charge of the Leon County Sheriff's 
Department Crimes Against Persons Unit 
which oversees child abuse ca^. 

Daws is pretty dear about what his job 
entails— if someone is out there raping a child* 
his responsibility is to put them behind bars. 
But not everyone agrees. 

"Some people still don't think it's a 
criminal problem," he said. "But when a five- 
year-old takes your hand and asks you 'can 
you make my daddy leave me alone?' then you 
realize it is a criminal problem." 

•*We (law enforcement) try to be as sensitive 
as we can, but we are primarily into criminal 
prosecution. We step in to ensure that the state 
of Florida is represented and protect the public 
from the child molester or child abuser .We're 
not so much into the family dynamics.'' 

Daws said his unit deals with about six 
children a weefe, mftny of them sexual abuse 
cases. The day before this interview, he caught

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a babysitter who molested three children— ages five, four; $mA 
three. On days like this, Daws said, he feels his job is 

worthwhile. 

"The bottom line is that you get a good feeling because you 
know the child no longer has to go back. I've had children 
in here that have been molested from birth and they don't 
remember when they didn't have to perform oral sex on their 
fathers. You can go home and say 'Well, today I stopped this 
guy," he said.' 

But according to Daws, police offi<^ were not always so 
sensitive to victims of child abuse. 

"In my first training, child abuse was barely mentioned," 
he said, "It was not a real problem. There was child abuse, 
but that kind of thing happened in New York City." 

One of the first things Daws has to do in an abuse case is 
interview the child. Many of the children are fearful at first, 
Daws said, because they've been told they won't see their 
mother again or they'll be put in a reform school. He said 
those barriers are often broken as soon as they see he isn't 
the enemy and that he doesn't blame them for what happened. 

"By the time they've told anybody, they're desperate for 
help," he said. 

Sometimes Daws admits he misjudges a parem and altanvs 
the child to return home. 

"We review every case and we make mistakes," he said. 
"The sad part about it is that when you make a mistake, you 
don't just lose. The child loses." 

Daws' job is emotional and time-consuming. He said he has 
experienced both chest pains and "thrashing around for two 
or three days without sleep." He also spent a lot of time away 
from his family. 

"I've missed birthdays. I've missed plays at school. But if 
you don't work it that day, how am I going to go home at 
night and say 'I hope little Jeannie doesn't get raped 
tonight?* " 

Law enforcement officers and teachers need to be n^e 
educated about child abuse, Daws said. Both need to know . 
what signs to look for in a child molester. Teachers in 
particular need to know that they are mandated by law to 

report cases of child abuse. 

Bui Daws realizes that being involved with child abuse puts 
a person in a precarious position. 

"You do the best you can," he said. "You're either a hero 
or dirt." 

SOCIAL WORKERS 

After 12 years working with child abuse victims, Don Collins 
has seen his share of sorrow. Occasionally his serious face 
gives way to a smile. Sitting in his office checkered with 
children's drawings, Collins sighs and sits back in his chm. 
He is still filing the effects <rf the deirth of ^^dy Johnson, 
who was once an HRS client. 

"The public reacts to tragedy," said Collins, who spent 
years as an intake cMnselor and now mpervis^ oth^ MRS 
ease-workers. "You've been hired to do a rescue mission and 
if you don't do it, the public is angry. That's what I call 
untutored compassion. They don't want an explanation, they 
just want to castigate somebody, not knowing what the work 
load is, not knowing that in 90 percent of the cases we have 
appropriate family solutions. 

"Every caseworker who has been working for awhile — if 
they talk about it at all— has a story about how their decision 
was the wrong decision. That's the grow-up area in this job. 

"My own personal experience was five years ago when 1 
decided that I wouldn't remove a cMM f^om the honst; ^ 
I would personally supervised family on my way home from 
work. 1 did that for about three momta. I was In the process 
of bringtttg my old TV over— because the mother said she 
didn't have one— and I learned the child was in the hospital with 
multiple skull fractures. When 1 found out how bad they were 
1 almost fainted, and I'm not a fainter. I thought 'Oh God, 
what have I done?' The child is profoundly retarded as a result 
of those injuries." 

Intake counselors have the responsibility of making an initial 
contact with the family of a reported child abuse victim within 
24 hours of the call. They must assess the situation and decide 
what action needs to be taken such as removing the child from 
the home, providing family or individual counseling, or closing 
out the case for lack of evictence. 

HRS receives abbut 100 calls a month, Collins said, half 
of which are later discovered to be unfounded, in 10 percent 
of the cases— like ^ual abuse of extreme physical injuries— 
the child is removed from the home and placed in foster care. 
The rest fall into a ^ay area where the social workers have to 
make a jtt^cmcnt cidl. 



"Some law enforcement (officers) say 'you've got a bruise 
on the eye, you better do something about that,' " Collins 
said. "Well, we bruises all the time. Those that doB*t ^ 
the scqpe of the ca^work kmd want to say *bMer safe than 
sorry.' That sounds great, but which ewes (should be) *^ter 
safe than sorry'— that's the tough part. We're ta^erned about 
them all but how does that help the uMake counselor in (Muly 
practice?" 

And Collins said caseworkers never know what to expect 
when they make the first contact with a family. 

You're used to being dog-bit, and shot at, and cussed at," 
Collins said. "You're in civilian clothes, don't have a uniform 
like law enforcement— which is good— you're a social worker. 
Still, you don't visually represent authority. Every coun^lor 
has their favorite story abcwt being thrown out of homes, or 
having guns waved in their faces."

The job may be tough, mM Colfins, but^^ slKff^ stress 
brings social workers closer together. 

"It's hard to save your soul in a bureacracy, it's so big and 
worried about doing right for the public's perception," Collins 
said. "It's a romantic job... going to rush out there and save 
the children. An adrenelin rush." 

But Collins isn't idealistic about stopping child abuse. 
"It's never going to get solved in that it is a common 
problem— parents are always going to be more or less inept 
in raising children," he said. "As to our response to it, that 
can be improve." 

Ahhottgh his office g(H two more coun^lors -for a total 
of nine— after the Coveriu>r's sp^al session on child abuse 
last fall. Collins said he cou'd always use more. He also said 
he thinks high schools should offer classes on how to parent 
and how to nurture a relationship. 

"1 was a young parent once," he said. "I didn't know 
anything about it.' 



»» 
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Susan McDonald remembers her six years,of dealing with 
child abuse as if it were yesterday although she quit her job 
with HRS several years ago because of the massive caseload , 
and the paralyzing fear she would make a mistake. Even now, 
two years later, she can't ^ake off the memories of some of 
the families she dealt with. She continues to worry whether 
a decision she mite in the past had negative consequences for 
a child. 

McDonald currently has a job with the state, and though 
she wanted to talk candidly about her experiences as a 
caseworker, she asked that her real name not be used. 

"I knew it was just a matter of time before a case 1 had 
already worked on, a child would jcome up dead,lljshe said.. 



"i wasn't willing to take the professional risk. The public is 
looking for a scapegoat—'somebody is going to pay for 
this*— and it's usually the worker." 

McDonald said she could have been in trouble with the state 
attorn^, Iftw enforcement, the school systrai* and even her 
own su^rvisors. 

Caseworkers are required to make an initial contact with 
the family during the first 24 hours after the call. But, 
McDonald said, unless the child was in imn^y^e danger, she 
couldn't leave the office until 5 o'clock. 

"If you're done by 7, that's good. But if it was serious, 
forget it, then you're embroiled in it for the rest of the night," 
she said. 

In addition to regular home visits, McDonald said she had 
to be on call for 24 hours once a week. She remembers those 
days as specially grueUng. 

"You could be up all night (amwering calls) ,or not have 
gotten a good night's sleep and the next day you still have 
cases that need to be taken care of in the 24-hour deadline," 
McDonald said. "So you're tired and rattled anyway and you 
have to keep going. There's no such thing as being sick the 
day after you're on call." 

Another reason McDonald quit her job, she said, was the 
increasing number of sexual abuse cases she had lO handle. 

"1 was getting all these horrible cases where two and three 
year olds were getting gonorrhea — and I'm supposed to find 
out how they got it. It could spread out across the 
neighborhood and then you to get all those parents to go get 
VD tests. It was just unwieldy," she said. 

Sexual abuse cases often needed massive amounts of 
paperwork and footwork to be handled immediately. In one 
such case McDonald had from 8 in the morning to 2:45 p.m. 
to get a 14-year-old victim examined, get a petition filed in 
court, find a home placement for her, and notify the police 
so the stepfather could be arrested. 

"I also had to take the results of the test to the lab with 
this ^1 who was emotionally disturbed and angry at me saying 
•I'm not going to do this lady.' I was heading to interview 
the mmher and I ran into a bicyclist. I was so shook, I had 
had il» I went back to the office and they had to drive me to 
see the mother I was crying so much," McDonald said. 
HRS receives a number of neglect cases: children are 
malnourished, left home alone for long stretches of time, or 
are sent to school wearing clothes that reek of urine. In these 
cases, McDonald says, the problems have more to do with 
economics than with deliberate physical abuse. 

"Kids go to school with dirty clothes because the mother 
doesn't have the money to go to the laundromat— she certainly 
doesn't have a washer and dryer. She doesn't have 
transportation, and on and on," McDonald said. 

Like her formr htm Itoa Collins, M^^ald said oi^ of 
the hardest parts of the job was deciding whether or not to 
remove a child from the home. She trW to work out the 
problem wit^^t fami^ u^mAe child was in immediate 
physical danger. 

"1 often saw my role as protecting the family from the 
system," she said. "I've seen the system get hysterical and 
rip families apart... A lot of things happen in families, that 
we have to learn to live with. A lot of things happened in my 
family that were not good, but I'm glad no one ripped me 
out of my home." 

"Kids don't do well in foster homes," she said. "They're 
taken from one home environmrat that they're used to, even 
though they may be-mistreated there. The smell of the home 
is theirs, they're comfortable ttoe. To move to another home 
is traumatic in itself." 

"Foster homes are the only resource we have right now, 
so it's good we have some place to put these kids. But you 
have to think of tjie long term— the state shouldn't be raising 
children." 

McDonald said she thinks rehabilitating parents is more 
important then punishing them. Many parents who abuse their 
children are afraid to seek help for fear they'll be thrown in 
jail. She said more parent training classes should be offered 
and caseworkers should drive parents to the meeting if 
necessary. 

Although working with abuse victims every day was tm 
draining for McDonald, she sometimes misses her job with 
HRS. 

"I worked in it for so many years that when I got out of 
it 1 missed it because it's such important work," she said, 
"Everything you do afterward seems insignificant." 

DOCTOR 

Sam Moorer is a pediatrician who spends half his time as 
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director of the ( hikl Protection Team, which coordinates 
services for child abuse victims and their iamnies. A child 
would feel comforiable in his brightly wall-papered office with 
a doll or toy truck near at hand. 

Moorcr said he has been involved in child abuse programs 
ever since his residency over a decade ago, when he got 
distressed over how victims were handled. 

"You referred a case and it was like dropping a kid down 
a black hole— you never saw or heard from them again," he 
said. 

Despite all the recent talk about child abuse from legislators, 
Moorer is skeptical about whether they can really do anything. 

"Boy, they're going to get out there and they are flat going 
to solve the problem. It's a hot topic andeverybody wants to 
have the bill that solves the problem," ^%»rer said, '^'ve got 
no easy answer." 

He also said he wonders whether all the programs that have 
cropped up in recent years to help victims are beneficial. 

"We've got people going into the schools and doing plays 
about 'good touching' and 'bad touching.' What's the long- 
term effect of such programs? Nobody knows. I don't think 
we're far enough along as a social system to know what the 
right ihiiig to do is." he said. 

Several years ago, Moorer joined the Protection Team in 
hopes that it would provide better ser\ices to victims. Formed 
in the late 1970s, the team ofters services from medical 
diagnosis and psychological counseling to legal consultation 
and public education. HRS and law enforcement usually calls 
the team in on the severe cases like sexual abuse, but anyone 
can contact them. 

According to Moorer, the Team doesn't always agree on 
how to handle a case. F-or instance, he said, he thinks HRS 
should have children medically examined more often than they 
do. 

"But the schools have their own system on how to do things. 
The la\K enforcement and state attorney have their own 
systems. HRS has several svstems and those people don't even 
see each other every day. Fvery couple of years somebody says 
'by God, we have to pull everybody together," 'Moorer said. 

It basically boiled down to the different groups wanting to 



solv e the problem in the way they were most familiar to them, 

he said. 

"Send somebody to a surgeon, chances are he's going to 
recommend surgery. Send somebody to a psychotherapist, 
chances are he's going to recommend psychotherapy," Moorer 
said. 

Moorer's job is to medizally examine the child. He also 
educates other doctors on how to determine whether or not 
abuse has occurred. (Doctors arc. required by law to report 
any suspected cues.) He md it was as easy as telling the 
difference between pneumonia and a common cold. 

First he looks for the obvious signs: slap marks and 
handprints, cigarette burns, venereal disease, and fractures 
that could only have been caused by grabbing and twisting. 
Even more important, he said, is listening to the explanation 
of how the child was hurt. 

"The biggest thing you look for is whether the parents' story 
maiches the injuries or the child's story," Moorer said. "If 
you ask a parent what happened and they shrug their 
shoulders, that could be a sign." 

The team sometimes got calls about child neglect, and, like 
McDonald, Moorer said, many of these cases could be solved 
by providing services instead of blaming the parents. 

"We had one mother who wasn't feeding her baby right 
because she couldn't tell time— she didn't know when to feed 
the kid," Moorer said. "The kid was real easy going and ne\er 
made a fuss so he didn't ever get fed. Those people don't need 
to be threatened with anything, they need support services." 

Not all problems can be solved as easily as teaching someone 
how to tell lime. Sometimes the team finds a family that has 
had chronic problems for years and is well-known to HRS. 

"They're in 16 different divisions from retardation to the 
mother was a delinquent teenager and on and on. They're in 
one crisis or another all the time," Moorer said. 

The worst, said Moorer, are families that have "cancer of 
the soul." They are the ones whose problems run so deep they 
can't be helped. These children continue to suffer even after 
they are removed from the home. 

"I'm not too great a believer that the government can deftly 
intervene in the family without botching it," McDonald said. 
"It's a clumsy, brute force kind of process — it's not a delicate, 
light skillful touch which you can do easily. It's a last resort." 

LOBBYIST 

.lack I e\ ine, director of the Center for Children and Youth, 



doesn't deal directly with abused children and their parents. 
His job is to convince legislators to fund programs and services 
for both victims and potential abusers. 

All it takes is one question to launch the mild-mannered 
Levine into a discussion of the problem. To begin with, he 
said the present services don't adequately deal with the victim 
once the initial report is made. 

"We've done a good job of putting the issue irt the media 
and giving people the twls to report child abuse, but from 
that point on the system is disjointed," he said. 

According to Levine, although Florida has experienced a 
30 percent increase in child abuse reports last year, services 
only increased five percent. 

"I went to Miami three weeks ago and 1 saw three babies 
in a shelter in one bed," Levine said. "The state often neglects 
the neglected. They say 'oh, it's a budget problem.' Well, it's 
a budget problem for the parents too. 

"If people are going to be making their political fortunes 
on the issueof child abuse, then we have to hold them to their 
word when it comes to the appropriations process," he said. 

Levine said money should be given to the following 
programs: 

•• Child care centers— despite the recent uproar about abuse 
in child care centers, Levine said licensed centers are often 
the safest places for children. Over 25,000 children are on a 
waiting list for child care in Florida. 
•• Pregnancy prevention programs among teenagers — the 
highest proportion of abuse occurs among teenage parents who 
don't have a background in child-rearing, Levine said. One 
out of 10 females between 12 and 18 years old will have 
children— the second highest percentage in the world. 
•• Prenatal health examinations and infant screening to detect 
vision and hearing problems— another large percentage of 
abused children are handicapped or ill. Levine said one way 
to prevent abuse is to make sure fewer numbers of disabled 
children are born, by discovering problems early on. 
•• Child care workers need more training and more funds. 

Levine said the magnitude of child abuse motivates him to 
continue lobbying for programs. 

"What keeps me going is knowing you have to act because 
if you don't it's as if you yourself were hurting somebody, ' 
he said. 

"The population that ignores issues relating to children, I 
feel, is promoting mistreatment of children."

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Students host apartheid talks

A group of students at an event in Florida 
State University's Business building on 
Thursday argued that the best way to end 
South African apartheid is through 
evolutionary change, while across town at 
FAMU, African National Congress member 
Solly Simelane said that black South 
Africans are no longer willing to wait for that 
change to come. 

**My people have suffered 333 years of 
oppression," said Simelane an exiled South - 
African and member of the ANC's United 
Nations Observer Mission. "For 333 years, 
we have been denied the opportunity to 
shape our own destiny," he said, referring 
to the European colonization of South 
Africa over three centuries ago. "How much 
longer are we supposed to wait?" 

Simelane was invited to speak at Florida 
A «& M University on the current crisis in 
South Africa. The FSU students were taking 
part in a debate sponsored by the Accounting 
Dept. as part of a Business Writing class 
project. 

Saying that their arguments did not 
necessarily reflect their personal opinions 
about apartheid, the four FSU students who 
spoke in opposition to divestment said that 
President Reagan's policy of constructive 
ctigagement will help reshape South African 
society through American influence. 

"We need to apply pressure on these firms 
from an internal level," said Stephanie 
Truschel— the captain of the team. "It 
is through American contact that we can 
bring change in South Africa." 

Another member of the team, David King, 
said divestment would leave thousands of 
black workers unemployed and create 
"revolutionary chaos." 

Simelane disagrees with this position. 

"There is no such thing as evoluntionary 
change," he laid during a Thursday 
afternoon interview. "How long before the 
white man has a change of heart? If we wait 
another 333 years, there may not be any 
black people left in South Africa." 

"In the short run, disinvestment may hurt 
some workers," said Simelane. "But only 
70,000 workers are employed by U.S. 
corporations. What about the 25 million 
other black South Africans? U.S. 
transnatidnals we helping to cwisoUdate the 
tmst system of aparthewi and that must stop 
tt^," he saWf 



Atthou^4ivestment was discussed at the 
FSU debate the central question was whether 
graduating business students should aa;ept 
employment with firms that have 
investments in South Africa. 

"Is this a realistic resolve?" asked David 
King, a member of the debate team. "Good 
jobs are hard to come by and any student 
would be foolish to refuse such a job." 

Simelane agreed that students shouldn't 
have to refuse a job with a company like 
IBM just because they are heavily involved 
in South Africa. But he also said that 
students ought to play a larger role in 
applying pressure on such corporations. 

"You may be working for IBM, but ask 
them to divest their holdings from South 
Africa— to cut off their ties with apartheid," 
said Simelane. "You can't give up putting 
pressure on these firms just because you 
work for them." 

By their own admission, most of the 
students who participated in Thursday's FSU 
debate said they'd never heard of apartheid 
until they began working on their project. 
Their instructor George Fleming, a graduate 
student in FSU's English Department, said 
he picked South Africa as the topic for 
debate because it is "controversial." 

Simelane said that he thought the debate 
was a step in the right direction but that in 
the case of South Africa, "Words are not 
enough." He urged students to play a more 
active role in the "struggle to dismantle 
apartheid." 
At least one FSU student agreed. 
**The logical consequence of the debate 
would be for the university to look into its 
own investments in corporations," said 
Patrick Seimetz, a senior accounting major 
who he'ped do much of the research for the 
team arguing for divestment. "If we look in 
FSU's own bs^kyard, we'll probably find a 
great deal of investments in corporations like 
Ford, Mobile Oil, IBM," he said. 

Simelane said that concerned students 
should attend the local anti-apartheid vigil 
and march scheduled for this Sunday. Naomi 
Tutu, the daughter of Nobel Peace Prize 
winner Bishop Desmond Tutu is featured as 
one of the speakers. Several prominent 
community officials will also be in 
attendance. 

The vigil and candlelight ceremony begins 
at 6:30 at FSU's Westcott fountain and ends 
at Bethel Baptist Church. Call Anne Francis

L'lTEN'HAGE, Suuth Africa— l ive blacks were killed 
and a white man was attacked and set afire in racial 
violence Thursday as autopsies revealed 17 of 20 blacks 
killed by police March 21 were shot in the back. 

Three black men were shot and killed by police 
Thursday at Despatch— not far from Uitenhage. 
Witnesses said the three were victims of a ^jlice ambush. 

About 10 police officers hid under leaves and branches 
in a garbage truck stopped in the black township and 
opened fire when blacks surrounded the vehicle, area 
residents said. 

VATICAN CITY— The Vatican Thursday denied 
President Reagan's claim that Pope John Paul II sent him 
"a verbal message" endorsing U.S. activities in Nicaragua 
and the rest of Central America. 

In a carefully worded statement, chief Vatican 
spokesman Joim^ Navarro ViAs made it clear that the 
Roman Catholic Church remains ready to mediate the 
conflict between tfce Nicaraguan governmoit and iJ.S.- 
backed rebels.

NEW YORK— Cable television entrepreneur Ted 
Turner made his long -awaited bid to take over CBS 
Thursday in a complicated $2.9 billion deal, and promised 
if successful to improve the giant network's "quality, 
objectivity and diversity.'* 

*' We do not intend to make any fundamental changes 



in CBS broadcasting," turner said at a news conference 
after a private meeting with analysts evaluating the Turner 
deal for their clients. 

WASHINGTON— President Reagan said Thursday 
"there is nothing wrong" with his visiting a German army 
cemetery as survivors of the Nazi Holocaust pleaded with 
him to cancel in the name of all who died fighting Hitler. 

*'l think that it (canceling the visit) would be very 
hurtful and all it would do is leave me looking as If I'd 
caved ia m face of some unfavorable attmtion," Reagan 
told a group of editors and broadcasters at the White 
House who asked abouft his scheduled vi»t to the Bitburg 
cemetery next month. 

NEW YORK — At the urging of a federal judge. Union 
Carbide Corp. Thursday offered $5 million in emergency 
aid to the 200,000 victims injured in the poison-gas 
catastrophe at its pesticide plant in Bhopal, India. 




PENSACOLA — A young woman who is on trial for 
helping plan three Christmas Day abortion clinic 
bombings as a "gift to Jesus" wanted to help place the 
41 -pound devices but was told it would be too dangerous, 
a federal agent testified Thursday. 

With an ominous-looking mock **bomb*' sitting 
prominently on a table nearby, William RieM, a U.S. 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms a^nt, said Kaye Wiggins 
admitted on the day of her arrest that she wanted to go 
on the pre-dawn mission referred to by her fiance and 
two other people as "the Gideon Project." 



Swimmer still critical from bike crash injuries

A former Morida State swimmer was still listed in critical 
condition Thursday while recovering from injuries suffered 
in a collision with a car Wednesday morning, according to 
Ed Haugbrook, a spokesman for the Tallahas^ Memorial 
Regional Medical Center. 

Teri Miller, 26, suffered injuries to her hmd, legs and 
internal organs Wednesday when a car struck her Ucycle 
from behind m Highway 90 while she vm cm atraiaing rkle 
with a friend. 

According to Shannon Sullivan, a friend of Miller's who 
is heading up a fund to pay for medical expenses. Miller had 
two broken arms, a broken leg and at least a bad sprain in 
the other leg as a result of the accident. But, .ith Miller 
under observation in the Neuro Special Care Unit of 



Tallahassee Memorial Regional Medical Center, the most 
extensive damage may have been done to the head. 

*'She's in very bad shape," Sullivan said. "There's not 
been much change from (Wednesday). She got some bad 
head injuries. There wasn't any damage to the spine; she's 
got movement in her limbs. The doctors are just monitoring 
her and hoping she'll become conscious." 

There have been no charges fited agnnst the driver of the 
car that struck Miller. An inve^gltion is cmgoing, according 
to Florida Highway Patrol Spokeswoman Linda Sellers. 

A fund for Miller to help pay for her medical bills has 
been established by her friends at the Lewis State Bank here 
in town.

Quarkhunter, antibiotic expert, get big bucks

When we hear of awards, we think of plaques, tr(^rfiks, 
or something equaQy imprw^cal. Two Florida State 
University scientists have recently been awarded something 
far more useful to their work— funding for research. 

The National Science Foundation awarded Timothy Cross, 
assistant professor of chemistry at FSU, and David 
Levinthal, assistant professor of physics at FSU, with the 
Presidential Young Investigator Award in February. This 
award from the National Science Foundation, gives each 
scientist 25,000 a year for five years and up to $75,000 in 
matching federal and private funds. 

"It's a unique program because in order to receive the 
awvit an iwlMtrial matching fund must be granted," said 

Cross is the lUrector of tht l>^u^ear Magnetk Rescmuux 
Fadl^ at FSU. He studies the structure md motional 
ch|VK»eristics of protein, partkmlarly gramicK^v^, which is 
an antibiotic. 

This research is therefore of interest to the medical 



professionand pharmaceutical companies, Cross said, 
pointing out that the industrial support for his award came 
from Proctor and Gttnble. 

**Competition (for the award) is very stiff," Cross said. 
•'Only one out of ten receive this award in my line of 
research, so it is not smnething that a sd^ti^ can depei^ 
OBlwfinan^." 

The Nationid Institute of Health awards lar^ grants for 
resean^, which scieittists depend on. The award will allow 
for continuity in research and aid in the hiring tad paying 
of assistants, Cross said. "This five-year program iis 
as substantial as a NIH grant," he said. 

Levinthal spends a lot of time in Batazia, 111. , at a research 
facility called Fermilab, in addMon to his respon^biUties at 
FSU. He works to bii^d de^dees tluit detect subatomic 
particles call^ quarks. 

**The smaller the particle, the higher the energy needed 
to detect it," Leventhal said. "Using billions of volts with 
temperatures hotter than the sun, in a controlled setting, 
we can observe how the smallest bits of matter interact."

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Old Velvets emerge fresh from Underground

The Velvet Underground K(;(l%8^9/1984 
Polygram /Verve) 

In the mid-'6()s, pop artist and hiisilcr 
extraordinaire Andy Warhol put together a 
traveling happening called the Lxploding 
Plastic Inevitable. The roadshow displayed 
film lights and an unfettered glimpse ot the 
burgeoning psychedelic scene. It also brought 
the world its first view of a revolutionary rock 
ban4 known as the Velvet Underground. 

Fronted by the flaxen and frozen chanieuse 
Nice and featuring the incessant thrashing of 
John ("ale and Lou Reed, the band's exploding 
plastic performance so frightened one critic 
that he declared "the llowers of evil are in lull 
bloom." 

The Vehel Underground went on to record 
three albums lor MGM/Verve. r/w Velvei 
Underground am/ Nico (released March, 1%7) 
White Lifihi, White Heat (December 1%7) and 
The l''ef vet Underground {March 1969). This 
trenchant triangle of vinyl contains some 
amazing music, most of which is probably not 
suitable lor children. Whether they were 
scoring heroin in Harleni ("I'm Waiting for 
the Man") practicing S&M in the Village 
("Venus in 1 urs") or attending a drag queen's 
orgy ("Sister Kay"), this hand didn't seem to 
think it was any big deal. 

Which may explain why they sold so lew 
records and got on the ladio only rarely. 
Really, how were you gonna get airplay for 
a band that revelled in industrial noise and the 



seamy side of life, smack dab in the middle 
of the "Summer of Love?" 

1 ike so many pioneers and Prometheans of 
rock— from Roberi Johnson to Patti Smith— 
theVelvet's success is usually measured by their 
influence on others. But as their final studio 
album Loaded (Atlantic, September. 1970) 
and the "new /old" album VU pro\e. the 
Velvet Underground was not wholly without 
commercial appeal.

Roy Orbison rocks 
on vintage collection

Roy Orbison, The Suti years (1955-5$/ 1984, 
Charly Recmik) 

If you even know who Roy Orbison is at ^H, 
you know him as the writer and performer of 

several sobbing, spiralling, anguished ballads 
which hit big in the early 1960s. "Only The 
Lonely," "Running Scared," "It's Over," 
"In Dreams," and occasional up-tempo 
numbers— "Oh, F^retty Woman," "Mean 
Woman Blues"--made Orbison's name and 
career. And though Roy is a great balladeer, 
few people realize what a real rock 'n' roller 
he can be— exactly what this collection 
demonstrates. 

Before Orbison recorded those smash hits 
with producer Fred Foster at Monument 
Records, he released a few singles on San» 
Phillips' Sun label— the same company that 
launched Elvis, Carl Perkins, Jerry Lee Lewis, 
Johnny Cash and Charlie Rich: Sun helped 
found the pulsing, sparse, driving rockabilly 
sound in the early 1950s. Partially due to his 
outspoken dislike of those Sun recordings- 



Underground album*'— is a re-mastered 
collection of tracks originally recorded 
between February^ 1%8 and September, 1969. 
The ten songs were part of what wasto W the 
fourth MGM/Verve album. It was never 
released, w hich is too bad for the Velvets, but 
in some ways, good for us fans. 

What we find on VU is vintage material 
sonicallv enhanced bv modern mastering 
techniques, resulting in a liine-warped classic. 
All of the songs on VV were written by Lou

and his being overshadowed by the luminaries 
listed above— the stuff Roy waxed for Phillips' 
outfit has gone ignored by most people. 
Considering how good the records are, they 
deserve better. 

Orbison hails from northern Texas— the 
same area that spawned Buddy Holly— and, 
like the other founding fathers of rockabilly, 
grew up steeped in both country music and 
black rhythm and blues/"race" music. Once 
Elvis burst upon the scene, fusing the two,

most of the younger performers followed his 
footsteps and ditched the waltz-timed rhythms 
of country for the frenetic, supersonic diii of 
nascent rock 'n' roll. 

OrWson and his group, the Teen Kings, 
made their first recordings in early 1955 in the 
Clovis, New Mexico studios of the late 
Norman Petty, one of rock's most gifted 
producers, Besides a cover-version of Elvis' 
"Trying to Get to You," they laid down an 
ingratiatingly goofy song called "Ooby 



Reed, and many— Uke **Lisa Says" and 
"Andy's Chest"— have appeared on Reed's 
solo albums. But it's refreshing to hear them 
in their formative and perhaps most hypnotic 
itKarnation. 

Probably more important, though, are the 
truly "lost" treasures— like the strangely 
atmospheric "Ocean'* or the coumrified 
braying of "One of These Days." 

Be it trading dissonant guitar licks with 
Sterling Morrison or campy vocals with 
druninier Mo l ucker, Reed seems somehow 
more clearly defined here than he does on 
some of his later records. 

This high relief may be due in large part to 
finally being able to hear the original band 
unencumbered by the muddiness of quick and 
dirty recording. 

VU is a must have for Velvet Underground 
fans or those seeking the first taste of this 
seminal and niuch-discussed group. 

Without the Velvel Underground, where 
would *80s outfits like the Violent Femmes, 
the Dream Syndicate or even X be? To answer 
that question and uncover the source of so 
many of R.E.M.'s best covers, check out the 
original MGM/Verve albums. All three have 
recently been re-released by Polygram and are 
an incredible bargain at $5.9K list. Also, for 
those who read, the sica/v details and high 
tijiies of this wild iiunch are cimtained in 
Uptiiihc The I 'elvct Undcrii/ound Siory, by 
Victor Bockns and Gerard Malanga.

Dooby." In March 1956, after some 
disappointing experience with that first record 
(issued on the tiny je-Wel label), the\ niigraied 
to the Sun studios in Memphis, auditioned for 
Sam Phillips, and re-recorded "Ooby 
Dooby." Backed with "Go, Go, Go," the 
record was a mid-chart national hit. Although 
none of Orbit's other Sun r^rds did very 
well, they're excellent, exciting examples of 
rockabilly, with a feel that sets them apart 
from the other Sun pKoducts of the time. 

This collection, compiled by Sun-fanatics 
Martin Hawkins and Colin Escott, is insanely 
thorough. It includes not only all of Orbison's 
official Sun releases, but plenty of demo- 
recordings, alternate takes, and full-band 
numbers that were shelved for various reasons. 
There's even a number by someone who just 
sounds like Orbison (Ken Cook). The two- 
record set has such a great variety of stytes and 
sounds it es»ilrtends itself to^peated listens. 

A homely, shy, bespertacled fellow (*' Look, 
Roy," Phillips told him, "you're not a 
beautiful boy"), Orbison seems the least likely 
candidate for a rock 'n' roll performer around. 
And though the earliest recordings here show 
his voice to be strained and uncertain, he 
swiftly developed a perfect approach to the

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sound he—and Phillips— wanted. On the best recordings 
here— "Sweet and Easy To Love," **Domino," *'The Cause 
of it All," "Fools' Hall of Fame," "I Like Love." "Chicken 
Hearted," "Problem Child." and*'Ooby Dooby"— Orbison 
created, through his personal approach to rock^Uy, the same 
lilting, playtiil led of Buddy Holly's contemporaneous 
recordings. Ahhough the sound between the two is 
substantially different, the dynamics of their phrasings— both 
as singers and lead guitarists— shares the same intuition. 

"Sweet and l.asty to Love," with its buoyant, bright 
melody, chanting background chorus, and Roy's soaring 
vocals, is the album's most infectiuous tune; "The Cause of 
it All" is Orbison's greatest early composition, a thoughtful, 
clever effort tremendously performed (and, for some reason, 
shelved until the 'tOs); and "I Like Love" is a fine rocker 
with a Jerr)< Lee Lewis feel. 

"Chicken Hearted" is a sure-fire candidate for the great 
theoretical Jukebox In Hell. Featuring a frenzied sax solo by 
Martin Willis, and extended instrumental breaks surrounding 
three two-line verses, it's similar to someol the wilder stuff 
Sam Philli[)s kept in the can (Carl Perkins' drink-sodden, 
shrieking "Her Love Rubbed Off" among them). It's insanely 
compelling. 

"Problem Child" would have made a great theme-song for 
a sleazy Wamie Van Doren movie, with its ominous lyric about 
a psychopathic tobby-soxer grafted on a wild, driving rock 
'n' roll fc^at. You have to hear it to believe it. 

There are interesting items among the demos, including 
Roy's rough original recording of "Claudette," which the

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Musicians visit Nicaragua

MANAGUA, Nicaragua— Led by rock 
singer Jackson Browne, about 100 
Americans marched to the U.S. Embassy 
Thursday to protest the Reagan 
administration*s support for Contra gueriUas^ 
fighting the Nic^aguan government. 

"I think the president's policy is a gigantic 
mistake," Browne said in a speech 
outside the heavily guarded embassy. "It is 
betraying what we stand for and is not the 
way to oppose communism." 

Browne arrived for the march with Darryl 
Hannah, who starred as a mermaid in the hit 
movie Splash, and Steve Van Zant, a rock 
songwriter and guitarist in Bruce 
Springsteen's E Street Band. 

**Wc are here to establish for ourselves 
what the reality is down Iwre," said Browne, 
who paid a similw visit a year ago. 

*'lf I could say one thing to the people of 
the United States, I would say what is 
happening here is being misrepresented back 
home. This is a very complex situation, the 
result of hundreds of years of history. 

"So to view it as simply an East-West 
conflict, as I believe the president does, is to 
deny the right of self-determination to these 
people. To view their struggle in terms of our 
struggle with the Soviet Union is to deny 
them that right." 

The embassy protest, organized by 
resident Americans for the 74th consecutive 
week, attracted about 100 protesters and 
took on a special urgency because of next 



Tuesday's scheduled congressionest for $14 
million in aid to tte Contra guerilla. 

The march ended with stort speeches in 
ftont of the wrought-iron gates of the 
embassy compound, which spans about two 
city blocks and is protected by barbed wire 
and Marine guards with walkie-talkies. 

"If President Reagan were sincerely 
interested in providing aid for Nicaraguans, 
he would ask for funds to alleviate the 
suffering and anguish within Nicaragua 
brought on by the Contras' attacks," said 
Don Research for the Committee of U.S.

Diddley brings 'Bo-beat' to OK Club

When Bo Diddley slrolls into town tonight with his red 
"turbo 5 speed" Gretsh guitar slung over one hip, 
Tallahassee had better be ready to rock. Those lucky enough 
to catch or Bo last summer will fondly recall the sweat that 
rolled off tlw hypnotized crowd of some 2,000 people as they 
danced and stomped atid rmsed the dust on the Union Oreen 
to the sounds of Bo's whipping guitar. 

There's more to come. Tonight, Bo Diddley the rocfcand 
roll legend will be back, antf this time he'll be jammmg at 
the O.K. Club on W. Tennessee Street. 

"A person is an individual, and being an individual per- 
son is a gas," Diddley once said. "1 have my own way of 
expressing my soulful feelings. I never wanted to be like' 
anybody else. 1 got my own bag of tricks." 

Diddley's bag of tricks opens the minute he takes the stage. 
With a black smashed-down fedora atop his head, and his 
bright red guitar, Diddley cranks up with heartfelt Latin 
ham-bone beat rhythms guaranteed to make even the most 
mild mannered thumper jump to his feet. 

Diddley was born Otha Ellis Bates in Mississippi in 1928 
but was raised in Chicago, md it was there that he norturect 
his musical talents— first with a frustrating start as a 
wiolinist, and later, as. a teen with his guitkr. Daring those 
years he was playing for change on the street corners of 
Chicago, and sneaking into clubs to hear musical greats Uke 
Muddy Waters and Johnny Lee Hooker. 

His wild and funky instrumentals are part Mississippi Delta 
blues and part boogie-rock— a sound that has become 
known as the "Bo-beat." His lyrics are sarcastic at times- 
angry, , jive-talking and wisecracking at others. 

"If Chuck Berry had a vision of America as a comic-book 
paradise, Diddley countered it with a view of all of life, but 
particularly sex, as a profound cosmic joke, played out at 
the expense of everyone, but particularly the solemn and 



pompous," said Dave Marsh, former editor of Rolling Stone 

maga/ine. 

r-rom his frantic "Who Do You Love," to "I'm a Man/Bo 
Diddley" and "Mona," Diddley's style is all his own. He 
has bizarre conversations with his open D-tuned guitar, and 
his wizardry is undisputed. 

/A person is an mdiyidQUl, and being an 
lividual person m H gas... I have my 
way of ^^pM^sstog my fc^ngs-— 
my soulful feelings. I never wanted to 
be like anybody else.' —Bo Diddley 

In his single, "Say Man," Diddley whoops it up telling 
"ugly jokes," saying "And the wind was blowin' real hard, 
and the wind blew her hair in my face, know what? The wind 
blew her hair in her face, and, you ready, the wind blew her 
hair in the street, oh laawdy." 

Diddley's contribution to the rock and roll of today is un- 
disputed. BandUike the Rolling Stones, the Yardbirds, and 
tte^Patti Smith Group have borrowed and adapted his w4rd 
rhythms-. Even pompous Little Richard acknowledges Bo's 
contribution. On a recent Tonight Show, Little Richard 
stated that though he considers himself the architect of rock 
and roll. Bo Diddley and Jerry Lee Lewis are the pillars of 
the foundation. 

Tonight Bo Diddley the rock and roll legend will play at 
the O.K. Club on W. Tennessee Street. The club only holds 
about 300 people so fans will want to arrive early. The Bill 
Wharton Concept wlH be opening for Diddley and the doors 
open at 8:00. Tickets are ^.50 advance and $8.50 at ^ 
door.

Imagine a world without sound. Now imagine 
tryirtg to get a bus load of high school students 
choreographed and road-ready to perform dance 
routines and you'll have a vague notion of the 
challenge undertaken by Cheryl Johnson, an 
instructor at the Florida School for the Deaf and 
Blind in St. Augustine. 

The dance troupe, along with a choir of bUi^ 
students, came to Tallahassee this week to celebrate 
the school's 100th birthday and to participate in 
Florida State University's disAbility Awareness 
Week. 

According to Hali Nabi, director of disabled 
students at FSU, the week's activities included a self- 
defense seminar for disabled persons given by the 
City of Tallahassee Police Department, and the 
pairing off of disabled students with leaders in the 
community for a day. Various public officials tried 
to do a normal day's work sitting in a wheelchair 
or handicapped in other ways, while disabled 
students got a taste of a regular working day. 

"We were very lucky to have Commisioner of 
Agriculture Doyle Conner, Secretary of State George 
I irestone and Insurance Commisioner Bill Gunter 
participate in this event," Nabi said. 

While in Tallahassee the group of deaf and blind 
students received a resolution from Gov. Bob 
Graham honoring the school's centennial. 

On Wednesday the choir sang around the Capitol 
Rotm^, while the dancers prqjared to perform their 
show *'Bobbysox to Beatles" outside. 

As with any group of high school kids, there%« 
a lot of chatter and joking as they lined up to dance 
to the '60s tune "Locomotion." But these kids made 
no sounds — they used subtle hand movements to 
communicate with one another. 

While the students danced and improvised- 
pulling people from the crowd to participate— 
Johnson moved to the music, because although the 
students can sense the vibration of music, they can

One hundred and sixty-one years ago today, Lord Byron, 
the passionate darling of the Romantic poets, died in Greece 
where he was fighting for Greek liberation from the Turkish 
Empire.

Lewis explains that his 
rapport with the students 
goes back to the teachings in 
the scriptures he studies as a 
Baptist minister. 

** Whenever 1 was in 
school, I'd come home and 
look for somebody to speak 
with me, and give me a word 
of encouragement," he said. 
"The scripture tells us to 'do 
unto others they way we 
would have others do unto 

us', and I feel thai if I were back, away in school I would 
certainly like to have somebody speak to me and smile, and 
let me know that they care something about me. I care 
something about all these students out there; I just care about 
people." 

'*A lot of the times I have someone come on the bus who 
I kn^^as a heavy heart,*' he said, *^*and most of the time 
they'll sit right in back of me and I'll take them around to 
their class and let them talk to me. A person can settle their 
own affairs if you just let them do the talking." 

Lewu and his wife Davie have been married for more than 
forty years, and they have three daughters and fouf 
grandchildren. Although he reluctantly admits that he 
graduated from the University of Florida in 1941, he came 
to Tallahassee so that his daughters could go to school at 
FSU.

Shults had received money 

from a travel voucher with 

forged team signatures. 

Athletic department 

Business Manager Joe Labat 

said that there were 

problems with a voucher 

from a Toronto meet, but 

that Shults had not obtained 

any undue funds. 
The disgruntled swimmers 

believe that the program 

suffws from the coaches' 

poor motivational 

techfliqiies and their 

emphasis . on the 

"superstars." 
Former Student Body 

Presidential candidate Syd 

Lovelace, who swam for two 

seasons under Shults, said 

that his coach did not use 

positive reinforcement. 
"He's a negative 

motivator. Shults tries to get 

you to perform well by 

tearing you down mentally 

to the point *^ere you have 

no self-cdtrfidaice," 

Lovtlaw said. **He took a 

sport I loved all my life and 

turned it into aomething I 

hated." 
Barry had the same 

complaint about Bergeron. 

"Anything short of 

(Bergeron's) demands results 
in constant ridicule both in and out of the 
water," Barry said. "Swimmers can't 
rationalize putting five hours of work a day 
for eight months into swimming when the 
rewards are going to be very minimal." 

Ihe ^fKtiofi required in swimming, 
Shults said, is responsible^ for the criticism 
levelled at swimmers. He claims that college 
swimmers shouldn't expect a coach's 
constant reinforcement. 

"At this level of swimming, we expect 
perfection, we strive for that," Shuhs said. 
"You spend a lot of time correcting 
mistakes, because the mistakes will keep 
someone from improving." 

"To be successful, you almost have to be 
mistake-free," he said. 

While they can understand their coaches' 
atteaticn to detail, swimmers both on and 
off the team said that Shults tends ^ Ifi^ 
his oteervations on the better swimmers. 

Junior Frdlberger, who left the team 
afttf this season, said that the coaches favor 
proven athletes. "These guys are just 
interested in who's going to score the most 
points," Freiberger said. "They cater to the 
superstars and not the group below." 

One of those who received superior 
treatment was Kowalski. He said that it was 
his attitude and seniority on the team which 
gave him access to Shuhs. 
"Cf^ch's got the basic plan, but he'll listen 
to me when 1 have a good idea," Kowi^ki 
si^. "He may not have listened so well to 
some of the other guys because they w«« 
WW or because of the way they ia;esented it." 

Shults said that he may have unconsciously 
paid more attention to his top swimmers. 
**U*s the first-string, second-string 
syndrome," Shults said. "When you've got 
an All-American in lane one and walk-ons 
in lanes two and three, your eye is going to 
wander." 

Assistant Coach Bergeron said that it was 
up to the walk-ons to make the squad on 
their own. "A lot of guys walk on who are 
not great swimmers to begin with, but we 
want to give them a chance,*' ^t$mm m4t 
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Against the grain . ^""^ ^'^'^^ 

Try as he might, this FSU swimmer can't seem to 
pull away from the rope that binds him. FSU Coach 
Shults said that this contraption is effective in 
building strength. 



"If they are hard workers and they do what 
we ask them to do, they'll stick around." 

Freshman walk-on Brian Zuchcrnian said 
that he was never really given the chance to 
make the team. Zucherman said that the 
coaching staff tried a novel training method 
on him which resulted on his inability to 
compete in his event. ' 
, "They used us (freshmen) as guinea pigs," 
Zucherman said. "They would ^leh 
surgical tubing to us and make us swim 
against the force of the tube. 

"As a sprinter, without hard sprinting 
work, there's no way to build up the skills 
and speed that 1 needed to perform," he 
said. 

Shults found this argument humorous. "1 
use the surgical tubing a lot with the sprinters 
becaiise it is one of the best techniques I've 
found to increase their speed and power," 
Shults said. "Oddly enough, the Ol^fMc 
team used it in their training exercises." 

More than anything, personality conflicts 
between the former swimmers and Shuhs 
appears to be the crux of the dispute. 
Unofficial team advisor and Professor of 
English Education at FSU John Simmons 
said that Shults doesn't take kindly to 
criticism. 

"At times, he has had trouble listening to 
constructive criticism." Sim.mons said. 

Kowalski said though commumcation has 
been one of Shults' problems, he is taking 
steps to correct it. "Coach's weakness is his 
krak of c^mnunication with tht swinuners," 
Kowalski said. "But, we had a n^eting i^KMit 
that last Friday to try to figure out how to 
have more communication aiulthm wiU 
probably help us." 

Though he wasn't particularly fond of 
Shults and Bergeron's coaching style, a four- 
year swimmer who didn't wish to be 
identified summed up why he stayed on the 
team. "It's easy to have hard feelings against 
any coach," he said. "But, when there are 
people in a position to supervise you, you 
just have to put up with them to wAuwHI y^ 
goals."

Critical 

Memphis State series 
is a big one for FSU

Baseball seasons are much Uke hor^ races, and for Florkla 
State, the home stretch is going to be a tough one. 
Despite winning eight of their last 10 games, the 42-17 
Seminoles are in a tough position as they finish the last eight 
games of the regular season. Three of those games are against 
Metro Conference foe Memphis State, whom FSU hosts 
Saturday in a doubleheader at -5 p.m. A third game will be 
played Sunday at 1 p.m. 

What makes these games important is the fact that the 
Seminoles need to chalk up some more big Metro wins in- 
order to improve their seeding in the upcoming conference 
playoffs, to be hosted again by FSU this year. Right now, 
FSU is 8-3 in conference play, which ranks around second 
or third in the conference. 

Which is where Men^shis State comes in. The Tigers beat 
the *Noles in a two-game stand up in Memphis, and are also 
in the second or third-pkiw grey area. A sweep of the Tigers, 
though not a probability, may be a necessity for FSU this 
weekend. 

"This is one of the few times I've said a series is critical,"

Kyler was the first to come to FSU in the 
1984 season, while Holler and Larsen came 
in '85. Assistant coach Winnie Dodgion is 
responsible for the three making their way 
to FSU. 

**I was able to get Kyler because I had a 
contact at Golden West," 45odgion said, 
"Her coach and I were good friends. She was 
my high school teacher." 

Dodgion's contact is one that FSU will not 
soon forget. 

"When we got Tina, we were looking for 
someone to come in from a fast-pit£h 
program and pitch well, which she has 
done," said Graf. "Julie's done a real good 
job. We asked her to play left field as well 
as pitch and it didn't bother her. Laurie's had 
a good year. She has had a real good ^ove." 

But what exactly would make a player in 
California waitt to come to FtoruS^in the 
^t {jlace? 

"Coach Dodgion is a great person, she 
really made a good first impression on me," 
Kyler said. "My sister and her ate (tm^, 
too." 

"I came to FSU because of Tina," Holler 
said. "I had never even heard of FSU until 
Tina came here. Coach Dodgion was really 
nice to me." 

"I didn't want to come to FSU at first," 
Larsen said. "Then I figured it would be best 
to come here. I really liked Coach Dodgion, 
to©." 

All three players will admit a little 
reluctance in coming from one coast to the 
other. But each, in her own way, has found 
a way to survive. And even like it. 

"The first day of practice,|l was in a bike 
accident on Tennessee Street," Holler said. 
"When the ambulance came, I didn't know 
who to tell them to call since my mom and 
dad weren't here. But Tallahassee has a great 
atmosphere with all the greenery. Where 1 
come from, everything is concrete." 

"My first day here, 1 was wearing a shirt 



of nay sister's that saul "Fer sure," Kyler 
said. "A couple of guys tm an elevator 
started giving me a hard time about it and 
it really upset me. I really like tte C(Mege 
atmosphere in this town, though. It's really 
neat to see all the older people wearing FSU 
caps and really getting behind the school." 

"The first couple of weeks away from 
home were tough, but it has gotten better," 
said Larsen. "The city itself is so green and 
the atmosphere is nice. People are a lot more 
relaxed here." 

More relaxed than California? Hie' i^feged 
"laid-back" capital of the world? 

"Oh, Tallahassee is a 1<M more relaxed 
than where I come from," Holler said. 
"Everything is so rush, rush out there." 

A lot of the rush comes from the fact that 
California has many more cities than 
Florida. Tallahassee itself is much more 
isolated than where the three players are 
horn. 

"I used to deliver pizzas for a pizza place 
back home," Holler said. "Our delivery area 
was small but there were a lot of cities 
covered. The population is a lot more dense 
in California." 

But then, there is ^a>^ the b^ch 
situation. 

"In California I had a beach five minutes 
from where I lived," Larsen said. "I haven't 
seen any in Florida except for Panama 
City." ■ ' 

Another thing about these three is they 
certainly destroy the old myth that California 
girls are all spacey and air-headed. That old 
myth, in this case, is simply not ^te. 

"People will automatically odl you dumb 
if you are a Uomle from d^f^aoN^ tte 
Monde-haired Larsen said. "You just have 
to laugh it off, I guess." 

"(All those myths) are untrue," Kyler 
said.

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Comeback

ATLANTA— It tugs at the heartstrings to 
watch Bob Horner battling to become the 
power hitler he was before a broken wrist pnt 
a clamper on his promising baseball career. 

We're talking about a player who was 
always good for 30 or so home runs and 
about 100 runs batted in during a healthy 
year— but who has hit only one homer since 
last May— and, although supposedly 
recovered from the wrist injury, is off to a 
.125 start at the plate this season. 

What has to make it even more frustrating 
for H orner is that he and Dale Murphy were 
supposed to be the Braves' dynamic duo, the 
'80s version of Hank Aaron and Eddie 
Mathews. But while Murphy has established 
himself as a superstar— a two-time National 
League MVP by the time he was 27, Horner 
has faded into virtual obscurity. 

Actually, Horner appears to be making 
pretty good contact. He drove Eric Davis and 
later Eddie Milner close to the 410-foot 
centerfield fence sign at Atlima Stadium 
during Wednesday night's game with 
Cincinnati. But, those are the kind of balls 
he would have pulled for homers a couple 
of years ago. 

"It will come back, it has to," said 
Horner, who is only 27, which should be the 
prime of his baseball career, but was 
sidelined after May 30 when he rebroke the 
wrist which also kept him out the last seven 
weeks on the '83 season. T've just got to be 
patient.*' 

While Horner struggles at the plate. 
Murphy is off to a fabulous start. At 
midweek, the Braves' rangy centerfielder was 
leading the National League in average 
(.484), home runs (5),RBIs (14),runs scored 
(11) and slugging percengage (1.097). 

"Dale is pretty much carrying us on 
offense," said Horner, O-for-4 in that 
Wednesday game. "It seems he's the only 
one hitting consistently. The rest of us are 
trying to contribute, but nothing seems to fall 
in. " 

After winning the MVP award in '82 and 
'83, Murphy had an "off" season in '84--if 
thiR is what you can call batting .290 with 
36 homers and 100 RBIs— and the Braves 
reasoned that "decline" w»OTUsed by not 
having Horner behind him in the lineup. 

**With a guy like Murphy, you're just 
trying to keep him in the ball park," said 
Reds manager Pete Rose. "More important, 
you're trying to keep the guys in front of him 
(in the lineup) off theTjases. I don't care how 
good the guy is, if there's nobody on, he can 



hit 90 home runs and he'll have only 90 
RBIs." 

It's ironic, but back in '78, when Horner 
went straight to the majors out of Arizona 
Stale, where he was then the most prolific 
college home run hitter on record, he was the 
budding superstar while Murphy was 
floundering. 

The Braves were aw are of Murphy's raw 
talent and long-ball potential, but the> didn't 
know where to play him. A catcher, with a 
reputation for erratic throws, throughout his 
four-year minor league stay, he was first 
switched to first base and then to centerfield, 
which suited him to a tee. 

In their early years together, when Murphy 
was leading the team in strikeouts, Horner 
was the club home run and RBI leader. But . 
Horner's injuries have enabled Murphy, who 
hasn't missed a game since 1981, to assume 
that role. 

In the early days of their eighth major 
league seasons, Murphy leads Horner 
205-162 in home runs and 642-480 in RBIs. 
And the way the two have starts out this 
spring, it appears those margins will widen. 

"I can't concern myself with that," said 
Horner, who had a pin put in the wrist this 
past winter when it refused to heal properly. 
"I'm fortunate to be playing at all. Don't 
forget, there was question as to whether I'd 
be back this soon— some even wondered if 
I'd be back at all." 

"The doctors told me 1 couldn't rush it, 
that I'd have to come back a step at a time. 
I'm getting the feel of it, making contact. 
The rest will come with time. If I didn't 
telieve that, I wouldn't be out there every 
night." 

By the way, going into their eighth seasons 
with the Braves, Aaron had 219 homers, 743 
RBIs' Mathews 254 homers, 668 RBIs' and 
their combined career totals of 1,267 homers 
md 3,750 RBIs aren't likely to be challenged 
by Murphy-Homer or any other Braves 
combination. 

"But a healthy Horner, hitting the way he 
was a couple of years ago, hatting behind 
Murphy would give us the sort of one-two 
punch that wins pennants for you," said 
Braves General Manager John Mullen. 

"I'm swinging the bat good now," said 
Horner. "Remember, I didn't play much in 
Florida (during spring training) and I'm 
confident I'll start getting my hits. I can't 
remember when anyone started out like 
Murphy has. Maybe some of it will rub off 
on the rest of us."

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Hundreds march 
tp protest policy 
of apartheid

Speaking at a local rally Sunday night, Naomi Tutu, 
daughter ot Nobel Peace recipient Bishop Desmond Tutu, 
charged that the U.S. government is as guilty as South Africa's 

own in protecting the system of apartheid. 

"Reagan is no more interested in ending apartheid than is 
P-W. Botha," said Tutu, a native South African and human 
rights activist. "Reagan just wants to make apartheid more 
palatable." 

The 24-year-old Tutu was joined by Rep. Al Lawsori (D- 
T«tlahassee), Mayor Hurley Rudd, former Southern Christian 
Leadership President Ralph Abernathy and about 300 
Tallahasseeans in protesting apartheid in South Africa— the 
only country in the world that sanctions an institutionalized 
form of racism. 

Following an African music performance and a candlelight 
vigil, the protesters marched from the steps of Florida Stale 
University's Ruby Diamond Auditorium to Bethel Baptist 
Church on the corner of Tennessee St. and Martin L ulher King 
Boulevard. Some sang "We Shall Overcome" while others 
chanted slogans like "Down with apartheid." 

At the church, the major presented Tutu with a key to the 
city. Rudd later said that the City Commission was currently 
kjoking into whether any of the city's pension funds are 
invested in corporations doing business wit4i South Africa. He 
mi6 bf wotM have to Miidy those reports befom he supported 
any measures to div«t those funds. 

Tutu said divestment campaigns were important because 
U.S. multinational corporations are helping maintain 
apartheid and she praised the efforts of Tallahasseeans in 
voicing their opposition to what she called "that abhorently 
racist system."

"We need you to make our dream of a free South Africa 
a reality," Tutu said. "You can't believe— you can't 
understand what it means for South Africa's black majority 
to know that there are people out there in the world fighting 
apartheid. 

•'Twenty-five years after the Sharpeville massacre and nine 
years after Sowcto what has changed in South .Africa?" she 
said. 

Tutu called last year's election in South Africa and the recent 
repeal of the inter-racial marriage laws "cosmetic changes.'* 
"Some groups in this country have hailed theseactions taken 

by the racist government as forward steps— they claim that 
apartheid is changing," said Tutu. "And they tell us to be 



non-violent— to bring about change through peaceful means. 
Are we not the ones being shot at still? Nothing has changed 
in South Africa. We must keep struggling," she said. 

And that struggle, said Tutu has been made a difficult one 
because of U.S. support for the Pretoria regime. 

"Even 1960, after the Sharpeville massacre.there was enough 
of a political crisis in South Africa that apartheid might have 
falten then," said Tutu. **But the U.S. banks came to the 
rescue with emergency loans." 

Since then, U.S., investment in South Africa have steadily 
grown said Tutu, making the U.S. South Africa's largest

Escort Service: budget cuts will cripple service 



E^tor: 

(An open letter to FSU stiKtentt): 

As I i^^e to leave office as Director of ^ Sftident Alert 
Force and Escort Services (a post I have served in for three 
and a half years), 1 feel obligated to tell the students what their 
Student Senate did to S.A.F.E.'s 1985-1986 Annual Budget, 
this past Thursday afternoon. The action taken by the Student 
Senate is, in my view, both crippling and devastating to 
S.A.F.E.'s future. 

I requested the Student Senate to fund eight night escorts 
(known as OPS employees) next fiscal year, the same number 
funded this current (1984-198S) fiscal year. I made such a 
request hoping that the otha* source of employee funding, the 
CoUe^ Wmk Study Progma (not funded if S.G.) will be 
able to provide the thirteen en^rioyees— next year— that they 
do now. Tfm would result in twenty-one escorts, of tte twenty- 
five needed. During the budg^ proems, the Senate eliminated 
one of the OPS escorts, something that is bearable. The 
1985-1986 budget, with the i^ve change, was |»ssed by the 
Senate two weeks ago. 

During the special session of the Student Senate this past 
Thursday, Senate President Larry Bodkin made an 
amendment for a whopping $9,213.00 decrease in the seven 
OPS escort positions, a decrease of 54 percent from the budget 
passed two weeks ago. 

Mr. Bodkin persuacted the S^ate to approve his 
amemhnmt for two reason: 

1 . S.A.F.E. was iBO^u^«way from employing CWSP 

2. the reduced amount of money would be placed into 
Senate Unallocated Reserve, should S.A.F.E* i^d that 
money in the future. 

As to argument one: S.A.F.E. is hardly moving away from 
employing CWSP employees. During the past three years, the 
number of CWSP applicants have decreased from 30 to 13. 
I feel that it is safe to assume that S.A.F.E. will not have any

more CWSP employee Mt fiscal year than it does this year. 

As to argument two: Mr. Bodkin's veMning may sound 
good, however r^i^ i^ ^1 a different story. First, a 
r^pMWtble agency director cannot assume that he/she will 
receive any more mms^ that that which is allocated to them 
at annual budget time. Thus, when OPS employees are hired, 
they will be hired as working 54 percent less time as those 
currently employed. I find that such a decrease in hours will 
have two possible outcomes: 

1. A skeleton crew will be employed each night, thus 
increasing the time one must wait for an escort to forty- 
five minutes or longer, 

2. To provide the necessary mimber of employees each 
night, resulting tn the emrt service closing three nig^ 
a week, aff^ing some 80 to 100 calto. 

In my disgust over such action, I asked Bodkin what 
guarantee there is that the additional money will be in 
Unallocated when it is needed. His answer was, "There is no 
guarantee." This is quite different from the impr^ion he ^ve - 
the Senate. 

As I left the Senate meeting, a student asked me what the 
cuts will do to the escort service. She then asked, "Will the 
escort service be able to operate?" My answer to her then, 
and to you the students now is, "As Larry Bodkin said, there 
is no guarantee/*

toting signs that read "Naked Chiefs?" and executing 
precision turns, several hundred Florida State University 
Marching Chiefs promenaded into FSU Studnit Senate 
chambers last week in protest over their saiate-aUocatcd 
budget for the 1985-86 year. Encircling the scnatws like a 
nettled Greek chorus, the Chiefs were there to demand that 
the senate reconsider funding of 50 "replacemoits'* for 
uniforms they say are "worn, gray and fraying." 
And ahhough the $1.35 million SG total budget was 
"reopened" in a special Thursday session, the Chiefs still 
didn't get what they asked for. 

"Now I cton't expect anyone walking around with their 
underwear sticking out," said Marching Chiefs Director 
Bent!^ ^^Aam^. whose group funded for 15 out of 50 
requested uniforms. "WhIK trying to av<^ is replacing 
too many uniforms at one time. We*re going to try «id make 
it up next year, but that would mean (the Senate) will have 
to fund 85 uniforms next year. I really thought they'd 
understand the economics of it. But they have a lot of things 
to take care of." 

Senate President Larry Bodkin called for the special 
session after a meeting with Bob Leach, Vice President for 
Student Affairs, convinced Bodkin that "I made a mistake 
in letting a lot of things through the Senate. ' '

$2500 cut from an OPS Programming accmmt— is not happy 
about it. 

"Basically, what they did was to cut from an intrical part 
of Black Awareness Week," said Andrews who said the 
money would have been used to pay for cultural programs 
and speakers. "They basically stopped it cold. We can't 
move monies out of lines and be expected to function 



properly." 

David Mclnnes, Director of FSU's Student Alert Force 
and Lscort Service, is also unhappy with his budget. 
Although tlw Pkmibeau was unable to conuict Mclnnes by 
phone before pr^ time, McIbms submitted a let^ to the 
editor {wcMestiBg what he termed a "whopping $9,213 
decrease,'* which was passed by the ^)ecial budget session. 

"1 feel obligated to tell the students what thdr Student

•What we're trying to do with the escort soifkt m to try to 
get (it funded) with work/study funds," said Bodkin. 
"Work/study is a lot less expensive... We gave (escort 
service) half of what it ask^ lpr, to see if they could use 
work /study first. If the service can justify 

to (the senate) that it can't get work/study to fund the 
positions, if they bring documented evidence thai tfc^y can't 
get work/study, we'll release the monies." 

"That's one of our favorite agencies," added Bodkin. 
"And if (Mclnnes) thinks we're trying to hurt him, he's 
wrong."

FSU staff discusses ways to prevent sexism

Although a woman is the first oneto rai^ hw 
hand in class, the profe^r oitti on w^m^ nate 
students first. When she does get to speak, the 
teacher intmuptato tefwe^ fin^m askii^ her 
question. 

Mary M. Leonard— who gave a workshop on 
"Creating a Positive Climate for Women 
Students at Florida State" to over 70 FSU staff 
members on Thursday— said incidents like this 
create a "chilly climate" for women on campus. 

"Statistics show that althot^ women do b^ter 
than men in high schools, their GPA, self-esteem 
and career aspirations all decline when they get to 
college," said Leonard. "Men's GPA, self-esteem 
and career aspirations go up." 

Leonard is the staff psychologist and associate 
I»ofessor for the University of Maryland, and she 
Im» written and lectured extmisively on women's 
cmK^rns. 

AcciM^ding to Leonard, .muai har«ssment, 
«)urtshipviolence, eati^ d^rdas like anorexia, 
male verbal donuM^^ m <^^m^Mis, Aide of 
female mentors, and. counselors discouraging 
women to go into non-traditional fields all 
contribute to feelings of inferiority in college. She 
said safety is also a major factor— one out of five 
women on campus will be raped. 

"If one out of five men on campus were being 



attacked they would be handing out guns, 
patrolling the campus heavily at night," Leonard 
said. "There would be a massive outpouring. ' ' 

Moa of the worktop foc^i on how fiM:ulty 
discriminates against women by asking questions

Lwnard said the prob^ iwi't iint tte » 
however. She said women students themselves are 
often reluctant to even admit that sexism exists. 

"There is an illusion that sex discrimination is 
gone from campus," Leonard said. "Students 
don't know the power of sexual stereotyping. They 
also need reality training." 



Women often deny that sexism exists, she said, 
because they would have to re-examine their entire 
lives. 

"Every feminist can tell you about the 
transformation they had to undergo. There is no 
euy way to be a human being woman in this 
culture,'* she said. 

Suggested solutions from the fftm^ m comlttt 
discrimination included making women studies a 
part of basic studies, forming support groups for 
women in non-traditional fields, and polling female 
students to find out what their needs are. 

The workshop had a positive effect on Aquatics 
director Alicia Crew. 

"I was surprised to see so many people 
concerned with the issue," Crew said. "U gave me 
more mcrtiwtion to make changes in my own job." 

According to Thyria Greene, Assitant to FSU 
vice-pr^i(tot for minority affairs, the workshop 
was an "exciting experience" and an eye-opener. 

"I didn't know how widespread passivity was on 
campus— how difficult it was for women to take 
the first step to ask for help," Greene said. 

Asked whether female students or staff should 
be worked with first, Lenoard replied: "You start 
everywhere. It's like if a bunch of fish were dying in 
an aquarium. You wouldn't just change the water, 
or just change the fiher. You would change the 
whole tank. Fish are dying. ' '

County Commission to decide on trees

The fate of eight trees along an eight mile stretch , of 
canopied Miccosukee Road will be determined at the County 

Commission meeting Tuesday night— a decision that has 
pitted the county's public-works department against local 
environmentalists for the past several months. 

The Public-Works Department wants to cut down the trees 
to widen the road by two feet for safety reasons— 34 
accidents occurred on the road in 1983. But environmentalists 
say there are alternatives to removing the trees without 
sacrificing safety. 

The commission could r^uce the speed limit along the 
road, encourage riders to use a i^tfallel route such as highway 
90, and put white lims aHong road edges to prevent accidents, 
said Paul Peacock, organizer of The Committee to Save a 
Few Trees. He said his group eventually wants to get both 
Miccosukee and Old St. Augustine Road declared Historic 
Roads so they can never be widened. 

"The progressive attitude 30 years ago was to build 
roads," Peacock said. "But unless we want to start looking 
like Orlando, we better start preserving our canopy roads." 



County Administrator James Parrish said the department 
has considered lUtonatives and even reduced the number of 
trees to be cut from 1 1 to eight. But they still feel some trees 
need to be removed. 

"We're asking for eight trees in an eight mile stretch. 
That's one tree per mile— a pretty small amount," Parrish 
said. 

But aecordmg to County Commissioner Robert 
Henderson, the reasons for cutting the trees arM*t good 
enough. 

"At this point, unless I hear a preponderance of evidence 
I haven't already heard, I'm going to vote against it," 
Henderson said. "We need to stop paying lip service about 
preserving our roads, and start supporting them in a more 
strenuous fashion.*' 

Commissioner Lee Vause, on the other hand, told 
Taliafutssee Democrat "Why should we impose our will on 
people who will be here 25 years in the future?" Vau^ could 
not be reached for further comment Sunday.

Friedman: One of my favorite cultures is 
the Kwakiutls— I spent some time out in the 
Pacific Northwest — they are Pacific 
Northwest Indians, they make totem poles. 

The way that they 
acquire status in their culture is not 
accumulating wealth but destroying wealth. 
Well, that's how they used to do it. Now 
they've changed it a little bit. Now, they 
redistribute wealth— if you go to one of their 
potlatch^, somelx^y might give you a 
refrigerator.

Alamo: Catholics control the world

**Hitlcr sings!" say the many posters that have recently 
appeared plastered to walls, windows and dumpsters 
throughout the Tallahassee area. The phrase refers to 
Hitler's boyhood memba>ship in a Catholic choir, and 
extrapolates, nufting him secretly a Jesuit priest who 
fonned the Fourth Rd(^ und«r orders from the Pope, 
vmn$ Vatiean funds and Cathi^-traiMd officers. A 
photograph of Hitler in the boys' choir is im;luded, his face 
highlighted, white another photo shows Catholic of Hciak 
at some outdoor gathering, swastikas bliirrily visible in the 
background. In between is the heavily-capitalized and 
underlined text denouncing the Catholic church as 
disguised Nazism. 

A joke? Not quite... 

This poster is one of a series of posters and othor 
. lit»ature printed by the Alamo C^ttian Oiinrch tm pubUc 
distribution. The church is one of s^ml religious 
organizations which, while gen«ri^y unrelated, pr^h the 
same anti-Catholic message. 

Tony Alamo, head of this Arkansas-based groi^, has 
been preaching the word of the Lord, aiMl the e^ of 
Catholicism, for over 15 years. 

Reached by his toll-free number, Alamo says his 
potential audience is "Four and a half billion people, the 
population of the entire world." He believes that if people 
are told the 'truth' about the **Catholic ouispiracy," they 
win r^ounce the Pope uid save t)^ sods by i^^ting 
God. 

"The Catholic Church is the Great Whore, as written in 
Revelations... and Pope John Paul 11 is the Anti-Christ," 
said Alamo. "The Bible says they are the mother of every 
abomination on earth . " 

Alamo said he arrived at this conclusion through study of 
the Bible and careful analysis of historical events. His 
researches have shown^^M ^at '*ahnost all of the wars and 
the evil caused, was caused by the Vatican** and tlutt both 
Abraham Lincoln and John F. Kennedy assa^nated 
l^the Vatican. 



"The Jesuits shot Lincohi becaujK he was ^ealdi^ out 
against the Pope, and they killed Kennedy because he was 
withdrawing troops from Vietnam," he said, adding that 
Vietman began because "the Vatican just wanted to 
convert all those Buddhists in Vietnam, and when they 
wouldn't convert, the Pope had the U.S. send in the 
troops." 

Alamo says that ^st of his literature is ^^buted by 
peo|^ uiK^miected with his church. 

"People see one of our tracts, and th^ our church 
and say *My God, I didn't know that' and ask us to send 
them more information and literature to distribute," he 
said. 

Alamo has a large and growing ministry — a printing 
house which pubHshes "multi-millions" of tracts and 
posters, and ten churches worldwide, including Israel, 
London and numerous sites in Ihe U.S. He also 
br^casts his messa^ on TV and radio. 

^t Alamo says the ClAolic conspiracy is eqwdly 
extmmt, ^mdts controlling the LR.S., Nl^, CBS, ABC 
and the Reader's Digest, he says Cahtolic operatives infest 
government agencies worldwide. "AH of them — 100 
percent of the world leaders— are Jesuit priests, or under 
Vatican orders," said Alamo. This includes Henry 
Kissinger, who has "converted to Catholicism, not out of 
belief, but for the power and money;" many of the TV 
evangeUsts, who, though learned in the Bible, "still preach 
the one-wodd Satanic Cathofo line;" and RiMMld Reagan, 
who is m "Iri^ Catholic Jesuit, raasquonulii^ M a 
Protestant, and doing a pretty bad job of it. ^Ir. Rei^m) 
is the biggest phony in the world," he said.

think it will be very soon— then the end-times 
will have started." 

Sharing Tony Alamo's apocalyptic vision 
is imck Chick, head of the Calif«im-based 
Chick Ptthtications,^ whleh prints, m 
ext»sive section of rel^ius books, tracts, 
and full-size color comic books. 

The miniature comic books are the most 
popular, often found on the park benches 
and restaurant counters of Tallahassee. The 
Chick Publications mail-order catalog 
contains testimonials from satisfied users of 
the tracts, including **they pass uoimd like 
H(M Cakes. I have to admit Vm thr^d 
the actual mileage these Uttle smd-wim^s 
tr»rcl." 

Chick uses the comics, which he personally 
writes and draws, to reach a wider audience 
than could be found with all-text tracts. 



Simple language and powerful imi^es 
o^mbine to make them fascinating reading. 

In **Bad Bob** a mean-as-sin biker finds 
God when a fire almost kills him, and most 
graphically kills a friend of his. In "The 
Letter" a woman dreams that her friend has 
sent her a letter from Hell. This tract features 
many precisely-rendered drawings of souls 
writhing in the Are. CUck's drawing ranges 
from the cartoony to near-photographic 
r^lUsm, but winder ^yle he n usii^, he is 
always adept at depicting flames. 

Among the themes dealt with in the tracts, 
and in the full-size Crusader comic book 
series are: the Druidic nature of rock and 
roll; the Satanic control of Ouija boards and 
Dungeons and Dragons; and the inherent 
evils of homos^niality. And, of course, the 
Otthofo conspiracy is there too. One of the 
best of the tracts is **Macho,'* staning a 
revolutionary Communist Jesuit terrorist, 
who aims liis mtomatic rifle at a hostage 
evangelist, his priest collar visible lu^f his 
camouflage outifit. 



Other tracts d^ the life of Alberto 
Riveira, a supposed real-life Jesuit priest 
whose job was to "infiltrate Protestant 
church and ministries." He eventually left 
the Jesuits and worked to expose the Catholic 
conspiracy, but "after his conversion he 
became a hunted man. No Jesuit may leave 
the order... and live." 

Riveira is Uie source of many of the mote 
interesting accusations on the Catholic 
church's ai^vities, inducing the assertion 
that it was Jesuits that supervised the 
Holocaust. Tony Alamo, who has met 
Riveira personally, says "he is very intense, 
very sincere. You could definitely tell he was 
a Jesuit. He just had the overall countenance 
of the church. . .The man is for real." 

Other sources are less assured of Riveira's 
reaUty. Critics contend that the nearest 
Riveira came to being a Jesuit was being 
thrown out of seminary school for 
disobedience and rowdy behavior. These 
accounts are easily ignored by Riveira's 
followers, m they are bas^ on records kept 



by Catholic authorities . 

Although the sincerity of Alberto Riveira 
is debatable, that of Jack Chick, Tony 
Alamo and others like them is not. They 
beUeve that their duty is to save the souls of 
everyone in the worid from whM they as 
an absolute evil md it is a duty that they take 
vQTsmcNisty. 

How seriously does the Catholic church 
take Alamo and others like him? Tom 
Horkan, a lobbyist for the Florida Coolie 
Ccmfer^ee, tfamks that tiie d^ch doesn't 
have an offidid pontion on Alamo, although 
there is a Milwaukee based Catholic 
organization that keeps tabs on anti-Catholic 
^oups. 

Horkan does have a personal posttioa on 
Tony Alamo's crusade. "I think he's just 
another bigot, and probably one of the most 
extreme I've ever heard," he says. "There's 
a lot of money in bigotry," Horkan 
continues, "but there's nothing funny about 
it."

period. Wc k»k at Scnith Afrka and say 'oh 
my goodness, how awful,' Imt we tend to 
forget that it was not long ago in the United 
States that we had these laws that separated 
people on the basis of the color of their skin. 
We should remember. And then like we do 
in the Jewish religion, we should pledge never 
to forget and never to allow it to happen 
again. 

Did you ever have to teach that 
Americanism versus Communism class? 

Hat«l it! Hated it! The way I approached 
it was to give it a <mtext. i guess i Elated 
the state law— and every year since then I've 
tried to change the state law— but I'd start 
by saying 'OK, where did this course come 
from?' And we'd spend a few days talking 



about intolerance in the McCarthy era — 
blacklisting and so on. Then I'd say to the 
kids, 'Look, I'm not going to insult you, I 
told you when I taught you government that 
you have a right to your point of view, I'm 
not suddenly going to say that is no longer 
allowed,' which is what that course wanted.

'Crisis in Central America* 
documents roots of conflict

The bad news is that those of you who 
don't have cable were not able to view PBS 
FFontline's four-part **Specwl Report'* on 
the Crisis In Central America which air^ last 
Mc^ay through Thursday on rable channel 
14, the Georgia PBS station. The series was 
shown almost everywhere in the country, 
except Tallahassee. 

Why? What could be more timely than a 
four parter on Central America? The reason 
is that WFSU is committed to showing' 
Today In (he Legislature (z/zz/./) every 
evening during the time slot that the film was 
being shown. 

The good news is that the four segments 
witi be shown in their entirety Saturday 
afternoon from 1-5 p.m. 

Crbis in Central Amerka is the subject of 
much debate, most of which debate has 
focused on the source of funding for the 
series and the politics of its producers. 

According to Susan Linfield, a television 
reviewer for the Village Voice, "independent 
documentarians have dreaded its 
appearance." This is because a major 
underwriter of the project was the Starr 
Foundation. The Starr Foundation is also a 
miyor financial angel for the right wing think 
tanks such as the Hoovei; Institute and the 
Heritage FMMtetion. Another irritant for 
msB^ is the fact that the jMroducers of the 
series, Austin Hoyt and Neal Freeman, are 
^nsidered arch-conservatives. Hoyt, for 
instance, produced Two Cheers for (he CIA 
and There 's No Business Like Big Business, 
both conservative documents and paens to 
the CIA and "Big Business." Freeman was 
once a writer for William F. Buckley's 
National Review Magazine. He also worked 
on Buckley's equally conservative PBS show 
Firing Line. 

But let's not jump to any conservative 
conclusions, not yet anyway. The April 
^tion of Anwican fi/m Magazine featured 
an article <Hf Crisut In Central America Aat 
mak^ the point that tlwr* was a liberal- 
conservative review board whose function 
was to make sure that objectivity was kept 
and bias purg^. 

Unfield's review concluded that Crisis v/as 
not what coi^ be called "the functiosi^ 



equivalent of a Reagan foreign policy 
speech," but that too much narration made 
it "boring." 1 saw one segment, "Revolution 
In Nicaragua," and wasn't so much bored 
as annoyed with what I thought was the 
evident bias of the narrator. Besides his bias, 
there was, as Linfield no^, too much 
narration and not enough debate amongst 
the protagonists. There was.however, a lot 
of good film footage of the key events that 
led to the July 1979 Sandinista triumph. 
Such footage is unfortunately nullified by the 
droning narrator who does give a 
Reaganesque, "the Sandinistas abandoned 
the goals of the revolution" slant to go along 
with the pictures. 



In the final analysis, 
watching a documentary 
will not sway people one 

or 

another... However, 
'Crisis in Central 
America' would seem to 
be a good place to start 
for those who are 
uninformed about the 
issue. 



But as I said earlier, let's keep our cool. 
A friend of mine who is very pro-Castro saw 
the segment that deals with the Cuban 
revolution, and had high praise for it. At 
worst Crisis may be a mixed bag — some parts 
Uberal, some conservative — but, regardless, 
we do owe the producers the courtesy of 
watching before we criticize. 

In the final analysis, watching a 
documentary win not sway people one way 
or another. Like watching the televised news 
broadcasts m r^tding d newspaper, we get 
only small fragments of "the big picture." 
However, watcbloi a long series like Crms

Former NFL back-up quarterback 
now calling the shots in USFL

ORLANDO- The perennial caddie to 
Dan Fouts is beginning to put his own 
impressive numbers up on the leader board. 

Ed Luther, the reserve quarterback behind 
Fouts for five years with the NFL's San 
Diego Chargers, posted his second straight 
outstanding effort Saturday night, throwing 
for 297 yards and four touchdowns in 
Jacksonville's 31-10 USFL rout of Orlando. 
Coming off a 17-for-23 performance against 
San Antonio, Luther hit on 26 of 33 passes 
against the hapless Renegades as the Bulls 
improved their record to 4-5. 

"This was the first night since I've been 
here where every time we had the ball we 
seemed to move it," said Luther, who joined 
the Bulls March 4 after No. 1 quarterback 
Brian Sipe separated his shoulder. 

"Orlando likes to play a lot of man-to- 
man converages and basically we took what 
they gave us. The pass to the back was open 
^all night and their linebackers seemed to sit 
'Pback instead of coming up." 

While Sipe sits back and waits Tor his 
shoulder to mend, Jacksonville Goach Lindy 
Infante may soon be embroiled in a 
quarterback dilemma. Sipe was paid big 
^money following his acquisition from New 
Jersey, but Luther has completed 77 percent 
of his passes in two straight victories. 

"1 think Ed obviously has a far better grip 
on what he's doing within our defensive 
scheme/' Infante said. "The longer he's with 



us, the better he's gonna be. I'm also proud 
of our defensive effort. Our No. 1 priority 
was to stop R^ie Collier on the ground and 
force him to pass. We go into Birmingham 
next Sunday feeling good about ourselves." 

Jacksonville's Mike Rozier rushed for 126 
yards as a muzzled crowd of 34,338 saw the 
Renegades return to their early season 
ineptitude. Orlando, which opened the 
season 0-6, came into the game with two 
straight impressive victories, but never got 
its offense untracked— finishing with just 1 1 
first downs. Collier, who rushed for 171 
yards against the Bulls March 21 , scrambled 
for just 20 Saturday. 

Luther, who hit Rozier with a 4-yard 
scoring loss late in the opening half, threw 
third-quarter TO passes of 8 yards to Perry 
Kemp and 5 yards to Gary Clark. He capped 
his night of precision by throwing a 2-yard 
scoring flip to Larry Mason in the fourth 
quarter and Brian Franco added a 31 -yard 
field goal for the Bulls. 

The Renegades took a 3-0 lead on a 
39-yar4 field goal by Jeff Brockhaus, but 
OrlMido couldn't solve a Bulls* defensive 
unit that allowed the most ym'dage in the 
league through the first eight weeks. Collier 
added an 18-yard TD pass to running back 
Curtis Bledsoe midway through the final 
quarter to end a streak of 31 consecutive 
Jacksonville points.

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Jobs that don't pay 
but make a difference

Susan Berryman graduates Saturday with a bachelor's 
degree in International Affairs from Florida State 
University. Most of her classmates are probably going to 
get jobs in the State Department, Foreign Service, Central 
Intelligence Agency or some transnational corporation. 
Not Berryman. She wants a job that's more than just a 
paycheck. She wants to work for the Florida Public Interest 
Research Group. 

"A friend of mine is looking for a job with IBM or 
Proctor and Gamble," said Berryman. "I'd rather sell 
issues than products. I could care less how many rubber 
bands we can market," she sttd. 

FPIRG descHbes itself as a statewide, non-profit, non- 
[^isan organization that conducts research and iKlvocacy 
on social justice, consumer protection and environmental 
preservation. There are hundreds of organizations like it 
nationwide, which according to FPIRG's Executive 
Director Ann Whitfield, "give the normal person a chmice 
to make a contribution to society. 

"People are taught to think that they are powerless to 
make any kind of impact on society," said Whitfield. "I 
discovered that I could make a difference when I first got 
involved in school politics. If you think your utility rates 
are too high, there is sonwthing you can do about it," she 
said. 

Working for local public interest organizations like 
FPIRG, Florida IMPACT and Common Cause presents 
challenges that don't exist in other jobs, said Whitfield. 

"FPIRG for instance gives you the opportunity to take 
on more responsibilities— public speaking, working with 
the press, lobbying, doing research," said Whitfield. 
"These are things you'd probably not have a chance to do 
otherwise." 

Each month, a catalog called Community Jobs lists all 
the available jobs with non-profit groups, including public 
interest, consumer advocacy, civil rights, alternative media, 
pditical action, labor unions, co-operatives and peace and 
social justice organizations. The nationwide listings 
describe each organization in detail, disclosing their values 
and principles. 

While Whitfield says she's in love with her work, she 
doesn't recommend it for everyone. 

"Not everybody's cut out for this kind of job," she said. 
"You have to genuinely care about issues." You also have 
to be wilHng to work long hours with little pay. The average 
salary for jobs listed in April's Community Jobs runs 
between $10-12,000. But Berryman claims it's worth it. 

•*I want to enjoy my career, I want to get involved in 
crucial decisions." she said. ''And at this stage of my life, 
it's worth it to sacrifice the pay."

She made a career 
of keeping a journal

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Enlightened minds? 

The traditional view of education is that it's an experience which 
ennobles us, somehow makes us better people with greater tolerance 
for and understanding of our fellow human beings. This has certainly 
not been much in vogue lately; indeed it has been trample upon this 
week with vile glee. 

Both Columbia University's disregard for the peaceful protests of 
a good ntiml^ of its sfti^mts and the cruelly irrational pronouncement 
of a top level Departn^rt of Education aide show things have got much 
worse than we thought. 

Although Columbia's University Senate— composed of faculty, 
students, administrators and staff —voted unanimously two years ago 
to urge the university trustees to divest from companies that do business 
in South Africa, they have refused. What's worse, after promising a 
freeze on investments, the university has continued to purchase stock 
in companies engaged in financing the apartheid government. 

In a column in this week's Village Voice, two Columbia professors 
the say the real problem has less to do with apartheid than the question 
of what a university should be. The students see it as the •'community 
which, if not quite democratic. stiU recogni^s the rights and 
responsibilities of its several bodies." The trustees see it more as "a 
successful real estate c<»poration, directed by a corporate bo^d, 
increasingly dependent on corporate monies and selling a service to 
student consumers." 

The studaits think the university should have more concern for what 
their money is doing— sitting in some dusty vault accruing interest or 
paying for 2,500 electric cattle prods to k^P the wheels of 
institutionsdized racism turning. 

Meanwhile, over at thd Department of Education, a woman with what 
should be the most enlightened and prestigious American academic 
degrees has made such bsffbarous statements about fedend support for 
handicapped education she was forced to step down. Eileen Gardner, 
who held the position of special assistant to Secretary of Education 
William Bennett only briefly, received her doctorate from Harvard 
University, one of the most highly-regarded urav^-sities in the nation. 
One would have expected her to have graduated with some degree of 
sense, but she clearly has none. . 

"The handicapped," she wrote, "falsely assume that the lottery of 
life has penalized them at random. This is not so. Nothing comes to 
an individual that he has not, at some point, summoned." 

This is the product of an educated, an enlightened mind? Her boss 
tried to defend her by saying her views were "Christian existentialist" 
in nature, but no one seemed to buy it. Why shovM they? If that's not 
dandified karma logic nothing is. Gardner's position is starkly callous. 

Columbia and Harvard are the kind of institutions of higher learning 
that young people all over the country aspire to get into. But what good 
is an expensive education if American students are not taught sensitivity 
to the plight of an oppressed people in South Africa or discriminated- 
against handicapped people in America? What use is a fancy degree 
if we cannot apply our knowledge morally? 
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Trojan horse? 

Editor: 

Recently the Feds started telling Florida to raise 
its legal drinking age from 18 to 21 years of age, OR, 
our tax dollars and state highways would rot away. 
The organization— Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving— has jumped on the Federal bandwagon to 
deprive us of our millions in highway dollars from 
the Federal government. A governmaat we pay 
billions to provide basic services like roads.

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Vacuuming their way to success— one rug at a time

You would expect a woman with a Ph.D. in Adult 
Education, a master's in biology, and a MBA in finance to 
be a high level bureaucrat or executive. But Kathy Vedros 
decided to do something completely different: she bought a 
carpet cleaning businesss. 

"Being a professional person for so many years, people 
looked at me like 1 was absolutely nuts— 'what are you doing 
out there cleaning carpets?' " Vedros said. "Now if I had 
bought a restaurant, a flower shop or something more 
glamorous, I think people would have admired me." 

But Vedros ignored negative response and 
made her new business a success. A little over 
two years ago, Vedros and partner and sister- 
in-law Jennie Vedros— who quit a job teaching 
retarded adults— decided to buy Action Carpet 
and Upholstery Cleaning, Inc. from two other 
women who had started the business. Since 
then, the number of customers has doubled, 
Vedros said, and recently they bought a second 
van. 

"People that know Jennie and me respect 
us now because they've seen we've been 
successful. So many people are afraid to cut 
off that instant paycheck that rolls around 
once a month no matter whether you sit on 
your butt all day or not. I would like to see 
the people that criticize us have the guts to get 
their checks cut off and go out tl^re and make 
it," Vedros said. 

After deciding to buy the business, Vedros 
said they went to Florida State University's 
Small Business Development Center and read 
every piece of literature they could lay their 
hands on. 

"They have tons and tons of information," 
Vedros said. 'They ask questions like 'do you 
really want to go into business, what about cash flow, how 
will you pay taxes?* We got every brochure, read everything 
so we knew what the scope of the business was.** 

Next, the women asked customers what they didn't like 
about service people. The complaints ranged from service 
people who don't do what they say they're going to and are 
always late to ones that drive beat-up trucks. 

"We tried to build our business around all the good points 
that people wanted," Vedros said. "And our business 
improved." 

Money was also a consideration, but a combination of luck 



and thrifty planning allo.wed them to get ahead. The previous 
owners sold the business at a reasonable price, Vedros said, 
and they were able to convince bankers to loan them money. 

Most important, both Kathy and Jennie are strong women. 
During a busy season they work seven days a week, 10 to 12 

hours a day. 

"It's hard physical work," Vedros said. "You're tired at 

the end of the day, but not any more than when I used to come 
home from the office. I tell people, 'We may look like wimps, 
but our right hands are lethal." 
But the two are not into all work and no play-— they "carve

out" time to have fun, Vedros said. In October they went to 
Greece and ran in a marathon; last weekend Jennie rode to 
Albany and back on a bicycle, and in August they plan to 
climb Ml. Rainer. Both women are in their forties. 
Another plus is that they are both mechanically-minded. 
"If the truck is broken down, we don*t stand there crying," I 
Vedros said. "We get put our wrenches and take it, apart." 

Vedros said they owed part of their success to the fact that 
they are females. In the only place they advertise—the yellow 
pages— their business is listed as "women owned and 
operated." 



"Nine out of 10 customers either hear about us by word 
of mouth or they see the yellow pages. Most of the people 

who are lining up carpet cleaning are women, and they do feel 
more comfortable with women coming into their homes," 
Vedros said. ".And we also know the difference between an 
oriental rug and a throw rug." 

Vedros said customers sometimes leave them keys without 
even meeting them in person. 

"They trust us,** she said. 

Despite the fact that Vedros is qualified for a number of 
other jobs, she said she iwefers owning the carpet cleaning 
business. 

"I like to be outside, being independent, 
being the decision maker— like sitting down 
and deciding whether or not to buy this new 
truck— you have to make those kinds of 
decisions. You make mistakes, but nothing so 
bad you can't undo," she said. 

"The frustrating thing for me in the years 
I worked for other people, I had lots of ideas 
(1 couldn't use). This job gives me a chance 
to try them out." 

Vedros said the service businesses were wide 
open for young people who were willing to 
work hard. 

"More and more women are working, more 
and more people are working longer hours. 
They don't have time to clean out their 
refrigerator, wax their floors, mow their 
lawns, clean their pools. We're always being 
asked if we know somebody who does these 
kinds of things. There are tons of jobs out 
there," she said. 

And a college education, even in liberal arts, 
is important for anyone thinking about 
opening a business, Vedros said. 

"College gives you that polished edge that 
somebody wh6 hasn't been to college doesn't 
have. And it's so obvious, especially in the service business. 
You don't go into some of the homes that we do with poor" 
English and a beat up truck. It just won't work."

structured program. 

The college years are especially difficult, said Hagan, 
because young people are making decisions ^bout their 
lives— like career and marriage— that will affect them for a 
long time. Journal writing can help you to trust yoursdf 
enough to solve problems and overcome obstacle (Bke 
mothers, fathers, and career (^un^lors) in order to find 
your true path, she said. 

Joy Taff, a librarian and writer from Crawfordville, 
knew at 18 she wanted to write; instead she married, raised 
her family and lived the conventional life of a housewife. 
Twelve years later she realized she had chosen a hfe that 
didn't include what she had really wanted to do. 

No in her 4()s. a graduate of Hagan's seminar, and a 
writer again, Taff said, "Kay's workshop helped remind 
me that a journal is a way of validating who I am, because 
writing honestly about myself keeps me aware of my 
per^nal growth." 

Hagan defines personal growth as learning more and 
more about your inner self and incorporating that into the 
way you interact with the outside world . 

"I have an interior world that is made up of my decision- 
making process, insecurities, dreams for myself and 
memories." she said. In her workshop she teaches specific 
strategies like probing past memories to become more 
intimate with one's inner self. 

^ hat most people enjoy about Hagan's workshops is the 
personal way she leads them. Rosa Morgan, a state worker 
and writer from Tallahassee, said Hagan helped the 
participants share their own personal feeUngs and r^som 
for being at the workshop. 

"In two days she helped a diverse group of strangers 
really know something about each other." ^aid Morgan. 

Hagan began by letting her students know something 
about her rather varied past. 

Raised in an alcoholic family where her parents were 
sometimes kning and attentive, other times distracted and 
abusive. Hagan said her journal "gave me a place in my life 
that was completely mine." 

Upon graduation from college she was ready to l«vc 
academia and "be on the streets,'* where she could write 
about real people and real events . 

In IMT t^i^mi^ Ac trkd conventional jobs like mam^ging 
a law office, speech writing for an Atlanta mayor, and 
owning a book store. But somehow her personal \ ision kept 
resurfwang— demanding that she write and foUow a more 
unconvoitional route. 

Now she is 32. a treelance writer, and consultant for art 
organizations and small businesses. 

But it wasn't an easy road getting there. Hagan saitf she 
worked in a delicatessan "slicing salami and grinding coffee 
beans" in order to have her mornii^ free to wrtte. She 
participated in a poetry writers* group tiMit pub&M a 
journal of Atlantans* poetry. In addition. sIk lo^Jed aeatc 
Nexus, now a thriving art center in Atlanta. 

In wte* to do fr«laiKJe work successfully. Hagan said, 
"I have to brieve in myself wh«i no one else is arowid." 

Now she leads journal writing workshops in 
AllHiquerque. Dallas, San Francisco and elsewhere, 
teaching people to become intimate with themselves 
through the steady companionship of a journal. 

For others 
the sliding scale fee is S65-4(V- Hagan said she asks 
everyone to pay as much as they can afford fw her 
professional expertise.

Thompson cuts a mean Abe Lincoln

James Harold Thompson, who is serving his first term as 
Speaker of the Florida House of Representatives, is a dedicated 
man who says he only wants the best for his native state. 

His goals for the next two years include preserving the stale's 
beaches and other natural resources, putting a stop to child 
abuse, and finding a fair solution to the medical malpractice 
problem in Florida. 

A fifth-generation Floridian, he wants to make sure that 
future generations will be able to enjoy the Florida he knew 
as a boy. Raised on a small farm in Gadsden County, he*s 
more concerned with the needs of the common man than those 
of special interest groups, and he's serious about the job he's 
been entrusted with. 

Running the House doesn't have to be serious all the time, 
though, as past speakers Ralph Haben and Hyatt Brown 
proved. But Thompson is all business when he's wielding the 
gavel, and says if his tenure is considered boring by some, so 
be it. 

"My whole life has been dedicated to no frills and hard work 
and if that's what's happening in the House right now, I'll 
be proud of it," Thompson said in a recent interview. 

He showed just how seriously he takes his job whetJ earlier 
this month he chided members for not paying attention to the 
debate taking place on the House floor, and he promised to 
start calling names if private discussions were not taken to 
the rooms set aside for that purpose. 

He agrees that he's taking a tough stance, and says it's all 
part of what he calls his quest for 'more decorum in the 
chamber.' 

It's understandable, said Thompson, that the 120 



representatives might get restless listening to the same debate 
heard before in committees and subcomtr^ittees, but that's not 
reason to forget courtesy. 

"There has been a provision made for conferences and 
discussion, not only in the members' lounge,but also in a small 
conf^cnce room in the rear of the chain ber, so I'm just 
encouraging the members to be Sensitive to the perception of 
the public in respect to what ^ve do." Thompson said. 

That sensitivity also extends to wliat Thompson calls his 
'request" that smoking be banned in the House chamber. It 
came about alter se\eral members asked Thompson to approve 
a smokeless chamber. 

"I looked into it and found that there were only say, 25 
members out of the 120 that actually smoked," said 
Thompson, who polled the smokers before making his 
decision. 

Not surprisingly, there haven*t been any complaints from 
members, even though one representative said she may have 
to move her seat to the members' lounge or stop smoking. 

But Thompson doesn't think the ban will interfere with the 
normal operations of the House or Prevent legislators from 
doing their jobs. 

"The lounge has a P. A. system right into it from the 
floor, and it has a TV that shows exactly what's going on," 
Thompson said, adding that taking time out for a smoke won*t 
keep anyone from taking part in debate or from voting. And 
he's pleased with the cooperation he's been getting from 
members, both on the smoking issue and in moving bills 
through committees. 

So far, things have been moving along on schedule, said 
Thompson and he's hopeful the remaining weeks of the session

"We like to start helping students with their plans early- 
no later than junior year." said Pal Marsh, Assistant 
Director of Career Placement. "We provide a good career 
education. Before graduation you learn to write resumes, 
handle interviews, and research a career." 

Career Development Services is divided into three 
sections— Career Placement, Curricular Career Information 
Service, and Cooperative Education— said Marsh. 

The first step towards enhancing your career opportunities 
is in registering yourself with Career Development Services 
and investigating the functions provided by CCIS said 
Director Bob Reardon. He said students should take 
advantage of the CCIS resource center, which provides 
infoi niaiion about occupations, employers, and issues on 
career planning, through pamphlets, computers, audiotapes, 
and hand-outs. 

CCIS is now in the process of developing a special 
program— Student Education Planning Service— designed 
for students who are undecided about their majors, said 
Reardon. 

The Cooperative Education section in the Office of 
Experiential Learning— or Coop— is where students get 
job experience while attending classes. Assistant 
Director of Coop Ed, Debra Armenti says it's a "pre- 
professional" experience that gives students an edge. 

"For example, if IBM is looking for computer science 
majors, wo take the interested students and let them take 
a semester off and work for IBM." she said. "Then ihev 
come back to school for a semester and then go back to their 
jobs for another semester." 

Students are paid for their work, and can also get 
internships for one or two semesters or even suinmer 
employment through Coop Ed. 

"We want to make them feel they are professionals. The 
pay check makes a big difference," said Armenti. 

Career placement, the third part of Career Development, 
emphasizes getting students a good job after graduation, said 
Marsh. 

"There a variety of employers that come to campus- 
most looking for business majors— but some look for 
economics, computer science, fashion merchandising, 
engineering, and other majors," said Marsh. 

What do employers look for in students? 

"GPA is important, but they're also looking for extra 
curricular acti\ilies," said Marsh. "Particularly important 
is any job experience. Writing and verbal skills are also 
important." 

It is the integration of these three sections, and the 
student's use of each one, that makes the Career 
Development Services so successful in informing students 
of career opportunities," said Marsh. 
The Career Resource Center is open Monday and Thursday 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. and Tuesday and Wednesday from 
8 a.m. to 9 p.m. Call 644-2576 for more information.

will go by as smoothly as the Fast four. 

"The next couple weeks will be the real test," Thompson 
said. "Our big packages of legislation— growth management, 
the state plan, the appropriations bill, and the medical 
malpractice bill— will be taken up at least by the major 
committees and some on the floor. That's the real test. I 
think we're on a good schedule— I think we have a good 
chance of completing our work on time." Thompson agreed 
Wednesday to extend committee meetings by another week, 
so that all the bills currently on the agenda could be heard. 
Thompson said he enjoys being speaker of the House, but 
when his two years are up, he'll be ready to move on. 

"Chances are that I will not seek elected office again," 
Thompson said. "I want to start practicing law again, and 
spend more time with my kids."

After losing love , money 
Bo Diddley is still a man

Life for rock and roll 
innovator Bo Diddley has 
never been easy. Not as a kid 
in Chicago playing guitar for 
pocket change on street 
corners, not in later years 
when he was making a name 
for himself in the rock world 
and his record companies 
began running him through 
hoops to collect what he 
considers his share of the 
monies generated from his 
albums, and definitely not 
now, since his wife and 
manager of 20 years decided 
to call it quits on their 
marriage. 

When Diddley strolled 
into town last Friday for a 
one-night show at the O.K. 
Club on W. Tennessee St., 
the old rocker was pensive 
about his past, but 
surprisingly optimistic about 
the future. 

On the day of the concert 
FM-99 played "Say Man." 
a kind of pre-rap song with 
Diddley and former bassist 
Jerome Green trading 
"ugly" jokes back and 
forth. "You're so ugly the 
stork that deliver you ought 
to be arrested,'' the song 
says. "We were just messing 
around in the studio one day," Diddley said. 
"The song really goes, 'the stork that 
delivered you ought to be arrested for 
smuggling dope.' We had to cut that part 
out, you know — censorship. Jerome is dead 
now,*' he added. 

Diddley learned to play the violin as a 
child, but said he gave it up after looking 
around at the orchestras. "There was all 
white cats playing in the orchestras. There 
were no Asians, no blacks, just Caucasians, 
so 1 decided I better give that up, and I 
learned to play guitar." Besides, he said, "1 
wanted something with more strings on it." 

Diddley cut his first album in 1955 and 
"I'm a Man/Bo Diddley" became one of the 
year's major hits. From then on, Diddley's 
whipping guitar began to set the standard for 
rock &%roll guitarists. 

Diddley is quick to point out that it was 
only because of innovative thinkers Uke Dick 
Clmrk and Alan Freed that rock and roll 
became accessible and acceptable to 
America. 

"If it hadn't been for them, the name 
*rock and roll' would never have emerged. 
Without Dick Clark, America wouldn't have 
seen Chubby Checkers, or Frankie Avalon, 
Chuck Berry or even Bo Diddley," he said. 
"Those guys had enough guts to play our

music and make it happen— they helped to 
feed rock and roil." 

For years, Diddley has been fighting the 
Chess and Checkers record companies for his 
share of the profits generated from re- 
releiases of his early albums. He said he's not 
just fighting for himself, but also for his 
public, who Diddley said is'being deceived 
^y the record companies. 

"You buy a record because you like it and 
you might like the people putting the record 
out," Diddley said. "You feel like you're 
helping to make the artist better by buying 
his music." 

But according to Diddley, the record 
companies are re-releasing his music without 
offering him a penny in return. He said 
people come up to him all the time to 
autograph albums and tapes that he's never 
seen before. Diddley claims. that he has not 
given permission for the releases and that he 
hara't received royalties in 12 to 15 years. 

He's taking the record companies to cwut, 
though. "If I get a good honest judge they'll 
understand and help me out, beoiuse I have 
been defrauded," he said. 

After all the record company run-around, 
Diddley now records and distributes his own

Mass.— Once again Andre 
the seal has been offered the 
freedom of the sea. 

And once again, his 
friend, Harry A. Goodridge, 
is exj^eting him to return to 
his Rockport, Maine, 
"home" as he has done the 
past 24 years. 

Andre and Harry form 
what marine biologists call 
one of the most remarkable 
relationships between 
humans and animals. 

Andre has been a part of 
Goodridge's life ever since 
he was picked up as a 3-day- 
old pup from a ledge on the 
Maine coast in May 1961. 

Spending summers in a 
floating pen in the harbor at 
the Rockporl home of 
Goodridge, the spotted seal 
has been offered the freedom 
of the Atlantic many times 
but he always returns to 
Goodridge. 

On Tuesday, Andre 
waddled from a pen on the 
beach at Provincetown, 
Mass., and was given a pat 
on the back by Goodridge 
before he slipped into the 
water to begin his 230-mile 
swim to Rockport. 

If he keeps his timetable 
of the past four years, he will 
arrive in Rockport in four to 
six days. 

Andre was flown to Pro- 
vincetown from Mystic 
Marinelife Aquarium in 
Mystic, Conn., where he has 
spent the last four winters, 
lolling with other harbor 
seals in an exhibit. 

Goodridge has found it 
necessary to lodge Andre at 
the aquarium each winter 
because of the gregarious 
seal's antics and friendliness 
that pose a potential danger. 

He said Andre has a pen- 
chant for climbing into 
fishermen's boats to take a 
nap. Often, the 232-pound 
animal snoozes in a corner 
that could cause a small boat 
to swamp, he said. 

Andre also scares under- 
water divers when he butts 
up against them with an in- 
tended love lap, said 
Goodridge.

Got heartburn? Blame the 
acid, not an overactive 
esophagus, North Carolina 
researchers say. 

Heartburn is caused when 
the stomach's acidic juices 
escape back into the 
esophagus, the tube 
connecting stomach to 
throat. The acid causes 
spasms in the esophagus and 
irritates damaged nerve (»lls 
lining this channel. 

Through the years, 
researchers have debated 
which of these effects causes 
heartburn paui. 

Dr. Joel E. Richter and 
colleagues at Bowman Gray 
School of Medicine, Wake 
Forest Unversity, Winstoft- 
Salem, N.C., compared the 
esophageal contractions in 
17 people who had 
heartburn with those in 17 
healthy people. Small 
amounts of acid were placed 
in the esophagus and the 
size, duration and speed of 
contractions were measured. 
Although the characteristics 
of the contractions were 
similar in both groups^ those 
with heartburn were in pain, 
while healthy subjects were 
not. 

"These studies strengthen 
the hypothesis that acid 
provokes esophageal 
symptoms by direct 
irritation," the researchers 
reported in the Journal of 
the American Medical 
Association.

Fla.— Archeologists believe 

bones and artifacts found at 
a Palm Beach construction 
site are the remains of an 
Indian woman who died 
anywhere from 300 to 1,800 
years ago.

records. (Write BoKay Productions, Box 
190. Hawthorne, FL 32640). 

Financial struggles have, perhaps, taken 
their toll on Diddley' s personal life. Now, 
after 20 years of marriage, he and his wife 
are divorcing. As he talks about the marriage 
and the breakup, he is solemn, and his eyes 
wander behind his coke-bottlc-bottom 
glasses. He seems to be working out his 
feelings as he talks. 

*' She did a lot for me by making me stick 
with my rock and roll. Sometimes I wanted 
to give it up but she stayed behind me, saying 
'Don't worry about them people— your day 
will come.' She gave me a lot of support," 
Diddley said. 

Diddley now lives on a 72.6 acre farm in 
Hawthorne, Fla., complete with a trio of 
Irish Setters, two lakes and a log-cabin 
house. "I sunk every last penny into that 
thing." Diddley said. "Mid tbsn something 
Kkc this happens." Diddley said he's selling 
the pUus. He docMi't even live in his custom 
buift house anymore. "Believe it or not," 
IMdley said, "I'm staying in a shack on the 
property. A lot of bad vibes went through 
that house, and I want no part of it." 

The separation and divorce from his wife 
has also been a detriment to his work. For 
the past few years Diddley has teamed up 



with his daughter Tammi's band, Offspring, 
(Tammi plays drums) but now the two have 
had a falling out, and Tammi is living with 
her mother. 

When Diddley made his Tallahassee 
appearance, he had to use the Bill Wharton 
Concept for a back-up band. Diddley 
depends on the fast paced, rhythmic sounds 
of drums and bass to whip audience into a 
frenzy, and unfortunately the band was not 
able to keep up with Diddley. 

At one point in Friday night's show, after 
trying to cajole the drummer into picking up 
the pace, Diddley slid behind the drumset 
and took over. Finally the drummer came 
back, shaking his head, still trying to figure 
out how Bo had done it. The drummer got 
quite a workout that night, and developed 
blisters on both hands. 

The loss of Tammi and her band is a blow 
to Diddley's concert touring. Init Diddley 
hopes that once the dust from his divorce 
settles they'll be back together. 

Diddtey doesn't seem to know exactly 
\»rtiat went wrong in his marriage, but he isn't 
resentful. He said he just plans to keep on 
playing music and making people happy. 

"1 thought our relationship was forever," 
Diddley said. "That's the way I had always 
planned it, but somehow the devil came in. 
I guess maybe I'll sell this house and buy 
another one and just keep playing my rock 
and roll."

said Billy. 

Greg, on the other hand, has left his 
mark on 'Nole fans, as well as the 'Nole 
record book. The 6-foot, 200-pound back 
has accumulated almost 20 FSU rushing 
and scoring records in his four-year stay. 
Only a knee injury his senior year, stopped 
him from breaking even more. For Greg, a 
native of Milton, being at FSU has been 
nothing less than pleasurable. 

**I played a lot of games in pain because 
of my knee, but on the whole, FSU has 
been a great place to me. Pvc gained 
valuable experience here and it has just 
been enjoyable," Greg said. 

But 1985 has these two thinking about 
the future. And with their talent and 
ability, the future requires much thought. 

With the semester almost over, both men 
find themselves extremely busy; talking to 
agents, traveling to various cities to meet 
pro football representatives, and like most 
seniors, studying for finals. 

"I just got back from Kansas City, San 
Diego and Los Angeles visiting the pro 
teams there," said Greg. **I would've Uked 
to go to a lot more places, but I got finals 
too." 

Billy's schedule is very similar, and he 
plans to fly out to Atlanta before going on 
to Cleveland this weekend. Meanwhile, 
FSU fans continue to wonder where their 
two superstars will end up after the Apr. 
30th NFL draft. Both players admitted they 
are often asked who they think will draft 
them and in what round. Although 
everyone seems to be putting so much 
emphasis on the NFL, the pair will quickly 
point out that the NFL is not the only 
people they are talking to. 

"Right now my agent is negotiating with 
the Tampa Bay Bandits so there is a chance 
that I may go to the USFL," explained 
Billy. "I really don't have any preference 
between the NFL and USFL. I'm more 
concerned about the money I'll be 
making.'* 

•Tve talked with people from the USFL 
too, and Td condder playing in that league 
as well," said Greg. "But only if the price is 
right." 

Billy's final season at FSU was probably 
his best as a Seminole. The 6-foot- 1, 210- 
pound strong safety recorded 48 total 
tackles, many of which were big plays, 
playing for the first time on defense. 
However, the Ohio native's pinnacle senior 
year has made his market value unstable. 
Thought to be a low-round draft pick, Billy 
now could be labeled as a solid NFL 
prospect. The question now is, just how 
good is Billy Allen as a defensive. back? One 
thing that will help interested ^pro scouts 
answer that question is a video that BiUy 
has made. 

"The people that represent me. Pro 
Sports Management, felt it would be very 
advantageous for my career to do this video 
and I thought it was a great idea," said 
Billy. "It highlights my best plays and talks 
about my track abilities and, I guess, my 
personaUty." 

Similarly, Greg has found that the main 
concern of many of the scouts he has met 
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Greg Allen: Big bucks, no whammy 

with is the condition of his knee. Greg 
admits his knee isn't 100 percent and he 
doesn't blame the scouts for their 
ovrarzealous ccmcem for the knee. 

••Everywhere I go, one of the first 
questions a scout will ask me is 'how is the 
knee?' Sure, I would like to think they are 
concerned about me as a person, but they 
are making an investment, so I think they 
have a right to be really concerned about 
my knee and what shape the product is in," 
explained Greg. "I've been working out 
with my knee and I've passed all the tests 
that the scouts give me, so it's getting better 
and it wtfl ctefinitely be ready when the time 
comes.'* 

As for now, both players seem content on 
letting their agents handle most of the 
marketing duties while they relax and enjoy 
the last few days of the semester. 

"As far as football, I'm just staying in 
shape and just making sure I'm ready 
wherever I go," said Billy. 

"I'm trying to stay in my books real hard 
and get my degree soon. The scouts and the 
phone calls have been somewhat of a 
distraction," Greg admits. 

Though both are just on the. doorstep of 
fame, wealth and popularity— all of which 
are the luxuries of bdng a pro f<x)tball 
player— these two young men have already 
begun to reap the benefits. 

Anyone who knows Billy, even in the 
most Platonic sense, knows that the keys in 
his pocket belong to a sporty new white 
Mercedes Benz. Specially ordered from 
Germany, the automobile is unmistakeable 
with its tinted windows and Phi Beta Sigma 
fraternity license tag on the front. 

Greg opted for more luxury in selecting a 
stylish blue BMW. Both said the cars were 
purchased by loans from their agents. 

With both players facing the possibility 
of playing in the same league, an interesting 
situation could arise between Billy, on 
defense, and Greg on offense. What if they

FSU^s Coomber returns 
to England, new life

At age 34, Margaret Coomber is fimUly running hon^ with 
a college diploma. 

When commencement concludes Saturday afternoon, the 
Florida State track star will have successfully exchanged her 
relay baton for a bachelor's degree in home economics and 
will soon afterwards be enroute to her native England. 

Even though Coomber came to FSU in 1^ with solid 
track credentials, she is the first to admit she had serious 
doubts about her abilities to handle the academic load. 

"I thou^t 1 might laM a she said. "I wasn't sure 
I a>uld make it or thtt I «<Mild enjoy it. Being cmt of sd^ 
for 13 years had a lot to do with it." 

"In England/* she explained, "You decide on what you 
want to go into and they tell you what lessons you need to 
take for that particular field. 1 didn't realize here you need 
to take history, geography, and all that other sort of 
rubbish." 

Despite finding immediate success as FSU's number one 
cross country runner, Coomber experienced difficultly in 
the classroom. "Getting used to taking tests again was her 
biggest feiff. 

White math, psychology, and chemistry w«e ter toughest 
aciKtonic dul^ges, on the track oval, Coomber was rackii^ 
up All-Amcrfcan honors— five in total: a national title on 
tim 4x800-m«er relay; and an NCAA championship as a 
member of tl« FSU 1984 winning squad. She ranks the latter 
as one of her proudest achievements— along with receiving 
a degree in child development and family relations. 

♦* Nobody likes to talk about age," said Lady Seminole 
cross country coach Al Schmidt, "But she was competing 
against kids and there's not a race she wasn't competitive 
in. She was a force to be reckoned with. Only someone who 
had once competed at the intemi^nal tevd otuW have come 
back to compete at tte unlv»Mty level 10 yews later." 

!^ce few British umversittes fimd athletic scholtf ships, 
a tainted athtete has to chcK^ betw^n sxkofA and sports 
»rly on. When Coon^ left school at age 17. she had to 
find tune from her job as a secr^ary in a LoncU» post office 
to train, travel and compete. 

Before she arrived at FSU, Coomber had represented 
England and Scotland— her father's place of birth— in three 
Commonwealth Games, 14 World Cross Country 
Championships, and the 1972 Munich Olympics. 

**Yet I'd always wanted to work with children," she said. 
"But because you have to have qualifications to work in an 
English nursery and that means having gone to school, I 
wi^*t able to. 1 had just put school off too long— until I 
m& offered a schoktfship here." 




Margaret Coomber: time to settle down. 

Saturday, wearing a black graduation gown rather than 
a garnet and gold track uniform, Coomber will receive the 
degree she hopes to put to use when she returns to England. 

"There aren't the number of pre-school or daycare centers 
at home like there are over here. Not as many mothers work 
and families take care of children until they're ready to go 
to school. I may work in a day nursery in a lK>spital or even 
as a live-in nanny,*^ sl% ^tkt. 

O)omber says she plans to contf&ue numing for fitness 
but admits ste's not compelled to compete as a masters (over 
35) runner yet. "Just the thought of being called a 'vet* 
makes me ill," she laughed. 

Among the things she's looking forward to enjoying when 
she returns home are "walking through London and seeing 
the latest fashions. 1 can't wait to see someone with a 
Mohican." 

Some of the things she says she'll miss are "pizza, Baskin- 
Robbins ice cream and the heat. 1 may never be able to wear 
shorts again; the weather here is so relaxing." 

And finally, among the things she regrets having missed 
while in the statra are "visiting New York, going to Disney 
World, and sedng Bemie Sli^r." 

When Coombs stejK across the podium Saturday morning 
to receive her diploma and shake Bemie Sligo'^s hand, she 
will leave FSU with one more accomplishment, and one less 
regret.

First year at helm was definitely 
an experience for new sports editor

It has been, to say the least, an interesting year. 
And as the year comes to a close, and as finals week takes 
its expected toll, the mind becomes a little frayed around 
the edges, and a desperate desire to take off for a while 
becomes paramount. 
Have a nice trip. 

This was, as many can figure, my first year as sports 
editor of this stellar publication. When I took over for the 
graduating John Holecek, I had many plans to better 
inform you, the sports fan, on what's going on around 
here. Some worked, others fell through. 

The year in sports was a fairly typical one for Florida 
.State. After a strong start, the football team fell a little flat, 
and had to settle for a Citrus Bowl invitation. A 17-17 tie to 
Georgia didn't help, and fans were left wondering who 
would be the quarterback in the fall, among other things. 

Despite a new three-year contract, head basketball coach 
Joe Williams couldn't produce a winning season for 
impatient fans, as the squad went from 20-11 last year to 
14 16. An impressive showing in the Metrp tourney helped 
a little, but Williams' critics again surfaced, leaving many 
wondering how long he may stay— again. 

The FSU women's team had an even more disappointing 
season, hindered by another young squad that made typical 
mistakes. Perhaps a year away, the team again enjoyed a 
access ful recruiting year, paving the way for a possibly 
brighter future. 

Spurred by the magnificent play of senior Joey Rive, the 
men's tennis team finished the regular season ranked 16th 
in the nation, the Seminoles' highest ranking to date. The 
women, though also talented, were not as fortunate. 

In its second season of fast-pitch play, the FSU softbfOl 
team captured the state title in Tampa from ultra-rival 
^ South Florida, but chances looked dim for a bid to the 
NCAA regional tournament at press time. Only two teams 
are taken from each region, and FSU is generally 
considered the third or fourth best right now. 

Surprising many, the men's swim team sent two entries to 
the NCAA championships, and both captured All- 
Anicrican honors. That helped the team to 27th place in the 
championships, the highest ranking for the team in several 
years. Charges by present and former swimmers of 
questionable coaching practices tainted the season for head 



coach Bill Shults and his assistant, Guy Bergeron, though 
several swimmers were portrayed as malcontents who 
simply couldn't handle the hard work involved 

On the women's side, head coach Terry Maul kept alive a 
ten-year streak of scoring points at the NCAA's as diver 
^endy Fuller-the squad's only entry-earned AH- 
Amencan honors with a 15th-place finish on the OM-meter 
boards. 

Going into the summer, the track teams looked pretty 
solid, with the women's team ready to defend its outdoor 
national championship.

TAMPA—Denny McLdn, the only ma|w leaguer in the 
last 50 years to win 30 games in one season, faces a iifetime 
prison term Thursday when he m s&at&med ^ km comts, 
Md^fog cocaine possession. 

VS. District Court Judge Elizabeth A. Kovachevich 
originally planned sentencing for last Friday, hut postponed 
action at the request of McLain's lawyer, Arnold D. 
Levine.She rescheduled the sentencing for 11:30 a.m. EST 
Thursday.

A jury deliberated three days before finding McLain 
guilty of loan sharking, extortion, bookmaking and cocaine 
possession. Co-defendants Seymore Sher and Frank 
Cocchiaro also were convicted of loan sharking, 
bookmaking and extortion. 

Al^ugh his own sentencing was deteyed, McLain conld 
not be buoyed by the penalties his co-defendants received. 
Sher, 59, was wnteMed to a ^ year prison term and 
%Nle^ to reimburse a victim $10,000. Cocchiaro, 66, in 
jail since 1982 on a lOyear sentCM^ fur mail finod, 
received a concurrent sentence of 20 years. 

McLahi, who posted a 31-6 record for the Detroit Tigers
